| S ſuch, who ſerved the Conqueror in his victorĩous ex- 
pedition, were rewarded with lauds and poſſeſſions; it 
is highly probable, that Norman de Arecy (as then 
wrote) the anceſtor: of the preſent Earl of Holder- 
neſſe, was in the battle of Haſtings, . 14, 1066, whereby 
William Duke of Normandy obtained this N For the 
name occurs in the roll of Battel-· abbey, and in the liſt of 
' thoſe who landed with that monarch. ” And at the time of 
the general ſurvey, d the ſaid Norman de Arecy held no leſs 
than thirty-three lordſhips in Lincolnſhire, by the immediate 
gift of the Conqueror, of which Noctone was one, where he 
and his deſcendants had their chief ſeat for divers genera- 
tions ©. 

This Norman, in 6 William Rufus, being. with the King 
then dangerouſly ill at Glouceſter, when thoſe about him, 
thinking his caſe deſperate, advis'd a council to be call'd ; and 
the King, repenting him of his ſins, promiſed, if he recovered, 
to mend his life. 4 — as an inſtance of his contrition, 
he * confirmed to the monks of St. Mary's-abbey, at York, 
their poſſeſſions; to which this Norman de Areci (as he then 
wrote his name) ſubſcribed as one of the witneſſes, and * gave 
at that time to the ſaid abbey three carucates of lands in Brun- 
num. He was alſo a f witneſs to the grant made by Billcheld,

Santoft in Com' Lincoln (a 
cell to St. Mary's-abbey) the churches of Nocton and Puneſton, 
as alſo two parts of thetythes of Fiſcebutre, and founded a h 
riory for canons regular of the order of St. Auguſtine, it 
Nokton before - mentioned, giving them the fite of the ſaid 
convent, a meſſuage, and a carucate of land in Nokton. He 
gave alſo to the monks of i Kirkeſtede in Lincolnſhire, certain 
Jands in Duneſton and Nockſton aforeſaid, extending from the 
great foad weſtward, which leadeth through Mere to Scape- 
wiche; and left iſſue * Thomas his ſon and heir, alſo !

Mary, York. And on aſſeſſment of the aid, for marrying 
Maud the king's eldeſt daughter, in 12 Hen. II. it was ® cer- 
tified, that he held twenty Knights fees, according to the old 
acception, with half a Knight's fee, and a fourth part, ac- 
cording to the new; for which, anno 14 Hen. II. he paid?

This Thomas had * alſo two younger ſons, and four daugh- 
ters, one of which, while he was living, was > married to 
de Munbegon, and two other (at the time of the afore- 
faid preſentment) were © marriageable, and the youngeſt but 
eight years of age; being deſcended of Barons, faith” the re: 
cord; and 4 that he held twenty Knights fees of the King, and 
of the fee of William de Perci. 14a © 

His eldeſt fon, Thomas, was with King Richard I. in that 
expedition into Normandy, A. D. 1195, the 6th: of his 
reign, when the © King went to raiſe the f ſiege of Verneuil, 
which he effected the night before W hitſunday, and forced 
the enemy to depart. In 1204, 5 John, he was retain'd tos 
ſerve the King in his wars in Normandy againſt the French, 
who had taken the ® towns of Couches, le Val de Raeil, and 
Liſle-Dandele (the ſecond being ſurrendered without any 
great oppoſition by two noblemen, who had the charge of 
them, viz. Robert Fitz- Walter, and Saier de Quincie) with 
three Knights, for one whole year, beginning on Wedneſday 
before Midſummer-day ; in conſideration whereof the King! 
remitted him a debt of two hundred twenty-hve.. marks 
which he then owed to the Jews ; but beſides this retainer 
he was to perform the like * ſervice for his barony, as others did. 

To him ſucceded Norman de Ateci his fon and! heir, who 
in 7 John, paying n go marks, with ſix palfiies, and one 
horſe tor the great ſaddiez and doing his homage, had livery * 
of all the lands deſcended to him by the death of his father. 
In 13 John, he had-a ſpecial diſcharge e from his ſcutage, due 
upon the expedition made that year into Scotland. 

In 15 John, Robert d'Arci ? attended the King on that ex- 
pedition againſt the French into Poictou; but whether he was 
uncle or brother to this Norman, does not appear, 

The ſaid Norman being one of the Barons in the rebellion 
againſt King John, in the 17th year of his reign, bad his lands 
1 ſeized by © John le Mareſchall, a Baron, ſheriff of Lincoln- 
ſhire, and marſhal of Ireland, and by the King's command 
pov, were * diſpoſed of to Peter ds Warcop, But in 1216, 
1 Hen.

rons coming to a peaceable accord, by the induſtry and good 
council of William Marſhall, Earl of Pembroke, who, to 
win the good will of the ſubjects to the young King (to whom 
he was governor) offered pardon to all thoſe 2 who hould 
take part with the King. And this Norman embracing tw 
opportunity, and giving good * pledges for his future fidelity, 
had his lands * reſtored to him; as had alſo the before men- 
tioned Robert Darci his lands in Hantſhire. IM 
In 3 Hen: III. the faid-Norman gave ⸗ to the King a fore- 
goſbawke of Norway, to have a market at his lordſhip of Noc- 
tone; and in 1245, 29 Hen. III. * anſwered twenty pounds (for 
the Knights fees he held) on an aſſeſſment of the aid for marrying 
Margaret, the King's eldeſt daughter, to Alexander III. King of 
Scotland, whoſe marriage was celebrated on Dec. 26, 1251, at 
York; as alſo 40l. anno 38 Hen. III. on ® collection of the aid 
for making Prince Edward, the King's eldeſt fon, a Knight. 
In which year the King, in regard to his great age -and infir- 
ities, granted the cuſtody of his lands, fo long as he ſhould 
live, unto Philip d'Arci his fon and heir. . 

W hich Philip, adbering to the intereſt of the crown in thoſe 
turbulent times, about the latter end of King John's reign, 
had, anno 1 Hen. III. a © grant of the lands of Robert le Cam- 
berleng, or Chamberlayne. | | 
After which I find no mention of him till 27 Hen. III. in 
which year he had an aſſignation © of 231. 13s. then in atrear 
to thoſe ſoldiers who ſerved under his command in the wars of 
France; and of 20 marks due to himſelf. | 
Is 34 Hen. III. ne is ſaid to have been the accuſer © of Sir Henry 
de Bath, Knt. one f of the judges of the court of common-pleas, 
for bis unfaithfulneſs and corruption in point of judicature. 

In 37 Hen. III. the King, on diſpleaſure © conceived againſt 
Henry Plantagenet Duke of Lancafter, Eari of Leiceſter, lord 
High ſteward of England, oblig'd him to reſign the office of 
warden of Gaſcony, for that the Gaſcoigners had charged him 
with too much ſeverity. And they continuing in rebellion, 
the King went over, and this Philip de Arci being ready to 
attend him according to the ſervice he owed, having informa- 
tion, that his father deſigned to alienate certain lands, which 
were part of his inheritance, and complaining thereof to the 
King; he obtained a precept to the f ſheriff, commanding him 
not to admit any one to enter on them during his continuance

in that ſervice. And the King alſo ſent his commands to the 
Queen and Richard Earl of Cornwal, that ſo long as he ſhould 
continue beyond the ſeas, he ſhould not be ſued. Jo 
In 38 Hen. III. being in the ! camp with the King at Lupiel 
in Gaſcoigne, he was made governor of the caſtle at Millan, 
and captain of thoſe forces then remaining there. And the ® 
next year, having contracted great debts by his large expences 
in the King's ſervice beyond the ſeas, he procured certain let- 
ters u hortatory to all his tenants by military ſervice, and other; 
earneſtly moving them to grant him ſuch reaſonable aid, to- 
wards eaſing him of that burthen, as that they might be worthy 
of the Cing's thanks for the ſame. And paying in that year 
his pclicf, © had livery of his lands. | 
In 1260, 44 Hen. III. he was? ſummoned to be at Shrewſ- 
bury on Sept. 8, the nativity of the Virgin Mary, with horſe 
and arma, ready to march againſt Llewellin, and the Welſh bis 
accomplices ; and 4 died, anno 48 Hen. III. leaving iſſue by * 
Iſabel his wife, ſecond daughter of Ralph de Bertram, Baron of 
Mitford (and ſiſter and one of the coheirs of Roger de Bertram, 
who died anno 4 Ed. II.) four ſons, viz. 1. Norman, 2. Sir 
Thomas 7 Roger, and 4. Ralph. eſis 
Which Norman, at the deceaſe of his father, was 28 years 
of age and more; and doing his © homage, and giving ſecurity 
for the payment of his relief as a baron, had livery of his 
Jands. Nevertheleſs, the next year, 1265, being among the 
rebellious Lords, who were vanquiſhed in the battle fought at 
:* Eveſham in Com' Worc. Auguſt b, his * lands were ſeized 
-by the King. 

Roger, che third brother of the ſaid Norman, and Thomas 
their * uncle, were alſo engaged in that? rebellion ; but there 
being a peaceable compoſute afterwards betwixt the King and 
the tranſgreſſors (by that memorable decree call'd dictum de 
Kenilworth) both this Norman, his brother Roger, and un- 
cle > Thomas (taken priſoner at the ſiege of Northampton, in 
48 Hen. III.) were in 51 Hen, III. admitted to © favour, John 
de Burgh of Kent, Adam de Newmarch of Yorkſhire, and 
Robert de Ufford of Norfolk (all Barons) being ſureties for 
their future loyalty and quiet demeanor. 3 

In 1277, 5 Edw. I the“ King ſignifies that Llewellin Prince 
of Wales had rebelled, and therefore ſent his mandate to this

Norman Darcy, to be at Worceſter in the octaves of St. John 
Faptiſt next, with horſe and arms, and his whole ſervice, to go 
againſt him. In q Edw. I. John de Vaux, William de Saham, 
and others, being © appointed juſtices in eyre for the county of 
Lincoln, they ſummon'd this Norman to ſhew by * what autho- 
Tity he held his lands i Nocton, Doneſton, and elſewhere, in 
Lincolnſhire, and what ſervices and privileges he claim'd in that 
county: Whereunto he reply'd, that he held his lands in chief 
of the King, by the ſervice of two Knights fees only, or of one 
Knight and two Efquires, in the King's army for forty days, at 
His own charges; and that he claim'd in Nocton, and Doneſton, 
free warren, gallows, and infangthef, with a market at Nocton 
upon the Tueſday, and aſſize of bread and beer, and a fair upon 
the eve and feaſt-day of St. Mary Magdalen; and that he 
claim'd free warren and a gallows in Conyngſby; and in his 
manor of Stalinburgh, wreck of ſea, weyth, and gallows. 

In 1282, 10 Edw. I. the Welſh having taken Roger Clifford, 
ſen. and impriſoned him, and kill'd and taken ſeveral of the 
King's ſubjects, he had ; orders to be at Worceſter on the day 
of Pentecoſt, with horſe and arms, ready, if occaſion requir'd, to 
march againſt them. And another mandate, dated at Hertel- 
byrough, May 24, the ſame year, was! ſent to him to be at 
Rothelan on Sunday, the morrow after Aug. 1, to go againſt the 
Welſh. Alfo on June 28, 10 Edw. I. the King, at Rotheland, 
gave him notice in what manner the Welſh had taken up arms, 
killed his nobles, and other ſubjects, both men, women, and 
children, and of having David, the laft of the race, in cuſtody; 
and therefore defires to conſult with him and others, as to t 
diſpoſal of him, requiring him to be at Shrewſbury on the mor- 
row after the feaſt of St. Michael. | 

In the 11 Edw. I. fo well did he behave, and fuch great * ſer- 
vice did he perform for the King, in the expedition then made 
into Wales againſt * Prince Llewellin (who had committed 
great hoſtilities in thoſe parts about the mountains of Show- 
done, and * in Montgomeryſhire) that in recompence thereof 
he had an aſſiznation of 501. per ann. for five years to come; 
and alſo a diſcharge * for 100]. due at the exchequer for his 
relief. In 22 Edw. I.? he was ſummoned to attend the King 
immediately, and to give his opinion in thoſe great and difficult 
points relating to a war with France: the French in that year 
having taken two Engliſh men of war, ſailing by the Norman 
coaſt; as alſo four others, ſent by the King for the ſafe-guard of

And 
on the ſame occaſion, he had in that year orders to ſummon all 
abbots, priors, knights, and others within his bailiwick, who 
held in chief, or by Knight's ſervice, or ſerjeantry,-to be at Portſ- 
mouth on Sept. 1 next, with horſe and arms, and their whole 
ſervice, ready to go beyond ſea, But after this he lived not long; 
for in 24 Edw. I. Sir Philip his ſon and heir, doing his homage, 
_ Thad livery of all his lands, whereof he died ſeized.” He alſo left 
two other ſons, Sir John, of whom hereafter ; and Robert.

Which Robert d'Arci was alſo in 25 Edw. I. in that expe- 
dition into Gaſcony*; likewiſe that year, an inſurrection begin- 
ning in Scotland, at the inſtigation of Sir William Wallace, on 
account of the Scots refuſing to do homage, he was then ſent 
into thoſe wars, in which * the Engliſh forces ſuffered not a 
little. And in 27 Edw. I. being lord of the manors of Stalling- 
burgh and Doneſton in Com' Line. “ he had a grant of free 
. warren in all his demeſne lands there *. In 1306, 34 Edw. I. the 
King ſending an army into Scotland, againſt Robert Bruce, 
who had cauſed himſelf, on Lady-day, to be crowned at 
Scone, this Robert d'Arci leaving the King there, without 
licence, * the ſheriff of Lincolnſhire had command to ſeize all 
his lands and poſſeſſions in that county *. But this breach of 
_ truſt was afterwards forgiven; for in 4 Edw. II. © the cuſtody 
of the caſtle and honour of Striguil *in Scotland, was commit- 
ted to him. And in 15 Edw. II. he was made governor of 
| Sleford-caſtle in Lincolnſhire, which for ſome reaſons was then 
taken into the King's hands. Alfo in 18 Edw. II. he was 
conſtituted one of the arrayers in the parts of Lindſey in com' 
Linc. In 1 Edw. III. he had a © grant of free warren in all 
his demeſne lands in Clipſton in com' Northampt. and in Pa- 
chenſham in com' Suſſex /; and the next year obtained a pa- 
tent of view of frank- pledge in his manor of Lethered (Lea- 
therhead) in Surrey, to himſelf and Joan ® his wife, and the 
heirs of their bodies. In 5 Edw. III. he had a grant of a mar- 
q Rot.

But now I return to Sir Philip, who, in 26 Edw, I. i was 


ſummoned to be at Carliſle on Whitſun-eve, with harſe and 


arms, ready to march againſt the Scotch then in rebellion; and 
in 27 Edw. I. Sir Thomas his uncle dying without iſſue, * the 
manor of Scotelthorpe eſcheated to him as his next heir, being 


then forty years of age. In 31 Edw. I. he l was with the Lord 


Segrave, and others, in that expedition into Scotland, where 
the Engliſh, ®after a ſharp and doubtful fight for a time, were 
overcome, and the ſaid Lord taken; who (as my author ſays) 
had more courage than foreſight. In 34 Edw. I. the King 
having an intention to make Edward Prince of Wales, his 
fourth ſon (but then the only ſurviving one by his firſt Queen) 
a Enight, * ſummoned this Sir Philip to be at Weſtminſter on 
the morrow of the Holy Trinity, to fix with other counſellors 
the aid to be granted for that purpoſe. 7 | 

In 4 Edw. II. he was in the wars of Scotland; and in 5 
Edw. II. doing his homage, as couſin and heir to Roger Ber- 
tram of Mitford in Com' Northumb. had livery of ſuch lands 
as on that account deſcended to him. And having been, in 
1312, concerned in the apprehending and murder of Piers de 
Gaveſton, Earl of Cornwal, he > had with Thomas Earl of 
Lancaſter, and others, in 1314, 7 Edw. II. his pardon on that 
account, or of any.other miſdeed whatever. | 

The ſame year he * was in Scotland with the King, who 
with a great power intending to raiſe the ſiege of Strivelling 
(Stirling) caſtle, * a bloody battle enſued, June 24, wherein 


the Engliſh were yanquiſh'd, and many flain and taken pri- 


ſoners. : 
The year after, 8 Edw. II. „be was again in the wars of 


Scotland; as alſo in 9 Edw. II. in which year arrived in England 
two cardinals :, who brought bulls from the pope, to excom- 
municate the Scots, if they refuſed agreeing to a treaty of 
peace with England. What 1 have found further of him is, 
that he was * ane of thoſe who were with Thomas Plantagenet, 
Earl of Lancaſter, in the inſurrection made in the North, in 15 
Edw.

In 12 Edw III. he * was with the King in that deſcent then 
made into Flanders, likewiſe in the following year; and 
died on March 25, 1340, 14 Edw. III. leaving » Tg by Iſabel 
his wife, Philip his ſon and heir, ten years of age, 4 who dy- 
ing in 24 Edw. III. Sir Philip de Limbury, Knut. ſon of Julian,

Conyngſby-park) was of great courage and eminent abilities, 
as evident by the many offices he bore in the reigns of Edw. I. 
II. and III. fas 25 Edw. I. he was in that f expedition made in- 
to Scotland againſt 5 Wallace, > and his adherents then in arms. 
Alſo in 31 Edw, I. when Sir John Segrave Kat. was ſent thi- 
ther with an army, the Scots being in arms, on account i of 
the truce expiring on All- ſaints day. And * in 1306, 34 Edw. 
I, he was again there on Robert Bruce's ! aſſuming the ſove- 
reignty, and cauſing himſelf to be ſolemnly crown'd on March 
25, at the abbey of Scone, by the biſhops of St. Andrew's and 
Glaſgow, In 3 Edw. II. * he was likewiſe there when the 
King fortified Berwick with a ſtrong wall and deep ditch, and 
thence with his army march'd into Scotland to ſeek his adver- 
ſary Robert Bruce, who“ refuſing him battle, the King came 
back to Berwick. In 1313. 6 Edw. II. (May 3.) he had e the 
King's protection to hold in force till Aug. 1 following; he at 
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that time being appointed to go with the King and Queen into 
France, to the coronation of Lewis X. fon of Philip IV. King 
ef France and Navarre; and the fame year * was commiſſioned 
to treat at Newcaſtle with Sir Robert de Loweden, Knt. and 
others, deputed by the Scots, on ſuch matters as ſhould be 
offer'd by them.

In 7 Edw: II. having been concern'd, with Thomas Earl of 


Lancaſter, in the death of Piers Gaviſton, he had a pardon 
of all manner of accuſations on that account. ; 

In 5 Edw. II. Robert Bruce having recoyer'd the greateſt 
part of Scotland, and won from the Engliſh thoſe caſtles they 
heid there, and conquer'd thoſe Scots which were in the Eng- 
liſh ſervice; the King, to be reveng'd on them, marched with 
a powerful army, and entering Scotland, this John Lord Darcy 
was then with him, and meeting with the enemy near * Ban- 
nockburn, were entirely defeated on June 24, King Edward 
himſelf hardly eſcaping. Robert Paſton, a Carmelite friar, 
being preſent, he in heroical verſe ſadly bewails the forrowful 


diſaſter. The firſt night (faith he) the Englith bathed them- - 


ſelves in wine, with other rioting far above meaſure; whereas 
the Scots lay cloſe and quiet, faſting the evening before the 
battle, and had made trenches three feet deep, and the like in 
breadth, from the right wing of their army to the left, cover- 


ing them with turf and graſs laid on twigs, not of ſtrength to 


bear horſemen, fo that the Engliſh horfe, advancing thereon, 
founder'd in the trenches, which occaſioned the loſs of the battle. 
In 10 Edw. II. the King ſtiles him * John d'Arci, le coſyn, 
appointing him governor of the caftle of Norhan in 
Northumberland; and in 13 Edw, II. he was ſheriff of 
the © counties of Derby and Nottingham; as alſo in 14 


and 15 of that King's reign; and ſheriff * of Lancaſhire in - 


16 Edw. II. In 17 Edw. II. ! he was conſtituted lord juſ- 
tice of Ireland, * and arrived at Dublin, February 2. During 
his abode in that kingdom, excellent ordinances, for the go- 
vernment thereof, were aſſented to by the King and his council, 
which are at large in Prynne's animadverſions on the fourth 
inſtitutes; and the annals of thoſe times make no mention of 
any diſturbance there during that reign, other than was occa- 
ſion'd by private murders. In 18 Edw. II. being then in that 
kingdom, * he had commands, from the King, to ſeize, in his 
Juriſdiction, all perſons of Agenois, Pierregort, Xaintonge, and 
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other places, then in rebellion againſt the King, and them 
fafe to keep with their goods and effects, and to certify their 
names, goods, &c. in writing. se * 

In 20 Edw. II. when the King, for the defence of his king- 
dom againſt the invaſion of foreigners, and others, who ad- 
hered to Queen Iſabel and Prince Edward, ordered in council, 
that all ſhips of or above the burden of thirty ton, from the 
mouth of the Thames riding northward, ſhould be at Orewell 
in Suffolk, on St. Matthew's-day, well arm'd, double mann'd, 
and a month's proviſion on board each veſſel; he appointed 
this John Darcy (then call'd the uncle) to ſee that the royal 
mandate be duly executed in the ports and towns of Saltfletby, 
Waynfleet, and Grymſby, in Lincolnſhirfe. ö 
In 1327, 1 Edw. III. he was ſome part of it ſheriff of Vork - 

ſhire ; and was that year again ſent lord juſtice into Ireland; ® 
and the ſame year, having the title of John d'Arci le frere, 
obtained © a grant of free warren in all his demeſne lands in 
Conyngſby- park, Flixborough, and Winterton, in Com' Lin- 
coln; alſo the next year in thoſe at Wranby in that county. 
In 2 Edw. III. being called John d'Arci le neveu, he had * 
an aſſignation of certain ſums of money due to him for his ſer- 
vices in Ireland the preceding year; alſo for other ſervices 
during his abode in Yorkſhire, in October, November, and 
December, that year, for the defence of thoſe parts. On 
Auguſt 21, the ſame year, he was made juſtice of Ireland, and 
governor of that country; alſo had his patent renew'd, in the 
year ® following; in which time Macoghegan of Meath, and 
other Iriſh men of Leinſter, broke out into rebellion; Þ yet 
this common calamity could not unite the Engliſh, altho* 
taught by experience, that they never ſuffered any great 
damage but from civil diſſentions among themſelves. And the 
enemy, thro' the many ſmall victories they obtained, ſo weak- 
ened the Engliſh, that the lord juſtice was obliged * to invite 
Maurice (afterwards Earl of Deſmond) to take the field, which 
he did with ſucceſs, with an army of near ten thouſand. That 
year the king ordered him to pay to William Earl of Juliers 
300 l. due at Michaelmas, in part of 6001. per ann. granted 
in fee to him; and in conſideration of his many good ſervices, 
had from the King a grant of * the manor of Werk in Tindale 
in Com' Northumb. | ; hee | 

In 4 Edw, III. he was ! ſent by the King into Aquitain, to 
treat about certain affairs relating to that dutchy, and with 
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any perſons who were willing to ſerve the King for life, or 
term of years, at ſuch wages as ſhould be agreed on. And * 
the ſame year obtained a charter for a market every week on 
the Saturday; as alſo afair yearly on' the eve and day of St. 
Barnabas the apoſtle, and four days following, at his manor 
of Knaith in Com' Line. and free warren in all his demeſne 
lands at Ketteſby and Upton in the ſame county. This year 


alſo he was in Guienne, when the King gave to under- 


fand, that the French would no longer abide by the treaty 
= and in cafe they ſhould bring forces to take poſſeſſion of that 
province, he had orders to oppoſe them; and to promiſe the 
people there, that for the damages they ſhould ſuſtain, repara« 
tion ſhould be made. a 

In 1331, 5 Edw. III. July 15, he with Sir William Truſſel, 
Ent. were ſent ambaſſadors to Philip VI. King of France, to 
treat about a marriage between Edward Prince of Wales, and 
the daughter of the faid King of France, in order to prevent a 
war; but it had no effect. In 6 Edw. III. he ? with William 
de Denum were commiſſioned to treat at Newcaſtle with Sir 
Robert de Loweden Ent. and others, deputed by the Scotch, 
on fuch matters as then ſhall be offered by them. 

In 7 Edw. III. being ftill juſtice of Ireland, he left Aqui- 
tain to revenge * the death of William de Burgh, Earl of Ulſter; 
who had been flain by the Iriſh ; and on his landing in that 
nation, call'd a parliament, by whoſe advice he went by ſea to 
Carigfergus, on July 1, and by help of the country people, 


be deftroyed the murderers and their abettars. After which, 


he appointed Sir Thomas Burgh his deputy, as lieutenant of 
Ireland, and made directly for Scotland; whither, as Barnes 
in his hiſtory of Edw. Tg obſerves, he came juſt in time to 

ive a ſpecimen both of his loyalty and valour. The King of 
Eneland was then return'd to the ſiege before Berwick, with a 
reſolution not to ſtir, till he had taken the place, or that David 
King of Scotland ſhould raiſe the fiege by a battle. And at 
this juncture of the Lord Darcy's arrival, the Scots having 
muſter'd a conſiderable army, reſolved to force King Edward 
to retire ; whereupon the memorable battle of Hallidown near 
Berwick enſued June 8, 1333, wherein the Scots are faid to 
have loft 8 Earls, 9o Knights, 400 Eſquires, and 35000 com- 
mon ſoldiers, according to our hiftorians ; but their own wri- 


ters mention only 14000 to be ſlain. In this engagement, the

In 9 Edw. III. continuing fill Juſtice of Ireland, * be again 
ſailed into Scotland, with fix and thirty ſhips, the chief of the 
Iriſh nobles accompanying him; and having waſted the = 
of Arran and Bute, return'd with great prey and glory. For 
which mernorable ſervices, Edward III. granted to him the 
manors of Louth and Ballionany, in Ireland, which Simon 
Earl of Eue had forfeited by adhering to the F rench King; as 
alſo to him, and to Joan, then his wife, and to the — 
of their two bodies lawfully begotten, the manors of Rathwer 
and Kildalk lying in that realm. 

In 11 Edw. III. he with others were commiſſioned by the 
King, to declare to the people in the counties of Nottingham 
and Derby, certain matters contain'd in à ſchedule ſent to 
them: and in that year, being * ſteward of the King's houſ- 
hold, he was ſent ambaſſador (together with William de Bo- 
| han Earl of Northampton, and Robert de Ufford Earl of Suf- 
folk) into Scotland, to treat of peace with David de Brus, 
who then aſſumed there the title of King. After which, he 
was alſo ſent ! ambaſſador into France (with thoſe Earls) to 
treat with Philip VI. King of France, or his commiſſioners, 
touching the right of King Edward to the crown of that realm 
But being arrived at Boulogne, they there received command 
from che King not to proceed, conceiving their journey might 
be hazardous, and expoſe them to the fury of a paſſionate 
Prince, who had before threatened the negociators with death, 
if ever they came again; when, before his coronation, they 
were NN the King of England's right to that crown-in the 
chamber of France. Whereupon they had another commiſ- 
ſion : to treat with Lewis Earl of Flanders, about a marriage 
between the ſaid Earl's eldeſt Son, and Joan the King's ſecond 
daughter: Alſo by » MR ſettle with the ſaid Ba 
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his ſubjects, and with the burgo- maſters, conſuls, ſcabins, and

manner of differences: And by ſeveral other ſeparate com- 
miſſions © to treat with all perſons and powers about an alli- 
ance, and particularly with Lewis Emperor of the Romans; 


and to diſpoſe of and grant any honours, lordſhips, caſtles, 


towns, manors, lands, tenements, poſſeſſions, rents, juriſ- 


dictions, &c. belonging to the King in the kingdom of France, 


dutchy of Aquitain, or elſewhere beyond the ſeas, as well as 
in the kingdoms of England, Ireland, or Scotland, in fee for 
ſuch a term of years, and to ſuch perſons, as to them ſhall 
ſeem beſt.

III. he © was in that expedition then made into 
Flanders; and the ſame year being at Antwerp with Henry 
Burgherfh biſhop of Lincoln, William de Bohun Earl of Nor- 
thampton, and Robert de Ufford Earl of Suffolk, on a treaty 
relating to trade with Flanders, twas agreed by them, that all 
perſons, going from England into Holland or Zealand, ſhould

i afterwards confirmed, Moreover, he in conjunction with the 
aforeſaid biſhop of Lincoln, Reginald Earl of Gelderland and 
Zutphen, William de Montacute Earl of Saliſbury, Henry de 


Ferrers the King's chamberlain, William de la Pole, and Paul 


de Flearmont, * entered into a recoguizance to pay to the arch- 
biſhop of Triers 55, 00 florins, and for the due payment 
thereof, they were by the Kipg impowered to pledge his crown 


of Engla nd. 

In 13 Edw. III. the King having borrowed of Nicholas 
Bartholomzi of Antwerp, 140,000 12 of gold, ! this John 
Lord Darcy (then Reward of the King's houſhold) together

day, agreeing with the Duke of Brabant, that his ſon Edward 
ſhould marry Margaret the ſaid Duke's daughter, and that he 
would ſettle a dower on het equal to Queen Iſabel's; provided 
the ſaid Duke give her 50,000]. for her portion; he alfo, * with 
others of the prime nobility, were bound for the King's per- 
formance of his part. And the King having borrowed, at 
Antwerp, of John Richier, 54,000 florins of gold, hen like- 
wiſe with others, were bound for the King's re-payment of 
that ſum. And © he with others adviſed the King to give the 
title of an Engliſh Earl to William Marquis of Juliers, which 
the King promiſed to do as ſoon as the ſaid Marquis returned 
from the Emperor; and in performance of that promiſe, he 
created him Earl of Cambridge the year after. 
On Match, 1340, the King, at his palace of Weſtminſter, 
delivering the great ſeal to John de St Paul, v this John Darcy, 
being entitled le coſyn to the- King, and ſteward of his houſ- 
hold, was then preſent. He was alſo the ſame year d conſti- 
tuted Juſtice of Ireland for life, yet never after went into that 
kingdom; but, in May following, ſent over Sir John Morris, 
his deputy. ' And that year having been with the King at the 
ſiege of Tournay,'* return'd/ with him on'November 30; when 
landing at the Tower early in the morning, he found there no 
guard, and his children only waited on by three ſervants.

In 19 Edw. III. he was in that expedition made into France,

wards ſent into the north, * to take care of David Bruce King 
of Scotland, and others, taken priſoneas/ in that great battle

On December 16, that year, I the King directed his war- 
tant to the Treaſurer and Chamberlains of the Exchequer to 
pay him 501. for his journey into the north for the cuſtody of 
the ſaid priſoners.

of Kildare, Knt. 
© His ſecond ſon, Sir Roger Pa , was made - Lord Juſtice of 
Ireland, in 1346, 2 Edo. III. from whom the Darcys of the 
county of Eſſex deſcended ; whereof Thomas Darcy, of Chiche 
in the ſaid county, was a perſon of great note in reighs of 
Hen. VIII: and dv; VI. who in the 5th year of his reign called 
to, the houſe of Peers, by the title of Lord Darcy of 
Gs being then Chamberlain of his houſhold ;; and at a 
chapter e, held at Hampton-court, Sept. 28, the ſame year, he 
was elected Knight of the Garter, and by elpecial cotimiſfion 


ipftalled at Windſor on October 9 following. 


The eldeſt fon; John Lord Darcy, in q Ede TH. his father 
then living, being called Johannes d' Arei le Fitz, was v iti the 
wars of Scotland; and having, for his eſpecial ſervices, deſerved 


very well from the King, be in 15 Edw. III. obtained a grant © 


of an annuity of 40 l. per ann. to himſelf and his heirs for ever, 
which is enjoyed at this day.

In which year he was © in that expe- 
ition then made into France. In 19 Edw. III. he was “ 

ſent in the Archbiſhop's — at Lambeth, when John de 
ort Duke e of Britanny did homage to the King. 
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In 20 Edw. III. having had the cuſtody of the King's li- 
berty of Holderneſs in com' Ebor. as alfo ù of the manor of 
Bruſtwycke, with its members, andthe manor of Bareweck in 
com' Linc, likewiſe granted to him, he was, in conſideration ! 
of his many ſervices done and to be done, diſcharged * from 
rendering accompt to the King for them, or any of them: In 
which year King Edward, landing with a great army at La Hogue 
in Normandy, made him a Banneret, and gave him 200 l. per 
ann. out of the exchequer, during life, for his better ſupport * 
of that honour, as by his patent & there dated July 15 appear- 
eth. So that it is not to be doubted, but being there at that 
time, he was one of thoſe, who, on Auguſt 26 following, be- 
haved themſelves ſo brav-ly in that memorable battle of Crecy, 
where the Enelith obtained ſuch laſting fame, as all our hiſ- 
torians do amply declare. And at the ſiege of Calais, *in the 
ſame year, it appears he had, in his retinue, 1 Banneret, 13 
Knights, and 35 Archers on horſeback, Arn 
In 1347, 21 Edw. III. he found ſuch favour „ from the 
King, that upon doing his homage, being then of full age, he 
had livery of his lands before the inquiſitions, taken after his 
father's death, which were, according to cuſtom, returned into 
the chancery. In which year (September 25) he was conſti- 
tuted d one of the three commiſſioners to treat and conclude of 
peace between King Edward and the King of France; and was 
likewiſe conſtituted *conftable of the Tower of London for life. 
About this time he gave * the advowſon of the church of 
Knayth to the nuns of Hevenings. Soon after which, bein 
again employed by the King in his wars with France, he h 
* 120 great horſes ſent over to him at Calais. In 28 Edw. III. 
he was * one of the Peers who appointed Richard de Wymon+ 
deſwold and others, their proctors, to aſſent to ſuch things as 
ſhall be agreed on between the King's ambaſſadors, and thoſe of 
France, before the Pope, not judicially, but as a private perſon. 
This John Lord Darcy had ſummons,* toparliament, amongſt 
the Barons of this realm, from 22 until 28 Edw. III. but after 
that time, I have not ſeen any more of him till his death ;-which 
happened at * Nocton on Saturday next after March 2, the feaſt 
of St. Chad, 1356-7, 30 Edw. HI. and was buried in the pri- 
ory of Giſborough in Yorkſhire. He died ſeized 7 of the ma- 
nors of Ekynton in com' Derb. Kirby and Stretton, in com” 
Nott. Haddefton in com' Northumb, as alſo of the moiety of 
the manors of Wollore and Belforth, and moiety of the ham- 
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let of Veſington in the ſame county; likewiſe of the manor of 


Knayth in com' Linc. Nocton and Silkſton in com? Ebor. and 
of the reverſion of the manors of Temple-Hurſt and Temple- 
Newſom, after the death of Mary de St. Paul Counteſs of 
Pembroke; as alſo of the caſtle and manor of Whorlton, the 
manor of Aldwerk with its members, and of the manor of 
Yarum in the ſaid county of Vork: leaving * John his ſon and 
heir not much above'five years of age, and Philip ſecond fon, 
with a daughter Iſabel : Elizabeth his wife, daughter © and heir 
to Nicholas Lord Menill, of Wharlton-caſtle, then ſurviving 
bim; who ſoon afterwards was remarried * to Peter de Mauley 
the ſixth Baron of Mulgrave, and died 42 Edw. III. | 
Which John, who was thus within age at his father's death, 


died © in minority upon Auguſt 26, 1362, 36 Edw. III. being 


ſeized f'of the manor of Weſtbroke in com* Hertf, Ekynton 
in com' Derb. Kirby and Stretton in the Clay in com' Not- 
tingh. Knayth and Southorpe in com' Linc. Haddeſton in com' 
Northumb: as alſo of Nocton and Silkſton in com' Ebor. He 
then alſo died ſeized of an annuity of gl: 168. 2d. iſſuing out 
of the farm of Newcaſlle upon Tyne : Which annuity was 
ranted s to John his father, in compenſation for his office of 
uſtice of Cheſter, leaving Philip his brother and heir, then 
11 years of age. | 
Which Philip, Lord Darcy and Meynell, making proof of his 
age, in 1373, 14 Edw. III. and doing his homage, had livery * 
of his lands. In 1377, 1 Rich. II. on the King's coronation, 
July 13; he attended at that ſolemnity, and together with 


other Lords and great men did him, homage. In 3 and 4 Rich. 


II. he was * in that expedition made into France, with Tho- 
mas of Woodſtock Earl of Buckingham; and ! arriving at 
Calais, three days before Maudlin-tide, July 22, rode with 
his banner diſplayed : and became an active ® perſon in the 
wars of France, having a command of divers men at arms, 
and archers, for the recovery of the King's rights there. In 
the 5th-of Rich. II. he with others of Lincolnſhire, were“ 
ordered to proclaim, in that county, how the King expected 
all perſons, tenants there, ſhould do their accuſtomed ſervices, 
as they uſed to perform before the late diſturbances. And in 
conſideration of his ſignal ſervices in the wars of France ?, in 6 
Rich. II. he was ſpecially excuſed * from repairing into Ire- 
land, as all perſons having lands there by an act of parlia- 
ment made in 3 Rich, II. were then obliged unto, for the de- 
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fence of that realm againſt the Iriſh rebels then in arms. And 
in the ſame year, with others, was © commiſſioned to receive 
the homage of the Earl of Flanders, and thoſe of that province 
due to the King, as true ſovereign of France. In 7 Rich. II. 
for the like conſideration, * and in regard of his great * charge, 
in ſupporting himſelf in thoſe wars; as alſo * for that he was 
then marching towards Scotland againſt the King's enemies 
there, he had a grant x of all the iſſues and revenues of his own 
lands in Ireland, for the aid and defence of the country. And 
the Scots having taken Berwick-caftle, the King on Fn I 3, 
in the 18th year of his reign, 7 commanded this Fhilip to be at 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne July 14 following, with horſe and arms, 
and his whole ſervice, or more if poſſible, in order to march 
againſt them, and ſuppreſs their rebellion ; adding, that his 
loyalty and probity ſhall be not only acknowledged, but alſo 
commended. | 

Moreover, in 9 Rich. II. being conſtituted * Admiral of all 
the King's fleet, from the river of Thames northwards, he took 

certain prizes at ſea from the enemy; which, being brought 

into the port of Sandwich, were, by the King's command, in 
conſideration of his ſervices, re-delivered'® to him for his own 
uſe; and in 16 Rich. II. was © in that expedition then made 
into Ireland. 

In 21 Rich. II. he had the King's licence * to go into Ireland 
on his own occaſions ; and having been ſummoned e to parlia- 
ment, from 1 Rich. II. until 21ſt of that King's reign incluſive, 
he by his * teſtament, bearing date April 16, 1399, 22 Rich. 
II. bequeathed his body to be buried in the priory of Giſborough 
in com* Ebor. near to his father's grave, appointing that five 
wax lights (each weighing eight pounds) and twenty-four 
torches ſhould burn about it, on the day of his ſepulture ; of 
which torches (after the ſolemnity of his exequies) two to be 
diſpoſed of to the chapel of the blefſed Virgin at Giſborough, 
two to the church of Rudby, two to the chapel at Querlton, 
two to the chapel of Hyrſt, two to the chapel of Newton, two 
to the chapel of Nocton, two to the chapel of Aldwerk, two 
to the chapel of Kirkby, two to the church of Ekynton, 'two 
to the church of Knayth, and two to the church of ik $6 
And to the frabrick of the church of Querlton (without the 
caſtle) he bequeathed 40s. and for covering the church of 
Torkſey 40s. to the nuns of Foſſe 40s. and to the rector of 
the church of Knayth 26s. 8d. to his ſon Philip, a coat © 
mail of Mylain; and to his ſon Thomas, of Newſted, a gilt

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cup with a cover, and crowns, which he had of King Ed- 
ward's gift. He likewiſe ordered that 20s. ſhould be beſtowed 
on an image of St. Anne, made of alabaſter, to be placed at 
the altar of the bleſſed Virgin at Henyngs; appointing that his 
executors ſhall be at the charge of ten pounds for a marble ſtone 
to be laid on his grave, with the image of himſelf, and Eli- 
zabeth his wife, fixed thereon, who was daughter to Sir Tho- 
mas Grey of Heron in Northumberland, and died 13 Hen. IV. 
He ſoon after departed & this life, viz. on the morrow after 
St. George's day, being ſeized k of the manor of Ekington in 
com” Derb. Kirkby in com' Notting. Wollore, Hethpole, Ho- 
dereſtaw, Belford, Veſington, Lowyk, Haddeſton, and of

Which John *, doing his homage the ſame year, had livery 
® of all thoſe lands before- mentioned; excepting © ſuch, where- 
of Elizabeth, the widow of the ſaid Philip, was endowed. 
And in 8 Hen. IV. was ® one of thoſe Lords who conſented to 
the act of parliament, then made. for ſettling the ſucceſhon to 
the crown of England on Henry Prince of W ales, and the heirs 
of his body, with remainder to his brothers, Thomas, John 
and Humphry, and the heirs of their bodies. To which all 
the Lords preſent ſet their hands and ſeals. And having had 
ſummons to ? parliament, from 23 Rich. II. until 12 Hen. IV. 
incluſive, departed * this life Decem. , 1411, 13 Hen. IV. 
leaving, Philip, * his ſon and heir, 14 years of age; and Sir 
John, of whom hereafter. Margaret * his widow, daughter to 
Heary Lord Grey of Wilton, ſurviving, was afterwards married 
to Sir Thomas Swinford, Knut. | 

Which laſt-mentioned Philip, being to * go with Henry 
Prince of Wales, appointed governor of Calais, had the King's 
protection for one year, and died * Auguſt 2, 1418, 6 Hen. 
V. before he accompliſhed his full age, leaving Eleanor his 
wife (daughter / of Henry Lord Fitz-Hugh) ſurviving, and 
Elizabeth and Margery, his. two daughters * and heirs; the 
one two years of age, and upwards; and the other not much 
more than one. Of which Elizabeth became the wife of 
Sir James Strangeways the younger, of Weſt- Hartſey caſtle, 
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Ebor. Knt. and Margery of Sir John Conyers, of Hornby- 
caſtle, Ebor.

Which Sir William 1 married Eufemia, daughter of Sir John

This Thomas, in 12 Hen, VII. was * one of the northern 
Lords that marched with Thomas Earl of Surrey, towards 
Norham-Caſtle, unto which James IV. King of Scotland had 
then laid ſiege. And on his retreat, following him, after ſome 
plunder of the borders, returned. Re - 

In 13 Hen. VII. on the defeat of Perkin Warbeck, and the 
Corniſh traitors, he was * impowered with Sir Amias Paulet, 
Ent. and Robert Sherborne dean of Paul's, to enquire into 
their crimes, and to puniſh them by fine or otherwiſe, accord- 

ing to their deſerts, And the ſame year being a Knight for 
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the King's body, he was made conſtable * of Bamburgh- caſtle 
in Northumberland. 1 | 
In 14 Hen. VII. he was conſtituted captain of the town 
and caſtle of Berwick, as alſo warden * of the eaſt and middle 
Marches towards Scotland. In 15 Hen. VII. he had ſpecial 
commiſſion * to exerciſe the office of conſtable and marſhal 
of England, in all points, againſt certain rebels; and was the 
ſame year made conſtable * of Sheriff-Hutton caſtle in com' 
Ebor. as alſo ſteward of that lordſhip. | 
In 17 Hen. VII. being ſtill captain of Berwick, he was 
made * treaſurer and chamberlain there, as alſo cuſtomer of 
that port. In 18 Hen. VII. the King confiding in his loyalty, 
iaduſtry, and foreſight, commiſſioned him and Henry Babyng- 
ton, D. D. to go to James King of Scotland, to tender 
him the oath he was obliged to take, to abſerve the peace 
lately concluded; and were alſo f impowered to exchange 
with the ambaſſadors of Scotland the ratification of the peace, 
as alſo of the articles of marriage between the ſaid King of 
Scotland, and Margaret, eldeſt daughter of King Henry. 
In 21 Hen. VII, being ® then one of the King's privy-coun- 
cil, he was made * general warden of the Marches towards 
Scotland. And in 23 Hen. VII. a treaty of 4 being 
Jet on foot between Charles Prince of Spain, Archduke of 
Auſtria, and Mary the King's third but ſecond ſurviving 
daughter; for the performance of which marriage-articles the 
King was bound in a recognizance of 250, ooo crowns z 
this Thomas Lord d'Arcy, and other Lords, each in the ſum 
of o, ooo crowns. After which he was © preſent in the palace 
of Richmond on Decemb. 7, 24 Hen. VII. at the ſolemnizing 
of their nuptials, which, however, were not conſummated. 
On the accefſion of Hen. VIII. to the throne, April 22, 
T509, he was! one of the eleven counſellors elected by his 
grandmother the Counteſs of Richmond, out of thoſe his father 


moſt truſted, for the government of the kingdom: and was 


again made general warden of the Marches towards Scotland * 
(Sir Thomas d'Arcy Knt. being joined with him ;) in which 
year alſo the title and dignity of a Baron was revived to him, 
through the ſpecial favour of that King, by writ * of ſum- 
mons to parliament. Which title of honour, enjoyed by 
many of his anceſtors, ceaſed in the daughters and heirs of 
Philip Lord d'Arcy, married to Strangeways, and Conyers, 
as hath been already obſerved, | In 
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In this firſt year of Henry VIII. his commiſſion ® for the 
office of treaſurer and chamberlain of Berwick, and cuſtomer 
there being alſo renewed, he was made fteward and ſurveyor 
of all the King's lands beyond Trent, during the minority of 
the Earl of Weſtmoreland ; as allo ſurveyor-general of the 
caſtles and lordſhips of Sheriff-Hutton, Middleham, Richmond, 
Cottingham, Sandall, Wakefield, Hatfield, and Coningſburgh; 
and likewiſe chief warden and juſtice of all the King's foreſts 
in thoſe parts; and was ? alſo elected, May 18, 1 Hen. VIII. 
Knight of the moſt noble order of the Garter, and was inſtalled 
on the 2iſt following at Windſor. 

In 2 Hen. VIII. à Ferdinand, King of Caſtile and Aragon, 
having ſent ambaſſadors to the King, to require 1500 archers 
to be ſent in aid to him againſt the Moors; and this Thomas 
Lord d' Arcy (then a Knight of the Garter, and governor of 
the town and caſtle of Berwick) requiring to command thoſe 
forces, the King in confidence of his loyalty, valour, and 
induſtry, granted his deſire, with power of conferring the 
honour of knighthood, rewarding the meritorious, and pu- 
niſhing of delinquents, by letters patent, bearing date March 
11, 1511. And 3 on Monday in Rogation week, 
he failed from Plymouth with four royal ſhips, and on *ſune 1, 
arriving at Cadiz, ſent to the King of Aragon notice of his 
arrival, On the 8th of that month, a that King's council, 
waiting on the Lord d'Arcy on ſhip- board, informed him that 
a peace was made, and that the King gave him and his follow- 
ers thanks for their great pains and travail, but had then no oc- 
caſion for their ſervice. And inviting the Lord d'Arcy, in the 
King's name, to come to court, he replied, That is not 
my defire; for my men ſhall not ſay that I brought them 
© out of their country, and, to do myſelf pleaſure, leave them 
© without an head, as men of me forfaken. Nay, nay, my 
Lords, the King's banquet is not my deſire.“ —— 
the next morning he and his ſoldiers were liberally reward- 
ed, and diſmiſſed ; but the ſame day a fray happening be- 
tween ſome of the Engliſh and. Spaniards, the Lords of Spain 
came to the Lord d'Arcy, ſaying, © Sir, we pray you, ſince 
you know the King's pleaſure, and have your wages, that 
you, with all your people, will go with your ſhips away, 
© for we perceive you owe us ſome dilpleaſure,” Whereunto 
he nobly anſwered, © That he would all the world knew that 
© he was as able to conduct his men homewards, as he was to 
bring them out of their country, without the King of Ara- 
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* gon's wages (ſaving his honour ;) and as for the fray it was 
© againſt his will, and without his knowledge.” And that 
night he and all his men embarked, and arriving at Plymouth, 
went to the King at Windſor. 
In 1513, 5 Hen. VIII. he was at the ſiege of Teroven, 7 and 
. commanded the left wing in the battle that enſued, called by our 
hiſtorians, The Battle of Spurs, from the ſwiftneſs of the 
French in running away, Aug. 16. In 14 Hen. VIII. he was 
in that expedition againſt the Scots under the Duke of Albany, 
who had invaded the Engliſh borders, and came near to Car- 
lifle. Alſo in the year following he * commanded againſt the 
Scots, and forced them to retreat. eee 
In 21 Hen. VIII. he was d one of the Lords which exhibited 
the articles againſt Cardinal Wolſey; and in 22 Hen. VIII. 
ſubſcribed © that letter to Pope Clement VII. intimating to 
bim the loſs of his ſupremacy here, in caſe he did not comply 
in that cauſe of King Henry's divorce. 
In 26 Hen. VIII. in regard * cf his age, and debility of 
body, he procured a ſpecial licenc e *to be abſent from par- 
Jiament: Which was thought rather to proceed from his un- 
willingneſs to be there, foreſeeing the ruin of the religious 
houſes near approaching ; wherein he had no mind to give his 
vote (the contrivance, in order thereto, having been laid long 
before, tho* the work was not fully perfected until the follow- 
ing year, viz. 27 Hen. VIII.) and that this was the real cauſe 
of ſuch his deſerting the parliament, is evident enough from 
bis after-aQtings : For * in 28 Hen. VIII. the next year en- 
ſuing the difMlution of the lefſer houſes (it being then diſ- 
cernible enough what was like to become of all the reſt) ſun- 
dry perſons being employed, by the moſt ſubtle practices, ta 
accompliſh the work, it cauſed an inſurrection, 5 under the 
command of Robert Aſke, and by them called“ The Pilgrim- 
age of Grace; when this Thomas Lord d'Arcy, being * with 
the Archbiſhop of York in Pontefract-caſtle, delivered it up 
to the rebels, and took * the oath, viz. | | 
To enter into the pilgrimage of grace, for the love of God, 
C the preſervation of the King's perſon and iſſue, the purifying 
of the nobility, expulſing all villain blood and evil counſel- 
© Jors; for no particular profit to themſelves, nor to do diſ- 
* pleaſure to any, nor to ſlay nor murder any for envy, but to 
: put away all Kan, and to take afore them the croſs of Chriſt, 
© bis faith, the reſtitution of the church, and the ſuppreſſion 
© of heretics, and their opinions.”

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Certain it is, that though this Lord d'Arcy, and the Archbi- 
| ſhop, pretended | want of proviſion to hold out the caſtle; yet 
were they ſuſpected ® to render it in favour of the rebels; for 
on that treaty, afterwards had betwixt the Duke of Norfolk, 
and others truſted by the King, he was, with Aſke himſelf, and 
ſome of that party, employed to treat for them. And not- 
withſtanding, he afterwards excuſed ® it to the Lord Crom- 
well, ſaying, * » That what he did was merely for retaining 
* ſo much credit with the Commons, as might better enable 
© him to do the King ſervice ;* it did not fatisfy : for, toge- 
ther with Aſke, and ſome others, being brought? priſoner to 
London, he was arraigned * at Weſtminſter ; and being found 
guilty © of high treaſon, was beheaded * on Tower hilf June 
20, 30 Hen. VIII. and buried in the church of St. Botolph 
without Aldgate; where, in the eaſt end of the chancel, was 
a handſome alabaſter monument, of curious workmanſhip, 
with the following inſcription, ſet up in memory of him, 
and of Sir Arthur Saws his ſon. | |

He married two wives; * firſt, Edith, daughter of Sir John 


Sands, and ſiſter of William the firſt Lord Sands, who, dying 


on Aug. 22, 1529, was buried at the Friars Minors in Green- 
wich, in Kent; leaving iſſue an only daughter Elizabeth, 
married to Sir Marmaduke Conſtable, of Flamborough in 
com' Ebor. Knt. His ſecond wife was, * Douſabella, daugh- 
ter and heireſs of Sir Richard Tempeſt, of Ridleſdale in com” 
Northumb. Knt. by whom he had ifſue three ſons and a 
daughter, George Lord Darcy, Sir Arthur Darcy Kant. from 
whom the preſent Earl of Holderneſſe is deſcended ; Richard, 
third ſon, and Mabilla, who died without iflue. 

The faid Thomas Lord Darcy had ſummons 7 to the par- 
liaments of 1, 6, 21, and 28 Hen. VIII. | 

George his eldeſt fon, in 5 Hen. VIII. had * a command 
in the rear of that army which encountered with the Scots at 
Braunſton, or Flodden, where a great victory was obtained 
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Bept. 9, 1513, and James IV. King of Scots ſlain. And 
afterwards waiting on Hen. VIII. who a little before had taken 
the town of Teroven, and was beſieging of Tournay, he had 
the honour of knighthood conferred on him at Lifle, Oct.

VIII. And in 2 Edw. VI. was reftored © in blood, with the 
title © of Lord d'Arcy of Afton, to himſelf, and the heirs male 
of his body.

In the year 1556, he * had a letter from Queen Mary to be 
in a readineſs, with what forces he could raiſe, an invaſion be- 
ing feared from the Scots, and a rebellion in the north parts 
of the kingdom. And by his laſt will and teſtament * be- 
queathed his body to be buried in the choir at Brayton, near 
to this wife, appointing, that a convenient tomb ſhould be 
made and ſet over them both, according to his eſtate and de- 
gree. He bequeaths to Agnes Fairfax, his daughter, an hun- 
dred marks, and his beſt-wrought filk carpet, bordered with 
crimſon velvet, which ſhe had made; to Mary, his daughter, 
an hundred marks ; to his daughter Dawney, his beſt cup ; and 
to Elizabeth, with his other daughters, certain annual rents 
out of part of his lands for divers years. He departed this life 
1 Aug. 28, 4 & 5 Phil. & Mar. and had iſſue by Dorothy his 
wife, daughter and heireſs of Sir John Melton, of Afton 
in com' Ebor. five ſons, William, Thomas, another William, 
who died all young; John Lord Darcy his heir, and George :

This John Lord Darcy was one of the Peers, who, in 32 
Eliz. was ſummoned to attend the trial of Philip Howard, 
Earl of Arundel, His Lordſhip had four wives, 1. Roſamond, 
daughter of Sir Peter Frechevile of Stavely, in the county of 
Derby, Knt. and by her had John, his only fon, and two 
daughters, Roſamond and Elizabeth, who all three died 
young, in the life-time of their father. His ſecond was Iſa- 
bel, daughter to Sir Chriſtopher Wray, of Glentworth in 
Leiceſterſhire, Knt. Lord Chief Juſtice; but by her, who had 
been ſucceſſively the relict of —— Foljambe, of Walton 
in Derbyſhire, Eſq; and of Sir William Bowes, Knt. had 
no progeny. He wedded, zdly, Mary, daughter of Thomas 
Bellaſyſe, Lord Viſcount Fauconberg, and had no iſſue by 
her; nor by his fourth wife, Elizabeth, daughter to William 
Weſt, of Firbeck in Yorkſhire, Eſq. His Lordſhip departed 
this life in July, 1635, when Anne, his ſiſter before- men- 
tioned, became his heir: but che honour ceaſed in this family,

1 am now therefore to treat of the ſaid Sir Arthur and his 

deſcendants, In 13 Hen. VIII. (before which time he had 
the honour of knighthood conferred on him) he, | together 
with the Marqueſs of Dorſet, on April 2, entering into Te- 
viotdale and Galloway, after burning ſeveral towns and vil- 
lages, returned with 4000 head of cattle and other booty. 
And having, in ſeveral other encounters with the Scots, ſhew- 
ed his conduct and courage, the King, in 23 Hen.

In 5 Edw. VI. he was conftituted Lieutenant of the Tower 
of London; and in the firſt year of Queen Mary was à com- 
miſſioned to inſpe& into the ordnance and ſtores of the king - 
dom; he was alſo ſteward of the foreſt of Galtries, and land 
within the ſaid foreſt, and maſter of the wild beaſts therein, 
and all the herbage, pannage, and wood called wyndfalne and 
broſyng therein. And departed this life * on April 3, 1561, 
3 Eliz. was buried by his father Thomas Lord Darcy, in the 
church of St. Botolph without Aldgate.

To the faid Conyers Lord Darcy ſucceeded Conyers Darcy, 
his ſon and heir, who moſt loyally taking arms on the behalf 
of Charles I. againſt his rebellious ſubjects, in the time of that 


inſurrection raiſed and carried on by the greateſt number of 


the members of that unhappy long parliament, begun at Weſt- 
minſter on Nov. 3, 1640, behaved himſelf moſt valiantly in di- 
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vers ſharp and bloody fights; and was obliged to compound 
for his eſtate ® with the ſequeſtrators for 13371, 6d. with 1201. 
per ann. ſettied on the teachers of thoſe times. And living to 
ſce the happy reſtoration of Charles II. he was, in conſidera- 
tion thereof, and his father's eminent merits, by his ſaid Ma- 
jeſty, advanced to the dignity of an Earl ,of this realm, by 
the title of Earl of Holderneſſe, by letters patent dated at 
Weſtminſter, Dec. 5, in the 34th year of his reign, 
This Earl * died in the ycar 1688; and having married 
Grace, ſole daughter and heir to Sir Thomas Rokeby, of 
Skyers, in the ſaid county of York, Bart. had iſſue Conyers 
Darcy, his only ſon, and five daughters, viz, Urſula, married 
to Sir Chriſtopher Wyvill, of Conttable-Burton in com' Ebor, 
Bart. Elizabeth, to Sir Henry Stapleton, of Myton in the ſaid 
county, Bart, Grace, to Sir John Legard, of Ganton in the 
ſaid county, Bart, Margaret, to Sir Henry Marwood, of Little 
Buſkby in the ſaid county, Bart. without iflue ; and Anne. 
Which Conyers (his only fon) in conſideration of his ſin- 
gular loyalty and merit, being ſummoned to parliament among 
the Barons of this realm, by the title of Lord Conyers, by 
writ dated Nov. 1, anno 32 Car. II. took his place as Lord 
Conyers, next below the Lord Stourton, and next above the 
Lord Sands. And in the year 1688, ſucceeding his father, 
was ſecond Earl of Holderneſſe. He married to his firſt wife 
the Lady Catherine, daughter to Francis Fane, Earl of Weſt- 


morland, and ſhe dying without iſſue, he took to wife, ſe- 


condly, the Lady Frances, daughter to Thomas Howard Earl 
of Berkſhire, by whom he had iſſue three ſons, Jonn, Philip, 
and Charles, which laſt died unmarried, anno 1615; thirdly, 
the Lady Frances, daughter to William Seymour Duke of 
Somerſet, widow to Thomas Wriotheſley Earl of Southamp- 
ton, Lord High Treaſurer of England, by whom he had no 
iſſue. And laſtly, on June 7, 1684, he married to his fourth 
- wite, Elizabeth, ſecond daughter and coheir of John Lord 
Frechevile, and widow; of Philip Warwick, Eſq; He de- 
parted this life, anno 1692-3, and was ſucceeded by Robert 
his grandſon, John his eldeſt fon and heir dying on Jan. 7, 
1688-9, in his life-time. | 

The faid ſohn, who was three times elected member for 
Richmond in York{hire, had ſepulture in Weſtminſter abbey ; 
and having married Bridget, the only ſurviving daughter of 
Robert Sutton, firſt Lord Lexington, and ſiſter to Robert, laſt 
Lord, had iſſue by her (who died on July 18, 1736) two ſons,

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| Robert, third Earl of Holderneſſe, and Conyers; and alſy 
two daughters, Elizabeth, married to Sir Ralph Milbank, of 
Halnaby in the county of York, Bart. to whom ſhe bore 
an only child, Bridget; and Charlotte, married to War- 
del-George Weſtby, of Ranfield in Yorkſhire, Eſq; one of 
the Commiſſioners of his Majeſty's cuſtoms in the port of 
London, | | 
Conyers, the youngeſt ſon, ſeated at Aſke in Yorkſhire, 
was, in the reign of Queen Anne, Cornet-Major in the firſt 
troop of life-guards, and on July 18, 1712, made Gentle- 
man of the Horſe, and firſt Commiſſioner for executing the 
office of Maſter of the Horſe to her Majeſty. On the acceHon 
of George I. he was, December, 23, 1715, again made firſt 
Commiſſioner for executing the office of Maſter of the Horſe ; 
and in January 17:2, was appointed Maſter of the Houſhold 
to his Majeſty ; alſo on May 27, 1725, was choſen a Knight- 
companion of the moſt honourable order of the Bath; and 
made Comptroller of the Houſhold to his late majeſty, May 
II, 1730; and on June 11 following was ſworn of the Privy 
Council. He was likewiſe on Nov. 10, 1727, conſtituted 
Lord Lieutenant of the North-riding in Yorkſhire, during the 
minority of his nephew the preſent Earl of Holderneſſe. In 
1707, he was choſe one of the Knights for Yorkſhire ; as alſo 
in the parliaments ſummoned on 1747, and 1754; and for the 
borough of Richmond in that county, in the four precedin 
parliaments, and in part of that ſummoned in 1705. He felt 
married, in the year 1714, Mary relict of Algernon Earl of 
Eſſex, grandmother of the preſent Earl, by whom he had no 
iſſue; and 2dly, on September 12, 1728, Elizabeth, daughter 
to John Rotherham of Much-Waltham in the county of 
Eſſex, Eſq; widow firſt of Sir Theophilus Napier of Luton-Hoo 
in the county of Bedford, Bart. and 2dly, of Thomas Lord 
Howard of Effingham: but had no ifſue by either, and died at 
Alke, December 1, 1758, | „„ 
His elder brother Robert b, late Earl of Holderneſſe, took 
his ſeat in the houſe of Peers, Dec. 22, 1702. On the ac- 
ceſſion of George I. to the crown of theſe realms, he was 
conſtituted Lord Lieutenant of the North-Riding of York- 
ſhire ; alſo on Jan. 31, 174%, his Lordſhip was made Firſt 
Lord Commiſſioner for inſpecting into trade and the platita- 
tions, and ſworn of his Majeſty's moſt honourable Privy Coun- 
eil at St. James's, Feb. 13 following; and on May g, 1719, 
he was appointed one of the Lords of the Bed-chamber to 
his Majeſty, He took to wife the Lady Frederica, eldeſt of 
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the two daughters and coheirs to Meinhardt Schonbergh, third 
Duke of Schonbergh in England, Duke of Leinſter in Ire- 
land, Count of the Roman Empire, and Knight of the moſt 
Noble Order of the Garter, by the Lady Charlotte his wife, 
eldeſt daughter to Charles Lewis, Elector Palatine; and died 
at the Bath after a long illneſs, on Saturday Jan. 20, 1721-2, 
leaving iſſue a ſon and a daughter, viz. Robert, the preſent 
and fourth Earl of Holderneſie, and the Lady Louiſa Caro- 
lina, married to William Earl of Ancrum, ſon and heir appa- 
rent of William Marquis of Lothian, in Scotland. | 
Which Robert, fourth Earl of Holderneſſe, having been 
conſtituted Lord Lieutenant of the North-Riding in York- 
ſhire, and Vice-Admiral of the ſame, took the oaths of qua- 
lification, before his Majeſty in Council, Nov. 21, 1740; and 
in April, 1741, was appointed one of the Lords of his Ma- 
jeſty's Bed chamber. In 1743, his Lordſhip attended the 
King when he was abroad that year, and was preſent with his 
Majeſty at the battle of Dettengen, on June 16. In 1744, 
he was appointed his Majeſty's Ambaſſador Extraordinary to 
the Republic of Venice; where having reſided about two 
years, be took his leave of the Doge and Senate, and Aug. 
23, N. S. 1746, ſet out on his return for England. In May, 
7749, his Lordſhip was appointed Miniſter Plenipotentiary to 
the States Genera), and preſented his credentials in June fol- 
lowing ; and refided there till May 1, 1751. On July 12 that

Sir Thomas Ro- 
binſon, Knight of the Bath, and now Lord Grantham, having 
reſigned, in Nov. 1755, the ſeals of the office of one of his Ma- 
jeſty's Principal Secretaries of State, his Majeſty was pleaſed to 
appoint his Lordſhip to ſucceed him, as Secretary of State 
for the Northern department. On the demiſe of his late Ma- 
jeſty, OR. 25, 1760, he was one ofthe perſons of diſtinction, who 
ſigned the order for proclaiming the preſent King, and was one 
of the members of the Privy Council, preſent the ſame day at 
his Majeſty's taking and ſubſcribing the oath relating to the ſe- 
.Eurity of the church of Scotland, His Majeſty, in conſidera- 
tion of his Lordſhip's faithful ſervices, was pleaſed to continue 
him at the Council Board, and as Secretary of State, and in the 


places of Lord Lieutenant and Vice-Admiral of the North- 
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Riding of Yorkſhire, together with thoſe of Keeper of the 
Liberty and Foreſt of Richmond, and Conſtable of Middleham- 
caſtle, all which he enjoyed in the preceding reign : but he re- 
ſigned the ſeals belonging to his office as Secretary, in March, 
1761, which his Majeſty was pleaſed to.give to the Earl of 
Bute. | { 
His Lordſhip, who is alſo one of the Governors of the Char- 
ter-Houſe, married, at the Hague, Mary, daughter of the Sieur 
Doublet, one of the Nobles of Holland, and niece to the Gref- 
fier Fagel, by whom he. had iſſue two ſons, 1ſt, George, who 
was born in Sept. 1745, and died Sept. 27, 1747; 2d, Tho- 
mas, who was born at the Hague, May 7, 1750, and deceaſed

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H. THE learned Camden * and other of our antiquaries 

agree, that variations in ſurnames were uſual ; and 
an evident proof of the alteration thereof appears in this 
family of Windſor. 

Othoere, Other, or Otho (as ſometimes wrote) is ſaid, in 
ſome pedigrees of this family, to be deſcended from the 
Dukes of Tuſcany, and, coming from Florence into Nor- 
mandy, paſſed from thence into England: But Othoere is 
mentioned, in the appendix ® to the life of King Alfred, to 
be living in his reign, a rich and powerful Lord, and to de- 
rive his deſcent from anceſtors in the kingdom of Norway. 

It alſo appears, that Other, as wrote in Doomſday Book , 
was living in England in the reign of Edward the Confeſſor; 
and in the pedigrees is made to be the ſon of Othoere. 

The moſt” ancient record in this kingdom is that ſurvey 
made by William the Conqueror, which is kept in the Ex- 
chequer at Weſtminſter, and entitled, Liber Judiciarius, or 
Doomſday Book, begun in the 14th of that monarch, but not 
perfected till the 20th, as the book itſelf declareth. By this 
ſurvey it appears“, that Walter Fitz Other (i. e. Walter the 
fon of Other) was found to be poſſeſſed, in Godelmin hundred, 
In the county of Surry, of fourteen hides of land in Contone ; 
and that Tezelin held Hormer of this Walter for fifteen hides ; 
and Gerald held of him Piperherge for five hides. In Kinge- 
ſtone hundred, he had a man of the ſoke of Kingeſtone, to 
whom he gave in charge the keeping of the King's mares in 
the foreſts [being warden of all the foreſts in Berkſhire, and 
caſtellan of Windſor] and that man held two hides there, but 
had no right in the ſame. In Wachinges hundred, he held 
Horſeley, which was rated at ten hides. 

In Hamteſcire, in Noteham hundred, he held Wildehel for 
one hide; and Gerlei, in Cillei hundred, for three hides. In 
Berecſcire, in Ripleſmer hundred, he held Ortone for one hide 
and a half, In Nachededorne hundred, he held Ciltone for 
five hides, and Borcheldeberie for one hide, which a man of 
his held of him, lying in the foreſt, and never was taxed; as 
the Seyre ſays. In Thanetederie, he held half a hide, which 
King Edward gave his anceſtor out of his farm, free from all 
dues (for the cuſtody or keeping of the foreſts) except forfeĩtures 
to the King, ſuch as Larcenary, Manſlaughter, Hamfare, and 
Breach of Peace. In Blithberie hundred, he held Hacheburne 
for ten hides; but it was rated only at fix hides and an half ;

In the county of Middleſex, in Spelethorn hundred, he held 


of the King the manor and lord{hip of Stanwell for fifteen 
hides. In Bedefunde, were held of him, by Richard, ten 
hides; and, of this manor, Azor alſo held of him eight hides 
and an half, which was then a village in Stanwell. fn Weſt- 
bedefunt, Walter de Muchedent held of him eight hides for 
one manor; and alſo held of him in Haitone one hide, three 

ard lands, and the third part of one yard land. In Boching- 
ee in Stoches hundred, he hela Hortone, rated at ten 
hides; and, in Burneham hundred, he held Eatone for twelve 
hides ; alſo, in Burneham, eighteen hides : And, in Moſelaie 
hundred, he held four hides. All which * lordfhips, manors, 
and lands, Sir Other (his father) held in the reign of Edward 
the Confeſſor. 

The faid Sir Other had, as may be preſumed, a brother 
named Gerold (alſo living in the reign of Edward the Confeſfor) 
whoſe ſon, Robert Fitz Gerold, in the 15th of William T. 
1082, ® was one of the witneſſes to the Conqueror's charter 
granted to the monks of Durham. And at the time of the ge- 


neral ſurvey ©, he held two lordſhips in Berkfhire, nine in 


Wiitſhire, three in Dorſetſhire, one in Somerſetſhire, and ten 
in Hantſhire. His ſon, Henry Fitz Gerold, was Chamberlain 
to Henry If. by which title 4, he was one of the Barons, 
witneſſes to that agreement made at Dover, 14. Cal. Apr. 
(i. e. March 19) 1163, 9 Hen. II. whereby Theodore, Earl of 


Flanders, obliged himſelf to furniſh the King (when required) 


with 1000 Knights, to be tranſported at the King's expence; 
and, for the ſaid aid, 500 marks were to be paid, viz. 400 to 
the Earl, and 100 to the Counteſs of Flanders; the, ſaid Henry 
Fitz Gerold being alſo bound for the due performance thereof 
by the King. He was ſucceeded by his fon Warine Fitz 
Gerold ©, Chamberlain and Treafurer to Henry II. but this 
line, in the reign of Henry III. terminated. in daughters and 
heirs f: Margery,” married to Falcaſe de Breant; Joan, * to 
Hugh de Nevil ; and Alice, * to Robert Baron Liſle; from all 
which there are deſcendants. _ 
Walter Fitz Other, before-mentioned, was warden of all 
the foreſts in Berkſhire, and caſtellan of Windlor, in the reign

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of William the Conqueror. He bore * for his arms, gules, a 


ſaltier argent; and is ſaid, in the Earl of Kerry's pedigree 
(a deſcendant from him) atteſted by Sir William Seager 
Garter King of Arms) 1615, to marry Gladys, daughter of 
ygwallon ap Convyn, Prince of North-Wales : Bur by 
Vincent (who was a learned and laborious Herald) Beatrix is 
made to be his wife, and that he had iſſue by her three ſons, 
William, Robert, and Gerald. Of theſe fons, there have 
been diſputes concerning the priority of their births. In the 
Ear] of Kildare's genealogy, drawn in 1662, Gerald is ſaid to 
be the eldeſt fon ; but the before-mentioned Sir William Sea- 
r, Garter, Sir William Dugdale, Garter, John Anſtis, 
iq; late Garter, and other of our Engliſh Heralds, verſed in 


records, aſſert, that William was the eldeſt fon, Robert the 


ſecond ſon, and Gerald the youngeſt ſon. It is alſo a pre- 
ſumptive evidence that William was the eldeſt, as he inherited 
the capital ſeat and poſſeſſions of his father; whereas Gerald 
raiſed himſelf by his ſervices in Wales, in manner following: 

King Henry II. being at variance with Rheſe, Prince of 
South Wales, ſent the ſaid Gerald, as Captain- General, with 
a choſen band of men, to reduce him to ſubmiſſion; which be- 
ing performed by him, he was * conſtituted caſtellan or go- 
vernor of Pembroke-caſtle, which he fortihed and defended 
with great courage againſt the Welch; and, having ſlain Owen, 
ſon of Cadugan ap Blethyn, chief Lord of Cardiganſhire, was 
made preſident of the county of Pembroke; and was alſo 
Chamberlain to the King, as Vincent ! afferts ; and that he 
married Neſta, daughter of Rheſe, and ſiſter of Griffith, Princes 
of South-Wales, and concubine to King Henry I. who had 
iſſue by her Henry, whoſe ſon, Robert Fitz Henry, was lain 
in the iſle of Angleſey 1197. The ſaid Neſta, by her huſband 
Gerald, had iflue four ſons, according to Vincent, viz, 
William, Maurice Fitz Gerald, Mauger Fitz Gerald (who 
had two ſons, Melier and Robert) and David, who was Arch- 
deacon of Cardiagn, and, by the name of David Fitz Gerald , 
conſecrated Biſhop of St. David's, December 19, 1147, 13 
Steph. 

EE Hifpute has alſo been about the priority of the births of 
William, and Maurice Fitz Gerald; but Vincent, and our 
Engliſh antiquaries, as likewiſe the Ear! of Kerry's pedigree, 
agree in making William the eldeſt, which may well be pre- 
ſumed, as he was poſſeſſed of the caſtle of Karria, or Carrio

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(being written both ways) in South-Wales, the inheritance of 
his mother, and * was Governor, of the caſtle of Pembroke, 
From this ſaid William de Carrio, deſcended the Carews of 
Devonſhire and Cornwall ; the family of Gerard, Earls of 
Macclesfield, which terminated in Fitton Gerard, who died 
on December 26, 1702: Likewiſe the families of the Lords 
Gerard of Bromley, the Gerards of Bryn, in Lancaſhire, and 
others of the name of Gerard, And Raimond Craſſus (le 
Groſs) Lord of Lereton, in Ireland, is, by Vincent, ® ſaid to 
be the third fon of William, and that he married Baſilia, 
daughter of Gilbert (de Clare) and filter to Richard, commonly 
called Strongbow, Earls of Strigul and Pembroke. 

Maurice Fitz Gerald, fon of Gerald and Nefta, before- 
mentioned (and younger brother of the faid William de Car- 
rio) was the principal perſon ? by whoſe aſſiſtanet in the reign 
of Henry Il. the conqueſt of Ireland was obtained, and was 
engaged in moſt of the conſiderable actions in reducing the 
Iriſh. Thereupon he had a grant of large poſſeſſions, in re- 
ward of his ſervices, as 4 the town of Wexford,” &. And 
from him the noble family of the Fitz Geralds in that kingdom 
derive their origin; of whom the preſent Marquis of Kil- 
dare, the extinct Fitz Geralds, Earls of Deimond, and 
Francis-Thomas Fitz Maurice, now Earl of Kerry, with 
other families of great eminence, deſcended. 

It now only remains to ſhew the deſcendants from William 
the eldeſt fon, and Robert the ſecond fon of Walter Fitz 
Other. Which Robert had the lordſhip of Efton e, now 
called Eſtains, in Eſſex, and bore his coat of arms differenced 
from the chief branch, adding a border engrailed argent, and 
charging the ſaltier with a creſcent. He was ſucceeded by his 
ſon William, to whom Henry II. confirmed the lordſhip of 
Eftains, with all his other lands :. And, leaving an on! 
daughter and heir, Delicia, ſhe became the wife of Robert de 
Haſtings, who alſo left an only daughter and heir, Delicia, 
married to Henry de Cornhill, who, in her right, was Lord 
of Eſtalns; and his only child and heir Delicia (as Vincent 
atteſts) was married to Godfrey de Lovain*, a younger ſon of 
Henry IV. Duke of Brabant, by Maud, daughter of Matthew, 
Earl of Flanders. From which Godfrey, deſcended the Barons 
de Lovain, of Eſtains, in Eſſex; whereof John de Lovain, 


dying in 24 Edw. III. left iſſue Eleanor, his only daughter

and heir, married to William Bourchier ; and ſhe dying in 21 
Rich. II. left iſſue William Bourchier, created Earl of Ewe, 
in Normandy (in 7 Hen, V.) who married Anne, daughter 
of Thomas Woodſtock, Duke of Glouceſter, ſeventh and 
oungeft ſon of Edward III. and by her had Henry, Earl of 
ſſex, William, Lord Fitz Warrin (grandfather of John 
Bourchier, created Earl of Bath July q, 1536, 28 Hen. VIII.) 
Thomas, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 1454 ; and John, Lord 
Berners ; from whom are deſcendants now living. 

I now return to William, the eldeſt fon and heir of Walter 
Fitz Other. He bore the name of Windſor, as alſo Fitz 
Walter (i. e. fon of Walter) by which name Camden ſtiles 
him *, mentioning, that Henry I. granted to him the lordſhip 
and manor of Molesford, in Berkſhire, and that the Carews, 
as well of England as Ireland, deſcended from him. He ſuc- 
ceeded his father Walter Fitz Other, in his offices of warden 
of the foreſts in Berkſhire, and caſtellan of Windſor, and was 
a Baron of great poſſeſſions. Maud the Empreſs, at Oxford v, 
confirmed to him all the grants made to his anceſtors of the 
cuſtody of Windſor-caſtle, and of all his lands, in as full a 
manner as they enjoyed them in the reign of her father Henry 
I. He took the ſurname of Windfor from his office, and left 
Hue two ſons, William; and Hugh de Windſor, Lord of 
the manor of Weſt Horſely, in com” Surry, held by him as 
one knight's fee of the new feofment, in the reign of Henry 
II. which by heirs female, devolved on the Barons de Berners. 
Which ® Hugh de Windſor was a witneſs to the charter of 


John, Earl of Warren and Surry, fon of William, Earl of 


Warren and Surry, whereby he confirmed to the abbey of 
Letleyn, in the county of Southampton, the manor and church 
of Schyre, in com' Surry, dated on Auguſt 15 (the aſſumption 
of the bleſſed Mary) 1243 ©: Alſo to the ratification of the ſaid 
Earl's charter on the day of the Epiphany, 1252. 

William de Windſor, eldeſt ſon and heir of the laſt William, 
was alſo a powerful Baron in the reign of Henry II.“ and cer- 
tified, that he held, of the old feoffment (that is, in the reign af 
Hen, I.) ſixteen knights fees, and an half: And of the new feoff- 


ment, viz. ſince the beginning of the reign of Henry II. that 


Hugh de Windſor, beforementioned, held of him, at Horſeley, 
one knight's fee; William de Haſting, at Suainton, halt a 
Knight's fee; Alexander de Windſor, in the ſame town, a

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third part of a knight's fee ; and that there remained, upon 
his demeſne, two knights fees, except the third part of a 
knight's fee. 

The ſaid William de Windeſore“, by his charter, without 
date (as was cuſtomary in thoſe times) releaſed and quitted 
claim, for himſelf and his heirs for ever, to Robert Fitz-Piers, 
of Horton, the fourth part of a knight's fee, of the ward of 
the caſtle of Windfor, the which neither. he, or his father, 
ever acknowledged of him, or his predeceflors. And King 
Henry II. confirmed, to this William de Wyndſore d, the 
inheritance he —_— from William Fitz Walter, his fa- 
ther, and Walter Fitz Other, his grandfather, to hold the 
ſame to him and his heirs, as well in war as in peace, honou- 
rably, freely, quietly, and juſtly, as his father and grandfa- 
ther held the ſame, in the reign of King Henry, his grandfa- 
ther, and his anceſtors, &c. And to the King's charter were 
witneſſes, William the King's brother, Earl Reginald, and 
Focelin de Bailliol, &c. 

In 1165, 12 Hen, II. this William de Windeſore, on the 
aſſeſſment of the aid then levied, for marrying the King's daugh= - 
ter ©, certified, that he had ſixteen knights fees and a half, de 
veteri feoſtamento, and three and a half de novo; for which, 
in 14 Hen. II. * he paid twelve pounds two ſhillings and 
eleven pence, © 

In 18 Hen. II. on the“ collectien of the ſcutage of thoſe 
who were not in the expedition that year into Ireland, he was 
rated at eighteen pounds three ſhilling and four pence. 

In 1194, 6 Rich. I. he f attended the King in his expedition 
into Normandy *, when he croſſed the ſeas from Portſmouth, 
and raiſed the ſiege of Vernuel; and alſo vanquiſhed the 
French in ſeveral ſkirmiſhes, The next year, and the year 
after, the King, continuing abroad, with thoſe who went 
over with him, obtained three victories over the French; in 
the laſt of which, between Curſeles and Gyfors, Philip II. 
King of France fell into the river of Ethe, the bridge break- 
ing under him, with the throng of his army, flying to ſave 
their lives from the Engliſh; and, before he could be drawn 
out of the river, he was very near being ſuffocated with the 
water. | 
This William de Windſor was either lain, or died in the 
ſaid expedition, as may be preſumed ; for, in 7 Rich. I,

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Walter, his fon and heir, was poſſeſſed of the inheritance, 
who had a brother named William de Windfor, as will here- 
after appear. | 

The faid Walter de Windſor *, accompanied his father, in 
6 Rich; I. in the expedition into France. And, having no 
iſſue male, he, in 9 Rich. I. by a fine levied in Eaſter term, 
divided, in conjunction with his brother William, the whole 
barony of William de Windſor, their father“: the ſaid 
Walter and his heirs, by the partition, having the town of 
Burnham, and the advowſon of the church of Burnham; the 
town of Beconsfield, with the advowſon of the church; 
Eton, with the advowſon of the church; and Ortone, with 
the members and appurtenances; alſo, half of the town of 
Horſeley in Surry. He likewiſe held © a knight's fee, in 
Eſſex, of Richard de Montfichet, that was in the King's 
hands, and for which - he paid eſcuage, or knight's ſervice to 
Richard I. 11 

He had iſſue only two daughters his heirs, whereof 
Chriſtian a, in the 5th of King John, gave a fine of 220 
marks, that it might be tried, whether ſhe was his next heir 
or not, and to have livery. of the land, whereof Walter de 
Windſor, her father, died ſeized: And, three years after, 
this Chriſtian , with Duncan de Laſcells, her huſbands, as 
alſo Ralph de Hodſeng, who had married Gunnora, her 
ſiſter, gave a fine to the King of 240 marks, for livery of 
thoſe lands. 

Having before recited, that, by a fine levied in 1197, 
9 Rich. I. Walter de Windſor (father of the aforementioned 
Chriſtian and Gunnora) and William de Windſor, his 
brother, made a partition of the Barony of Windſor, 1 ſhall 
no treat of the ſaid William, the ſole heir male of the family. 
This William de Windſor * had allotted, for his ſhare, the 
lordſhips of Hakeburn with the appurtenances, Stanwell, and 
the Meres, with the appurtenances, and the advowſon of the 
church of Stanwell ; the whole town of Horton, with the ad- 
vowſon of the church; half the town of Horſeley, and ad- 
vowſon of the church, pr and paying, yearly, a pair 
of gilt ſpurs, for all ſervices. 'I he knights fees of the barony 
were likewiſe divided, viz. of Walter de Windſor's part, 
this William de Windſor had affigned him four knights 
fees, to hold to him and his heirs, by homage and ſervice;

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-whereof Miles, ſon of Thorold, held two knights fees, in 
Chilton and Wokefield ; ſohn Vautort owed the ſervice of 
one knight's fee, in Willehale; and Henry de Bedefunt owed 
the ſervice of one knight's fee in Bedefunt. Of the ſaid four 
knights fees, William, and his heirs, were to do ſervice to 
Walter de Windſore, and to his heirs. And whatſoever ac- 
crued to the ſaid barony, by common cuſtom, was to be ſhared 
between them. 

This William de Windleſore (as the name was then wrote) 
was one of the witneſſes to the foundation charter of Richard 
King of the Romans, of the abbey of Burnham, in the coun 
of Buckingham, dated at Cippeham, April 18, 1197, 9 Rich. 
In 1212, 14 King John, he Þ paid into the exchequer one 
hundred pounds for livery of ſome part of the lands that were 
Walter de Windſor's, his brother, and were ſometime poſſeſſed 
by his daughters, beforementioned. And, in 16 John, on 
collection of the ſcutage of Poitou ©, he was found to hold nine 
knights fees, and an eighth part, being the moiety of the honour 
of William de Windſore, as the record ſpecifieth, for which he 
paid eighteen pounds five ſhillings. The year following, 17 
John, the Barons entering into recognizances to ſerve the 
King as long as he lived, and to aid and aſſiſt his heirs, begot- 
ten on the body of Iſabel his wife, this William de Windſor 4 
was bound for Gilbert Fitz Reyntrid's performance on his part, 
whoſe niece he had married. He was ſucceeded in his eſtate 
by William, his fon and heir, 

Which William de Windſor, by his deed © without date 
(as cuſtomary in that age) granted to William Fitz Alured, 
of Grove, that half yard land in Stanwell, which Jordan, the 
ſon of the ſaid William Fitz Alured held of him and his 
heirs, paying to him and his heirs, for all ſervices, three ſhil- 
lings at 2 and Michaelmas, yearly ; reſerving to the 
King ſuch ſervice as is due for an half yard of free land ; and, 
in conſideration thereof, the ſaid William Fitz Alured paid 
as a fine, to the ſaid William de Windſore, three marks and 
a half of filver, and to Agnes, his wife, a bezant. And, in 
31 Hen. III. he had* rant from the King of 1001. owing 
to the exchequer from William, his father. In 38 Hen. III. 
when all thoſe, who held lands of the value of twenty pounds, 
were ſummoned by the ſheriff of every county, to be at Lon- 
don with horſe and arms, from thence to go to Portſmouth,

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to be tranſported into Gaſcoin, to ſerve againſt the King of 
Caſtile, who had entered on the King's lands and committed 
hoſtilities , this William de Windſor was certified to hold 
twenty pounds in lands, and more, in the county of Middle- 
ſex, as alſo twenty pounds in lands in Berkſhire. And, in 45 
Hen. III. he * was certified to hold the manor of Stanwell, in the 
county of Middleſex, of the value of twenty pounds and more, 
and thereupon was called to receive the honour of K nighthood. 

He died about 1275, © 3 Edward I. as appears by an exem- 
plification in the exchequer, of aſſize of bread and beer in Stan- 
well; and by Agnes, his wife 4, left iſſue two ſons, William 
de Windſor, and Hugh de Windſor ; alſo a daughter, Joan, 
married'to Richard de Dray, Knt. who had with her the manor 
of Horton, and the advowſon of the church ſettled, by her 
father, on them and their iſſue. | 

— Windſor, the youngeſt ſon *, died in 11 Edw. I. 

Of William de Windfor, the eldeſt ſon, I find no further 
mention, than that he was ſeated at Stanwell, whereof he 
died poſſeſſed in 7 Edw. I. f held by the ward of Windſor- 
caſtle for 40 days; and that 4 ret, his wife, daughter 
of John Drokensford, and of Sir John Drokensford, 
Ent. 6 he left iſſue Richard, his eldeſt fon; and Walter, 
ſecond ſon; alſo a daughter Margaret, who was a nun in 
Ankerwyke monaſtry, in com' Luckingh. 

His eldeſt ſon, Richard de Windſor, being of full age in 13 
Edw. I. had livery of the manor of Stanwell in Middleſex, 
and Weſt- Hakeburne in Berkſhire. In 23 and 25 Edw. I. . he 
was returned one of the Knights for Berkſhire in the parlia- 
ments then held. And in 1297, 25 Edw. I. when the King 
by writ, dated May 20, commanded the ſheriffs of every 
county, to require all who held lands to the value of twenty 
pounds, or more, to be at London on Sunday next follow- 
ing the Octave of St. Jobn Baptiſt, with horſe and arms, ap- 
paralled according to their degree, in order to go beyond the 
ſeas with the King, to their own honour, and the welfare and 
common profit of the realm &, this Richard de Windfor ap 
peared accordingly. And the King (as our hiſtorians recite * ) 
ſent over his army into Gaſcoiny, under the command of his 
brother Edmund, Earl of Lancaſter, with divers Lords, 
Knights &c, : |

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In 26 Edw. I. he attended in parliament, being returned 
one * of the Knights for the county of Middleſex. And, on 
May 20, 28 Edw. I. when the King (to ſatisfy his Earls ꝰ and 
Nobles) impowered the principal perſons in each county, to 
iſh all offences againſt the articles of Magna Charta, the 
charter of the foreſts, and the ſtatute of Winton, not puniſhable 
by the common laws of the realm, he appointed this Richard 
de Windſor to officiate, for that purpoſe, in Berkſhire. The 
year after, 20 Edw. I. he was ſummoned 4, with other great 
men, to attend the King at Berwick upon Tweed, on the feaſt 
of St. John Baptiſt's nativity, well appointed with horſe and 
arms, to march againſt the Scots. In 33 Edw. I. he * was again 
returned one of the Knights for Berkſhire; in which parliament 
King Edward having — that ten perſons might be elect- 
ed in Scotland to repair to his parliament in London, pro tota 
communitate terræ Scotiæ, they accordingly attended. In 34 
Ed w. I. he ® was ſummoned to be at London at a great council, 
called by the King on ſpecial affairs; and that year a fine was 
levied at Weſtminſter, beween d John de Drokensford, clerk 
(ſoon after biſhop of Bath and Wells, and treaſurer of England} 
plaintiff, and Sir Richard de Windſor, Knt. deforciant, of 
the manor of Stanwell in com* Middleſex, and of Hakeborn 
in Berkſhirez whereby, after the deceaſe of the ſaid Richard 
and Joan, his wife, the ſaid manors were entailedon Richard, 
ſon of the aforeſaid Sir Richard, and the heirs of his body, 
remainder to William his brother, remainder to the right heirs 
of Sir Richard the father. | | 
In 2 Edw. II. he ! ſerved again in parliament, as one of the 
Knights for Middleſex; as alſo in the following parliaments, in 
x 5 and 6 Edw. II. In 17 Edw. II.“ on an inquiſition in every 
county, returned into Chancery of ſuch who bore arms from their 
anceſtors, Sir Richard de Windſor was named among thoſe of the 
county of Middleſex, and of Berkſhire. He died in 19 Edw, II. = 
ſeized of the manors of Stanwell in Middleſex, and Weſt- Hake- 
burn in Berkſhire; alſo the ward of the caſtle of Windſor, 
wherein he was ſucceeded by Richard, his ſon and heir, then 
27 years of age, by his firſt wife u, Julian, r of Sir Ni- 
cholas Stapleton, of Hachilſay, in com' Ebor. Knt. by whom he 
had alſo iſſue William de Windſor, rector of the church of 
Stanwell, But by his ſecond wife, Joan, he had no iſſue.

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The ſaid Richard de Windſor, his eldeft ſon, in 4 Edw. III. 
as alſo in 12 Edw. III.“ ſerved in parliament for the county 
of Middleſex ; and for Berkſhire ® in the parliament held at 
Weſtminiter in 14 Edw. III. He had three wives, 1ſt, Joan, 
by whom he had iſſue a daughter Joan ©; and by his ad wife, 
Julian, daughter and coheir of James Molyns, of the county 
of Southampton, and of his wife Margaret, daughter and co- 
Heir of William de Bintworth, had James, his ſon and heir, 
and Sir William, 2d fon, who raiſed himſelf to t ho- 
nours. Claricia was his 3d wife, daughter of John Drokens- 
ford, and relict of . . . . . Yorke*, who ſurvived him, and 
died on March 21, 1403-4; 5 Hen. IV. He deceaſed in 1367, 
41 Edw. III. and was ſucceeded in his eſtate by James, his 
eldeſt fon and heir. 

Which James de Windſor was ſcated at Stanwell, and had 
the honour of 'Knighthood conferred on him by Edward III. 
and departed this life on October 2, in the 44th year of that 
King's reign, leaving *, by Elizabeth, his wife, daughter of 
Sir Jobn Streeche, Knt. Sir Miles de Windſor, his only fon 
and heir, fixteen years of age, and more; from whom the 
preſent Earl of Plymouth is deſcended, and of whom more 
fully hereafter. RED. - | 

But I ſhall firſt treat of Sir William de Windſor, ſecond 
ſon of Richard de Windſor, laſt mentioned. The faid Sir 
William entered early into a martial life. He was knighted 
before 35 Edw. III. for, on April 4, 1360, by that title e, 
he, with Sir William Sutton, were witneſſes to the will of 
Bartholomew Lord Burgherft, then dated. And in 25 Edw. 
III. on March 15, 1360-1, the King, finding the incurſions 
of his enemies in Ireland ®, appointed Lionel Earl of Ulſter, 
his ſon, Lord Lieutenant, forthwith to repair thither, and, 
bringing from England 1500 men, this Sir William de Wind- 
for was retained by him * at two ſhillings per diem; alſo, for 
two Knights in his retinue, two ſhillings each; for forty-nine 
Eſquires, twelve pence each, and ten archers on horſeback, 
ſix-pence each. Ihe Earl, having ſubdued Obryan, and done 
many other good acts, to the ſatisfaction of that nation &, re- 
turned to England on April 22, 1363, 37 Edw. III. yet. 
whether Sir William de Windſor was left behind, does not 
appear. But, in 1367, 41 Edw, III. on the French ſurpriz- 
ing Ponthieu, he was appointed, with all expedition, to go!

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with the forces, then at Dover, ready to croſs the ſeas for the 
defence thereof, when news came, that the French King, 
Charles V. had taken the country. Whereupon *, King Ed- 
ward hearing that the Scots had alſo engaged with the French 
King, and deſigned to invade his dominions, he, on Sept. 4, 
the ſame year d, appointed this Sir William Windſor, with 
the Biſhop of Carliſle, and the Lord Clifford, Wardens of the 
Weſt Marches, towards Scotland. After which, on intelli- 
gence that the French King had ſet forth a great navy to in- 
vade Ireland, he was conſtituted, in 43 Edw. III. < Lieute- 
nant of Ireland; and for his better ſupport in the King's ſer- 
vice, had a grant of a thouſand marks per annum, to be paid 
out of the King's Exchequer, until ſuch time as the Kin 


ſhould grant lands and rents of that value to himſelf and his 


heirs for ever. And, immediately thereupon 4, he had a grant 
of the manor and caſtle of Dungarvan, alſo of the caſtle 
called Bluck-caſtle, to him and the heirs of his body. And 
with him went, on this expedition ©, the Lord Thomas Faul- 
conbergh, and others of rank and conduct. He landed in 


Ireland * on July 12, 1369, and called a parliament at Kilkenny s, 


and ſoon after another at Ballydoil. He vigorouſly proſecuted 
the war againſt the rebels in Leinſter. but was interrupted by 
O Connor and O Bryan, who got the better of the Engliſh in 
the county of Limetick, fo that he was obliged to march to 
the defence of Munſter, where he behaved ſo well, that John 
Macnamara (a great man in Thomond) ſubmitted, and gave 
hoſtages to keep the peace, eſpecially towards the Biſhops of 
Limerick and Killalow, nor annoy the city and caſtle of Li- 
merick, &c. He was ſent. for to England, and, thereupon, on 
March 21, 1370, he deputed Maurice Earl of Kildare Cuſtos 
of Ireland, who was ſworn the next day, 

In 49 Edw. III. he returned again to Ireland h, landing at 
Waterford, April 18, 1374, and was ſworn at Kilkenny, on 
May 4. The King being fully ſatisfied (as the patent! te- 


cites) of the fidelity and circumſpection of his beloved and 


faithful William de Windſore, he conſtitutes him his Lord 
Lieutenant in Ireland, with full power to admit the rebels, as 
well Engliſh as Iriſh, to their allegiance, and to pardon them 
of all rebellions, manſlaughters, 'robberies, felonies, ſedition, 
larcenary, and combinations, whatſoever, in the faid realm by 
them committed, and to reccive their fines and redemptions.

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Alſo to recover, to the King's uſe, all forfeited lands and te- 
nements, and to farm-let them, by the advice and aſſent of 
the Chancellor and Treaſurer of that nation. And to inſpect 
into the behaviour and adminiſtration of all who are in bffice 
there, and ſuch as ſhall be found unprofitable to diſplace, and 
put in others (the Chancellor and Treaſurer excepted) more 
proper to adminiſter juſtice, according to the laws of the na- 
tion. He undertook the cuſtody of Ireland, for eleven thou- 
ſand two hundred and thirteen pounds fix ſhillings and eight 
pence per annum, and obtained an order, from the King and 
Council, that all, who had lands in Ireland, ſhould repair thi- 
ther, or ſend ſufficient men in their room, to defend the coun- 
try, on penalty of forfeiting their eſtates :. Nevertheleſs, find- 
ing the Iriſh ſtubborn, he left James Earl of Ormond Lord 
Juſtice, July 24, 1376. 

The year following, 51 Edw. III. the French threatening 
an invaſion, he had orders from the > King, to fortify ſuch 
towns and forts as were under his government. The next 
year, or ſoon after, he took to wife the famous Allice Perrers, 
of whom I ſhall recite ſome account from Mr. Barnes, who, 
in his elaborate hiſtory of the reign of King Edward III. ex- 
amined all facts aſſerted by other authors. He ſays ©, That, 
« deing a perſon of extraordinary beauty, ſhe was, in 48 Edw. 
III. made Lady of the Sun, and rode from the Tower of 
© London through Cheapſide, accompanied with many Lords, 
© Knights, and Ladies; every Lady leading a Lord or a 
© Knight, by his horſe's bridle, till they came into Weſt⸗ 
© Smithfield ; where preſently began ſolemn juſts, which held 
© for ſeven days together. That ſhe had been conſtantly miſ- 
© repreſented by moſt of our writers (one taking it from an- 
other) as being King Edward's concubine, but that it was 
improbable, from the reputation ſhe had of being taken in 
marriage by ſo conſiderable a perſon as the Lord William 
Windlor ; and that King Edward, who never elſe is faid 
to have gone aſtray, even in the flower of his age, ſhould, 
within 5 years of his Queen's death, when he was very 
impotent, burn in flames. That the records wherein ſhe is 
mentioned, are not ſevere on her reputation, as appears 
* from the charge againſt her, brought into parliament in 
© I Rich. II. in theſe words 4: 

« Dame Allice Perrers was introduced before the Lords, and 
© by Sir Richard le Scrope, Knt. Steward of the King's houſe-

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© hold, charged for purſuing of matters, contrary to orders 
« taken two years before; namely, that no woman ſhould, 
« for any advantage, preſent any caule in the King's court, on 
« pain of loſing all they had, and being baniſhed the realm for 
ever. That, particularly, ſhe had procured Sir Nicholas 
« Dagworth to be called from Ireland, whither he was ſent; 
and that ſhe alſo procured, from the King, reſtitution of 
© Jands and goods, to Richard Lyon, merchant, of London, 
© whereas the ſame lands, having been forfeited by him, had 
© been given to the King's own ſons, To all which the ſaid _ 
© Dame Allice replied, that ſhe had not purſued any: ſuch 
© thing for any advantage of her own: whereupon divers 
« officers, counſellors, and ſervants to King Edward the third, 
© being examined, proved, that ſhe made ſuch purſuit ; and 
© that, in their conceits, for her own private gain. Then 
© judgment was given by the Lords againſt the faid Dame, 
© that, according to the order aforeſaid, ſhe ſhould be baniſh- 
© ed, and forfeit all her goods and lands whatſoever.” But 
Sir Robert Cotton makes this remark on it: © To ſay truth 
© of the devil is counted commendable, and therefore ſurely 
the record againſt the ſaid Lady, being very long, proves 
no ſuch heinous matter againſt her; only it ſheweth, that 
the ſame Dame was in ſuch credit with Edward the third, 
as ſhe ſat at his bed's head, when all of the council, and 
of the privy-chamber, ſtood waiting without doors ; and 
that ſhe moved thoſe ſuits that they dared not; and theſe 
two ſuits, whereof ſhe was condemned, ſeemed very ho- 
neſt ; her miſhap was, that ſhe was friendly to many, but 
all were not ſo to her.” | | 
By the ſaid record, being ſtiled Allice Perrers, it ſhould 
ſeem, that ſhe was not then the wife of Sir William Wind- 
ſor, and that he married her afterwards: for the next year, 
2 Rich. II. in the records of parliament, it is thus ſpecified *: 
Sir William of Windſor, and Alice his wife, late Dame 
Allice Perrers, pray the revocation of a judgment made in 
the laſt parliament, tit. 41, 42, 43, againſt the ſaid Allice, 
for errors therein contained. The record was brought 
forth, and errors aſſigned. But the King's learned council 
* adjudged, that they could not ſue in ſuch wiſe, but that 
* by attorney they might ſue. Whereupon the ſaid William, 
© and Allice, his wife, late called Dame Allice Perrers, by a 
© new bill required, that thev, by Edmund Clay and * 
bert Brown, their attornies, might purſue the reverſal of 
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the ſaid judgment. The King committed the matter to the 
Lords, who licenſed them by the King's favour to purſue 
© the ſame.” " 

In 3 Rich. II. the King, by his letters patent bearing date at 
Weſtminſter, 15 Martii, reciting *, that Allice Perrers, whilft 
ſhe was ſingle, having purchaſed the third part of the manor 
of Compton-Murdak, in Warwickſhire, and two parts there- 
of in reverſion, after the death of Allice, the widow of Sir 
John Murdak, Knt. grants it to Sir William Windfor, and 
his heirs, for ever, out of the ſingular reſpects (as in the pa- 
tent) that he bore towards the ſaid Sir William, for his many 
notable ſervices ; and, eſpecially, for his being at that time 
retained by indenture to ſerve him in his wars, with two hun- 
dred men at arms, and two hundred archers, under the con- 
duct of Thomas de Wodſtoke, Ear] of Buckingham (the 
King's uncle) for the expedition into Britany, in which the 
ſaid Earl was to be general. They landed at Calais d, June 4, 
and from thence marched through France, being (as Stowe 
writes ©) approved and tried Knights, who, in their way, 
ſpoiled the French, and entered Britany without oppoſition, 
And Sir William Windſor was appointed d Governor of Cher- 
burgh, in the room of Sir John de Harleſton, Knt. who was 
recalled. 

On March 24, 1380-1, 4 Rich, II. he © had the King's 
writ of ſummons, among the Barons of the realm, to the 
parliament holden at Northampton, the Monday after the 
feaſt of All Saints. Allo f to the parliaments in 5 and 6 Rich, 
II. and 7 Rich. II. held at Weſtminſter, the Monday before 
the feaſt of All Saints ©; likewiſe at Saliſbury, on the Friday 
after St. Mark the Evangeliſt, On Feb. 8, 1383-4, 7 Rich. 
II. the King conſtituting conſervators of the truce between 
him and the French King *, Charles VI. this Sir William de 
Windſor was appointed for the King's dominions in Normandy, 
being then Governor of Cherburgh. He died before Nov. 28 
enſuing, when the King conſtituting Thomas de Holland, Earl 
of Kent, Governor of the town and caſtle of Cherburgh for 
three years, a mandate was ſent to the Lieutenant of Sir 
William de Windſor, to ſurrender the ſame to him, with all 
ammunition, ſtores, &c. Alſo, on Feb. 25 following, the 
King reciting, that whereas * he had committed to William

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de Wyndeſore and Sir Thomas Morwell, Knts. the cuſtody 
of the county of Richmond, from Michaelmas, in the fifth 
ear of his reign, to the uſe of Johanna, his ſ uterene] ſiſter, 
ſecond wife of John de Montfort, Duke of Britany and Earl 
of Richmond, during her abode in England, allowing her one 
thouſand pounds per annum, for her ſupport; and, the being 
now deceaſed, he conſtitutes John de Holland, Thomas de 
Percy, John Fitz Nicol, and Thomas Talbot, receivers of 
the arrears from the time of her death, 

On the inquiſition taken after his deceaſe, before Nicholas 
Brembre, Mayor of London, OR. 4, 1384, 8 Rich. II.“ the 
jury found that he died poſſeſſed of the manor of Bournehal}, 
and Jands in Buſhy, in the county of Hertford : the manor of 
Weſt-Newland, the manor of Lalling, and two parts of the 
hundred of Dantſey, in the county of Eſiex : two meſſuages 
in Oxford: the manors of Poreſtock, and hundred; Lucton 
and Chywton, in Dorſetſhire : the manors of Ludford, 
Church Fodington, Cherleton, and Knolle, in the county 
of Somerſet: the manor of Manerbyr, and Penaly-caſtle and 
manor, in the county of Pembroke, in Wales : and that he 
died on Sept. 15, 8 Rich. II. leaving his three ſiſters heirs to 
his eſtate; Iſfabel Windſor, of the age of 38; Chriſtian, 
wife of Sir William Morleux, Knt. of the age of 34 ; and 
Margery, wife of John Duket, of the age of 32; and other 
inquiſitions in ſeveral counties confirm it. 

By his laſt will and teſtament, nuncupative ®, bearing date 
at Everſham, in the dioceſe of Lincoln, Sept. 10, 1384, Wil- 
liam de Cawood, Rector of the church of Boleſby, and the 
reverend Sir John Bakon, Archdeacon of Richmond, being 
preſent, he bequeathed all his goods, chattels, &c. to Sir Wi- 
liam de Melton, Sir James de Pykerynge, Sir Walter de Stryk- 
land, Knts. and John de Wyndeſor, ſen. ordering them to 
pay his debts, and to provide for his foul. The probat is 
dated on October 22 following, when adminiſtration was 
granted to Sir William de Melton, Sir James de Pykerynge, 
and John de Wyndeſor, ſen. And dying without iſſue male*, 
his daughters, ſays Sir William Dugdale, became his heirs, 
whereot Joan, the elder, married to Robert Skerne, of King- 
ſton upon Thames, was, in her right, poſſeſſed of Compton- 
Murdak, in com' Warwick: but it is apparent, that Joan was 
the daughter of Allice, his wite, who had children by another 
huſband, as appears by her will.

Mary the Virgin ; and bequeathed ten marks for ornaments to 
the church, and forty ſhillings. for the repairing thereof; and 
that ten marks be diitributed to the poor the day of her ſepul- 
ture, fix marks to the chaplain, and to John Pelham, ſacriſt 
of the church, three ſhillings and four pence. She bequeaths 
to John, her younger fon, her manor of Gaynes, in Vp- 
mynſtre; and the reſidue of her goods, chattels, &c. to John 
and Joan, her children, And appoints Joan, her youngeſt 
daughter, with John Kent, merchant, of London, "ton EXEC = 
cutors : and Sir John Curſon, Knt. and Robert de Litton, 
Eſq; ſuperviſors of her will. 

I now return to Sir Miles Windſor, before-mentioned, eldeſt 


ſon of Sir James Windſor ©, elder brother to the faid William, 


Lord Windſor. - Which Sir Miles was only 16 years of age 
on the death of his father, as ſaid before, He was knighted 
before 1383, the 5th year of Rich. II. when he appeared f on 
that great trial at Cneſter, on Sept. 30, before John of Gaunt, 
King of Caitile, and Duke of Lancafter, in relation to the 
bearing of the coat of arms then in conteſt between Richard 
Je Scrope Lord Scrope, of Bolton, and Sir Robert Groſvenor, 
Knut. certifying, that the ſaid Richard Lord Scrope had a right 
to the arms, Azure, a Bend Or, which was confirmed to him, 
the ſaid Lord Scrope. 

In 9 Rich. II. this Sir Miles Wyndeſore, Ent. 5 (as the 
name is wrote in the record) going in the King's ſervice into 
Spain, under the command of John, King of Caſtile and Leon, 
and Duke of Lancaſter, had the King's letters of protection 
for one year, from March 6, 1386, when taey were granted: 
and probably he died there; for, in 10 Rich. II. an inquiſi- 
tion was taken after his deceaſe that year, when the jury 
found, that he died ſeized of the manors of Stanwell, War- 
ner2and, Guilays, and Gardons, in the county of Middleſex : 
the manors of Huntercombe, and Burnham, in Buckingham- 
thire, with the ward of the caſtle of Windſor :* the manor

And that he died 
March 31, that year, leaving Brian de Windfor his fon and 
heir, of the age of 15 years, and more, by his wife * Allice, 
daughter of Adam de Wymondham, of Wymondham, in 
the county of Norfolk, who ſurvived him, and deceaſed in 
1294, 18 Rich. II. 

The ſaid Brian de Windſor had to wife“ Allice, daughter 
of Thomas Drew, Eſq; who ſurvived him, and died in 1405, 
7 Hen. IV. He deceaſed in 22 Rich. II. poſſeſſed of the 
manor of Bynteworth, in the hamlet of Aſheley, and lands 
called. le Bol and Con, parcel of the manor aforeſaid : the 
' manor of Mulle, in Beneſtede, the manor of Eſington, the 
manor of Bromleye, with one meſſuage, and forty actes of 
land, called Little Bynteworth, and lands in Gretham: the 
manor of Bere juxta Warneford: the fee and manor of 
Wynbale, held by Thomas Bromflete, by one Knight's fee ; 
and Maleſhangre, in Yerdlegh manor, by William Hornby, 
by one Knight's fee; all in the county of Southampton: 
the manor of Stanwell, with the advowſon of the church, 
by one Knight's fee, and the ward of Windſor-caſtle: the 
manor of Weſt-Bedefont, parcel of the priory of New Place, 
by one Knight's fee: the manor of Shepcote, by John de 
Ticheborne, for one Knight's fee; all in the county of Mid- 
dleſex : the manor of Weſt-Hakeburn, with fixty ſhillings 
rent, parcel of the manor there : the manor of Chilton, by 
one Knight's fee: the manor of Wokefield, by half a Knight's 
fee : the manor of Colrugge, by half a Knight's fee, in 
Berkſhire : the manor of Weſt-Horſley, held by Sir James 
Berners, for a Knight's fee: the manor of Piperharewe, held 
by Sir Bernard Brocas, Knt. for a Knight's fee : the manor 
of Hartmere, held by the prior of New Place, for a Knight's 
fee : the manor of Bagſhutt, held by the Duke of Surry, for 
half a Knight's fee: the manor of Eſtbury, in Compton, 
and the manor of Nonne, in Compton : the manor of 
Berewe ; all in the county of Surry. By the inquilitions 
taken at Wincheſter, in com* Southamp. May 26, and at 
Stanwell, June 9, 1399, 22 Rich. II. it appears, that he 
died on April 30, that year, and that Miles de Windſor was 
ſon and heir of the ſaid Brian, and Allice, his wife; and, 
at his deceaſe, of the age of thirteen years and an half, and

VI. ſhews 
that he died on Sept. 30 preceding, leaving I homas de Windſor,

Which Thomas married Elizabeth, eldeſt of the two daugh- 
ters and coheirs of John Andrews, of Baylham, in com' Suff.

Alſo, I bequeath to the church of Weſton, in Norfolk, a 
Chalice, and twenty yards of linnen cloath, to make a ſur- 
plice, and a towel of diaper, and a towel of cotton. Item, I 
bequeath to Dermeſdon church a towel] and an altar cloath. 
Item, I bequeath to the church of Blakenham a towel and an 
altar cloath. Item, I will, that as ſoon as God ſendeth for 
me to his bliſs out of this world, coſts be done of my bury- 
ing, by the advice and diſcretion of my ſurveyor, and mine 
executors ; and, that great part of the hoſt be done to poor 
bedrede people, moſt need having, to the honcur and plea- 
ſure of God. Item, I will, that my houſhold and ſervants 
be kept eight weeks after my departing, with wages, and 
other neceſſarys. Item, I bequeath to my Lady Wyche, my 
ſiſter, for a remembrance to think of me, a goblet of ſilver, 
and gilt cover. Item, I give to my daughter, Elizabeth, a 
blew gown furred with white. Item, 1 give to my daugh- 
ter, Anne, a cremeſine gown fingle, and a furre of grey, 
and a ſingle gown of violet, and furre of white. Item, I 
bequeath to Andrew Suliard, a pair of beeds of gold. Item, 
I bequeath to Anne Suliard, my daughter's daughter, a girdle 
of green, harneſed with filver, Item, I bequeath to Bridget 
Wyndeſore, my daughter Elizabeth's daughter, my white 
bed, with all the hangings of the fame. Item, I bequeath to 
William Wyndeſore, a red bed of worſted, with all the hang- 
ings. Item, 1 bequeath to Elizabeth Wyndeſore, and Allice 
Wyndſore, my daughter's daughters, two pieces of ſilver with 
coverings, and fifteen ſpoons of ſilver. Item, I bequeath to 
my daughter Elizabeth a powder- box of filver. Item, I will, 
that ten pair of ſheets of the beſt be divided between my two 
daughters. 

After which, ſhe leaves legacies to her ſervants, and orders 
| John Milles, one of them, to deliver a doublet of defence, 
that was her huſband's, to remain in the manor of Bailham ; 
and the reſidue of her goods, &c. after her debts paid, and 
bequeſts performed, ſhe bequeaths to her two daughters, Eli- 
zabeth, the wife of Thomas W yndeſore, and Anne, the wiſe 
of John Suliarde. Item, I make and ordeyn mine executors, 
John Suliarde, Thomas Wyndefore, Elizabeth and Anne, 
their wives; and my Lady Wyche, my lifter, mine overſeer. 
In witneſs whereof I have put my ſeal, given at the ſeaſt and 
year aforeſaid, And by a codicil, ſhe bequeaths her two co- 
verlids, one of cotton, the other of filk, the one to the church 
of Bailham, the other to the church of Stoke, and to jemain

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in the manor of Bailham. Item, I will, that the new great 
braſs pot remain in the ſaid manor of Bailham, to the intent 
that, when the brethren of the guild of the church of Darmeſ- 


don make their dinner they to occupy the ſame pot for the 


time, and to deliver it again in the ſaid manor of Bailham. 
Item, I will, that all the women ſervants of my Lady Wyche's 
houſe be rewarded by the diſcretion of my overſeer, and exe- 
cutors. She died the ſame year, the probat bearing date De- 


cember 11 after. 


Her ſiſter, Lady Wyche, aforeſaid, died the ſame year, 
* writing-herſelf in her will dame Allice Wyche, of London, 


| widow, late the wife of Sir Hugh Wyche, Ent. late alder- 


man and merchant of London, and dated June 16, 1474, 
15 Edw. IV. ſhe therein orders her body to be buried in the 
ſouth ſide of the quire of the pariſh church of St. Denys Bak- 
church, London, by the ſepulture of William Holt, her 
late huſband; and bequeathing ſeveral torches and tapers, 
to contain, in weight, fixteen pounds, orders four to each 
church there named, and the reſidue to the church of Stan- 
well, in Middleſex, to have her ſaid huſband's ſoul and her's 
prayed for. She bequeaths to her cozen Elizabeth, wife of 
Thomas Wyndſore, one hundred pounds in plate and houſe- 
hold, of the beſt; and to Andrews Wyndſore, their fon, 
xxl. and to her god-daughter Allice, his ſiſter, twenty pounds, 
and one of her beſt ſtanding cups of filver and gilt covered, 
and twelve filver ſpoons ; to Elizabeth, her ſiſter, and Wil- 
liam, their brother, x1. each. She wills to Henry Wyche all 
her lands, &c. in the pariſh of St. Michael, in Baſingſhaw, 
London, to him and his heirs, in default, to be fold by her 
executors. And her other lands and tenements, in London 
and in Eſſex, to be ſold by her executors, and to be diſpoſed 
by them in manner following: Firſt, to poor huſbands, plow- 
men in the country, ſuch as have wives and children, and 
poor widows, and other ſuch poor diligent labourers, in poor 
villages, two hundred pounds, whereof one hundred pounds 
to be diſpoſed of in Lewes and Haſtings, and thercabouts, in 
Suffex, to pray eſpecially for the ſoul of William Holt, her huſ- 
bands who was born at Lewes.

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beſt to be done, The reſidue of her eſtate, goods, chattles, 
&c. her will fulfilled, ſhe bequeaths to her executors, her 
colin Thomas Wyndeſor, Eſq; Humphry Starky, Eſq; Re- 
corder of London, and Henry Wellys, prieſt, and to have 
for their labour, Thomas, forty pounds; Humpbry, forty 
marks, and Henry, twenty marks. And ordeins overſeer of 
her will, John Cateſby, ſerjeant of the law, and to have ten 
pounds for his labour. The probat is dated November 16, 
1474, which ſhews tbat ſhe died about three months after the 
making of her will. 

The ſaid Thomas Windſor, Eſq; was ſummoned * on June, 
5, 1483, 1 Edward V. to prepare and furniſh himſelf to re- 
ceive the noble Order of Knighthood at his coronation, in- 
tended to be ſolemnized on the 22d of that month, at Weſt- 
minſter. But Richard Duke of Glouceſter, cauſing the youn 
King his nephew to be murthered, that degree of Knighthood 
of the Bath was not conferred on him and the others recom- 
mended, as Mr. Anſtis recites in his obſervations on Knight- 
hood of the Bath. It may juſtly be ſaid, that he was a perſon 
of piety, good morals, and of a found judgment, with a 
tender care for his wife and children ; evident from his laſt 
will and teſtament, part of which I have taken literatim, and 
an extract of the moſt memorable parts of the reſt.

vyor, and to the bleſſid Vyrgyn our Lady Saint Mary, his 
glorious moder, and to all the holy company of Hevyn ; 
and my body to be buried in the north fide of the quer of 
the church of our Lady of Stanweil, afor the V mage of our 
Lady, wher the ſepultur of our Lord ftondith, Wherupon 
I will ther be made a playn tombe of marble of a compe- 
tent height, to thentent that yt may ber the bleſſid body 
of our Lord, and the ſepulture at the tyme of Eftre, to 
ſtond upon the ſame, and with myne Armes and a Scriptur 
convenient to be ſett about the fame tombe, by thadvice of 
myne executors and overſeers underwretyn. Item, I will 
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that I have brennyng, at my burying and funeral ſervice, 
iii tapers and xxii torches of wax, every taper to conteyn 
the weight of x pounds, and every torch xvi pounds, which 
I will that xxiiii very poor men, and weldiſpoſed, ſhall 
hold aſwell at the tyme of my 7 IV as at my monethes 
mynde; and that every of the ſeid xxiiii poor men ſhall 


of friſe ; the poor men of the pariſh of Stanwell to be there- 
to preferrid before all other pariſhes. Item, I will, that, 


vered to the church wardens of the faid church of Stanwell, 
ii of them to burne yercly, as long as they will endure,

He further wills, that there be three prieſts and three clerks, 
after the diſcretion of his executors, to ſing by note, in 
the church of Stanwell, Placebo and Diridge, and maſs of 
Requiem, every day, during thirty days next enſuing his de- 
ceafe, and to pray for his foul, and all Chriſtians ſoules. And 
of the ſail xx torches, after his funeral ſervice, he bequeathes 
four of them to the church of Stanwell, and the other ſix- 
teen, to be given to fixteen churches within the countie of 
Middleſex, next adjoyning to the. ſaid church of Stanwell. 
Willing, that the chapells of Woxbridge, and Houndeſlow, 
have each of them one. And that there be one hundred 
children each, within the age of ſixteen years, to be at his 
month's mind, to ſay for his ſoul, in the church of Stanwell, 
our Lady Pſalter, and each of them to have for his labour 
four pence; and that againft his month's mind, the candles 
burn afore the rude in the ſaid church, with all other lights, 
afore our Lady, the Trinity, or any other ſaints in the ſaid 
church, to be renewed and made at his coſt. Alſo, that at 
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his monih's mind, his executors provide xx prieſts, beſides.

further than ſome. And that there be provided a convenient

He alſo charges his executors to 
content and pay all ſuch debts and duties, as of right he ought 
to pay to any perſon or perſons at the time of his deceaſe. 
And wills, that they provide an honeſt and well diſpoſed prieſt 
to ſing and ſay divine ſervice in the ſaid church of Stanwell, 
or in his chapel at his manor of Stanwell, during the term of 
xx years next after his deceaſe; and to have for his wages 
vil. 13s. 4d. and find himſelf ; or elſe his wife or his heir 
to give him meat and drink, and 35s. 4d. in money, and a 
gown; to the intent to pray for his ſoul, the fouls of his father 
and mother, the ſoul of dame Alice Wich, and al! Chriſtian 
ſouls. | 

He wills that his ſervants, ſuch as dwell with him, be kept 
together at Stanwell, where his wife is, with meat, drink, and 
wages, during a _ next enſuing his deceaſe; and bequeaths 
legacys to ſeveral of them. 

His will alſo is, that Elizabeth, his wife, or Andrews his 
ſon, or who ſhall be his next heir after his deceaſe, ordein and 


| keep ſolemnly his obiit by note (the day and time of year he 
ſhall happen to deceaſe on) with vi prieſts and 3 clerks, in the 


ſaid church of Stanwell yearly, during the ſpace of 40 years 
next after his deceaſe, to pray for his foul, his father and 
mother's ſouls, John Andrews, and Elizabeth his wife's ſoules, 
and the ſoul of dame Alice Wiche, his friends ſouls and all 
chriſtians ſouls, The ſaid prieſts to be found out of the iſſues 

It appears further by his will, that he was a moſt affectionate 
father, and a very prudent perſon in providing for his children 
in the diſpoſition of his eſtate, which he ſettled in truſt ; and 
wills that his feoffees ſtand ſeized thereof, till Anthony Wind- 


| for, the youngeſt of his ſons, come to the age of twenty-one 


years, if he ſo long lives. Provided that, it his fon Andrews, 
or other of his ſons that ſhall happen to be lord of Stanwel}, 
and next heir of all his lands, find his prieſt and his obite, that 
then his feoffees ſuffer his heir to receive the profits thereof, 
and make eſtate of the ſaid manors and lands to the ſaid An- 
drews, his ſon, or to him of his ſaid ſons, that ſhall be alive 
after twenty-one years, That Elizabeth, his wife, ſhould 
nave the rule and overſ;ght of his lordſhip and manor of Bail- 
ham, in the county of Suffolk, during the nonage of William 
Windſor, his ſon, if God fortune ſhe lives ſo long after his 
deceaſe. And, if ſhe dye, that John Cateſby, ferjeanc at law,

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and John Holgrave, and his executors, have the rule of the 
ſaid manor, praying them to be aſſiſting to his ſaid fon Wil- 
liam therein. Alſo, that, after twenty years paſt, every one 
of his ſaid ſons ſhall, beſide their bequeſts to them, have xxl. 
To Anne, his daughte?, a hundred marks towards her marri- 
age. Alſo, that, his daughters, Elizabeth and Allice, hold 
them content with ſuch goods, as he had delivered to their 

marriages. And to his children not named in his will, that 
his executors give and deliver to them part of the iſſues of 
his purchaſed lands to their marriages, according to their 
diſcretion. 

He alſo wills, that there be paid one hundred pounds in per- 
forming of ſuch articles as be not finiſhed in the laſt will of 
dame Allice Wiche, which appeareth in the great leadger, of 
ſuch debts as be due to her, as ſoon as they can be recovered ; 
and all ſuch dues as he owed to the Lady Fowler, and to 
William Pattenham, by his daughters marriages, that ſuch 
Jands, as he have of them for their jointures, ſhall reſt in 
their hands, till they be content and paid. Likewiſe, that 
the Lady Abbeſs, and convent of Burnham, have xx marks, 
in contentation of what ſhe claimeth of him, if it be her due; 
and, if not, that ſhe and her convent pray for his ſoul, and all 
chriſtian ſouls, | 

The reſidue of all his goods, &c. not bequeathed, he leaves 
to Elizabeth, his wife, whom he ordeyns executor, and Sir 
John Tokett, prieſt, and Edward Cheeſman, executors with 
her, and to have xxl. each. And appoints overſeers, his coſin, 
John Cateſby, and John Holgrave, and they to have ten 
pounds each for their labour and advice, ; 
| The probat bears date Feb. 15, 1485, and adminiſtration was 

anted to Elizabeth, his reli, who afterwards married Sir 

Robert Litton, Knight. He died, as the probat ſhews, in 
1 Hen. VII. and was buried, according to the directions in his 
will, at Stanwell, where is yet remaining, under a cornice, a 
raifed tomb, on which were the figures of a Gentleman and 
his Lady, inlaid in braſs, with an eſcutcheon of their arms; 
but are now torn off, as alſo the inſcription. 

Sir Andrews Windſor, his eldeſt fon, ſucceeded him in his 
eſtate, at Stanwell, &c. and was made one of the Knights of 
the Bath in the Tower of London June 23, 1509, the day 
before the coronation of Henry VIII. In the ſummons ſent 
to him to take that degree, the King recites d, That he 
* hath appointed twenty- ſix of the moſt able perſons, and of 
© honourable blood, and ancient houſes coming, being no

« and to repair to the Tower of London, the 22d day of ſune, 


« and that day to ſerve the King at his dinner, and they that 
« ſhall be made Knights, to bear diſhes unto the King that 
„ ſaid day, in token that they ſhall never bear none after that 
© day, and to be Knights of the Bath in the Tower of Lon- 
don, the 23d day of June next coming, called the even of 
« his coronation, .&c.* And, in the number of the ſaid 
twenty-ſix, ſeven were Lords, and Sir Andrews Windſor th 
third Knight. | | 

In June 1513, 5 Hen. VIIL he embarked with the King in 
the expedition into France, and © was treaſurer of the King's 
middle ward of battle; and having been at the ſiege of Ter- 
roven, and the battle which enſued, Auguſt 16, called, by 
our hiſtorians, the battle of Spurs, from the ſwiftneſs of the 
French in running away ; he was, for his valiant behaviour 
therein, the 4 fourth of thoſe who were advanced to the 
honour of Knights Bannerets. And afterwards ©, the King, 
with his army, ſet down before 'T ournay, which they alſo 
took. 

In 1514, 6 Hen. VIII. he f was one of the Knights Ban- 
nerets, that, on the marriage of the Princeſs Mary, ſiſter to 
Henry VIII. with Lewis XII. King of France, attended on 
her into that kingdom, having, in his retinue, twenty horſe, 
and was allowed by the King, for his expences, twenty-ſix 
ſhillings and eight pence per day. The King, with the 
Queen, and the whole Court, accompanied her to Dover, in 
the month of September, and s there ſtayed ſome time, the 
wind being ſo high, that one of the King's fhips, called the 
Lubeck, was driven aſhore before Sandgate, and there wreck- 
ed, whereby, of ſix hundred men, ſcarcely three hundred 
eſcaped. On October 2, at four.in the morning, the Prin- 
ceſs took her ſhip, with all her noble company, and, when 
they were about a quarter over the fea, the wind roſe and 
ſevered the fleet; ſome reached Calais ; ſome were forced on 
the ſhore of Flanders, and the ſhip ſhe was in, was with great 
dificulty brought to Boulogne, with ſuch danger, that the 
_ maſter run the ſhip on ſhore, and Sir Chriſtopher Garnyſhe 

ſtood in the water, receiving her in his arms, and carried her 
toland, She was received by the Duke of Vendoſme, and a

Cardinal, with a great retinue, who welcomed the Queen, 


and all her train. And, within three miles of Abbeville, 
King Lewis met her on a great courſer, and ſhe would have

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alighttd, but the King would not ſuffer her; but compli- 
mented her on coming, and after a little converſation returned 
to Abbeville by a ſecret way ; and ſhe, with great triumph, 
proceſſion, and pageants, was received in the town of Abbe- 
ville, October 8, by the Dauphin, with all demonſtrations 
of honour. The next day they were married in the church 
there, and a great . banquet was prepared for her attendants, 
who were highly entertained. On Tueſday, October 10, 
all her train of Engliſh, except a few officers were diſcharged, 
the French King willing them to take no longer pain in at- 
rending ; and giving them rewards, they took leave of the 
Queen and returned to England. | 

in 10 Hen. VIII. he was * charged with providing ten men 
for the King's ſervice in his wars, according to the tenure of 
lands he held in Berkſhire. And in 1520, 12 Hen. VIII. was 
fummoned to attend the King and Queen to Canterbury, and 
ſo to Calais and Gyſnes, to the meeting of Francis I. the 
French King, with eleven ſervants and eight horſes in his 
retinue. They landed at Calais, on May 31, and, on June 
4, removed, with their whole train, to Guiſnes ; and a par- 
ticular relation of the grand interview, and expenſive enter- 
tainment, with their rich apparel, is recited in Hall's Chro- 
nicle, from folio 73, to 84. The King, and. the Queen, 
with the whole court, returned to Calais, June 25; and 
having there concluded on an interview with the Emperor, 
new proviſions were made for that triumph; but the King, 
conſidering the charge of thoſe who attended on him *, cauſed 
Cardinal Wolſey to call them all before him, when the Car- 
dinal, in the King's name, gave them thanks with great com- 
mendations, and, for eſchewing of coſt, licenſed them to fend 
home the halt of their number of ſervants; and bid them, after 
their long charges, to live warely, which term warely, was 
(fays my author) amongſt the moſt part of them taken for 
barely, and fore diſdained by them. On July 10, the King 
rode to the town of Graveling, in Flanders, waited on by his 
Nobles, Knights, and Gentlemen; and, at a place called 
Waell, the Emperor Charles V. met the King, and ſhewed 
| fuch affection to him, and affability to all his court, that he 
won the love of all the Englith ; and at Graveling the Nobles, 
Knights, and Gentlemen, were feaſted with ſuch chearfulneſs, 
that they much praiſed tie Emperor's court. And they were 
alſo welcomed by the Eripcror's aunt, Margaret, the particu- 
lars wnereof ate recite” by Hall, and the maſks on that oc-

The Emperor, and his aunt, the ſaid Margaret, 
Dutcheſs dowager of Savoy, and governeſs of the Netherlands, 
came with the King to Calais, and were royally entertained 
there l]; and when they took leave of the ing and Queen, 


were accompanied by them part of the way, and friendly em- 


braced. On their departure, the King, with his train, re- 
turned to Calais, and immediately embarked for England, 
ſafely landing the latter end of July, | 

In 14 Hen. VIII. the merchants of England, that had fac- 
tors at Bourdeaux, complaining ®, that the French King, con- 
trary to his league, had taken their goods, and impriſoned 
their factors and friends; alſo, reſtrained their ſhips in every 
port in France, rifling their goods on board them; the King, 


and his council, thereupon ſent for the French Ambaſſador, 


who denying the matter as they had reported, the Cardinal 
ſaid to him, If you note the council of England ſo light, as 
to tell fables, you be miſadviſed, &c. Whereon four French 
hoſtages in England, that lay for the payment of the money 
for the ſurrender of Tournay, were delivered to the Lord St. 
John's, this Sir Andrews Windſor, Sir Thomas Lovell, and 
dir Thomas Nevil , each of them ſafely to keep one of the 
ſaid hoſtages, and mt permit any of their nation to ſpeak pri- 
vately to them; and the ambaſſador was commanded to keep 
his houſe, till he was ſent for; and all the goods belonging to 
the French were attached, &c. 
In 15 Hen. VIII. the parliament adviſing the King to a war 
with France, the Duke of Suffolk was appointed with a royal 
army, as Captain- General, to paſs into France e, and this Sir 


' Andrews Windſor was one of the commanders of thoſe forces. 


They arrived at Calais, on Auguſt 24, and, there being a 
great mortality in the town, they encamped on a fair green 
near St. Peter's church. On September 8, the Duke, with 
the chief officers of his army, rode to Graveling, to meet Chriſ- 
tian the depoſed King of Denmark, and the Lord Itilſten, Cap- 
tain-General of Flanders, who amicably entertained them z 
and, having concerted meaſures with that King for invading 
France in ſeveral places, returned again to the army without 
Calais. Hall gives an account of their ſeveral marches into 
France v, till they came to a ſtrong town well fortified, called 
Bray, on the tiver Somme, garriſoned by 1600 veteran fuldiers ; 


and, the ordnance being brought to play on it, Ottober 20, it 


was taken by aſlault the ſame day, by the valour of the Engliſh 
nobles (as my author writes) who comforted and encouraged 
heit men. After which they took the town of Roye, and

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coming, October 25, before the ſtrong town of Montdedier, 
laid fiege to it; when the Duke taking it into conſideration, 
that in it were two thouſand foot, and one thouſand horſe, he 
therefore 4 ſent for the chief officers of his army, and praifing 
them for their hardineſs, and the noble courage he ſaw in them, 
ſaid it did much encourage his ſetting forward in the ſiege, the 
praiſe whereof ſhould be to them, and not to him, and re- 
=_ them to continue in their valiant doings, for with 
od's grace he intended to bring his ordnance before the town 
the next morning; which was accordingly done, and on the 
28th the ton capitulated, and the Engliſh took poſſeſſion 
thereof. On November 13, they came before the caſtle of 
Boghan (now Bonchain) thought to be impregnable, and 
though great rains had fallen, and after came a ſevere froſt, 
whereby many ſoldiers died of cold, yet they beſieged it, and 
it was delivered by capitulation. But, the froſt continuing very 
fervent, whereby many died, the Duke of Suffolk diſpatched 
the Lord Sandes to declare the neceſſity of retiring into winter 
quarters. And that Lord coming to the King at Windfor *, 
declaring that his army was in great miſery, the ways deep, 
long nights and ſhort days, great journeys and little victuals, 
had cauſed the ſoldiers daily to die: Well, ſays the King, 
© all this we knew before your coming ; wherefore we have 
© appointed the Lord Montjoy, with 6000 men, for the relief 
_ © of our army.“ And, in all haſte, Sir Robert Jernyngham was 
diſpatched to the Duke; but before he arrived there, his ord- 
nance was laid up in the city of Valenciennes in Hainault, and 
meeting Sir Robert at Bruges, who making known to him the 
King's commands, he did what he could to bring his forces 
together. But many had took ſhipping at Antwerp, Sluys, 
Newport, and other havens. And finding he could not bring 
the fourth part of his army together, he licenced thoſe who 
were at Calais to depart. Of this breaking up of the army, 
letters were ſent to the King, who ſtopped the Lord Montjoy, 
and his forces, from going over-ſea, and was much concerned 
at it, of which Hall gives a particular account. 

In a chapter of the Knights of the Garter, held at Green- 
wich, on April 23, 1525, 17 Hen, VIII. the Duke of Suf- 
folk, and the Duke of Norfolk, named this Sir Andrews 
Windſor, in their lifts, for to be elected one of the Knights of 
that moſt noble ſociety. And, on June 7, following =, he was 
named by the all the Knights then preſent, except Sir 'T homas 
Boleyne. He was likewiſe nominated in the chapters held in 
18 Hen. VIII. and in 19 Hen. VIII. he was * nominated by the

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Dukes of Norfolk and Suffolk, the Marquis of Exeter, the Earl 
of Arundel, the Lord Lifle, the Lord Abergavenny, and the Lord 
Rochford, which were all the Knights preſent, except three. 

In 1529, 21 Hen. VIII. he was ſummoned among the Peers 
of the realm *, to that parliament which began at Weſtminſter, 
on November 3; and was admitted into that houſe on December 
1, the ſame year, as Baron Windfor, of Bradenham in Bucks. 
And this parliament, on the repreſentation of the vices and 
enormities of the prieſts, reduced the leſſer monaſteries, and 
thereby open the way to the ſurrender of all the reſt, which 
ſoon after happened. _ ; 

The next enfuing year, 22 Hen, VIII. 7 he was one of the 
temporal Lords, who ſubſcribed that letter to Pope Clement 
VIL. intimating to him, that unleſs he complied with King 
Henty in his divorce from Queen Catherine, which our own 
univerſities, the univerſity of Paris, as well as many others in 
France; and what almoſt all men of learning, knowledge, and 
integrity, both at home and abroad, have determined to be true 
and juſt ; deſiring him to take it into his ſerious conſideration, 
and conform, by pronouncing ſentence to that truth, which 
has been,examined, approved, and, after much deliberation, 
confirmed by the moſt learned men of all nations. And that, 
if they have not, by his Holineſs's authority, a confirmation of 
what is juſt, righteous, and true, they ſhould therein reſt ſa- 
tisfed, and ſeek to attain this end by other means. | 

In 23 Hen: VIII. on St. George's day at Windſor, at a 
chapter then held, this Andrews Lord Windſor * was nominat- 
ed for ane of the Knights of the Garter, by the Duke of Suffolk, 
the Marquis of Exeter, the Earl of Suſſex, the Earl of Rutland, 
the Earl of Ormond, the Lord Montjoy, and the Lord Fitz 
William; who were all the Knights preſent, except two. 
And in another chapter, in 26 Hen. VIII. * by all the Knights 
except one. But, new Knights of the Garter having been elected, 
he had not afterwards that intereſt in them ; and though he had 
votes in the ſeveral chapters of that diſtinguiſhed order, he was 
not. unanimouſly named, whereby he was not elected. 

In 35 Hen. VIII. he was keeper of the King's great ward- 
robe ®, as appears by a warrant directed to him, on February 
13, to provide robes of the Garter, for Sir john Wallop, then 
elected. Alſo had a warrant on April 27, 35 Hen. VIII. to 
provide robes for Henry Fitz Allan Earl of Arundel, and Sit 
Anthony St. Leger, deputy of Ireland, then elected. 

That which I find further of this Lord Windſor is, the in- 


formation Sir William Dugdale had from Thomas Lord 


x H. 13. in Offic, Armor, f. 398. y Rymer's fœdera, vol. 14. p. 405, 40%. 
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Windfor, viz. That after the diſſolution of the greater mo- 
* naſteries, in 31 Hen. VIIi. the King being informed by 
Cromwell, and others who had been his chiefeſt agents in 
the work, that the moſt likely means to ſecure them, from 


moſt of them, into the hands of the nobility and gentry, by 


project ſo wrought with the King, as he ſoon aflented to put 
it in practice; and in order thereunto thought fit (among 
others) to engage this Andrews Lord Windſor, to be a par- 
taker. To which end, in 34 Hen. VIIL he ſent hima meſ- 
ſage, that he would dine with him at Stanwell, on a certain 
day, and accordingly came ; where he was magnificently 
entertained, Whereupon the King told him, he liked that 
place ſo well that he was reſolved to have it; yet not with- 
out a more beneficial exchange. And the Lord Windſor 
anſwering, he hoped his Highneſs was not in earneſt ; it hav- 
ing been the ſeat of his anceſtors. for many ages, and hum- 
bly begging he would not take it from him, The King 
with a itern countenance replied, It muſt be, command- 
ing him, on his allegiance, to go ſpeedily to his Attorney- 
General, who would more fully acquaint him with his rea- 
ſons for it. Being therefore afraid of his diſpleaſure, he ac- 
cordingly repaired to the Attorney-General, who ſhewed 
him a draught, ready made, of an exchange of his Jordſhip 
and manor of Stanwell, with its appurtunances, lying, as 
the © patent ſets forth, in the counties of Middleſex, Sutry, 
Buckinghamſhire, Berkſhire, and Southampton (by which 
the greatneſs of it may, in ſome ſort, be diſcerned) in lieu 
of Bordiley- Abby wich the lands and appurtenances there- 
unto belonging, in Worceſterſhire, Whereof being con- 
ſtrained to accept of this exchange, he was commanded 
to quit Staawell, though he had then laid in his Chriſt- 
mas proviſions for the keeping of his wonted hoſpitality 
* there. All which he left in the houſe; ſaying, *© They 
© ſhould not find it bare Stanwell:' Yet the King, in re- 
compence, made him keeper of his great wardrobe, as afore- 
mentioned, | | 

He made his laſt will and teſtament, whilſt he reſided at 
Sianwell 4, bearing date March 25, 1543, 34 Hen. VIII, 
writing himfelf Andrews Windſor of Stanwell, in the county 
of Middleſex, Knight, Lord Windſor. And orders his body 
to be buried in the quire of the church of the holy Trinity of 
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ever returning again to thoſe uſes, would be to diſpoſe of 


free gift, caſy pu:chaſes, or advantageous exchanges. The 
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Houndſlow, in the ſaid county of Middleſex, whether he de- 
ceaſes within the'realm of England or without, if by any rea- 
ſonable means he could be conveyed thither; and to be placed 
between the pillars where his entire well beloved wife, Eliza- 
beth Lady Wyndſore, lieth buried; and that there be made a 
convenient tomb of freeſtone, with ſuch arms, images, and 
ſcriptures, as ſhall be thought beſt, by the diſcretion of his 
executors; likewiſe, that his fon George's tomb be alſo finiſn- 
ed. And further directs, that his ſaid burial be conveniently 
done according to his degree, with ſuch cloathing to his houſ- 
hold ſervants, and ſuch mourners as ſhall be appointed by his 
executors, and to none others. And that, at the day of his 
interment, there be 24 torches, and four great tapers about 
his hearſe, to be holden by 28 poor men, every torch weigh- 
ing 16 Ib. and every taper containing 12 1b. and every of the 
poor men (which he deſires may be of the pariſh of Stanwell) 
to have 6d. and a gown of frize. | 

He alſo by his will directs, that, during one month after 
his deceaſe, Placebo and Dirige, with Maſſe of Requiem, 
ſhould be ſaid daily for him in the ſaid church, and that 101. 
be given to poor tenants, in Stanwell and Horton. Allo, that 
his executour or next heir keep folemnly an obite yearly, in 
the church of Stanwell, or in ſuch church or pariſh as he ſhall 
hereafter happen to dwell in, for him, his wife, his father, 
mother, anceſtors and friends, and all Chriſtian ſoules, on 
the day of the deceaſe of his loving father, Thomas W ynde- 


| fore, Eſq; or within 14 days of the ſame, for the ſpace of 14 


years, next after his deceaie, with as many priefts and clerks, 
as by his ſaid father's will is directed; to be paid out of ſuch 
part of the revenues and profits, as ſhall come and grow of 
his manor of March Baidyngton, otherwiſe called Baldyngton 
Wyndſore, within the county of Oxford; over and above 
ſuch ſumes of money, as he had affigned for two chauntries 
to be founded in the churches of Stanwell and Dorney. For 
the which obite, he wills, that the vicar of Stanwell ſhall have 
xx d. and every prieſt aſſiſting at Dirige and Maſs, x d. and, 
for Maſle only, 6d. every clerk, for Dirige and ' Maſs, 8 d. 
and for Maſs only, 4d, except the clerk of Stanwell, to whom 
he wills 20d. and to the bell-ringers, 16d. Alto, that there 
be beſtowed on the poor people of the pariſh, at every obite, 
one quarter of wheat; two kilderkins of beer, and malmeſye, 
and comptitts, for the.quire, as heretofore has been uſed, 

He wills, that all ſuch plate and houſhould goods, as he had 
of his Lady his mother, be left with. Sir William Windſor, 
Knt. his ſon and heir apparent, or ſuch other as ſhall happen 
to be his next heir, for the occupation of his heirs and their 
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wifes, during their lives, finding ſufficient ſecurity for delive- 
ry thereof to the ſame heirs, when they may come to it. To 
his fon Edmund, all his houſhold goods, &c. in his houſe 
of Bonyorden, in Stoke-Poges, in Bucks. To his fon Tho- 
mas, all in his chamber at London, and in his own chamber 
at Stanwell. Alfo legacies to his daughters, dame Elizabeth, 
wife of Sir Peter Vavaſor, of Spaldington in Vork; Anne, 
wife of Roger Corbet, of Morton Corbet in Shropſh. Eſq; 
Edith, wife of George Ludlow, of Hill-Deverell, in Wilts, 
Eſq; every of which he married in his life-time, and well 
provided for, deſiring them to. pray for his ſoule. To his 
ſiſter Margaret Windſor, late prioreſs of the late monaſtery 
of Sion, an annuity of 81. vis. viiid. out of his manor of 
Crainford, in com' Middleſex, to pray for his ſoul, his fa- 
ther and mother's ſoules, &c. To Sir William Windſor, his 
ſon, his chayne of gold, with a croſs of diamonds and perles; 
his cupp of ſilver gilt, called the helmet; a baſon and ewer 
of ſilver, with the Lady Bedyll's arms in it, and other plate; 
to remain to his heirs males, and to the heirs males of his 
brother, Sir Anthony Windſor, who had a fon Anthony, and 
daughter Edith, to whom he left 100 marks. | 
It further appears by his will, that he was a kind maſter 
and benefactor to his ſervants, who were many. And fo juſt 
was he, that he direQs, if he has wronged any man, or is in- 
debted to any, if it can be proved, that his executors recom- 
[== them. And that the will of his loving mother, dame 
lizabeth Litton, and the will of his Lady his wife, and of 
his ſon George Windſor, be fulfilled. He bequeaths to Ag- 
nes Windſor, and Urſula, daughters of his fon Thomas 
Windſor, 100 marks on their marriages, and, on their de- 
ceaſe without iſſue, to Peter Windſor, Miles Windſor, and 
Andrew Windfor ; and, in default, to his ſon Thomas, 
younger brother of Edmund. The reſidue of his goods, chat- 
tels, &c. his debts and legacys paid, he bequeaths to his ſon 
and heir, Sir William Windſor, Knight. And appoints exe- 
cutors, Sir Thomas Audley, Knight, Lord Audley of Wal- 
den, and Lord Chancellor; Sir John Baker, Knight, Chan- 
cellor of the Tenths; Sir William Windſor, his fon and heir, 
and his fon Edmund Windſor, Eſquire ; and overſeers of his 
will, Thomas, Duke of Norfolk, and his brother, Sir An- 
thony Windſor, Knight. And for their labour, to the Lord 
Chancellor, fifty pounds: to Sir John Baker, thirty pounds, 
fix ſhillings, and eight pence : to Thomas, Duke of Norfolk, 
forty pounds: to his brother, Sir Anthony Windſor, ten 
pounds: praying them to be aiding and aſſiſting in the execu- 
tion of this his will and teſtament,

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The probat bears date July 31, 1543 (35 Hen. VIII.) and 
adminiſtration was granted to Sir William Windſor, Lord 
Windſor, and his brother Edmund Windſor, executors.

He had to wife Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of William

iſt, George Windſor, who married Urſula, daughter * of 
Sir George Vere, Knt. and ſiſter and coheir of John Vere, the 
fourteenth Earl of Oxford, but died without ifſue by her, in 
the life-time of his father; and, ſhe was 2dly married to Sir 
Edmund Knightley, of Falveſley, in com' Northamp. The 
ſaid George had ſepulture in the chapel at Hounſlow, which 
belonged ſometime to the friery adjoining ; but being by Hen. 
VIII. given in exchange to Andrews, Lord Windſor s, he 
made it a chapel of eaſe for the inhabitants of two pariſhes ad- 
joining, Heſton, and Thiſtleworth, and erected there a monu- 
ment, whereof there are no remains; but Mr, Weaver, in 
1530, took this fragment of the inſcription :

I now return to William, ſecond Lord Windſor, before- 
mentioned. In 1533, 25 Hen. VIII. he was made one of the 
Knights of the Bath, againſt the coronation of Queen Anne 
Boleyne, with the * Marquis of Dorſet, the Earl of Derby, 
and other Peers; and the King being in the Tower of Lon- 
don, May 30, all ſuch, as were appointed to be Knights of the 
Bath, ſerved the King and Queen at dinner, and after were 
brought to their chambers, and that night bathed and ſhriven, 
according to the old uſage of England ; and the next day, in 
the morning, they were knighted with the ceremonies thereto 
belonging. The day after, being Whitſunday, June 1, the 
King and Queen came from the Tower in great ſtate to Weft- 
minſter, where her ee be o was performed with great ſo- 
lemnity, the Knights of the Bath being in the proceſſion. 

In 1 Edw. VI. he was in commiſſion ? with Edward, Duke 
of Somerſet, the Protector, Thomas, Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, and eight temporal Peers, to ptorogue the Parliament, 
that was adjourned to Jan. 20, to March 2 following. And 
at the deceaſe of that King, he was one of the twelve 
Peers, chief mourners, who, on Aug. 8, 1553, attended his 
funeral at Weſtminſter. | 

On Queen Mary's claiming the crown, he* was one of 
the firſt that raiſed the commons, and proclaimed her title 
in Buckinghamſhire ; and afterwards marched into Norfolk * 
fo the Queen, many joining them in their way. And on 
October 1, 1553, the day of her coronation t, he ſerved the 
office of Lord Panterer of England, and on that account had, 
as his fee, a ſalt of gold and chryſtal. 

On Feb. 8, in the 2d and 4th of Philip and Mary, he was 
in commiſſion with Edmund Bonner, Biſhop of London, Tho- 
mas Thirlby, Bifhop of Ely, Sir Edward Waldegrave, Knt. 
Maſter of the Queen's great wardrobe, and others u, to en- 
quire into all herefies and heretical opinions, heretical and 
ſeditious books, contempts, conſpiracies, and of all falſe ru-

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mours, ſeditions, words, and ſayings, raiſed or publiſhed againſt 
the King and Queen, or againſt the quiet government and 
rule of their people and ſubjects; and to take poſleflion of all 
manner of ſuch books, or writings, &c. and determine all 
matters relating thereto, as miſbehaviours, miſdemeanors, &c. 
committed in any church, chapel, or any other hallowed place 
within the realm. Or with-holding of any lands, tenements, 
goods, or ornaments, ſtocks of money, and other things, be- 
longing to any of the ſaid churches, &c. Alſo, to inquire out 
all ſuch perſons, as obſtinately refuſe to receive the ſacrament, 
hear maſs, &c. ; 

On July 5, 1557, King Philip paſſing over to Calais, and 
from thence into Flanders, the Queen ſending over forces 
under the Earl of Pembroke”, this Lord Windſor was one of 
the commanders under him, and had with him Sir Edward 
Windſor, his ſon, who greatly ſignalized himſelf at the taking 
of St. Quintin's, and on Aug. 10, at the defeat given to the 
French who came to relieve it. 

This Lord Windfor had a ſeat at Bradenham, in Bucking- 
hamſhire, where, for the moſt part of the ſummer, he re- 
ſided, poſſeſſing it from his father, who became poſſeſſed of 
it the latter end of Henry VIIth's reign*. The family of 
Scot owned it in the reign of Edward IV. and continued 
lords thereof, till after 1496. But Andrews Windſor, Eſq; 
was lord of the manor and patron of the church, in 1508, 
24 Hen. VII. 7 | 

In 1521, 13 Hen. VIII. Sir Andrews Wyndſore preſented 
the miniſter to the church of Bradenham, dedicated to St. 
Botolph ; on the wall of which, over the burial-place of the 
lords of the manor, was painted the following inſcription 2

Beſides Margaret, mentioned in the above inſcription, this 
William, Lord Windſor, had two other wives, viz. Mar- 
garet, daughter and heir of William Sambourne, of Southcote, 
in Berkſhire (whoſe anceſtors were heirs of the families of 
Luſhel and Drew) by whom he had ſeven ſous and nine daugh- 
ters: and“ Elizabeth, ſecond daughter and coheir of Peter 
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Coudray, of Harrierd, in com' Southamp. who bore to him 
a fon Philip, and a daughter Elizabeth; who both ſurvived 
him, and died without iſſue. 

Thomas Windſor was his eldeſt ſon, who dying an infant, 
- his fecond ſon was alſo named Thomas. 

Which Thomas Windſor was one of the perſons of diftinc- 
tion created Knights of the Bath, at the coronation of Edw. 
VI. Feb. 20, 1547. | 

On Feb. 4, 2 Faw. VI. he had a grant © of the office of 
bailiff and feodary of the liberties of the dutchy of Lancaſter, 
in com” Buck, and Bedford, being in the patent wrote Sir 
Thomas Wyndſore, Knt. fon and heir of William Lord 
Wyndſore. He was married, in 36 Hen. VIII. “ to Doro- 
thy, daughter of William Lord Dacre, of Greyſtock and 
Gilleſland; and died in his father's life-time, without male 
iflue by her.

The laſt will and teſtament of the ſaid William, Lord 
Windſor, ſhews, that he had a ſound judgment, with ſtrict 
integrity and honour ; alſo, that he improved his eſtate by di- 
vers purchaſes. Therefore I have taken an extract of what is 
moſt memorable therein, and of the manors and lands he 
died poſſeſſed of. It is dated ® Auguſt 10, 1558, in the 5th 
and 6th of Philip and Mary; wherein he ftiles himſelf, Wil- 
liam Wyndeſore, of Bradenham, in the county of Bucking- 


ham, Knt. Lord Wyndefore : and orders his body to be bu-

paſs, that the church of Hounſlowe, at the time of his deceaſe, 
be a pariſh church. Alſo wills, that his burial entertainment, 
and anniverſary, be conveniently kept in ſuch church his body 
is buried in; according to his degree and eſtate, with ſuch 
cloathing for the Lady his wife, their children, and menial 
and houſhold ſervants, with ſuch moneys as ſhall be appointed 
by his executors, at the ſeveral days of his burial and annivers 
ſary. And that vil. xiii s. iid. be given among poor houſe- 
holders, the day of his interment; alſo, from and after his 
deceaſe, there be yearly kept, the Monday next before the 
feaſt of St. Michael the Arch-angel, where his body ſhall be 
buried, one anniverſary ſervice, according to the godly order 
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of the holy catholick churth, with certain prieſts and clerks, 
to pray for the ſoules of him the ſaid William Lord Wynde- 
fore, Andrews Lord Wyndeſore, his father, Thomas Wynde- 
- fore, Eſq; his grandfather, and all their wives, anceſtors, 
friends, and childrens fouls, and all chriſtian ſoules. And he 
wills that his ſon Philip, for ever yearly, the ſaid Monday, or 
before, cauſe to be paid to the miniſter, or other governour 
or governeſs of the houſe of Hounſlowe, for the time being, a 
yearly rent of xxxiii s. 4d, out of his manor of Cranford le 

ote, at Cranford St. John's, in the county of Middleſex, 
and, in default of payment thereof, the ſaid miniſter or go- 
vernour, &c. may deſtrain for it; and be divided among the 
prieſts and clerks, that ſhall ſing and ſay maſs or diridge, 
2nd amongſt the poor houſeholders of Hounſlowe. He be- 
queaths to the vicar of Heriard, for his tythes forgotten, 
12s. 4d. | 

"He wilis to Sir Edward Windſore, Ent. his eldeſt fon and 
heir apparent, his arras, tapeſtry, beds and bedding, pillowes, 
ſhects, blankets, &c. there and then being at Bradenham; alſo 
all his chapel! ſtuff, apparell, and ornaments at Bradenham ; 
and all the great kitchen ſtuff at Bradenham, as potts, pans, 


ſpittes, plates, diſhes, &c. and all other neceſſaries. He be- 


queaths to Walter Windſor his ſon, and William Windſor 
his ſon, bedds, &c. alſo to Philip, his fon, houſhold ſtuff re- 
maining at Heriard, in the county of Southampton. That his 
fon William, when he is twenty-one years of age, have his 
indenture of the prebend and parſonage of T hame, towards his 
finding either at ſchool, at Oxford, or in one of the inns of 
court, or of chancery; and further bequeaths, to him and his 
heirs, the manor of Monks Riſborough, with his copyhold 
lands in Aſcote, in the county of Buckingham, and other lands 
called Lichingams, Brandes, and Champions. 

He bequeaths to his ſon, Sir Edward Windſore, his leaſe of 
Towreſay, and all the profits thereof, which he had of the late 
Edward Ferrers, of Badſley, his ſon-in-law ; alſo all his eſtate, 
after the life of Lady Knightly, in the manors of Barleyham, 
Wilſham, Aldam, Taſton, Darneſdon, and Barkings, in the 
county of Suffolk, and during all the term of the life of the ſaid 
Lady Enightly, paying to her yearly two hundred marks, as 
by indenture appeareth. And for the diſpoſition of his plate, 
he wills, that his ſaid ſon Edward ſhall have that which was be- 
queathed to him, by the Lord Andrew Windſor, his late fa- 
ther; alſo much other plate, which he entails on him and his 
heirs male, and in default, according to the will of his father, 
Andrew Loid Windſor. He bequeaths ſeveral pieces of plate

that ſhe holds in jointure. He further wills, that all ſuch debts 
as he owed, as allo his father's that are unpaid, be well and 
truly contented by his executors with all convenient ſpeed, 
That the Lady Elizabeth, his wife, Sir Thomas White, of 
Southwarnborow, and his executors, have the governance and 
finding of his faid ſon Philip, and daughter Elizabeth, until 
his ſon comes to the age of twenty-one years, and his daugh- 
ter to eighteen years. 

He ordains executors of his will, Dr. White, Biſhop of 
Wincheſter, with a legacy of xl. Lord Chidioke Poulet, 
61. 138. 4d, Sir John Baker, Knt. 131, 16s, 8d. Sir Thomas 
7 | W hite, 
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White, of Southwarnborow, 101. and William Roper, Gent, 
and overſeers the Marquis of Wincheſter, Lord Treaſurer of 
England, to whom he bequeathes xx 1. and Sir George Paulet, 
the other overſeer, 61. 13s. 4d. praying them to accept it 
in good part. The reſidue of his goods, chattels, &c. (ex- 
cept his harneſs, armory, weapons, gunns, ſhot and powder, 
and his tent, which he gives to his ſon, Sir Edward Windſor) 
he bequeaths to his ſon Philip, and Elizabeth his ſiſter; and, 
if they deceaſe before the age of twenty-one, then to remain 
to his ſon, Sir Edward Windſor, and his heirs male. He fur- 
ther — — to his grandſons and grand- daughters ſeveral 
pieces of plate. And concludes, * Provided always, and my full 
mind and will is, that if my ſaid executors, and every of 
them, do refuſe and deny to take on them the probation 
and execution of this my laſt will, contrary to ſuch truſt 
and confidence as I have in them put, as I do verily truſt 
they will not, then I will that my ſaid ſon, Sir Edward 
Windſore, ſhall in no wiſe attempt or make any enterprize in 
or concerning this my will, or the order or adminiſtration of 
any of my goods and chattells, debts or credits. But I will, 
that the faid Elizabeth, my wife, and Sir Thomas White, 
Knt. or the ſurvivor of them, ſhall, on ſuch refuſal, take 
on them the execution of my faid will, according to the 
©« purport and tenor of the ſame.” He died poſſeſſed (as his 
will ſhews concerning the diſpoſitions of his manors, lands, 
&c.) of the manors . > wc and Penne, called Bealing's: 
alſo of lands, &c. in Cheping-Wycombe and Weſt-Wycombe, 
and Weſton-Turvile, called Molen's manor, and Butler's 
manor, in the towns of Weſton- Turvile and Puttenham, and 
Aſcot, in the counties of Bucks and Hertf. the manor of 
Millcourt, in the county of Southampton : the manors of 
Elmanſton, Amſtanton, Hatton, Bentley, Thurwaſton, Alke- 
manton and Alkemanton- Bentley, in the county of Derby : 
the manor of Maideley-Home, in the county of Stafford : 
alſo, the manors of Medeley, Houghton, and Belyngley, in 


the counties of York and Nottingham, immediately after. 


the deceaſe of Dorothy, Lady Windſor, wife of Sir Thomas 
Windſor, Knt. and the manor of Mynchinhampton and Pen- 
berye, in the county of Glouceſter, together with the manors of 
Cranford St. John's, Cranford le Mote, with the appurtenances, 
In the county of Middleſex, which he wills to remain to his 
ſon Philip, and his heirs for ever, yielding and paying out of 
the premiſes, to the monaſtery of Hounſlow, forty pounds 
yearly, at the feaſts of our Lady and St. Michael; and, for 
ack of iſſue male of the ſaid Phitip, to remain to William 
Windſor, and his heirs male; and, in default, to Sir Edward 
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Windſor, and his heirs male. He alſo wills, that his execu- 
tors pay for the making up of the friers houſe in Hounflow, 
and for the obtaining of the leaſe and reverſion of the domains 
of the ſaid houſe, which one Rone, the auditor, now hath. 

He wills the raanor of Southcote, with the lands in Birfield 
and Shinfeld, in Berkſhire, to the Lady Elizabeth, his wife, 
if ſhe lives ſole and unmarried, and to her heirs male, in de- 
fault to Sir Edward Wyndſor, Knut. his eldeſt fon, and his 
heirs male, with remainder to his ſons Walter Windſor, and 
William Windſor, and their heirs male, in default to his own 
right heirs. He further bequeaths to Walter Windfor, his 
ſon, his manors of Luſhill, the third part of Hendonweeke, 
and the manor of Sopworth, in Wiltſhire, to him and his 
heirs male, in default to the right heirs of him, the faid 
William Lord Windſor. And to his fon, William Windfor, 
and the heirs male of his body (with like limitation) the third 
part of the manor of Langage, with the advowſon, the manor 
of Chipenham, and all the lands purchaſed of Giles Wilſon 
in Heydon-Wyke, Kerſon, Mylford, Hepton, and Crow-

He bequeaths to Sir Edward Windſor, his ſon and heir, the 


advowſon and parſonage of Monks-Riſborough, with the 
glebe-land ; and law-day, at Aſcote, once in the year to be 
kept; and to him, or who ſhall be his next heir, his manor 
of Okebrook within Chadeſden, in com' Derb. the manor 
of Tredberk, with Brodfley, in the counties of Worceſter and

| the manor of Eton, near Windſor, in com' Buckingh. the

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By an inquiſitioh taken at the caſtle of Glouceſter, after his 

deceaſe d, it was found that he died on Auguſt 20, after the 
making of his will, and he * was buried at Bradenham on“ 
the 29th following, very ſplendidly, according to his quality, 
ſays — 
His eldeſt ſon and heir, Sir Edward Windſor, ſucceeded to 
the honour, as 3d Lord Windſor, and the greateſt part of his 
father's eſtate. He was made one of the Knights of the Car- 
pet, October 2, 1553, the day after Queen Mary's corona- 
tion, when his uncle, Sir Edmund, beforementioned, ! receiy- 
ed the ſame honour. 


In 1557, he embarked with King Philip, July 7 ®, and the 


town of St. Quintin, in Picardy, being beſieged, and the 
French endeavouring to throw ſuccours into the town, they 
were entirely routed, and two thouſand ſlain, alſo many taken 
priſoners of great rank, on Auguit 10. And on the 8th day 
after this victory, the town was taken by ſtorm, and all therein 
put to the ſword, or made priſoners, by the Engliſh, as Hol- 
linſhed n recites ; this Sir Edward Windſor, with Henry Dud- 

ley, being the firſt that entered the town, and right valiantly 
behaved, and were the firſt that advanced the Engliſh banner 
on the wall, as Stow writes, and that Henry Dudley loſt his 
life in the aſſault. ' 

In 1566, 9 Eliz. the Queen viſiting the univerſity of Ox- 
ford e, ſhe, on her return, did this Lord Windſor the honour 
of a viſit at his feat at Bradenham, where ſhe was highly en- 
tertained, Miles Windſor, his kinſman, ſon of Thomas, 
ſon of Andrews Lord Windſor, was then, and as Wood 
relates?, a tolerable Latin poet, but a better orator, as was 
* ſufficiently witneſſed by his ſpeech intended to have been 
« ſpoken in C. C. C., when Queen Elizabeth was entertained 
* by the Oxonian muſes, 1566; and more eſpecially by that 
* which he moſt admirably well delivered before her at the Lord 
© Windfor's houſe at Bradenham, a little after ſhe left Oxon. 
Which giving the Queen great content, ſhe, in a high man- 
© ner, commended it before Dedicus Goſemanus de Sylva 
the Spaniſh Ambaſſador, then preſent. And looking wiſt- 
* fully on Windſor, ſaid to Goſeman, Is not this a pretty 
young man.“ Wood further tecites, That, at riper years. 
© he applied himſelf to the ſtudy of hiſtory and antiquities: 


and gives him a fine character. 
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This Edward, third Lord Windſor, was likewiſe well read, 
and poſſeſſed of all moral virtues, as his laſt will and teſtament 
ſhews; which, containing many remarkable 4 particulars of 
his piety, charity, prudence, judgment, and ſtrict honour, as 
well as the eſtate he died poſſeſſed of, and the care he took to 
preſerve it in his family, has induced me to tranſcribe the 
greateſt part thereof, as regiſtered in the prerogative court of 
Canterbury. It bears date December 20, 1572; Whereby 
he orders his body, if he dyes in England, to be buried in the 
pariſh church of Bradenham, in com” Buck. with ſuch order 
of funeral, as ſhall appertain to his degree and honour, He 
bequeaths to- the poor of Bradenham, Great-Wycombe, and 
Weſt-Wycombe, in com' Buck. five pounds, to be diſtri- 
buted the day of his burial ; alſo, the like ſume to the poor 
of Tardebrigge and Bordefly ; and orders his executors, 
within one year after his deceaſe, to pay all his debts and lega- 
cies, as alſo his father's and grandfather's debts and legacys, 
unpaid or unperformed. He bequeaths to his right entirely 
beloved Catharine, his wife, all her aparel and jewells parti- 
cularly ſpecified, with much houthold furniture, and much 
plate; and the uſe of all his houſhold plate and jewells, fur- 
niture, ſtock, &c. at the time of his deceaſe, during ſuch time 
as ſhe ſhall continue ſole and unmarried; ſhe providing two 
ſuſhcient ſureties with her, within three months next after his 
deceaſe, to become bound with her to his executors, in the 
ſume of two thouſand marks, for the juſt anſwering thereof to 
his ſon Frederick, on the day of her marriage, or within one 
month next enſuing the time of her deceaſe, which ſhall firſt 
happen : and his executors to deliver her a true inventory 


thereof; and his ſon Frederick to have them after her death 


or marriage. | 

He alſo bequeaths to his ſaid ſon Frederick all the plate, 
furniture, &c. of his houſe at Bradenham, and all his armour 
whatſoever in England; likewife his chain of gold ſet with ru- 
bies, that he had of the gift of the Jate Qveun we, when he 
came from St. Quintin's. Alſo a chain of gold wyre, with a 
clock hanging thereat, ſet with diamonds and emroddes; a 
falt of gold and chriſtall, which the Lord, his father, by his 
office, as Lord Panterer of England, had at the coronation of 
Queen Mary. Likewiſe much other plate particularly ſpeci- 
fed, among which was a great and deep baton of filver of his 
grandfather's ; a gilt cup, called the helmet; two ſtanding 
pots, all gilt; ten ſtanding cups, after the new making, of 
the Almain manner; four beer cups, all gilt, &c. And all to 
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be delivered to him when he ſhall accompliſh the age of twenty. 
one years, and not before; and if he dyes before that age, 
then to be delivered to the next heir of his body, or of the 
Lord his father's body, to whom his barony and inheritance 
ſhall deſcend, when he ſhall come to the age of twenty-one 
years, and not before. And that bis armour and plate ſhall 
go from heir male to heit male of his body, and of the Lord 
his father's body, one after another, for ever. Jo ſeveral of 
his chief ſervants he bequeaths annuities for life, to be paid 
out of his manors, lands, &c. in Suſſex, on condition that 
they ſerve the Lady Catharine, his wife, or his forr Frederick, 
being lawfully required; and, if they refuſe, then to be fruſ- 
trate, and of no effect. He alſo bequeathed to every gentle- 
man, that ſhould be his ſervants at the time of his deceaſe, 
four marks each; and to every gentlewoman waiting on La- 
dy Catharine, his wife, four marks; and to every man ſer- 
vant, not being a gentleman, and every woman ſervant, not 
a gentlewoman, forty ſhillings each ; and that his houſes and 
ſervants ſhall be kept by his executors, at his charge, in the 
ſame order that he ſhall leave them, two months after his de- 
ceaſe, He bequeaths to Edward Windſor, his godſon, eldeſt 
ſon of his brother, Walter Windſor, one hundred pounds, 
and to every of the reſt of his children, fifty pounds each, to 
be delivered them at the age of ſixteen years: and to the 
daughters of his filter Scot, fifty pounds each. He ordains 
executors, his ſon Frederick Windſor, Sir John Throckmor- 
ton, Knt. John Talbot, and Peter Vavaſor, and bequeaths to 
Sir John, and the other two, fifty pounds each for their juſt 
and due execution of his will: And appoints overſeers, T ho- 
mas, Earl of Suiſex, Lord Chamberleyn of England, and the 
right honourable his very good Lord and Nephew, the Lord 
William Sandes, with Sir James Dyer, Knt. Lord Chief 
Juſtice of the Queen's court of Common Pleas. Beſeeching 
them to extend their aid and furtherance towards the perform- 
ance of this his laſt will and teſtament. And for a token of 
his good will boorn towards them, he bequeaths to the ſaid 
Earl his beſt horſe; and to the Lord, his Nephew, his ſecond 
horſe, with two fieid pieces of brafs, ,and their carriages and 
furnitures. . And to Sir James Dyer his beſt ambling geld- 
ing, or ten pounds, at his. own election. He concludes, 
And thus I make an ende, touching my laſt will and teſta- 
ment, of all my goods and chatels whatſoever, And as 
© touching the order and diſpoſition of all my manors, 
© meſſages, lands, &c, Firſt, my intent and meaning is, 
© that all my manors of Southcote, and Pynſones, in Berk- 
6 ſhire; and all thoſe my lands, &c. called Stokes, and 
a4 . | Welmeres, 
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- © Welmeres, in Wiltſhire; and all thoſe my manors of Bent- 


« worth-hall, Berkham, Aſteley, Mulcourte, and Thraſtons; 
© and all my lands, &c. called Crowches, in the countie of 
Southampton, with all my other lands in the ſaid countie. 
My manors of Crampford St. Johns, Crampeford le Mote, 
© and Houndſlow, in the countie of Middleſex, with all my 
© lands, &c. in Crampford and Houndſlow, and all my 
© bouſes, lands, &c. within the citty of London. And my 
© manor of Eaton, next Windſor, in Buchinghamſhire, other- 
t wiſe called the manor of Colle-Morton, in Eaton; and my 


© manor of Wycombe in Great-Wycombe, in the ſaid coun- 


tie of Buckingham, with the appurtenances. My manor of 
© Bradenham, and Hitchenden, in the faid countie. Alſo m 

© manor of Hungrye- Bentley; in the countie of Derby. Which 
© manors, lands, &c. here expreſſed, do in all amount to a 
© full 3d part of all my manors, lands, &c. above all charges, 
tand ſhall deſcend and come to my next heir; to the intent 
© that the Queen's majeſtie may have the wardſhip, and livery 
© thereof, according to the laws and ſtatutes of this realm. 


And I will and bequeath the manor of Madeley- Holme, and 


all my lands, &c. in Madely-Holme, in the county of Staf- 
© ford, unto my exccutioners beforenamed, untill my ſort 
Henry ſhall accompliſh his full age of 21 years, to find him 
© with meat and drink, cloathing and education ;* and the 


overplus to the diſcharge of his gifts and legacyes. And when 


the ſaid ſon Henry comes to his full age of twenty-one, to 
enjoy the faid manor, to him and his heirs for ever, in fee- 
ſimple. In like manner he bequeaths to his ſon, Edward, his 
manor of Gretworth, in the countye of Northampton. 

He bequeaths to his executors, his manors, Capital meſs 
ſuages, and farms of Bilinges in Penne, and Cooks in Ag- 
mondeſham, in the counties of Buckingham and Hertford; 
untill his ſon Andrew ſhall accompliſh his full age of twenty- 
one years, to find him in education, &c. and if he lives to 
that age, then to enjoy the ſaid lands to him and his heirs fot 
ever, in fee-ſimple. And for the better performance of his 
will, and payment of his legacies, he bequeaths to his exe- 
cutors, his manors of Michelhampton alias Michinhampton, 
Avening, and Loſmere, in the county of Glouceſter ; his 
manors of Gate-Coutt, Gate Gloſſams, Dixter, and Vdy= 
mere, in the county of Sufiex ; and his lands, tenements; 
&c. in the ſaid countyes of Glouceſter and Suſſex, not therein 
otherwiſe diſpoſed of for the term of xx years after his de- 
ceaſe : and after the end thereof, to remain to his ſon Fre- 
derick, and the heirs males of his body lawfully begotten; in 
default to the heirs males of the body of him the ſaid Edward

Lord Windfor ; in default of ſuch heirs, to the right heirs 
of his ſon, Henry, for ever. And for the further ſurety and 
ſure payment of all his debts and legacies, he bequeaths to 
his ſaid executors, his manors of Towreſly, Weſton-Molins, 
and Weſton-Butlers, in the county of Buckingham. Alſo 
his manor of South-Mimms, in the county of Middleſex; 
his manors, lands, tenements, &c. in Weſton-T urvil, in 
the county of Buckingham, untill one, that ſhall be heir male 
of his body, ſhall be of the age of twenty-one years: and 
entails the ſame on the heirs males, as before-mentioned, and 
in default to the right heirs of his ſon, Henry, for ever, 
And if any ſurpluſage be, his ſaid debts and legacys being paid, 
as he hopes, and 1s aſſured there will; then he — the 
ſame to ſuch heir male of his body, that ſhall firſt accompliſh 
the age of twenty-one years, towards the charge of his livery, 
or prymer ſeazone, and ſetting up of houſhold. And where 
there muſt be 240 pounds by the year paid to the Lady, his 
mother-in-law, during her life, and xx pounds a year muſt 
be paid back again, during the time that his ſaid mother- 
in-law, and Mr. Puttenham, her huſband ſhall live together ; 
His will is, that they be paid the ſaid 240 pounds by his exe- 
cutors, on ſuch days he ought to pay the fame. And whereas 
he, the ſaid Edward Lord Windſor, for the ſum of five 
hundred pounds by him paid to William Lord Sands, had 
taken to farme of the ſaid Lord Sands, the manors of Steane, 
and Hinton, in the county of Northampton, with their ap- 
purtenances, to hold the ſaid manors, &c. immediately after 
the deceaſe of Reynold Bray, Eſq; and his wife, unto him 
the ſaid Edward Lord Windſor, and to Edward, and Andrew 
Windſor, his ſons, during the term of thirty-one years next 
following; his will is, that, immediately after his deceaſe, 
the ſaid Edward, and Andrew Windſor, his ſons, ſhall oc- 
cupye and enjoy the ſaid manors, &c. And further his will 
is, that, after his deceaſe, an almſhouſe be built at Bradenham, 
with rooms. and chambers convenient for a maſter and fix 
poor men; and that the parſon of Bradenham, aforeſaid, . and 
his ſucceſſors, ſhall be maſters of the ſame almes houſe for 
ever: and that his executors, or the ſurvivor of them, ſhall 
obtain and procure of the Queen, her heirs or ſucceſlors 
(which he truſts it will pleaſe his Soverayn, the rather for 
charity ſake, to grant) letters patents, whereby the onus of 
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Bradenham, and his ſucceſſors, and fix poor men, may be in- 
corporated, by name of maſter and brethren of the hoſpital of 
Bradenham. And that there be good ordinances made and 
deviſed by his executors, for the better government, rule, and 
continuance of the ſame corporation, Alfo, that his execu- 
tors, as ſoon as they can conveniently, build the ſaid almes 
' houſe, procure the ſaid letters patent for corporation, and pur- 
chaſe lands and tenements, to the yearly value of forty pounds, 
to be aſſured to the ſaid maſter and brethren, by licence by 
them in that behalf obteyned. And that of the ſaid forty 
pounds a year, the parſon of Bradenham, and his ſucceſſors, 
\ maſters of the ſaid hoſpital for the time being, ſhall have, to- 
wards the augmentation of his living, twenty marks a year, 
and the forty marks remanent of the ſaid forty pounds a year 
ſhall be to the fix poor men, equally amongſt them, towards 
their finding and living, to pray for him and his anceſtors, 
and the proſperous eſtate of his poſterity. Alſo, his will is, 
that if he calls to remembrance any thing to be added to this 
his laſt teſtament, that the ſame put in writing, &c. ſhall 
ſtand as parcel of this his, laſt will and teſtament, as if herein 
expreſſed. In teſtimony thereof, he ſet his ſeal, &c. 

And going the year after to the Spaw in Germany, for the 
recovery of his health, he there made a codicil, as follows: 

And whereas there is a clauſe in the latter end of my will, 
© that if any thing be added thereunto, and ſubſcribed with 
* my hand and ſeal, that then, &c. Be it therefore known 
© to all chriſtan people, that this xvilith of June, being in 
perfect and good mind, I do add unto my ſaid will theſe 
things following: Firſt, I do bequeath my ſoule into the 
hands of Almighty God, my maker and ſaviour, hoping to 
be ſaved with the merits of his precious blood; and my body 


© tobe buried in the cathedral church of the noble city of 


© Leage, and to have a convenient tombe to be made in to- 
© ken of ſome remembrance of me. My heart to be incloſed 
© in lead and ſent into England, to be buried in the chapell 
© of Bradenham, under the tombe of my lord and father, in 


token of a true Engliſhman. Item, I do bequeath unto my 


© ſoveraign Lady and miſtreſs, Queen Elizabeth, my croſs of 
* diamonds; in demonſtration, that in my life-time I lived to 
dye, and to fight under the ſame banner. N ext, to offer 
my body to be imployed in any her majeſtie's ſervice, moſt 
© humblie to deſire her majeſtie, to be good to my paor wife 
* and children. Item, I give unto my nephew, Thomas 
Sandes, my beſt gelding, with xx pounds in his purſe, to- 
* wards his journey into Italy. Item, I give unto my wife 


* all my jewells in my jewel} coffer, unbequeathed, with the

+ cheyne of gold that I uſually wear. Item, I give to every

< peece. And this I make an end. Dated at the Spawe this

By inquiſition taken after his deceaſe, at? Cirenceſter, in 
Glouceſterſhire, September 19, 1576, 18 Eliz. it was found 
by the jury, that he died on January 24, 1574-5, 17 Eliz, 
ſeiſed of the manors of Michinghampton alias Muchelhamp- 
ton, Aveninge, Pynberie, and Loſemore, in the county of 
Glouceſter. Alſo, by inquiſition t:ken at Weſtminſter, No- 
vember 29, 1577, 19 El;z. he * was found to die on January 
24. 17 Eliz. poſſeſſed of the manors of Cranford St. John's, 
and Cranford le Mote ; the manor of Greneford alias Stickle- 
ton, in Greneford, held by patent, Auguſt 4, 31 Hen. VIII. 
the manor of Hounſlow, held of the King of bis manc: of 
Eaſt- Greenwich, in free ſoccage; and the manor of South- 
Mymms, held of the King of his calile of Heriford, in 
ſoccage, by fealty, and 3s. 4 d. rent, all in the county of 
Middleſex. And by both inquifitions, Frederick, Lord 
Windſor, was found to be his fon and heir, and of the age 
of 16 years, February 2, after his father's deccaſe. 

The ſaid Edward Lord Windſor had to wife the Lady 
Catharine, daughter of John Earl of Oxford, and of Dorothy, 
his wife, daughter of Ralph Nevile, Earl of Weſtmoreland, 
by whom he had three other ſons, and four daughters, men- 
tioned in the intcription on a noble monument erected to her 
memory, in the church of T arbick, which is in Warwickſhire. 
Her efhgies lies at length on a tomb, her head reſting on a 
pillow, in a praying poſture, with a canopy ſupported by pil- 
Jars, with the figures of Humility, Zeal, and Fame, and the 
following inſcription :

The ſaid Lady Catharine was ſole daughter and heir to the 
ſaid John, Earl of Oxford, by his firſt wife; and indentures 
were ſigned between his Lordſhip and Edward Duke of Somer- 
ſet, Protector of King Edward VI. and the realm, for her 
marriage to Henry the Duke's 2d ſon : But after the Duke's at- 
tainder and execution, a bill was brought into parliament, and 
enacted, in 6 Edw. VI. that two indentures *, between the 
ſaid late Duke of Somerſet, and the ſaid Earl of Oxford, ſhould 
be void and of none effect, concerning the marriage between 
the ſaid Henry and Catharine. And ſhe was after married to 
the ſaid Edward Lord Windſor. 

Their eldeſt fon Frederick, 4th Lord Windſor, ſhewed 
himſelf, from his youth, a Nobleman of ſpirit and honour ; 
being in 23 Eliz. among the gallants of that age, expert in 


juſtings, barriers, and turney. The Earl of Arundel, in ho- 


nour to the Queen, and for her Majeſty's diverſion, having 
challenged all comers to try their feats in arms in thoſe exer- 
ciſes; among the defenders * were, fuſt, the Earl of Oxford; 
ſecond, this Lord Windſor; third, the famous Sir Philip Sid- 
ney, &c. Alſo, the year after, 24 Eliz. when the French 
commiſſioners came into England, to make overtures for a 
marriage between the Queen and the Duke of Alengon, the 
French King's brother, accompanied with a very great train 
of the Nobles of France, rich in apparel, chains and. jewels, 
as Stow writes », ſundry royal juſts, &c. were performed by 
the moſt noble gallants of that time, whereof he recites this 
Lord Windſor to be one of the number. And Seager in his 
diſcourſe of honour, p. 196, gives an account of a royal com- 
bat fought on foot before her Majeſty, January 1, 1581, when 
Monſieur, brother to the French King, the Earl of Suflex, 
the Earl of Leiceſter, the Count St. Aignon, Monſ. Cha- 
moullon, and Monſ. Backquevile, were challengers; and the 
defenders were this Lord Windſor, with his brother, Henry

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Windſor, the Lord Thomas Howard, the Lord Darcy, the 
Lord Sheffield, Sir Thomas Cecil, and others. 

This Lord was afterwards *, with other noblemen, appoint- 
ed, by the Queen, toattend the Duke of Alencon to Sandwich, 
in order to his embarkation, when for their own honour, and 
the honour of the nation, they had many followers in their 
trains. And in 27 Eliz. this Lord Windſor, with his brother, 
Henry Windſor , accompanied Henry Earl of Derby, in his 
ambaſſy to Henry III. the French King, to inveſt him with 
the order of the Garter. The Earl took his leave of the 
Queen at Greenwich, Jan. 20, and with thoſe who went 
with him, having been admitted to kiſs her Majeſty's hand, 
they landed at Calais on February 1, and from thence pro- 
ceeded to Paris, were received by the King of France with 
great marks of honour *, and, by the way of Boulogne, re- 
turned to Dover, March 12, and on the Tueſday following 
waiting on the Queen at Greenwich, had a gracious welcome 
home. | 

This Lord Windſor departed this life * on December 24 
following, 1585, 28 Eliz. as by the inquiſition appears, taken 
after his deceaſe, at Finſbury, in com' Middleſex, May 7, 
28 Eliz. when Henry, his brother, was found to be his heir. 
By his Jaft will, dated December 2, 1585 b, he orders his 
body to be interred with ſuch decent and comely funeral, 
as appertaineth to his eſtate; and that the teſtament of his 
father, Sir Edward Windſor, Knt. Lord Windſor, whereof he, 
with John Talbot, Eſq; were executors, be performed in every 
article. He bequeaths to his brother Harry, his heir apparent, 
all his plate, jewells, apparel, armor, chatels, Jegſes, utencills, 
and houſhold ſtuff, whatſoever, within the realm of England. 
He alſo bequeaths, in acknowledgment of his bounden duty 
and thankfulneſs to the Queen's Majeſty (Queen Elizabeth) 
for her moſt gracious favours, at ſundry times beſtowed upon 
him, the croſs of diamonds, willed and bequeathed to her 
Majeſty by his father; alſo one other jewell, full as good, or 


better, as a token of his loyalty and affection to her Majeſty, 


with theſe words engraven in the ſame, Dator, non Donum,” 
wiſhing his ability could extend to a greater gift; but, not- 
withſtanding, he humbly beſeeches her Majeſty to accept the 
fame; and his very loving friend, Mr. William Cornwallis, to 
preſent it to her. He further wills, that his brother Harry 
make a ſufficient grant, of a rent-charge of fifty pounds per

to his brother, Edward Windſor, for term of his life : and a 
like grant to his brother Andrew Windſor. | 

He bequeaths to his ſiſters, Margaret, and Catharine, the 
ſumm of two hundred marks, to buy them jewells, at the 
time of their marriage; moſt heartiiy requeſting his ſaid 
brother, and heir, to have a brotherly care of them, and to 
augment the portions his father gave them, as far forth as 
conveniently he can, which he himſelf propoſed, if God 
ſhould lend him life. Alfo, that his ſaid brother cauſe a ba- 
ſon and ewer of ſilver to be made, of the price of fifty pounds, 
to be delivered to his moſt loving and dear mother, as a token 
of his dutiful affection to her Ladyſhip. 

He bequeaths to his very good Lord, the Lord Admiral of 
England (Earl of Nottingham) a neſt of bowles of ſilver gilt, of 
the price of twenty pounds, or better, as a token of his thank- 
fulneſs for all his friendſhips : alſo to the Lord Clifford, Earl of 
Cumberland, his beſt hawke, which he thinks to be the haggard: 
to George Farmour, Eſq; his next beſt hawke: to the Lord 
Thomas Howard, his white jennet : to his good friend Wil- 
liam Cornwallis, Eſq; his grey courſer: to his good friend 
John Packington, Eſq; his beſt brown bay horſe. He makes 
his brother Harry Windſor his executor, and bequeaths to him 
all his manors, lands, and tenements, whatſoever, lying in the 
counties of Middleſex and Southampton; and ordeynes the 
Lord Sandes, and William Cornwallis, Eſq; overſeers of his 
will. 

The probat bears date December 22, 1585, which alſo 
ſhews he died in the ſame month and year, he made his will; 
and adminiſtration was granted to Henry, 5th Lord Windſor, 
his brother. Which Henry, 5th Lord Windſor, was aged 23 
years, Auguſt 10, 1585, 27 Elizabeth®, as found by inquiſition, 
on ſucceeding to the eſtate of his brother. He was, as men- 
tioned before, one of the defenders , in the royal combat fought 
before Queen Elizabeth, on January 1, 1581, when Monſieur, 
brother to the French King, &c. were challengers. He alſo 
went with his brother © in the ambaſly of the Far of Derby, 
with the habit and enſigns of the order of the Garter, to Henry 
III. King of France. Mr. Aſhmole has given a relation * of 
the manner of inveſting the French King, and of their enter- 
ta'inments in their journey, and the honours paid to them. 
Whereof I ſhall now obſerve, that on Saturday, February 13, 
before their entry into Paris, they were met in the midway 
between that city and St. Dennis, by the Duke of Monpenſier,

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a Prince of the blood, and other great Lords of France, to 
accompany the Earl of Derby, &c, to the hoſtell of Anjou, 
where his Lordſhip, with the Lord Windfor, and his brother, 
were lodged ; and three tables ſumptuouſly furniſhed for them 
at the King's coft. The particular ceremonies: at their audi- 
ence of the King, and after, of the Queen-mother, I ſhall 
omit, as too long ; and only mention, that the King, on his 
inveſtiture, ordered, for Queen Elizabeth's ſpecial honour, 
that none ſhould that day proceed before him but Engliſh, and 
that ſuch French as were appointed to go with them, . and his 
own Nobility, ſhould walk behind him. At night, at ſupper, 
the Earl, with Sir Edward Stafford, the Queen's Ambaſlador 
reſident with the French King, ſat at the end of the King's 
table, with the King, the two Queens (viz. Aloiſia, the con- 
fort of Henry, and Elizabeth, dowager of the late King 
Charles IX.). and fix or ſeven great Ladies, At another table, 
righe againſt them, ſat divers great Ladies, all on one fide; 
and the Lord Windſor, the Lord Sands, this Henry, his bro- 
ther, with the Engliſh gentlemen, on the other ſide. 

On Dec. 10, 1589 5, the ſaid Henry Lord Windſor was 
one of the principal of the ſix, that ſupported the pall, at the 
funeral of Henry Lord Compton, at the church of Compton, 
in Warwickſhire. And by a letter from Rowland White, 
Eſq; * to Sir Robert Sydney, at Fluſhing, dated from court, 
June 2, 1597, he writes, that the Earl of Eſſex's patent is 
drawing for Lord Lieutenant of Ireland; and that the Earl of 
Southampton, and the Lord Windſor, the Lord Rich, &c. 
were to go with him into Ireland againſt the rebels. On 
Feb. 19, 1601, the 43d of Elizabeth, he was * one of the 
Peers, on the trials of the Earls of Eſſex and Southampton 
but I find no further mention of his Lordſhip till his deceaſe, 
in the year 1605, when he was 43 years of age. The inqui- 
fition taken after his deceaſe, at Bury St. Edmund in Suffolk, 
on Sept. 10, in 1605, 3 Jac. I. &, ſets forth, that he died on 
April 6, that year, and that Thomas Lord Windſor was his 
ſon and heir, and born on Sept. 29, 1591. He was buried in 
the church of Tarbick, where a curious monument is erected 
to his memory, with his effigies lying at full length, under a 
canopy, ſupported by pillars ; on three of which are the figures 
of Charity, Wiſdom, and Temperance. And his extraordi- 
nary and rare virtues, are deſcribed in the inſcription thereon, 
together with his marriage, and iſſue, as follows:

The ſaid Thomas, ſixth Lord Windſor, his only ſon and 
heir, was, in June, 1610, one of the young noblemen =, 
choſen to be Knights of the order of the Bath, at the creation 
of Henry Prince of Wales,

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In 1621, the Lords conſidering the numbers of Scotch Early 
and Viſcounts, King James had made, who aſſumed to take 
precedence of the Engliſh Barons, he was one of the Peers 
that remonſtrated to his Majeſty, * That whereas, at the im- 
© portunity of ſome of his ſubjects of England, he had con- 
© ferred on them honours, titles, and dignities, peculiar to 
© other his Majeſty's dominions ; by which all the nobility 
© in this realm, either in themſelves, their children, or both, 
© find they are prejudiced : They humbly defire they may pre- 
© ſerve their birth rights, and take no more notice of thoſe 
© titles, than the law of the land doth ; but may be excuſed, 
© if in civil curteſey they give them not the reſpect or place as 
© to noblemen ſtrangers; they being born and inheritanced 
© under our laws, yet procuring tranflation into foreign 
© names, only to their prejudice, &c. therefore, in all hum- 
© bleneſs, they preſent this to his gracious view, confident of 
© his Majeſty's equal favour.” 

In 1623, he was » Rear-Admiral in that fleet ſent by King 
James, to bring Prince Charles out of Spain : at which time 
he nobly entertained, on ſhip-board, the Grandees of that court, 


to the great honour of the Engliſh nation : his equipage and 


expences in that employment (all at his own charge) ſtanding 
him in no leſs than fifteen thouſand pounds; which he chear- 
fully underwent, being a perſon of a moſt free and generous 
ſpirit, much accompliſhed with learning, eſpecially antiqui- 
ties, and ſundry uſeful} obſervations, by his travels through 
France, Italy, and other foreign parts; and ſafely ® landed 
his Highneſs at Portſmouth, on F, 1623. At the fune- 
ral * of King James, on Saturday, June 18, 1625, he was 
one of the mourners then attending. Alſo was one of thoſe 
loyal Peers, who, on a ſpecial ſummons from Charles I. at- 
tended his Majeſty at York, in the year 1639; being called 
thither to adviſe what was beſt to be done with the Scots, who 
had then invaded the northern parts of this realm with a pow- 
erful army. And having married Catharine, daughter to Ed- 
ward Earl of Worceſter (Lord Privy Seal) died without iſſue, 
Dec. 6, 1642, and was buried with his anceſtors in the church 
of Tarbick, in Warwickſhire. 

To him ſucceeded, in all his poſſeſſions, and at length to 
his peerage, as ſeventh Lord Windſor, Thomas-Windſor 
Hickman, Efq; the fon of his eldeſt ſiſter, before-mentioned ; 
which Thomas-Windſor he had from his birth, in default of

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iſſue by himſelf, deſigned to be his heir*, giving him, at his 
baptiſm, the chriſtian name of Thomas-Windſor; and upon 
whom afterwards, by a ſpecial deed, dated in December, 1641, 
he ſettled his whole eſtate, on condition that he ſhould 
aſſume the name and arms of the ancient and right noble fa- 
mily of Windſor. 

Which Thomas- Windſor Hickman, being in minority at 
his ſaid uncle's death *, became ward to William, Viſcount 
Say and Sele, then maſter of the court of wards and liveries. 
But upon that unparalleled defection of the Engliſh and Scotch, 
this Thomas (though then but 15 years of age) brought in 
to his Majeſty a good troop of horſe, which, at- his own 
charge, he maintained, and from time to time recruited, 
during the long continuance of that rebellious war; and, be- 
having himſelf in ſeveral battles and ſharp encountets, with 

eat loyalty and valour; eſpecially in that near Naſeby, on 
* 14, 1645, where he ftoutly charged, with the regiment 
of horſe then under his command, through and through the 
enemy's army: and his Majeſty, taking ſpecial notice thereof, 
commanded, that he, with the ſame regiment, ſhould be his 
royal guard for that day. 

But ail being loſt in the ſaid fatal battle, and the King con- 
ſtrained to retreat to Aſhby-de-la-Zouch, in Leiceſterſhire, 
he there moſt graciouſly acknowledging the ſignal ſervice of 
thoſe horſe in that unhappy fight (and, in particular, the me- 
rits of this Thomas-W indfor, for his dextrous conduct there- 
in t) as a ſpecial teſtimony of his royal grace and favour to 
him, gave order to the Lord George Digby {then one of his 
principal Secretaries of State) to prepare a warrant for his royal 
ſignature, in order to a patent under the great ſeal, for reviy- 
ing the title and dignity of Lord Windlor, to him the ſaid 
Thomas-Windſor, and the deſcendants of his body Jawfully 
begotten : but from that time forward, continual loſſes be- 
falling the King, ſo that the rebels totally prevailed through- 
out all his Majeſty's dominions, nothing was further done 
thereupon, until the happy reftoration of Charles II. and then 
his Majeſty (as expreſſed in his patent) taking into confidera- 
tion the many good ſervices performed by this Thomas-Wind- 
ſor, throughout the whole courſe of that grand rebellion 
(among which, the raiſing the ſiege of his Majeſty's garriſon 
of High Ercall, in Shropſhire, was not the leaſt) as alfo his 
ſufferings by impriſonment, plunder, and otherwiſe ; did, by 
a declaratory patent under his great ſeal, bearing date, 
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June 16, 1660, the 12th year of his reign a, reſtore unto him 
the ſaid Thomas and his deſcendants, as aforeſaid, the ſtile, 
title, and dignity, of Lord Windſor, with the like pre-emi- 
nence and precedence in all parliaments, and elfewhere, 23 
the ſaid Thomas, late Lord Windſor, or any of his anceſtors, 
bearing that title, had heretofore of right uſed and enjoyed, 
And, on July 18 » following, conſtituted him Lord Lieutenant 
of Worceſterſhire. An 

Soon after which, being ſummoned, as Lord Windſor, to 
the enſuing parliament begun at Weſtminſter, May 8, 16 
Car. II. he fat there accordingly ; and the next year follow- 
ing, was ſent Governor to Jamaica, where having, with the 
forces under his command, beaten a body of 3000 Spaniards; 
and poſſeſſed himſelf of ſeven ſhips in the harbour of St. ſago 
de la Cuba, he at length took that ſtrong town, as alſo the 
caſtle, with five hundred barrels of powder therein, and di- 
vers pieces of cannon : but not enjoying his health in that 
climate, by his Majeſty's ſpecial leave, he returned home; 
bringing with him two of thoſe guns to the Tower of Lon- 
don; and was ſhortly afterwards conſtituted one of his Ma- 
jeſty's Privy Council in Ireland: and the King taking into 
conſideration his eminent ſervices, he was, by letters patent 
* dated Dec. 6, 1682, advanced to the degree and dignity of 
Earl of Plymouth, with limitation to the heirs males of his 
body; at which time 7 he was Governor of the town and gar- 
riſon of Kingſton upon Hull. But after his creation z, no 
parliament meeting till May 19, 1685, 1 Jac. II. he was then 
introduced into the houſe of Peers, as Earl of Plymouth. On 
the 26th of the ſame month“, the Earl of Radnor reported 
from the Lords committee for privileges, © That the Earl of 
Plymouth informed their Lordſhips, that his Lordſhip being 
© to give an anſwer in Chancery, he offered it to Sir William 
« Beverſham, Maſter in Chancery, upon his honour ; but he 
© refuſed to take it, unleſs his man might bold a bible before 
© his Lordſhip's face. But Sir Timothy Baldwin, another 
* Maſter, immediately took the anſwer, without laying the 
© book before him. -

- Whereupon the houſe agreed to the report, and made an 
order accordingly ; and that Sir William Beverſham attend 
the houſe to-morrow morning at ten of the clock in the fore- 
noon, © To receive the reprehenſion of the houſe, for his of- 
« fence,” in refuſing to take the anſwer of the Earl of Ply- 
+ mouth, without laying a bible before him, and not upon 
© his honour only. Accordingly, he kneeling at the bar, the 
* Lord-Keeper, by command of the houſe, did reprehend him

og The honourable Dixey Windſor, 2d fon by the Earl's 2d 
re- marriage, born in 1672, was one of the Fellows of Trinity 
4d College in Cambridge, and fo well reſpected by the Univerſity, 
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that they © choſe him, in fix ſucceeding parliaments, one of 
their repreſentatives. In 1712, being conſtituted Store- keeper 
to the office of ordnance, a writ was ordered, July 8, that 
year, for a new election, and he was re-choſe. On the ac. 
ceſſion of George I. he was , on Nov. 11, 1714, continued 
in his place of Store-keeper to the office of ordnance. And, 
being a leading member of the houſe of Commons, he was 
one of the committee, choſen by ballot t, in January 1720-1, 
to enquire into all the proceedings relating to the execution of 
the South Sea act. He died at Broke-End, in the pariſh of 
Gamlingay, Cambridgeſhire, on Octob. 20, 1743, and was 
buried in the church there ; having acquired a general reputa- 
tion for his integrity and honour.

On June 23, 
1713, he had his patent for Cuſtos Rotulorum of Che- 
ſhire; and Septem.

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AMB DEN, Sir William Dugdale, and other of our 
A 4 antiquaries, have obſerved, that this family is denomi- 
nated from Lumley- caſtle, ſituate on the bank of the river 
Weate (near Cheſter on the Street) in the biſhoprick of Dur- 
ham, and is deſcended from Liulph (a nobleman of great 
figure in the time of King Edward the Confeſſor) who married 
Algitha, daughter to Aldred, Earl of Northumberland. 

This Liilph, being ſtripped of his great poſſeſſions by the 
Normans, ho tuled in alb places with a fevere hand, quietly 


withdrew into the biſhoprick of Durham, where he was 


deariy belobed by che people, not only in reſpect of his high 
parentage, but of his many eminent qualities; whereby he 
rew into ſuch familiarity and credit with Walcher, Biſhop of 
urham, and Earl of Northumberland, that he would do 
nothing in temporal affaits without his advice: but this credit 
that he had with the Biſhop was the cauſe of his death; which 
is thus related in Anglia Sacra, and by another author, d from 
Simeon Dunelmenſis, Who was a monk of Durham, and pre- 
centor of that chutch, A. D. 1164, 10 Hen. II. 9 
Leofwin, the Biſhop's chaplain, and archdeacon, findin 
himſelf not ſo often called to council as he was before his 
Lord's acquaintance with. Liulph, conceived ſuch envy, as that 
he procured one Gilbert (who had been made ſheriff by his 
eduſin the Biſhop) to murder the ſaid Liulph by night, in his 
manor· place, not far from Durham; which the Biſhop hav- 
ing notice of, and knowing it would be grievoully taken of 
the people, he, as ſoon as he heard. of the murder, ſent let- 
ters and meſſengers into the country, offering to purge him - 
ſelf of being concerned in it, according to the order of the 
canon laws; and gave out, that he had baniſhed Gilbert, and 
others, out of Northumberland, who had committed the 
murder; But the people finding this to be a ſtory, and that 
he had not banifhed the murderers, but received them into his 
houſe, and favoured them as before, they ſtomached the mat- 
ter highly; and a day being appointed, by the kindred of 
Liulph, for a conference with the Biſhop, at Gateſhead, con- 
cerning the murder, and the prelate, inſtead of giving them 
ſatisfaction, taking refuge in the church, they threatened to 
ſet fire to the place, if the archdeacon and ſheriff, who had

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alſo taken the ſame ſanctuary, were not delivered up. At 
length, by the perſuaſion of the Biſhop, Gilbert went out, 
and, with his affociates who ventured out with him, was in- 
ſtantly killed by the enraged multitude. The archdeacon re- 
fuſing to come out, Walcher himſelf ſtept forth, caſting 
ſkirts of his gown over his face, and, whilſt he was addreſſin 
the populace in the mildeſt manner, was diſpatched with 
| Jances, Leofwin ſtill continued in the church, till it was in 
flames, and then coming out, almoſt ſcorched to death, was 
hacked in pieces. This happened on May 14, 1080, the 
14th year of the reign of William the Conqueror. 6 

The ſaid Liulph had iſſue four ſons, Ughtred, < Ofbert 
(whoſe daughter and heir Ormonda was married to Robert de 
Pefhale) Adam, who had, * by gift of William the Conqueror, 
Uldel and Gilcruce; and Odo, who being ftiled ſon of 
Liulph, had © alſo, by gift of the ſaid King, Talentire and 
Caſtlerigge, with the foreſts between Galtre, and Græca. But 
from Ughtred is this family deſcended, he having iſſue Sir 
William de Lumley, and Matthew. Which Sir William, by 
Judith, his wife, daughter to Heſilden of Heſilden , had iſſue 
another Sir William de Lumley, who had two ſons, William, 
t and Marmaduke, h who was father of John Fitz-Marmaduke, 
Baron of Horden, in the biſhoprick of Durham, who, on Feb. 
12, 1300-1, 29 Edw. I. was among thoſe Barons that ſub- 
ſcribed a memorable letter to Pope Boniface VIII. (in anſwer 
to one he ſent to the King, © commanding him to forbear fur- 
ther proceedings againſt the Scots, claiming withal the ſove- 
£ reign.authority over them, as belonging to the church) where- 
in they owned and claimed the dominion of Scotland, and pe- 
remptorily conclude, That the King, their Lord, ſhould in 
© no wiſe undergo his holineſs's judgment therein, nor ſend 
© his procurators (as was'required) as though their King's title 
© were dubious, to the prejudice of the crown, the royal dig- 
© nity, liberties, cuſtoms, and laws of England, which by their 
© oath and duty they were bound to obſerve, and would de- 
© fend with their lives; nor could they permit, if the King 
would, any fuch unlawful proceedings; and therefore be- 
© ſought his holineſs not to concern himtelf farther in that mat- 
© ter.” An exemplar of this memorable inſtrument, with their 
ſeveral ſeals, is preſerved in Corpus Chriſti college library in 
Oxford; and the ſeal, of this John Fitz-Marmaduke, is a F eſs 
between three Parrots, circumſcribed, Johannes Filius Marma- 
duci ; which arms the family ſtill retain.

The ſaid Roger de Lumley, with her the faid Sibil, in 4 
Edw. I. made partition with the reſt of the coheirs, of thoſe 
Knights fees of her inheritance, * and left iſſue Sir Robert de 
. and Sir Roger de Lumley, ſecond ſon, anceſtor to 
the Lumleys of Harleſton and Clipſton, in com' Northampt. 

Which Sir Robert de Lumley, in 26 Edw. I. on the death 
of his mother (then the ® widow of Laurence de St. Maur) 
ſucceeded ro the lands of her inheritance, viz. ? the manors of 
Weſt Chivington, Morewicke, and Bamburgh-caftle, in the 
county of Northumberland ; as alſo to divers lands, &c. with- 
in the liberty of Rediſdale, and in Hodiſpethe and Feling, in 
the ſame county; at which time it was certified, that he was 
her ſon and heir, and of the age of 26 years. In 27 Edw. I.

Which Thomas, in 10 Hen. VI. on making proof of his 
vage, had livery of his lands, when * John Swinburn, of the age 
of bo years and more, depoſed, that he was born at Morpeth; 
in Northumberland, on the feaſt of St. Michael the Arch-Angel, 
in 14.08, and was of the age of 22 years and more, on * the feaſt 
of St. Michael laſt paſt. Alſo by inquiſition in 10 Hen, VI. was 
found heir to his father Sir John Lumley, who died poſſeſſed of 
a meſſuage and lands, called Sulam, in the pariſh of Baryſtany, 
in com” pal. Lanc. He was afterwards knighted for his ſervices 
in the wars, and concerned in divers negociations. In 28 Hen, 
VI. he was done of the guarantees for the King of England, on 
a treaty with the King of Scots; as alſo in 29 Hen. VI, and © 
again in another treaty between the ſaid Princes, in 31 Hen. VI. 
And the King having experienced his fidelity, prudence, and 
conduct, «he was conſtituted Governor of Scarborough caſtle for 
life, in the 33d year of his reign. In 35 Hen. VI. he was again 
employed to treat with the Scots, on certain affairs then in agi- 
tation; and was allo a guarantee in another treaty in the 37th 
year of Hen. VI. 1459; but more of him | do nat find in that 
reign. * T is likely, that the ſufferings of his family, under the 
Lancaſtrians, induced him to take part with the houſe of York; 
for when Edw. IV. attained the crown, he petitioned the parlia- 
ment for the reverſion of the attainder of Ralph Lord Lumley, 
his grandfather; * which was accordingly repealed in the firſt 
year of the reign of that King, and he had ſummons to par- 
liament among the Barons of the realm, till his death. _ 

In the 5th year of Edw. IV. he was ; conſtituted one of 
the commiſſioners to treat with James III. King of Scotland, 
about his marriage with ſome perſon of the King of England's 
allegiance, as alſo concerning certain wrongs, * which had 
been done by the ſubjects of both nations to each other, con- 
trary to the articles of truce, About that time alſo, he was 
at the ſiege of Bamburgh- caſtle, in the county of Northum- 
berland, * then held out (with ſome other garriſons in the 
north) by the Lancaſtrians.

Edw. IV. the King, in regard of his fidelity, circumſpection,

humberland, for that, and the ſucceeding year, 3 Edw, 
IV. An office in that age, of great power and truſt; for the 
ſheriffs of Northumberland: never accounted to the King in 
his exchequer, till the 3d year of Edw. VI. but received the 
iſſues and profits of their bailiwick to their own uſe, with 
all other debts, fines, and amerciaments, within the ſaid 
county; and all emoluments - accruing from alienations, in- 
truſions, wards, marriages, reliefs, &c. which was chiefly to 
encourage them to be on their guard againft the Scots, But 
that care being leſſened, by ſettling the Lords Wardens of the 
marches, » it was enacted in the 3d year of Edw.

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in the northern parts of the kingdom. in the firſt year of his 
reign, In the 13th year of Hen, VII. he was in that expe- 
dition with the Earl of Surrey, * againft the Scots, who, with 
their King, were beſieging Norham-caftle, ſituated on the tiver 
Tweed, dividing England from Scotland ; which fiege they 
raiſed, and marching into Scotland, levelled feveral ftron 
places, particularly Hayton-caſtle, one of the ſtrongeſt for- 
treſles between Berwick and Edinburgh, in fight of the Scots 
army. And on the eſpouſals of the Princefi Margins eldeſt 
daughter of Hen. VII. with James IV. King of Scotland, 
which was ſolemnized at Richmond by Earl Bothwell, on St. 
Paul's day, 1502-3, 18 Hen. VII. * his Lordſhip and his fon 
met the Queen at Darneton [Darington] in Yorkſhire, with 
ſeveral Gentleman in his retinue, and 80 Horſemen in his li- 
very, and waited on her majeſty as far as Berwick, where ſhe 
was received by Sir Thomas Darcy the governor. After this, 
find no further mention of him; but that he took to wife 
Elizabeth, » daughter and heir of Roger Thornton, Eſq; a 
very wealthy merchant of Newcaſtle upon L'yne (who x found- 
ed the houſe of White-friars in Newcaſtle) by whom he had 
the lordſhips of Witton, in com' Northumb. Lulworth, and 
the Ile, in the biſhoprick of Durham. But poſſeſſing thoſe 
lands in right of his wife, there happened great ſuits and ſharp 
conteſts, betwixt him and Giles Thornton, a baſtard ſon to 
the ſaid Roger, concerning the inheritance of them; in 
which quarrel the ſaid Giles was killed by him at Windſor. 
He departed this life, in the 23d year of Hen. VII. leav- 
ing iſſue three ſons, Thomas, Roger, and Ralph (or John, 
according to ſome.) | ;

Ebor. Knight of the Garter (ſiſter to William Lord Conyers) 
by whom he left iſſue two fons, John Lord Lumley, and 
Anthony Lumley, of whom hereafter, as lineal anceſtor to the 
preſent Ear! of Scarborough. 

_ This Richard, Lord Lumley, died * on Trinity Sunday 
(26 Maii) 1510, 2 Hen. VIIL. ſeized of the manor and caftle 
of Kilton, &c. in com' Ebor. and of the manors of Kirkeb 
in Kendale, Helſington, &c. leaving John his ſon and heir 
18 years of age. | 
Which John Lord Lumley, in 1513, 5 Hen. VIII. on the 
Invaſion of this realm by James IV. King of Scotland, brought 
a conſiderable ſtrength to the Earl of Surrey, who came to 
York with 500 men only (his ſovereign lying before Tournay, 
with moſt of his nobles) and was one of the principal com- 
manders of the van-guard of the army, which on Sept. g, Ct 
engagcd in the battle of Flodden, where the King of Scotland 
was ſlain, Our hiſtorians relate, that the van-guard wherein 
this Lord Lumley engaged, acquitted themſclves with the 
greateſt bravery ; encountering with the Earls of Crawford, 
and Montroſe, who had with them a great number of Lords, 
Knights and Gentlemen, and were both ſlain. 

In the ſucceeding year (* 6 Hen. VIII.) he was ſummoned 
to parliament as Lord Lumley; and the year after * had livery 
of all the lands of his inheritance. In the year 1520 (12 
Hen. VIII.) he was Hat the meeting between his ſovereign, 
and the Emperor Charles V. at Canterbury; and crofling the 

ſeas, was, in June, the ſame year, at that great interview of 
the Kingsof England and France, between Ardreſs and Guiſnes, 
In the 14th year of Hen. VIII. he k was in that army under the 
leading of the Earl of Shrewſbury, intended to invade Scotland, 
had not a peace enlucd ; and the following year, ! was in that 
expedition under the Earl of Surrey, again(t the Scots, who 
with ſome French forces, having invaded . the kingdom, wete

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then put to flight. In 21 Hen. VIII. he had ſummons to that 
parliament ® which met at Weſtminſter, November 3, the 
fame year, and continuing by prorogation till the 27th of that 
Kine's reign, gave the firſt ſtroke to the diſſolution of the mo- 
naſteries in England. In 22 Hen. VIII. hen was among the 
Barons, who figned a memorable letter to Pope Clement VII. 
intimating, that unleſs he complied with the King in his divorce 
from Queen Catharine, the acknowledgment of his ſupremac 
in England would be much endangered. But in 28 Hen. VIII. 
he was one of the chief of thoſe Northern Lords, who appeared 
in the inſurrection called, The pilg Image of grace; and a par- 
don being offered by the Duke of Norfolk, at that time gene- 
ral of the King's forces ſent to ſuppreſs them; he was ® choſen 
to treat with the Duke, at Doncaſter, and fo well accommo- 
dated matters, that the leaders, and all who had been either 
authors or partakers in the tumult, were permitted to repair 
each one to their own home, without being queſtioned for their 
offence; which the King confirmed, Yet foon after he had 
the mortification of loſing his only ſon George Lumley, 4 
who being concerned in another inſurrection, with the Lord 
Darcy, Sir Thomas Percy (brother to the Earl of Northum- 
berland) and others, was thereupon apprehended with them, 
committed to the Tower, and in June, 29 Hen. VIII. was 
arraigned at Weſtminſter, before the Marquis of Exeter, High 
Steward of England, * and being found guilty of high treaſon, 
ſuffered death.

to treat with Coſmo Medicis, Duke of Florence, about 112500. 
owing to her father Henry VIII. and haviag received it with 
intereſt, the Queen gives the faid Duke a diſcharge for it. 
After this I find no mention of him, till 12 Eliz. when, 
with his father-in-law, the Earl of Arundel, being privy tv 
divers tranſactions, relating to the Queen of Scots; as alfo to 
her deſigned marriage with the Duke of Norfolk, © they were 
both taken into cuſtody. *Tis related by Camden, © That a 
great many who obſerved the Queen's averſeneſs to marriage, 
and that foreign Princes, who were enemies to England, con- 
« ſidered the Queen of Scots as the undoubted heir of the crown 
of England, believed it would tend more to the ſettlement 
«of affairs, and the fixing the Queen of Scots to juſt meaſures 
of government, ſhould ſhe marry the Duke of Norfolk, the

The Lord Lumley erected a noble monument for the Earl, 
in the collegiate church of Arundel, with an inſcription beau- 
tifully gilt, ſetting forth his honours and principal employ- 
ments; and underneath is this memorial in capitals:

Thus the ancient Barony of Lumley, for want of iſſue male 
of his Lordſhip, expired with him, the attainder of his father 
George Lumley, Efq; not ng repealed, by that a& of the 

firſt year of Edw. VI. which reſtored him to the title of Lord 
Lumley. But the reverend Dr. Robert Lumley Lloyd, of 
Cheam in Surrey, lineally deſcended from Barbara, fiſter to 
the ſaid John Lord Lumley, petitioning his late Majeſty to be 
called to the upper houſe of parliament, in right of his deſcent 
from Ralph Lord Lumley, ſummoned to parliament in the 8th 

ear of Richard II. which petition being referred by his 
Majefty to the houſe of Peers, and the faid Dr. Lloyd heard 
by his council thereupon, it was reported as follows; The 
Lord Delawar (Die Lunz 23 Martii 1723) reporting from the 
Lords committee for privileges, the claim of the ſaid Dr. 
Lloyd; as alſo the evidence of Richard Earl of Scarborough, 
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who was heard by his council againſt it, and inſiſted that the 
Earl is well intitled to the ſaid Barony of Lumley; the houſe of 
Peers came to this reſolution, © That the petitioner (Dr. Lloyd)

The honour of Baron Lumley, being therefore again revived 
in the perſon of Richard Lumley, Lord Viſcount Lumley, fa- 
ther of Richard Eari of Scarborough: I ſhall firſt deduce his 
deſcent, before I proceed to treat of his advancement to that 
dignity. That Anthony Lumley, Eſq; was ſecond fon of 
Richard Lord Lumley, is evident from the inquiſition of 
the court of wards, in 7 Jac. I. as alf the will of the laſt 
Lord Lumley, and other authorities; and that he left iſſue 
(by his wife, a daughter of Richard Gray, of the county of 

orthumb. Eſq;) Roger Lumley, Eſq; his fon and heir. 

Which Roger Lumley, Eſq; * married Anne, daughter of 
—— Kurtwich, Eſq; and left iſſue three ſons, Richard, George, 
and John, recited in the fertiement of John Lord Lumley, in 
6 Jac. I. Alſo a daughter Elizabeth, married to Sir William 
Langley, of Higham Gobions, in com' Bedford, Bart. à and 
by her was father of Sir Roger Langley, of Sheriff Hutton, in 
Yorkſhire, Bart. a 

Richard Lumley, eldeſt fon and heir of the ſaid Roger Lum- 
ley, was the chief heir male of the family, after the deceaſe 
of John Lord Lumley, in the year 1609, and inherited the 
greateſt part of the eſtate of his anceſtors, by deed of ſettle- 
ment, and the laſt will and teſtament of the ſaid Lord Lum- 
ley. He was firſt knighted by King James at Theobalds, July 
19, 1616, and was crezted Lord Viicount Lumley of Water- 


ford, in Ireland, * by letters patent bearing date, July 12 


1628) 4 Car. I. In the time of the rebellion, adhering to the 

ing, he made his houſe of Lumley-caſtle a garriſon, and 
being a principal commander of the forces under Prince Ru- 
pert, marched with him into the Weſt of England ; was at 
the fiege of Briſtol, and remained there * at the time it was 
ſurrendered to the parliament's forces, Sept. 10, 1645. He 
7 afterwards compounded for his eſtate for 19551. 108. He 
was alſo among thoſe loyal Peers, who? ſubſcribed a memora- 
ble declaration, juſt before the meeting of the parliament, that 
reſtored Charles II. which (as Lord Clarendon obſerves) very 
much contributed to it, by appeaſing the minds of many peo-

His Lordſhip married Frances, 
daughter of Henry Shelley, of Warminghurſt-Park in Suffex, 
Eſq; (a younger branch of the family, feated at Michaelgrove, | 
thesſeat of the preſent Sir John Shelley, Bart.) by whom he 
had iſſue a ſon John, and a daughter Julia, married firſt to 
Alex.

Eſq;) and by her ſecond huſband Sir Chriſtopher Conyers, 
of Hordon, in the palatinate of Durham, Bart, had alſo an 
only daughter named Julia, married to Sir William Blacket, 
of Newcaſtie upon Tyne, Bart. and afterwards to Sir William 
Thompſon, K nt. Recorder of London, and one of the Barons 
of the Exchequer. This Richard, Lord Viſcount Lumley, was 
buried in the vault at Cheam, with his kinſman, John Lord 
Lumley, leaving Richard, his grandſon, heir to his honour and 
eſtate, John his only ſon and heir dying in his life-time, 
Which John Lumley, Eſq; married Mary, daughter, and at 
length one of the heirs, of Sir Henry Compton of Bramble 
Teigh in Suſſex, Knt. of the Bath (youngeſt ſon of Henry 
Lord Compton, anceſtor to the Earl of Northampton) and of 
Cecily his wife, daughter of Robert Sackvile, Earl of Dorſet. 
They both lie buried in the church of St. Martin's, Weſtminſter ; 
and had iſſue two ſons, Richard, and Henry Lumley; as alſo 
three daughters, Elizabeth, married to Richard Cotton, of 
Water Gate in the county of Suſſex, Eſq; Frances and Anne, 
who died unmarried. 

Henry Lumley, youngeſt ſon, married firſt Elizabeth, 
daughter of... Thimelby, of the county of Lincoln, Eſq; 
and 2dly, Anne, daughter of Sir William Wiſeman, of great 
Canfield-hall in Eſſex, Bart. and of Arabella his wife (daugh- 
ter of Sir Thomas Hewit, of Piſhiobury in com' Hertf, Knt. 
and Bart.) ſiſter and co heir to George Hewit, Lord Viſcount 
Hewit of Gowran, in the province of Leinſter in Ireland. 


He diſtinguiſhed himſelf in ſeveral campaigns in the reign of 


King William, particularly at the battle of Landen, July 29, 
1603, where his regiment of horſe, by the noble ſtand they 
made, faved his Majeſty from being taken priſoner. He ſerved 
likewiſe all the war, under the late Duke of Marlborough, 
and was promoted to the rank of Lieut. Gen. Feb. 24, 
1702-3 ; and at length his great merit raiſed him to be Gene- 
ral of of the horſe; and he was likewiſe Colonel of the King's 
regiment of horſe, and governor of Jerſey; to which he was

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appointed April 13, 1703. In the battle of Audenard, July 


11, 1708, he very much diſtinguiſhed himſelf, being then Lieut. 


General; and with Lieut. Gen. Bulau, were ordered by the 
Duke of Marlborough the next morning, with 40 ſquadrons of 
horſe, and a conſiderable body of foot, to purſue their rear- 
guard; but the French flinging themſelves in the highway to- 
wards Ghent, they were followed only by 4 battalions and the 
40 ſquadrons, and encountering them, a great number of the 
enemy were killed and taken, the regiment of Riſbourgh en- 
tirely ruined, and two entire companies taken. Alſo Brigadier 
Pourriene, who commanded the laſt brigade, was taken priſoner, 
with many officers. He departed this life on October 18, 1722, 
and was buried in the vault of the family of Hewit, in the 
church of Sabridgworth in Hertfordſhire. And his Lady conti- 
nued a widow till her death, March 4, 17 36-7. 

Richard Lord Viſcount Lumley (eldeſt fon of John Lum- 
ley, and grandſon and heir of Richard Lord Viſcount Lumley) 
having all, the advantages of education, both at home and 
abroad, rendered himſelf ſo acceptable from his firſt ſetting out 
in the world, that he was particularly taken notice of by 
Charles II. and diſtinguiſhed among the moſt polite men of 
the age, The firſt opportunity which offered of ſerving 
his country, was in the year 1680, when an expedition was 


intended againſt the Moors, and to raiſe the fiege of Tan- 


ger; which long voyage, and dangerous enterprize, his Lord- 
ip readily engaged in; © and on ſune 12, the ſame year, was 
actually embarked at Portſmouth to go on that ſervice, under 
. the Earl of Mulgrave (after Duke of Buckinghamſhire) Who 
was appointed commander in chief, But other meaſures bein 

concerted, and the expedition laid aſide, his Lordſhip ee. 
to court, and ſoon after (on September 11, 1689) was f con- 
ſtituted Maſter of the horſe to Queen Catharine, conſort to 
Charles II. In that ſtation he ſo far recommended himſelf, that 
his Majeſty, in conſideration of his great merit, and approved 
fidelity, and his deſcent from noble anceſtors, antient Barons 
of this kingdom, advanced him t to the ſtate and degree of 
Baron of Lumley-Caſtle, in the county palatine of Durham, 
and to the heirs male of his body, and for lack of ſuch iſſue, 
to Henry Lumley his brother, and the heirs male of his body, 
by letters patent, bearing date May 31, 1681, 33 Car. II. 
But no parliament ſitting during the remainder of that reign, 
his Lordſhip was not introduced till May 19, 1685, in the firſt 
year of James II. b when he was brought into the houſe of

On the inſurrection raiſed by the Duke of Monmouth in the 
weſt, he had the command of a regiment of horſe, and being 
ſent into thoſe parts, had a principal ſhare in gaining the vic- 
tory at Sedgemore, July 6, 1685 ; and the Duke of Mon. 
mouth, with the German Count who accompanied him, and 
the Lord Grey, were! by his vigilancy diſcovered, and ſur- 
rendered themſelves priſoners to his Lordſhip. Nevertheleſs, 
when he obſerved King James's delign was to introduce 
popery, and that our religion and laws were in danger of be. 
ing ſubverted, by the arbitrary meaſures then taken, he for- 
ſook the court, * appeared on the behalf of the ſeven Biſhops 
at their trial, June 29, 1688, and was among thoſe of the 
chief nobility, who had the courage to conſult with Monſ, 
Dykvelt (whom the Prince of Orange intruſted to manage 
his affairs in England) and to concert with him ſuch advices 
and advertiſements, as might be fit for the Prince to know, 
whereby he might govern himſelf by them; ! and often met 
at the Earl of Shrewſbury's, where they conſulted how to pro- 
ceed, and drew the declaration, on which they adviſed his 
Highneſs to engage. It alſo” appears, that he was prin- 
cipally intruſted by Admiral Ruſſell, afterwards Earl of Or- 
ford, who went over to Holland, and had the Prince's di- 
rection for the management of the grand affair of the revo- 
lution. | 

When matters were concluded on, his Lordſhip, with 


the Duke of Devonſhire, and the Earl of Danby, undertook 


for the North; and retiring into their ſeveral counties, the 
Lord Lumley, by his Pas, and friends, * ſecured the impor- 
tant town of Newcaſtle, which declared for the Prince ſoon 
after his landing. He was afterwards no leſs inſtrumental, by 


his intereſt and arguments in the houſe of Peers, in gaining 
the vote, that the throne was vacant, as alſo, that the Prince 


and Princeſs of Orange ſhould be declared King and Queen of 
England. For which ſervices, on Feb. 14, 1688-9, the day 
after their Majeſties were proclaimed, he was ſworn of the Pri- 
vy council, and declared one of the Gentlemen of the King's 
b:d-chamber. Alſo, on April 10, 1689, before their corona- 
tion, was advanced to the dignity of Viſcount Lumley, of 
Lumley- caſtle; and finally, on April 15, 1690, to the title of

Earl of Scarborough; and was likewiſe conſtituted Captain and 
Colonel of the firſt troop of horſe-guards. In the year 1690, 
* he attended King William into Ireland, was at the battle of 
the Boyne, July 1; and afterwards * waited on his Majeſty at 
the great congreſs of Princes at the Hague, and came back 
with him to England. | . 
In the year 1691, he returned again to Holland, and waited 
on the King in his ſeveral campaigns in Flanders, till the con- 
cluſion of the peace of Ryſwick, Sept. 11, 1697, and was 
declared Lieutenant-General of his forces. Being in waiting 
on the King at his deceaſe, he, and the Lord Lexington, 
had the care of his body. His Lordſhip, in that reign, d was 
likewiſe Lord-licutenant of the county palatine of Durham, 
county of Northumberland, and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the 
fame, as alſo Lord-lieutenant and Cuftos Rotulorum of the 
town and county of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, and Vice-admiral 
of the fea-coaſts of Durham and Northumberland: in which 
poſts he was continued by Queen Anne, who, on June 24, 
1702, appointed him Lord lieutenant of the counties of Dur- 
ham and Northumberland. He was alſo ſworn of her Privy- 
council, and conſtituted one of the commiſſioners to treat of a 
union between the two kingdoms of England and Scotland; 
and, purſuagt to that act, was ſworn of the Privy-council at 
Kenſington, Aug. 18, 1708. = 
On the acceflion of King George I. his Lordſhip was 
found to be among thoſe Peers, intruſted by his Majeſty with 
the government of theſe kingdoms, till his arrival. On 
March , 1715-16, he was appointed Chancellor of the 
dutchy and county palatine of Lancaſter, which he reſigned 
in May, 1717; and thereupon had the office of Vice-trea- 
ſurer, Receiver-general, a d Paymaſter- general of all his 
Majeſty's revenues in the kingdom of Ireland, with the 
power to act by ſufficient deputies. And his Lordſhip, hav- 
ing no intention to go over, procured an act of parliament, 
which paſſed the royal aſſent, July 6, 1717, to enable him to 
take in Great- Britain the uſual oath to qualify himſelf for the. 
faid office. He departed this life on Dec. 17, 1721, and was 
buried with his anceſtors in the church of Cheſter- in- the- 
Street, in the biſhoprick of Durham; and having married 
Frances (only daughter and heir of Sir Henry Jones, of Aſton, 
in com* Oxon, Knt. and of his wife Frances, daughter of 
Henry Bellaſis, Eſq; eldeſt fon of Thomas Lord Viſcount 
Fzuconberg) had iſſue ſeven ſons and four daughters:

1721, as well in his honours, as Lord-lieytenant and Cuſtos 
Rotulorum of he county of Northumberland, arid Lord- 
lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the town and county of 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne. On May 2, 1721, he ſtood proxy 
for Erneſt Auguſtus, Duke of York, at the baptiſm of the 
Duke of Cumberland ; and, on the Earl of Cadogan's ſuc- 
ceeding the Duke of Marlborough as Colonel. of the firſt 
regiment of foot guards, his Lordſhip was conſtituted Colonel 
of the ſecond regiment of foot-guards, June 22, 1722.

land, and Vice-admiral of the county of Durham. In 1733-4, 
he reſigned his poſt of Maſter of the horſe ; and departing 
this life, at his houſe in Groſvenor -ſquare, was interred in 
St, George's chapel, in Audley ſtreet, Feb. 4, 1739-40. 
Dying unmarried, his titles and eſtate deſcended to Sir Tho- 
mas Lumley Saunderſon, Knight of the Bath, his next bro- 
ther and heir. | 

Which Thomas, Earl of Scarborough, was appointed, Nov. 
28, 1721, his Majeſty's Envoy extraordinary and- Plenipo- 
tentiary to the King of Portugal ; where he demeaned himſelf 
with that honour and integrity, as won him the regard of that 
Monareh, and the love and eſteem of all his Majeſty's ſub- 
jects there. On June 8, 1723, obſerved as the birth-day 
of his then Majeſty, he gave a magnificent entertainment 
to the Nobility and foreign Miniſters: on July 6 follow- 
ing, he had audience of leave of their Portugueſe Majeſties, 
having obtained permiſſion to paſs into England, for the ſum- 
mer, on his private affairs. In the year 1724, being again in 
his embaſly in Portugal, on the birth-day of his Royal High- 
neſs the Prince of Wales, our late molt gracious Sovereign, 
he diſtinguiſhed himſelf on that occaſion; of which the fol- 
lowing account is given in our Gazette, Ne 6324 ; That 
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© he entertained the foreign Miniſters, Nobility of Porty: 
gal, and other perſons of diſtinction, at dinner. In the 
evening there was a concert of vocal and inſtrumental 
mulick, at which were a great appearance of Ladies, who 
were afterwards conducted to a fine collation, followed 
with a ball, that held till morning. The whole enter. 
tainment paſſed with a magnificence ſuitable to the oc- 
calion,” | rh a 
On June 17, 1725, he was inſtalled a Knight-companion 
of the moſt honourable order of the Bath. He was alſo ap- 
pointed, in May, 1738, Treaſurer of the houſhold to Fre- 
derick, Prince of Wales, and as ſuch walked at his funeral 
proceſſion, April 13, 1751. He was elected to parliament 
for the borough of Arundel, in Suſſex, in 1722, and re- 
turned one of the Knights for Lincolnſhire, in the parlia- 
ment ſummoned to meet at Weſtminſter, Novemb. 28, 1728, 
i alſo for the ſaid county in the next parliament, ſummoned to 
meet, June 13*, 1734. Enjoying the eſtate of James Saun- 
derſon, Earl of Caſtleton (who died without iſſue, May 24, 
1723) he, by act of parliament, took the ſurname of Saun- 
derſon, in purſuance of the will of the faid Earl. His Lord- 
ſhip married the Lady Frances, daughter of George Hamilton, 
Earl of Orkney (one of the Ladies of the bedchamber to her 
Royal Highneſs the Princeſs of Wales) by whom he had iſſue 
two ſons, Richard, now Earl of Scarborough, and the bo- 
nourable George Lumley, who died Dec. 11, 1739; alſo 
three daughters, Lady Anne; Lady Frances, married, in 
os 1753, to Peter, Earl of Ludlow, in Ireland; and 
ady Harriot, who died Nov. 6, 1747.

2 HE houſe of Naſſaw has produced heroes, allied to the 


greateſt Princes of Europe, and renowned both in the 
cabinet, and the field: but the brevity necdful for the work 
I am engaged in, not permitting me to treat farther than 
what immediately relates to the deſcent of this noble family, ] 
ſhall only obſerve, that Henry-ifrederick de Naftaw, Prince 
of Orange, and grandfather to William III. Prince of Orange, 
Stadtholder of the United Provinces, King of England, &c. 
had a natural ſon, Frederick de Naſſaw, whom he endowed 
with the Lordſhip of Zulciſtein, and who thereupon took that 
ſurname. . In 1669, the aforeſaid William, Prince of Orange, 
coming in the winter to the court of England, was accompanied 
by the ſaid Monſ. Zuleiſtein: on which DR Burnet * ob- 
ſerves, * That King Charles the ſecond tried the Prince in point 
* of rcligion (as the Prince told him) and ſpoke of all the pro- 
© teftants as a factious body broken among themſelves, ever 
© fince they had broken off from the main body; and wiſhed he 
would take more pains and look into things better, and not be 
© led by his Dutch blockheads. The Prince told all this to 
* Zulciſtein his natural uncle. They were both amazed at it, 
© and wondered how the King could truſt ſo great a ſecret, as 
© his being a papiſt. The Prince told me, he never ſpoke of 
© this to any other perſon, till after his death,” 

Monſ. Zuleiſtein was General of the foot, in the ſervice of 
the States-General, when his country was invaded by the 
French, in 1672. In that diſmal conjuncture, when the 
Prince of Orange was made Stadtholder, his firſt action was 
an attack on Naerden*, and, in order thereto, he detached 
General Zuleiſtein, to take quarters between Utrecht and 
Naerden, Whereupon the Duke of Luxemburgh marched 
the next day to relieve the betieged, and with between eight 
and nine thouſand men, fell on the quarter of General Zulcil- 
tein, but was repulſed with loſs, and forced to retire. The 
town was after battered, and reduced to ſuch extremities, that 
they ſent to capitulate. In which interval, the Duke of Lux- 
emburgh, having been reinforced, marched through waters, 
by the guide of ſome peaſants, and again attacked the quarters 
of General Zuleiſtein, and after a bloody and reſolute diſpute,

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the General was ſlain, Octob. 12, 1672, dying valiantly 
fighting e, and refuſing quarter from the enemy. 

He took to wife Mary (daughter of Sir William Killigrew, 
of the county of Cornwall, Bart. and Chamberlain to Queen 
Catharine, conſort of Charles II.) who came over with the 
Princeſs Mary, mother of King William. He had iſſue by 
her William-Henry, his ſon and heir, | 

Which William-Henry de Zuleiſtein was greatly confided 
in by the Prince of Orange, who ſent him to King James II. 
on the birth of the Prince of Wales, to congratulate him there- 
on, and to inform himſelf of the ſtate of the nation . Where- 
upon he brought him ſuch poſitive advices, and ſuch an aſſu- 
© rance of the invitation he had defired, that he was fully fixed 
© in his purpoſe to prepare for his intended expedition into Eng- 
© land,” And when the Prince embarked, he come over © in 
the ſame ſhip with him. And on his landing, marching with 
him to Windſor, he was ſent by him to King James at Fever- 
ſham f, to defire him to continue there or at Rocheſter, or ſet 
him at full liberty to go whitherſoever he pleaſed; but King 
James ſetting out before his arrival there, he miſled him on the 
way. However, on the King's return to Whitehall, three Lords 
being ſent by the Prince, with a meſſage to the King, for his 
remove from thence, he readily agreed thereto; and when they 
were gone from him as far as the Pet! one ur he ſent for 
them back again &, and told them, He had forgot to acquaint 
© them with his reſolutions before the meſſege came, to ſend my 
Lord Godolphin next morning to the Prince, to propoſe his 
going back to Rocheſter; finding by the meſſage Monſ. Zu- 
* leiftein was charged with, that the Prince had no mind he 
© ſhould be at London; therefore defired he might rather re- 
turn to Rocheſter, than go to any other place.“ Which being 
made known to the Prince, he conſented to it. | 

On Feb. 14, 1688-9, the day after King William and Quee 
Mary had been proclaimed, their Majeſties named their Privy- 
council, and at the ſame time filling up ſome of the chief 
officers of their court, Monſ. Zuleiſtein > was appointed Maſ- 
ter of the robes to his Majeſty. On Sept. 12, 1690, he was 
conſtituted * Lieutenant-general of horſe and foot, and ſerved 
both in Ireland and Flanders. At the battle of Landen, July 
29, 1693, where his * Majefty was in the utmoſt danger, his 
enemies ſurrounding him on all ſides, he diſtinguiſhed himſelf 
by his gallant behaviour, and was wounded and taken priſoner,

ful ſervices and eminent abilities, as alſo his near alliance in 


blood to him, was pleaſed to create him Baron of Enfield, in 
the county of Middleſex, Viſcount Tunbridge, in Kent, and 
Earl of Rochford, in the county of Eſſex, by letters patent, 
dated May 10, 1695, in the 7th year of his reigg. 
His Lordſhip conſtantly attended his royal maſter, on hi 
going over to Holland : and on that Prince's death, March 8, 
1701-2, he retired to his ſeat at Eaiton, in Suffolk (which, 
with the eſtate he had purchaſed of Sir William Wingfieldh) 


and ftaid in England to fettle his affairs, till the Jatter end 


of the ſummer, before he embarked for Holland, arriving 
at the Hague from England, Auguſt 23, 1702. Afterwards, 
for the moſt part of his life, he lived retired at Zuleiſtein; ex- 
cept in 1705, when his Lordſhip, with the Duke of Shrew. 
bury, and the Earl of Sunderland, took the advantage of a 
convoy, attending the Duke of Marlborough's patiage to 
England, and embarking on board the yacht, failed on Dec, 
27 from Brill, and arrived at St. James's the 3oth following, 
After which, I find no further mention of his Lordſhip, till 
his deceaſe, which was at Zuleiſtein, in! 1708.

"The eldeſt ſon, William Henry, Earl of Rochford, took 
early to arms, bring. in 1702, a volunteer in the expedition 
under the Duke of Ormond to Cadiz, and behaved with great 
gallantry, on the attack of the fort of Rodendallo; the takin 
whereof greatly contributed to the deſtroying the galleons 
at Vigo. Hen diſtinguiſhed himſelf by many brave actions, 
under the Duke of Marlborough, when Lord Viſcount Tun- 
bridge; particularly at the battle of Hochſtet, or Blenheim, 
Aug. 2, 1704; and was ſent by his Grace, to England, with 
the particulars of that glorious victory. 

In 1708, ning his father in his honours and eſtate, 
he came into England, and was conſtituted, May 10, 1710, 
Brigadier-general of her majeſty's forces; and being Colonel 
of a regiment of dragoons, -he went over to Spain ſoon after, 
where he ſerved that campaign, and was unfortunately killed

of Eſſex. In 1749, he was ſent Envoy-extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary to the King of Sardinia, where he reſided with 
great reputation. His Lordſhip took an opportunity, during 
his reſidence at Turin, to make a tour with his Lady, through 
the principal cities of Italy, in order to diſcover the diſpoſition 
of the ſeveral Italian courts, and arrived at Rome, April 5, 
1753. The year after, his Lordſhip having obtained a per. 
miſſion to return to England, for a few months, on his private 
affairs, had his audience of leave of his Sardinian majeſty, and 
all his royal —_— and with his Lady leaving Turin, March 
26, 1754, came by the way of Paris to England, landing at 
Dover, April 26 following : and on Sept. 5 enſuing, his Lord- 
ſhip embarked at Harwich for Holland, in his return to Turin, 
where it was intended his Lordſhip ſhould reſide ſometime 
longer ; but on the Earl of Albemarle's dying ſuddenly at 
Paris, an expreſs was ſent for him to return to England ; which 
he obeyed with great expedition; for notwithſtanding the 
inclemency of the ſeaſon, his Lordſhip leaving Turin, Feb, 
12, 1755, arrived at his houſe in Berkeley-fquare, on the2 8th 
of the ſame month. The next day his Lordſhip waited on 
his majeſty at St. James's, and was moſt graciouſly received : 
and the day after, March 2, the King, as a reward for his 
ſervices he had rendered during his miniftry at Turin, was 
graciouſly pleaſed to appoint his Lordſhip Groom of the Stole, 
and firſt Lord of his Bedchamber. Alſo, on the 11th of the 
ſame month, he was by his Majeſty's command, ſworn of his 
moſt honourable Privy Council, and took his place at the board 
accordingly : and on April 26 following was appointed one of 
the Lords Juſtices for the adminiſtration of the government, 
during his Majeſty's ſtay beyond the ſeas. On April 6, 1756, 
his Lordſhip was conſtituted Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotu- 
lorum of the county of Eſſex, and Vice- Admiral of the coaſts 
of the ſame county. In theſe three laſt offices he was conti- 
nued by his preſent Majeſty, as well as in the lift of Privy

Lanc. and Earl of Albemarle, a town and terri- 
tory in the dukedom of Normandy, heretofore belonging to 
Stephen the ſon of Odo, deſcended from the Earls of Cham- 
pagne, whom William the Conqueror made Earl of Albe- 
marle, as being the ſon of his half-ſiſter by the mother's fide, 
and gave to him, for the further maintenance of his eſtate, 
the territory of Holdernefle in Yorkſhire, And when his iſſue 
failed, the Kings of England honoured others, who had greatly 
deſerved of them, with the ſame title, tho' they had long ſince 
loſt their eſtate in Normandy. He was a Major-general, be- 
fore the year 1697; when his Majeſty, in his camp at Pro- 
melles, June 17, ordered the Earl of Albemarle, with a 
conſiderable detachment, to cover the left wing of the army, 
which foraged towards Lovain. 

In the year 1699, on the reſignation of the Earl of Scar- 
borough, he was conſtituted Colonel of the firſt troop of horſe- 
2 On July 14, 1699, he introduced the Sieur Galelky,

His Lordſhip having waited on the Queen, and being deeply 
affected with the death of his royal maſter, retired to his na- 
tive country, and on his arrival in Holland, took his place, as 
a member of the Nobles, in the aſſembly of the States-general. 
In 1702, he was declared General of the Dutch forces; 
and taking his leave of the States-general at the Hauge, Augult 
Þ one the army on the 7th. 4 
 ln1705, he came into England, and attending on the Queen, 
when ſhe viſited the univerſity of Cambridge, he was, on April 
16, created Doctor of Laws there. He returned to Holland 
ſoon after; and on June 11, left the Hague to join the army 
under Monſteur Auberquerque; being alſo that year at the. 
forcing of the French Tines near Tirlemont, July 18, N. 8. 
He was at the battle of Ramellies, May 23, N. S. next 
year, and took up his winter quarters at I;ruffels. On April 
20, 1708, the States-general declared his Lordſhip General 
of horſe; and on July 11, that year, he was in the memorable 
battle of Oudenard ; and ſoon after, Auguſtus King of Poland, 
and the Landgrave of Heſſe-Caſſel, arriving in the camp at 
Helchin, the Duke of Marlborough entertained them, Auguſt 
19, with the review of the firſt line of his army; after which 
they dined with the Earl of Albemarle, At the ſiege of 
Liſte, the Duke of Mariborough having advice that thirty 
of the enemies ſquadrons were marched, through Tournay, 
to intercept a convoy of ammunition, ſent out from Bruſ- 
ſelz for the fiege, the Earl of Albemarle was immediately 
ordered to march with the like number of ſquadrons towards 
Gramont, for ſecurity of that convoy, and to take a 1000 
horſe more from nan; neceſiary, And accordingly 
& 2 | h1s 
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his Lordſhip brought the convoy ſafe to Menin, and joined 
the army Sept. 12. After which, the French inveſting Bruſ- 
ſels, during the ſiege of Lifle, the Duke of Marlborough, 
having paiſed the Scheld to its relief, raiſed the ſiege: but en- 
countering with a party of the enemy, under M. de Hautefort, 
Nov. 28, 1708, his Lordſhip's horſe was ſhot under him. In 
1710, he had her Majeſty's leave to diſpoſe of his troop of 
horſe-guards, which, by her favour, he had hitherto kept; and 
accordingly (for a valuable conſideration) by agreement be- 
tween him and the Earl of Portland, the Queen conferred it 
on that Earl, who was afterwards created Duke of Portland, 
On Aug. 27, 1711, the Earl of Albemarle, with nine batta- 
lions and 1100 horſe, conducted the ſecond convoy of ammu- 
nition and artillery to the ſiege of Bouchain: and commanding 
at the battle of Denain, July 24, 1712, N. S. was made priſoner, 
but ſoon releaſed. Prince Eugene, arriving at the Hague, 
on Nov. 2 following, took up his abode in his Lordſhip's 
houſe, till one he had taken was fitted up, for the winter 
ſeaſon. On the demiſe of Queen Anne, Aug. 1, 1714, his 
Lordſhip was ſent by the States-general to Hanover, to con- 
gratulate her ſucceſſor on his happy acceſſion to the crown of 
theſe realms : and, after his return, was one of thoſe No- 
blemen deputed by their High Mightineſſes, to receive the 
King, and his Royal Highneſs the Prince, in September, on 
the frontiers of the United Provinces. His Lordſhip had alſo 
the honour to entertain them at his fine ſeat at Voorſt ; and 
in October, that year, when the Princeſs of Wales (the late 
Queen Caroline) came from Hanover, ſhe was received and 
attended by his Lordſhip to Rotterdam, where ſhe embarked 
for England. In 17516, his Lordſhip continuing his inſtances 
in favour of ſuch of the Swifs, in the Dutch ſervice, who 
were not on the foot of {tipulation, with any of the Cantons, 
they were, by his endeavours, kept in their ſervice, the batta- 
lion, of which he was Colonel, being of that number. In 
1717, he was nominated by the Nobles of Holland, to com- 
pliment the Czar Peter on his arrival; and he was received 
and complimented by his Lordſhip, at Amſterdam *, Auguſt 2, 


1717. 


His Lordſhip was a member of the Nobles of Holland, as 


alſo Deputy Foreſter of that province, General of the horſe, 


and of Swiſſers, in the ſervice of the States-general, Governor 


of Boiſleduc, Colonel of a regiment of carabiniers, and of a 
regiment of Swifters ; and departed this life, very much re- 


- gretted, in the 48th year of his age, at the Hague, on May

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20. N. S. 1718. Be married, in Holland, in the year 1701, 
Ifabella, ſecond daughter of S. Gravemoor, General of th- 
forces of the States-general; who, ſurviving bis Lordſhip. 
died at the Hague, Dec. 2, 1741; and by whom he had an 
only ſon, born at Whitehall, June 5, 1702, who had the 
names of William-Anne, from her Majeſty Queen Anne, 
who honoured him with ſtanding godmother in perſon; alſo a 


daughter named Sophia, born at Tournay, on July 2, 1711, 


married to ſohn Thomas, Eſq; brother to Sir Edmund Tho- 
mas, of Wenyoe-caſtle, in Glamorganſhire, Bart. 

Which William-Anne, ſecond Earl of Albemarle, having 
been educated in Holland, returned into England in the 16th 
year of his age; and was, by George I. on Aug. 25, 1717, 
. conſtituted Captain of a company, with the rank of Lieute- 
nant-colonel, in the firſt regiment of foot-guards. In Jan. 
1722, he went back to his A in Holland; and on 
June 13, that year, was viſited at his fine ſeat at Voorſt, in 
Guelderland, by the Biſhop of Munſter. In October, 1722, 
his Lordſhip was declared one of the Lords of the bedeham- 
ber to the Prince of Wales. In 1725, he was made one of 
the Knights-companions of the moſt honourable order of the 
Bath. And on March 31,1727, was appointed Aid de Camp 
to the King. On his late Majeſty's acceiion to the throne, 
June 11, 1727, he was continued in his place of Lord of 
the bedchamber ; and on Nov. 22, 1731, the command of 
the 29th regiment of foot, then at Gibraltar, was conferred 
on him. On Dec. 8, the ſame year, his Lordſhip (with other 
Peers) attended Francis-Stephen, Duke of Lorrain (the pre- 
ſent Emperor of Germany) to Greenwich, where he em- 
barked, in the Fubbs yacht, for Holland, after reſiding ſome 
time at our court. On June 4, 1733, he was conſtituted 
Captain and Colonel of the third troop of horſe-guards ; and 
Governor of Virginia, on Sept. 26,1737. On July 2, 1739, 
he was made a Brigadier-general; and on Feb. 20, 1741, he 
was conſtituted Major-general of his Majeſty's forces. On 
April 14, 1742, his Lordſhip was appointed commander of 
thoſe forces then ordered to the Netherlands, whereof John 
Earl of Stair, Field-marſhal, was to take the command; and 
they arrived ſafely at Oſtend on May 21 following. On Aug. 
29, the ſame year, his Lordſhip again commanding the troops 
ſent to the 8 got into Oſtend, with moſt of, the 
ſhips, though with great difficulty, being in a violent gale of 
wind, On Feb. 26, 1742-3, he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-general, 'and in that command, behaved with great 
gallantry at the battle of Og, June 27, N. S. 1743:

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His Lordſhip made the campaign in 1744, with Marſhal 
Wade: and in 1745, when his Royal Highneſs, the Duke 
commanded, was in the battle of Fontenoy, where he waz 
wounded. On April 16, 174%, he had the command of the 
right wing at the battle of Culloden; and on his Royal High- 
neſs's leaving Scotland, he was conſtituted General and Com. 
mander in chief of all his Majeſty's forces there, Auguſt 23, 
1746; on which day his Lordſhip arrived at Edinburgh, hay- 
ing marched with the troops under his command, from Fort 
Auguſtus, on the 1 3th before, and ſettled them in their quar- 
ters at Perth and Stirling. On July 2, N. S. 1747, he was 
with his Royal Highneſs in the battle of Vall; in the account 
whereof, oubliſhed in our Gazettes, it is recited, that the 
Earl of Albemarle did all that could be expected from an 
officer, as the behaviour of the Britifh infantry (then under 
kis command) ſhewed. In 1748, he again went over with 
his Royal Highneſs; and ſoon after the concluſion of the 
peace, bis Lordſhip was appointed Ambaſſador and Plcnipo- 
tentiary to the French court; being then General in chief ef 
the forces in Scotland. On July 12, 1750, he was inſtalled, 
at Windſor, a Knight of the moſt noble order of the Garter, 
by his proxy, Sir Charles Eggleton, Knt. and afterwards 
coming into England, was, July 12, 1751, ſworn of his 
Majeſty's moſt honourable Privy-council, and took his place 
at the board accordingly, being then Groom of the Stole to 
his Majeſty. On March 30, 1752, he was appointed one of 
the Lords Juſtices, during his Majeſty's abode in his German 
dominions. 

His Lordſhip, whilſt Ambaſſador at the French court, lived 
very magnificently; but being ſuddenly taken ill, departed 
this life at Paris, Dec. 22, 1754, and his body being landed 
at the T ower, on Monday, Feb. 19, 1755, was on Wedneſday 
following privately buried in South-Audley-ſtreet chapel, near 
Groſvenor-ſquare. 

The French King ſhewed his eſteem for his Lordſhip, by 
ſending to Monſ.*Ruvigni de Coſne, Secretary of the N. 
from an. at Paris, his picture ſet with diamonds, to be 
preſented to the preſent Earl of Aibemarle, which he intended 
for the late Earl, had not death cariied him off befofe he had 
Aniſhed his ambaſſy. 

His Lordſhip, on Feb. 21, 1722-3, was married at Ca- 
verſham (a ſeat of the Earl of Cadogan} near Reading, to 
the Lady Anne, daughter of Charles Lennox, firſt Duke of 
Richmond, Lennox, and Aubigny ; and by her Ladyſhip (who 
was one of the Ladies of the bedchamber to her late Majeſty) 
Had iſſue 8 ſons, and 7 daughters.

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1. George, Lord Viſcount Bury, now Earl of Albemarle. 
2. Auguſtus, brought up in the ſea-ſervice, who was with 
Commodore Anſon d in the South-ſeas; and at the taking the 
town of Paita, where he was in great danger; having on a 
jockey cap, one fide of the peak was ſhaved off cloſe to his 
temple by a cannon ball, which however did him no other 
injury. On Dec. 11, 1744, he was made Captain of one of 
his Majefty's ſhips, and during the remainder of the war, took 
ſeveral of the enemy's privateers. In 1751, he was Commo- 
dore of a ſquadron in the Mediterranean; and on May 1, 
that year, failed from fort St. Philip's, in the iſland of Mi- 
norca, to ſettle the differences between the Engliſh merchants 
and the Dey of Algiers. On his arrival, the Dey acknow- 
ledged to him, That one of his officers had been guilty of 
n very great fault, which tended to embroil him with his 
£ chiefeft and beſt friends; wherefore he ſhould never more 
© ſerve him by fea or land, and hoped the King, his maſter, 
would look on it as the action of a fool or madman, and 
© he would take care nothing ſhould happen again in the like 
© nature, that they may be better friends than ever. Which 
declaration was ſent to England, and publiſhed by order of the 
Lords of the Admiralty, May 22, 1751. He alſo concluded 
treaties with the ſtates of Tripoly, and Tunis; and before 
the end of the year 1752, he arrived at Portfnouth, from the 
Metiterranean, with all the ſhips under his command, having 
been upwards of three years on that ſtation. Se 
This gallant ſeaman, having further fignalized himſelf by 
his courage and conduct upon every occaſion, after the rupture 
with France in 1755, was pitched upon to conduct the ſecond 
expedition againſt the iſland of Goree, on the weſtern coaſt 
of Africa, being at the ſame time inveſted with the command 
of the land-forces deftined ſor that enterprize, conſiſting of 
the ſecond battalion of George Lord Forbes's regiment (76th) 
of foot, on the Iriſh eftabliſhment: and, after ſeveral delays 
and misfortunes, arriving off the ſaid iſland on Dec. 28, 1758, 
employed his time ſo well, that Mr. St. Jean, the French Go. 
vernor, with the garriſon, ſurrendered at diſcretion the next 
day. Commodore Keppel, having ſent off the French cap- 
tives, and placed a ſufficient number of Britiſh troops for the 
defence of the iſland, under Major Newton, departed, on 
Jan. 12, 1759, for Senegal (which had been reduced by 
Commodore Marſh, and Major Maſon, in May preceding, 
before their unſucceſsful attempt upon Gorce) and there rein- 
forced the garriſon, leaving Lieutenant- colonel Richard

on June 6, Sir George appointed Mr. Keppel to remain,

\ The conqueſt of Belleiſle being concerted, Commodore 
Keppel got the command of the ſquadron appointed for the 
cover of the ſiege; and failing from Spithead on March 29, 
1761, contributed, by his prudence and bravery, not only to 


making good the landing . of the troops in that month, but 


alſo to the reduction of the citadel of Palais, the capital of 
that iſland, on June 7 following ; the military operations at 


which did infinite honour to the beſiegers and beſieged.

miralty, dated July 14, and Aug. 19, acquainted their Lord- 


ſuips, that Cemmodore Keppel executed the duty entruſted

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COVENTRY, Earl of Coventry. 


HE firſt of the name of Coventry, that T meet with, 
was Henry Coventry, * Sheriff of London, in 1260, 45 
Hen, III. But as Sir William Dugdale, and other of our 
antiquaries, agree, the preſent Earl of Coventry is deſcended 
from William Coventry, of the city of Coventry, whoſe ſon 
John Coventry, being a mercer of London, and of an opulent 
fortune, was Sheriff thereof, > with Robert Whittingham, in 
1416, 4 Hen. V. and Lord Mayor of London in 1425, 4 
Hen. VI. He was © one of the executors of Richard Whit- 
tingham, who was four times Mayor of London; and who 
having begun to build Newgate, and the Library of the Grey- 
Friars at Chriſt church, London, with chat at Guildhall, they 
were all finiſhed by his three executors, 

This John Coventry is much * commended, in our chroni- 
cles, for his diſcreet carriage in the debate betwixt Humphry, 
Duke of Glouceſter, and Henry Beaufort, Biſhop of Win- 
cheſter ; and lies buried in the church of St. Mary-le-Bow in 
Cheapſide, London, © where a monument was erected to his 
memory, with this inſcription, much to his commendation,

The 
Earl of Clarendon, in his hiſtory of the Rebellion, ſays of 
him, „ That he diſcharged all the offices he went through, 
« with great abilities, and ſingular reputation of integrity;

reputation (and ſure juſtice was never better adminiſtred) for 
© the ſpace of about fixteen years, even to his death, ſome 
«© months before he was ſixty years of age :* © Which was 
© another important circumſtance of his felicity; that great 
© office being ſo ſlippery, that no man had died in it before for 
© near the ſpace of forty years: nor had his ſucceſſors for ſome 
time after him much better fortune. And he himſelf had uſe 
© of all his ſtrength and ſkill {as he was an excellent wreſtler 
© in this kind) to preſerve himſelf from —_— two ſhocks : 
the one given him by the Earl of Portland, Lord High-trea-. 
© ſurer of England; the other by the Marquis of Hamilton, 
* who had the greateſt power over the affections of the King, 
* of any man of that time. | | 
© He was a man of wonderful gravity and wiſdom ; and 
* underſtood not only the whole ſcience and myſtery of the 
law, at leaſt equally with any man who had ever fat in that 
place; but had a clear conception of the whole policy of the 
government both of church and ſtate ; which, by the unſkil- 
* fulneſs of ſome well-meaning men, juſtled each the other 
too much. 

He knew the temper, diſpoſition, and genius of the king- 
dom moſt exactly; ſaw their ſpirits grow every day more 
* ſturdy, inquiſitive and impatient : and therefore naturally 
' abhorred all innovations; which, he foreſaw, would produce 
tuinous effects. Yet many, who ſtood at a diſtance, thought 
he was not active and ſtout enough in oppoſing thoſe inno- 
* ations: For though by his place he preſidæd in all public 
councils, and was moſt ſharp ſighted in the conſequence of 
things; yet he was ſeldom known to ſpeak in matters of 
tate, which, he well knew, were, for the moſt part, con- 
' cluded before they were brought to that public agitation : 
' never in foreign affairs; which the vigour of his judgment 
could well have comprehended : nor indeed freely in any

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© thing, but what immediately and plainly concerned the juſ- 
© tice of the kingdom; and in that, as much as he could, he 
© procured references to the Judges. Though in his nature he 
* had not only a firm gravity, but a ſeverity and even ſome 


© morolity; yet it was ſo happily tempered, and his Courteſy 
© and affability towards all men 2 tranſcendent, and ſo much 
without affectation, that it marvellouſly recommended him 
© to men of all degrees; and he was looked upon as an ex- 
© cellent courtier, without receding from the native ſimplicity 
© of his own manners. | 
He had in the plain way of ſpeaking and delivery, without 


© much ornament of elocution, a ſtrange power of making 


© himſelf believed (the only juſtifiable deſign of eloquence) ſo | 


© that though he uſed very frankly to deny, and would never 
©« ſuffer any man to depart from him with an opinion that he 
was inclined to gratify, when in truth he waz not; holding 
© that diflimulation to be the worſt of lying: yet the manner 


© of it was fo gentle and obliging, and his condeſcenſion ſuch, 


* to inform the perſons whom he could not ſatisfy, that few 
© departed from him with ill-will and ill- wiſhes. 
© But then this happy temper, and thoſe good faculties, ra- 
© ther preſerved him from having many enemies, and ſupplied 
© him with ſome well-wiſhers, than furniſh him with any 
© faſt and unſhaken friends, who are always procured in courts 
by more ardour and more vehement profeſſions and applica- 
© tions than he would ſuffer himſelf to be entangled with: ſo 
© that he was a man rather exceedingly liked, than paſſionately 
© loved; inſomuch that it never appeared that he had any one 
© friend in the court, of quality enough to prevent or divert 
© any diſadvantage he might be expoſed to. And therefore it 
is no wonder, nor to be imputed to him, that he retired 
within himſelf as much as he could; and ſtood upon his de- 
fence, without making deſperate ſallies againſt growing mil- 
chiefs; which, he knew well, he had no power to hinder, 
and which might probably begin in his own ruin. To con- 
© clude; his ſecurity conſiſted very much in his having but lit- 
© tle credit with the King; and he died in a ſeaſon the moſt 
© opportune, in which a wiſe man would have prayed to have

Coventry aſked, « Whether did the King's pleaſure lie among 


© the men, or the women that acted ?* This was carried with 
great indignation to the court. It was ſaid, This was the 
? firſt time that the King was perſonally reflected on: If it 
* was paſſed over, more of the ſame kind would follow; and 
© it would grow a faſhion to talk ſo. It was therefore fit to 
© take ſuch ſevere notice of this, that no body ſhould dare to 
© talk at that rate for the future.” The Duke of York told 
Biſhop Burnet, He faid all he could to the King to divert 
him from the reſolution he took; which was to ſend ſome of 
© the guards, and watch in the ſtreets where Sir John lodged, 
and leave a mark upon him.“ The fact, by bills of indict- 
ment, was found to be commited by Sir Thomas Sandys, Knt, 
Charles Obryan, Eſq; Simon Parry and Miles Reeves, who 
were fled from juſtice, not daring to abide a legal trial. A; 
Coventry was going home, they drew about bim; he ſtood 
* up to the wall, and ſnatched the flambeau out of his ſer- 
vant's hands ; and with that in one hand, and his ſword in 
the other, he defended himſelf ſo well, that he got credit by 
it, He wounded ſome of them; but was ſoon difarmed, 
and then they cut his noſe to the bone, to teach him (as they 
ſaid) to remember what reſpect he owed to the King; and 
ſo they left him. and went back to the Duke of Monmouth's, 
where Obryan's arm was dreſſed : That matter was executed 
by orders from the Duke of Monmouth; for which he was 
ſeverely cenſured, becauſe he lived then in profeſſions of 
friendſhip with Coventry; fo that his ſubjection to the King 
was not thought an excuſe for directing ſo vile an attempt 
on his friend, without ſending him - ſecret notice of what 
was deſigned. Coventry had his noſe ſo well needled up, 
that the ſcar was ſcarce to be diſcerned, This put the houſe 
of Commons into a furious uproar : They paſſed a bill of 
baniſhment againſt the actors of it; and put a clauſe in it, 
that it ſhould not be in the King's power to pardon them; 
and that it ſhould be death to maim any perſon. This gave 
great advantages to all thoſe that oppoſed the court; and 
was often remembered, and much improved by all the angry 
men of thoſe times.” He died unmarried, and endowed an 
hoſpital at Wiveliſcomb in com' Somerſet, for twelve poor 
ople. |

Henry Coventry, third ſon, of the ſecond marriage, had 
his education in All-ſouls college in Oxford, where he was 
created both > Maſter of Arts, and Batchelor of Law. He after- 
wards © ſuffered greatly for his loyalty during the rebellion ; 
ſo that ſoon after the reſtoration of Charles II. he was made 
one of the Grooms of his bed-chamber, and on September 4, 
1664, ſent Envoy Extraordinary to Sweden, where he conti- 
nued near two years, arriving at Whitehall on June 21, 1666. 
The year following, he and Denzil Lord Hollis were ſent 
Ambaſſadors Extraordinary to Breda, where they concluded a 
peace with France, Denmark, and the States-General. In 
the year 1671, he went again Ambaſſador to Sweden ; and on 
his return from thence, was on July 3, the year following, 
conſtituted one of his Majeſty's principal Secretaries of State, 
and ſworn of the Privy-council; in which eminent office he 
behaved himſelf with much honour and integrity; but declin- 
ing in his health thro' the neceſſary fatigue of that employment, 
of which this public notice was given in the Gazette, N. 41853 
Whitehall, Feb. 11, 1679, His Majeſty was, this afternoon, 
pleaſed to declare in council, that Mr. Secretary Coventry 
has long ſolicited him, on account of his infirmity of body; 
for his leave to reſian his place of one of his principal Secreta- 
ries of State; that his Majeſty had at laſt been prevailed upon 
togrant it, though with ſome unwillingneſs, becauſe of the 
great ſatisfaction his Majeſty had always had in his. ſervices ; 
and that his intention was he ſhould ever continue in his Privy- 
council, After this, he never accepted of any public employ- 
ment, but lived retired to his death, which was at his houſe 
in the Hay- Market, near Charing- Croſs, in Weſtminſter, on 
December 7, 1686, in the 68th year of his age, and unmar- 
ned; leaving his eſtate to Henry Coventry, Eſq; brother to 
William Earl of Coventry, and to his nephew Mr, James 
Thynne: Alſo by his will (which bears date, September 16; 
1686) bequeaths his lands in Hampton- Lovet, in com? Wivorn, 
tothe burgefſes of Droitwich, for the erecting and maintaining 
in hoſpital for twenty-four poor people.

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William, the youngeſt ſon, in 1642, at 16 years of age «, 
became a Gentleman-commoner of Queen's-college in Oxford; 
and after he had continued there ſome time, he travelled be- 
yond the ſeas, and at his return, adhering to Charles II. was 
made ſecretary to the Duke of York, alſo ſecretary to the 
Admiralty; and elected a burgeſs for the town of Great Yar. 
mouth in Norfolk, to the parliament which met at Weſtminſter, 
May 8, 1661; and alſo to that parliament which was ſum. 
moned in 1678. In 1663, he was created Doctor of the 
civil-law at the univerſity of Oxford. He was ſworn of the 
Privy- council, and received the honour of Knighthood on June 
26, 1665, and made one of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury 
on May 24, 1667; being, as Biſhop Burnet relates, A 
* 'man of great notions and eminent virtues ; the belt ſpeaker 
© in the houſe of Commons, and capable of bearing the chief 
© miniſtry, as it was once thought he was very near it, and 
< deſerved it more than all the reſt did.“ However, as he 
was too honeſt to engage in the deſigns of that reign, and 
quarrelling with the Duke of Buckingham, a challenge paſſed 
between them; upon which he was forbid the court, and 
retired to Minſter-Lovel, near Whitney, in Oxfordſhire, where 
he gave himſelf up to a religious and private courſe of life, 
without accepting of any employment, tho' he was afterwards 
offered more than once the beft poſts in the court, He died 
unmarried at Somerhill, near Tunbridge-wells, in Kent 
(where he had went for the benefit of the waters, being afflid- 
ed with the gout in the ſtomach) and was buried at Penſhurlt, 
in the ſame county, under a monument erected to his memory; 
and the inſcription recites, that he died the gth calends of July 
1686 (June 23) aged 60. By his laſt will he gave 20001. 
for the relief of the French proteſtants then lately come 
into England, and baniſhed their country for the ſake of 
their religion; alſo 30001. for the redemption of captives 
from Algiers, 

I now return to Thomas, 2d Lord Coventry, only ſon and 
heir of Thomas Lord Coventry, Lord-keeper of the Great- 
ſeal of England, by his firſt wife. He married Mary, daughter 
to Sir William Craven, Knt. and ſiſter to William Earl of 
Craven, by whom he had iſſue two ſons; George his ſuc- 
ceſſor, and Thomas the firſt Earl of Coventry. She died in 
childbed, in the 2gth year of her age, on October 18, 1034: 
and his Lordſhip continued a widower to his death, which hap” 
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ed in the 55th year of his age, at his houſe in Lincoln's- 

Fan-Fields, London, on October 27, 1661, and was buried 

at Croome-d'Abitot by his Lady, where a monument is erected 
to their memory, with theſe inſcriptions.

HE name of this family, variouſly written Villers, Vi. W 

E liers, Vileres, Vylers, &c. is doubtleſs deſcended of the old 
ancient noble houſe of Villers“, Seigniours of Lile-Adam, in 21 
Normandy, and came into England at the time of the conqueſt, ] 


in 1066 ; for ſoon after, Pagan de Villers was Lord of Croſby, 
in com” Lanc. and was alio poſſeſſed of Newbold, in com” 
Nottingh. which his poſterity held till the reign of Edw. III. 
But Croſby went * away to the Molineuxes, by Beatrix, a 
daughter and heir of the elder line, married, about the time 
of King John, to * Robert Molineux, of Sefton, in Lanca. 
ſhire, from whom deſcended the Lord Viſcount Molineux, 
of Ireland, and Sir Charles Molineux, of Teyerſall, in 
Nottinghamſhire, Bart. This Pagan was a witneſs to the 
foundation-charter of Roger of Poictou to the monaſtery of 
Lancaſter, and flouriſhed in the reign of William II. and 
Hen. I. Gilbert de Villers, probably fon of Pagan, © and 
William Villers, were witneſſes, with Roger, Biſhop of Cheſ- 
ter, to a. charter of Robert, ſon of Nicholas de Stafford. 
After him, I meet with- another Gilbert Villers, to whom 
King John, in the 2d year of his reign, granted, for homage 
and ſervice, all the mediety which he poſſeſſed in the vicarage 
and mill of Meſnacel. 

Cotemparary with him was Roger, or rather Robert, living

I. he 
impleaded Andrew de Nevil for the manour of Riggeſby, &c.

Of this family alſo was Benedict le Vilar, who died ſeized 
of the manours of Borſhal and Brehall, of the honour of 
Wallingford, leaving John his ſon and heir, then three years 
old, as * appears by inquiſition in com* Bucks, taken in 20 and 
21 Edw.

George Villers, his ſon and heir (aged 14 years at his father's 
death) who was Sheriff of Leiceſterſhire in 1591, 33 Eliz. and 
having received the honour of Knighthood, departed this life 
Jan. 4, 1605-6, 3 Jac. I. He was ſeized of the manours of 
Brokeſyy, Howby, Godby-Marward, and the grange of 
Godby, which he ſettled, with. the capital meſſuage called 
the farm of Howby, on his firſt wife and her iſſue male by 
him, &c. And being likewiſe ſeized in all the tythes of her- 
hage, grain and bay, and all other tythes ariſing in Cadewell, 
and Wikeham in com' Leiceſt. he ſettled the ſame on himſelf 


by his 2d wife) and their heirs male; remainder to his own 


His firſt wife was Audrey, daughter and heir to William 


Sanders, of Harrington in com* Northamp. Eſq; which Lady 

died May 1, 1587, 29 Eliz. and had by him three daughters; 

Elizabeth, married to John Lord Butler of Bramfield ; Anne, 

toSir William Waſhington of Pakington in com' Leic. and 
| Frances, who died unmarried : alſo two ſons, Sir William, 
hereafter mentioned, and Sir Edward Villers, Knt. who was 
preſident of Munſter in Ireland ; and from him are deſcended 
the Viſcounts and Earls of Grandiſon, of the ſurname of 
Villiers; as alſo the preſent Earl of Jerſey. The ſecond wife 
to dir George Villers was Mary, daughter to Anthony Beau- 
mont, of Glenheld in com' Leiceſt. Eſq; a younger fon of 
William Beaumont of Cole-Orton, in the ſame county : and 
the aid Elizabeth, ſurviving him, was created Counteſs of Buck- 
ingham, in 16 Jac. I. and became, ſecondly, wife to Sir Wil- 
lam Rayner ; and laſtly to Sir Thomas Compton, Knight of 
the Bath, and brother to William iſt Earl of Northampton. 
vir George had iſſue by her a daughter Sufan, married to Wil- 
lam Fielding, Earl of Denbigh, and anceſtor to the preſent 
Lal; and three ſons, 1. John, created Baron Villers of Stoke, 
ad /iſcount Purbeck, and by Frances his wife, daughter to 
Mc Edward Coke, Lord Chief Juſtice, had a ſon Robert, at 
Waoſe death, thoſe titles became extinct, for want of iſſue : 
L George, who was at length, Duke and Marquis of Buck- 
vztam, Ear! of Coventry, Viſcount Villers, &c. Knight of 
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the Gatter, and a favourite of two ſucceſſive Kings, viz. James J. 
and Charles I. and was the greateſt ornament and glory of his 
family: 3. Chriſtopher, youngeſt ſon, who was, on Sept. 2 
1623, 21 Jac. I. created Earl of Angleſey and Baron of Da. 
ventry, whoſe ſon Charles Earl of Angleſey died without iſſue 
anno 1659, leaving Suſan his ſiſter and heir, who was mar. 
ried to Thomas Savile Earl of Suſſex. 
Sir William Villiers of Brookeſby, Bart. (the eldeft fon of 
Sir George, by his firſt wife) was Sheriff of Leiceſter, in 5 
Jac. I. and created a Baronet on July 19, 1619, 17 Jac. I. which 
became extinct in his grandſon Sir William Villiers, Bart. who 
died without iſſue on February 27, 1 7 I, aged 67 years; 
having fold the manour of Brookeſby to Sir Nathan Wright, 
But foraſmuch as George Duke of Buckingham, before- 
mentioned, was the principal advancer of his family to the 
honours before recited ; I ſhall, from proper vouchers, give an 
account of his riſe, and of the principal actions of his life x, 
He was born at his father's ſeat of Brookeſby on Auguſt 28, 
1592, and having at home been educated according to his 
genius, in the courtly accompliſhments of fencing, dancing, 
and the like ornaments of youth, he at the age of 18 years, 
for his further improvement, travelled into France, from 


. whence, after three years abode, he returned into England, 


It was about this time that Robert Ker, Earl of Somerſet, 
began to decline in the favour of James I. a Prince of more 
learning and knowledge than any other of that age, and who 
really delighted in books, and in converſation of learned men; 
yet it was obſerved, of all wiſe men living, he was the moſt 
delighted and taken with handſome perſons and fine clothes; 
ſo that Mr. Villers no ſooner appeared at court, than the grace- 
fulneſs of his perſon recommended him to the King's eſteem. 
He firſt entertained him (ann. 1613) as his Cup-bearer at 
large, and the following ſummer admitted him in ordinary ; 
which place adminiſtred frequent occaſions of his being in the 
King's preſence, and thereby he became a partaker in that 
converſation and diſcourſe, with which King James always 
abounded at his meals. 


He acted very few weeks in that ſtation before he was | 


mounted higher, and in one day (viz. on April 23, 1615) 
both knighted and made one of the Gentlemen of the bed- 
chamber. Soon after this, it luckily, for his advancement, 
fell out, that the Earl of Somerſet had been concerned, or at 
leaſt privy to a horrible murther (the poiſoning of Sit Tho- 
mas Overbury) on which both he and his wife, after a trial by 


x Reliquz Wettonianz, p. 74+ & Clarend, hift, of the rebellion. 
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their Peers, were condemned to die. Whereby, being with- 
out a rival in the King's affections, he was preſently advanced 
to new honours, and became the moſt abſolute favourite to 
two Kings that ever this nation beheld. In the year 1616, he 
was made Maſter of the horſe, Knight of the Garter, and cre- 
ated Baron of Whaddon, and Viſcount Villiers, on Auguſt 27, 
that year: alſo on January 5, 1616- 17s he was made Earl of 
Buckingham, and on the ſucceeding New-Year's Day was ad- 
yanced to the title of Marquis of Buckingham. On Jan. 30. 
1617-18, he was made Lord High Admiral, and ſhortly after, 
Chief Juſtice in Eyre of all the parks and foreſts ſouth of 
Trent, Maſter of the King's-Bench office, High- Steward of 
Weſtminſter, and Conſtable of Windſor-Caſtle. 

With theſe great honours and as great employments, he was 
likewiſe the ſole diſpenſer of the King's favours, ſo that he 
exalted all his own numerous family and dependants. And 
tho' he was a perſon of a moſt flowing courteſy, and of great 
affability to all men, yet at firſt he ſo failed in duty to Charles 
Prince of Wales, that his Highneſs conceived great indignation 
againſt him, which he had the art thoroughly to remove; and 
entirely fixed himſelf in favour, by being the ſole contriver of 
that extraordinary journey into Spain, in 1623, by Prince 
Charles and himſelf. The Spaniards diſreliſhed him for the 
great familiarity he uſed towards the Prince; which, together 
with his perſonal animoſity againſt the Duke of Olivares, the 
ſole favourite at the Spaniſh court, was one reaſon that this 
journey entirely diſſolved the Spaniſh match ſo many years in 
agitation. During his abode in Spain, he added to his other 
titles thoſe of Earl of Coventry, and Duke of Buckingham, 

patent dated May 18, 1623, 21 Jac. I. and on his return 
thence, he was made Lord Warden of the Cinque-Ports, 
Steward of the manor of Hampton-Court. 
he Prince's arrival in England brought not only infinite 
delight to the King, but was accompanied with the moſt uni- 
verſal rejoicing over the whole kingdom, that the nation had 
ever been acquainted with; in which the Duke had fo full a 
harveſt, that the imprudence and preſumption of carrying the 
Prince into Spain was totally forgotten, or not remembered 
with any reference to him; and the high merit, and incftima- 
dle obligation, in bringing him home, was magnified and cele- 
brated by all men in all places : Yet our hiſtorians obſerve, the 
concluſion of this journey was ſo contrary to the King's incli- 
nations, that he never after really affected the Duke, but re- 
tained as ſharp a memory of it, as his nature was capable of. 
This indiſpoſition of the King towards him was exceedingly 
ucreaſed during the ſitting o, the parliament, after ihe Prince's 
Vo 1. IV, * ti ; 
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return out of Spain, in which the Duke endeavoured to ap- 
pear very popular; and having gained the leading men of 
both houſes to eſpouſe his intereſts, he engaged the King 
in a war with Spain, and totally ruined the Earl of Middle- 
ſex, Lord High Treaſurer of England, who preſuming on 


the wes 5 diſpleaſure againſt him, had dared to diſpute his 


commands, | 
At theſe things, though the King inwardly repined, yet he 


was ſo far from thinking fit to manifeſt it (except in whiſpers to 
very few men) that the Duke executed afterwards: the ſame 
authority in conferring all favours and graces, and in reveng- 
ing himſelf on thoſe who had manifeſted any unkindneſs to- 
wards him; inſomuch as he prevailed with the King to reſtrain 
the Earl of Briſtol (againſt whom he had a particular diſlike on 
account of the match with Spain) on his firſt arrival, without 
permitting him to come into his preſence, which he had poſi- 
tively promiſed and reſolved todo; and in the end ſuffered his 
Attorney-general to exhibit a charge of high-treaſon, in his 
Majeſty's name, againſt the ſaid Earl, who was thereupon 
committed to the T ower. 

Shortly after this, viz. on March 27, 1625, died King 
James at Theobalds, of an ague; Which meeting (as my 
* Lord Clarendon fays) many humours in a fat unwieldy body, 
of 58 years old, in four or five fits carried him out of the 
world. After whoſe death many ſcandalous and libellous 
diſcourſes were raiſed againſt the Duke, without the leaſt 
colour or ground; as appeared upon the ſtricteſt and moſt 
malicious examination that could be made, long after in a 
time of licence, when no body was afraid of offending 
Majeſty, and when proſecuting the higheſt reproaches and 
contumelies againſt the royal family was held very meri- 


torious.” 
This change brought no diminution to the power of the 
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Duke, for he continued in the ſame degree of favour with the 


ſon, which he enjoyed for many years under the father. A 
rare felicity ; ſeldom known, and in which the expectation 
of very many (as my Lord Clarendon obſerves) was exceed- 
ingly diſappointed; who knowing the great jealouſy and in- 
dignation that the Prince had heretofore conceived againſt 
the Duke, for having been once very near ſtriking him, ex- 
pected that he would now remember that inſolence, of which 
he then ſo often complained: without conſidering the oppor- 
tunity. the Duke had, by the converſation with the Prince, 
during his journey into Spain (which was fo grateful to him) 
and whilſt he was there, to wipe out the memory of all for- 
mer 3 by making them appear to be of leſs magni- 
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« tude than they had been underſtood before, and to be ex- 
«© cuſable from other cauſes ; ſtill being ſevete enough to him- 
« ſelf for his unwary part, whatſoever excuſes he might make 
« for the exceſs; and by this means to make new vows for 
«© himſelf, and to tic new knots to reſtrain the Prince from fu- 
© ture jealouſies. And it is very true, his hopes in this kind 
never failed him: the new King from the death of the old, 
even to the death of the Duke himſelf, diſcovering the moſt 
© entire confidence in, and even friendſhip to him, that ever 
King had ſhewed to any ſubject ; all preferments in church 
and ftate given by him; all his kindred and friends pro- 
© moted to the degree in honour, or riches, or offices, that he 
© thought fit, and all his enemies and enviers diſcountenanced, 
© as he appointed.” 85 


The new King ſent him over to France, to conduct into Eng- 


land the Princeſs Henrietta Maria, whom he had married by 
his proxy ; and accordingly the Duke came to Paris on May 
24, 1625. In this embaſly his perſon and prudence were 
© wonderfully admired (as the Earl of Clarendon writes) and 
$ eſteemed, and in which he appeared with all the luſtre the 
wealth of England could adorn him with, and outſhined all 
© the bravery that court could dreſs itſelf in, and over-aQted 
© the whole nation in their own moſt peculiar vanities ; he 
© had the ambition to fix his eyes upon, and to dedicate his 
© moſt violent affection to, a Lady of a very ſublime quality, 
and to purſue it with moſt importunate addreſſes: inſomuch, 
© as when the King had brought the Queen his ſiſter as far as 
© he meant to do, and delivered her into the hands of the 
© Duke to be by him conducted into England; the Duke, in 
© his journey, after the departure of that court, took a refo- 
© Jution once more to make a viſit to that great Lady, which 
© he believed he might do with much privacy. But it was fo 
© eaſily diſcovered, that proviſion was made for his reception; 
"and, if he had purſued his attempt, he had been without 
doubt affaflinated ; of which he had only ſo much notice, as 
' ſerved him to decline the danger. But he ſwore in the in- 
* ſtant, That he would ſee and ſpeak with that Lady, in 
* ſpight of the ſtrength and power of France.” 
And from the time that the Queen arrived in England, June 
13, he took all the ways he could to undervalue and exaſperate 
that court and nation, by cauſing all thoſe, that fled into England 
from the juſtice and diſpleaſure of that King, to be received and 
entertained here, not only with ceremony and ſecurity, but 
vic bounty and magnificence ; and the more extraordinary 
the perſons were, and the _— notorious their King's e 
2 ur: 
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ſure was towards them (as in that time there were many Lords 
and Ladies in thoſe circumſtances) the more reſpectfully they 
were received and eſteemed. He omitted no opportunity to 
incenſe the King againſt France, and to diſpoſe him to aſſiſt 
the Hugonots, whom he likewiſe encouraged to give their King 
ſome trouble. 
He alſo (as obſerved by Lord Clarendon) took great paing 
to leſſen the Kings affection towards his young Queen, be- 
ing exceeding jealous leſt her intereſt might be of force 
enough to croſs his other deſigns. And in this ſtratagem he 
ſo far ſwerved. from the inſtinct of his nature, and his pro- 
per inclinations, that he, who was compounded of all the 
elements of affability and courteſy towards all kind cf peo. 
ple, had brought himſelf to a habit of neglect, and even of 
rudeneſs towards the Queen. 
One day, when he unjuſtly apprehended that ſhe had 
ſhewed ſome diſreſpect to his mother, in not going to her 
lodging at an hour ſhe had intended to go, and was hindered 
by meer accident; he came into her chamber in much pas- 
ſion, and after ſome expoſtulations rude enough, he told 
her, She ſhould repeat it. Her Majeſty anſwering with ſome 
quickneſs; he thereupon replied infolently to her, That there 
had been Queens in England, who had loſt their heads: 
and it was univerſally known, that during his life the Queen 
never had any credit with the King, in reference to any pub- 
© lic affairs.” 

Soon after his return from France, a parliament was called, 
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in which he had the unhappineſs to fee himſelf repreſented as 


the public grievance of the nation; and though he in a well- 
compoſed ſpeech made an wer to whatever objections might 


be laid to his charge, yet finding the houſe of Commons reſo-' 


lute in maintaining their proceedings, it ſo tranſported him, 
that he prevailed with his Majeſty to put an end to their ſitting, 
by an abrupt diſſolution on Auguſt 12, 1625. However, it 
being reſolved to carry on the war with Spain, he and the Earl 
of Holland were ſent to the Hague, to negociate a league, with 
the United Provinces, againſt the Emperor and King of Spain; 
where after a month's ſtay, they returned into England. But 
whilſt he was abroad, he purchaſed a choice collection of Ara- 
bian manuſcrips, gained in remote parts, through the induſtry 
of Erpinius, a moſt excellent linguiſt; after whoſe death, they 
being in the diſpoſal of his widow, ſhe had fold them to the Je- 
ſuits at Antwerp, had not the Duke interverted the bargain, 
by giving for them 5001. to the poor widow; A mixed act 
* (faith Sir Henry Wotton, in his account of the Duke) 22

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© of bounty and charity; and the more laudable, being much 
© out of his natural element.“ Theſe, wich other benefactions, 
he intended to have beſtowed on the Univerſity of Cambridge, 
. whereof he was Chancellor; but being prevented by an un- 
. timely death, were nevertheleſs preſented thereto by his 
Dutcheſs. | 

At the coronation of Charles I. Feb, 2, 1625-6, he was 
Lord High-conſtable for that day; and a parliament meet- 
ing four days after, he was impeached cf high crimes and miſ- 
demeanours in thirteen articles, all which he immediately an- 
| ſwered, civilly couched, and though his heart was big, ſavoured 
of an humble ſpirit ; but the King, being impatient of all pro- 
ceedings againſt him, choſe rather to diffolve the parliament, 
than to part with the Duke, though it was at a time when he 
was actually engaged in a war with Spain. For they (as the 


© Lord Clarendon writes) who flattered him moſt before, men- 


© tioned him now. with the greateſt bitterneſs and acrimony z 
and the ſame men who had called him our Saviour, for bring- 
© ing the Prince ſafe out of Spain, called him now the cor- 
© ruptor of the King, and betrayer of the liberties of the 
© people, without the leaſt crime imputed to him, to have been 
© committed fince the time of that exalted adulation, or that 
© was not then as much known to them, as it could be now: 
© ſo fluctuating and unſteady a teſtimony is the applauſe of 
© popular councils !” 5 | 

This tranſported him with indignation, and created in him 
a greater contempt of parliaments, than he had before ſhewn, 
and which he did not forbear to publiſh in the moſt open man- 
ner. Such as had given any offence, were impriſoned or diſ- 
graced, and new projects were ſet on foot for money, which 
ſerved only to offend and incenſe the people, and brought little 
ſupplies, yet raiſed a great ſtock for expoſtulation, murmur, 
and complaint ; many perſons of the beſt quality (excepting 
Peers) being committed to ſeveral priſons, with unheard-of 
circumſtances, only for refuſing to pay money required of them 
by thoſe extraordinary ways. And the Duke himſelf would 
pal:onately ſay, and frequently do many things, which only 
grieved his friends, and incenſed his enemies, and gave them 
ability to do him harm. 

And notwithſtanding the King engaged in a war with Spain, 
yet in a month after the diſſolution of the parliament, a new 
war was precipitately entered into with France ; and the fleet, 
which had been ſent to ſurpriſe Cadiz, was no ſooner returned 
without ſucceſs, and with much damage, than it was repaired, 
and the army reinforced to invade France. The Duke was per- 
ſonally employed both as Admiral and General, and made a 
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deſcent on the iſle of Rhee, hoping in that ſervice to recover 
the good will of the public, which by his own example he 
ſaw might quickly be won or loſt, It is obſerved by Sir Henry 
Wotton, that his deportment, in this expedition, © was noble 
£ throughout, to the gentlemen a fair reſpect, bountiful to 
the ſoldier, according to any ſpecial value which he ſpied in 
any, tender and careful of thoſe that were hurt, of unqueſ- 
tionable courage in himſelf, and rather fearful of fame than 
danger. In his countenance, which is the part that all eyes 
interpret, no open alteration, even after the ſuccours he ex- 
pected did fail him; but the leſs he ſhewed without, the more 
it wrought intrinſically, according to the nature of ſuppreſſed 
paſſions : for certain it is, that to his ſecretary Dr. Maſon, 
whom he layed in a pallet near him, for natural ventilation 
of his thoughts, he would, in the abſence of all other ears 
and eyes, break out into bitter and paſhonate eruptions, pro- 
teſting, that neither his diſpatches to divers Princes, nor the 
great buſineſs of a fleet, of an army, of a ſiege, of a treaty, 
of war, of peace, both on foot together, and all of them 
in his head at a time, did not ſo much break his repoſe, as 
a conceit, that fome at home under his Majeſty, of whom 
he had well deſerved, were now content to forget him. 
Of their two forts, he could not take the one, nor would 
he take the other ; but in the general town he maintained 
a ſeizure and poſſeſſion of the whole, three months and 
eighteen days; and at the firſt deſcent on ſhore, he was not 
immured within a wooden veſſel, but countenanced the 
landing in his long- boat, defeating near 200 horſe, gen- 
tlemen of family and great reſolution, and 2000 foot; as, 
all circumſtances well balanced on either fide, may ſurely 
endure a compariſon with any of the braveſt impreſſions in 
antient time.” 
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up the citadel, in hopes of ſtarving the garrifon, which was in 
want of proviſions; but the French finding means to throw in 
ſupplies, he after beſieged it in form. And refreſhments of 
men. &c. being ſtill poured in, about the middle of October, 
the Duke called a council to conſult of a retreat, when it was 
judged proper to embark : however, on the inſtance of Sou- 
bize, and the French proteſtants, he continued the fiege ; and 
on Novem. 6, made a general ſtorm of the citade] and works, 
wherein many men were loſt, and: the reſt forced to retire. 
This ill ſucceſs, with advice, that, notwithſtanding our ſhip- 
ping, the French were come with a great body into the iſland, 
cauted the Duke to haſten his retreat. 


On 
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On Nev. 8, 1627, the army marched, but the troops of the 
enemy appzared equal in number for foot, and far ſtronger 
in horſe. Yet, notwithſtanding their ſtrength, and the ad- 
vantage of falling on an army on a retreat, which had 
endured much hardſhip and received many diſcouragements, 
the enemy dared not to engage in a plain field, when the 


Duke ſeveral times drew up the troops in their march, and 


made a ſtand in hopes of a battle. But the wary French com- 
mander ſhunned the hazard of a fight on equal terms, foreſeeing 
a greater advantage with leſs hazard: for no ſooner were the 
Engliſh entered into a narrow cauſey and lane, having on each 
hand deep ditches and falt-pits, but the enemy obſerved the ad- 
vantage, and advanced with great fury on a weak rear-guard 
of horſe, and quickly put them to a retreat; who in that 
narrow Cauſey diſordered the foot, and the enemy thereupon 
followed cloſe, and did much execution on the Engliſh. 
Thoſe, who eſcaped the ſword, were drowned in the ſalt-pits 
and ditches ; and the croud was ſo great on the bridge (the 
enemy purſuing them over) that many Engliſh were drowned 
in the river. Yet in this diſcomfited condition, the Duke, by 
an extraordinary courage and conduct, rallied his forces, and 
drew up a ſmart body, that faced about to fight the enemy ; 
and the French (nat daring to engage, but on great advantage) 
were obliged to retreat over the bridge. The next day the army 
was ſhipped, and the Duke, having promiſed the Rochellers 
to come again to their relief, ſet ſail for England, and met 
with the Earl of Holland, as he was ſetting out of Plymouth, 
coming with a ſupply. When this unfortunate action was 
known and publiſhed throughout the nation, the cry of the 
people was ſo great, and the King's neceſſity ſo preſſing (the 
mariners coming in multitudes to the court at Whitehall, in 
great diſorder and confuſion, crying out for pay, and hardly 
to be appeaſed) that a parliament was neceſſitated to be called. 
They were no ſooner met, March 17, 1627-8, than the Duke's 
exceſſive power was voted to be the cauſe of all the evils and 
dangers to the King and kingdom; and a remonſtrance of 
grievances drawn up, wherein he was charged as the principal 
occaſion of them; but the parliament adjourning till OR. 20, 
1628, he in the interval not only endeavoured to allay the 
prejudice raiſed againſt him in the houſe of Commons, but 
alſo to regain the good-will of the public, and repair his loſt 
honour by a ſecond expedition againſt the French. Accord- 
ingly, in Auguſt he came to Portimouth, intending, as ſoon as 

things were ready, to embark for the relief of Rochelle, 
then ſtraitly beſieged by the French King. 
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Whilſt he was preparing to embark, he was aſſuſſinated at 
the age of 36 years and 3 days, when he was in the higheſt 
favour with his Sovereign, the houſe and town full of his fer. 
vants and dependants, and the King and. court but about fix 
miles from him. John Felton committed the fact, without 
any other inducement or encouragement than what the me- 


Jancholy of his nature, and the belief that he ſhould do God 


and his country good ſervice, by deftroying an enemy to both, 
might ſuggeſt to him. He had been Lieutenant of a foot 
' company, whoſe Captain was killed at the iſle of Rhee, on 
which he conceived that it ought to have been conferred on 
him ; and on refuſal by the Duke of Buckingham, gave up 
his commiſſion, withdrawing from the army ; and refided at 
London, when the Duke was voted by the Commons an ene- 
my to the public ; which, together with a certain book then 
publiſhed by one Eggleſton, a Scottiſh phyſician, repreſenting 
the Duke unworthy to live in a Chriſtian court, was the reaſon 
(as he alledged at his examination) that he firſt reſolved to kill 
"the Duke; for which purpoſe he bought an ordinary knife of 
no greater price than ten-pence, and ſewed the ſheath to the 
lining of his pocket, that he might in an inſtant draw forth the 
blade with one hand, for the other was maimed. Thus pre- 
pared, pait!y on horſeback, and partly on foot, for he was in- 
digent of money, he came to Portſmouth, where attending as 
a ſuitor, and watching his opportunity, as the Duke after 
breakfaſt came from an inner chamber, diſcourſing with Sir 
Thomas Fryar, a Colonel in the army; in the very moment as 
Sir Thomas withdrew from the Duke, this affafiin gave him, 
with a back blow, a deep wound into his left fide, leaving 
the knife in his body; which the Duke pulled out, and 
without uſing any other words, but The villain hath killed 


* me, inſtantly fell down dead, the knife having pierced his 


heart. | 
Being thus barbarouſiy murdered on Saturday, Aug. 23, 


1628, his bowels were interre at Portſmouth, and a hand- 
ſome memorial of him erected there, by his ſiſter, the Coun- 
teſs of Denbigh. His body was brought to York-houſe, where 
he jay ſome time in an illuſtrious manner, on a hearſe ; and 
after was ſumptuouſly entombed on the north ſide of Henry 
VII's chapel in Weſtminſter-Abbey, where a moſt noble 
n:vnument is erected to his memory. 

The Earl of Clarendon, in the firſt volume of his hiſtory of 
the rebellion, writes, * That he was of a noble nature, and 
« generous diſpoſition, and of ſuch other endowments, as made 


him very capable of being a great favourite to a great = 
| an 
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and underſtood the arts of a court, and all the learning that 
is profeſſed there exactly well. That he was of a moſt flow- 
+ ing courteſy and affability to all men who made any addreſs 
to him; and ſo deſirous to oblige them, that he did not 
« enough conſider the value of the obligation, or the merit of 
« the perſon he choſe to oblige ; from which much of his miſ- 
« fortune reſulted. He was of a courage not to be daunted, 
«© which was manifeſted in all his actions, and in his conteſts 
« with particular perſons of the greateſt reputation; and eſpe. 
© cially in his whole demeanor at the iſle of Rhee, both at the 
landing, and on the retreat: in both which, no man was 
more fearleſs, or more ready to expoſe himſelf to the higheſt 
© dangers.” | t 

Thi great Duke took to wife, eight years and two months 
before his death, the Lady Catharine Manners, daughter and 
ſole heir to Francis Earl of Rutland, and by her (who after- 
wards married Randal Macdonald, Marquis of Antrim) had 
iſſue three ſons, and a daughter Mary, who by patent, bearing 
date Aug. 31, 1627, 3 Car. I. had the title of Dutcheſs of 
Buckingham limited to her, in default of iſſue male of her 
father. She was firſt married to Charles Lord Herbert, fon 
and heir to Philip Earl of Montgomery ; ſecondly, to James 
Stuart, Duke of Richmond and Lenox, in. Auguſt, 1637; 
and thirdly, to Thomas Howard, brother to Charles Earl of 
Carliſle; but by neither of them left iſſue. 

The ſons were-Charles, who died an infant, and was bu- 
ried in Weſtminſter-Abbey, on March 17, 1626; George 
Duke of Buckingham; and the Lord Francis Villiers, born 
after his father's deceaſe, on April 2, 1629, who, on his 
return from his travels in the year 1648, engaging with the 
Earl of Holland, to riſe on the behalf of Charles I. was 
unfortunately ſlain on July 7, the ſame year, in a ſkirmiſh 
with the rebels at Kingſton upon Thames, and was buried 
three days after in his tather's vault in Weſtminſter-Abbey; 
being, as the Earl of Clarendon writes, a youth of rare beauty, 
and comelineſs of perſon. 

The eldeſt, George Duke of Buckingham, being very young 
on his father's murder, was ſent to travel, during the time of 
the civil wars; and returning to England whilſt Charles I. 
waz under reſtraint, he and his brother, the Lord Francis Vil- 
ers, before-mentioned, thought themſelves obliged to venture 
ther lives and fortunes for the King the firſt opportunity, and 
trereupon engaged with the Earl of Holland. The Duke had a 
commiſhon under him of General of the horſe, and behaved with 
great gallantry : and on their defeat at Kingſton upon Thames, 
happily found a way into London, where he lay concealed till 
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he had an opportunity to ſecure himſelf, by being tranſported 
into Holland, Where the Prince of Wales at that time was, 


Who (as the Earl of Clarendon writes) received him with 


great grace and kindneſs. 

The parliament at Weſtminſter voted, that for his levying 
war, he ſhould be proceeded againſt as a traitor, and that 
his eſtate ſhould be ſequeſtered ; and it was accordingly 
aſhgned for the payment of the forces under General Lam. 
bert. The houſe of Lords ſhewed that favour to him, as to 
ſend a meſſage to the Commons, to defire their concut— 
rence with them, that he might be indemnified from his late 
engagement, if he returned within fourteen days ; which was 
rejected. 

After the murder of the King, when the Scottiſh commiſ— 
ſioners waited on Charles II. at Breda, to invite him into 
their kingdom, the Duke of Buckingham, who had waited on 
him from his arrival in Holland, was permitted to go cover with 
him to Scotland; and on their arrival there, in june, 1760, 
when all his Majefty's Engliſh ſervants were removed from 
his perſon, the Duke was only excepted. | 

When the King was prepzring to march into England, he 
granted a commiſſion to the Duke to raiſe a regiment of hore, 


and one of foot, out of the Engliſh that ſhould repair to him, 


And after their march to Worceſter, perceiving that very few 
of quality or diſtinction repaired to his Majeity, he remonſtrat- 
ed to the King, that it would be more to his intereſt to re- 
move the Scottiſh General; alledging it would not conſiſt with 
the honour of any Peer of England to receive his orders: 
and thereupon aſked his Majeſty, to confer that command on 
himſelf. Which the King refuſing to do, the Duke was ſo 
diſcontented (as Lord Clarendon writes) that he came 
no more to the council, ſcarce ſpoke to the King, neglected 
every body elſe, and himſelf; inſomuch as for many days he 
fcarce put on clean linen, nor converſed with any body; 
nor did he recover this ill humour whilſt the army ſtayed at 
Worceſter. | | 

On Septem. 3, 1651, there was a general engagement 
with Cromwell's forces near that city, when the Duke was 
on the King's right-haud, and behaved with exemplary va- 
jour. And on the loſs of the day, retired with his Majeſty 
northward, who had then an intent of going into Scotland; 
but on conſultation with the Duke, the Earl of Derby, the 
Lord Wilmot, &c. it was thought more convenient to con- 
ceal himſelf in Boſcobel-houſe : whereupon his Majeſty, with 
the Duke, the Earl of Derby, and others, in all about ſixty 


horſe, marched thither; and having left the King, h ar 
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hoped, in ſecurity, the Duke with the Earl of Derby, &c. went 
forward, to overtake General Leſley, with the main body 
of Scotch horſe. But being met by the rebels, he, with the 
Earl of Derby, the Earl of Lauderdale, and moſt of them, 
were taken priſoners. 

The Duke (whilft the rebels were plundering thoſe noble 
perſons) with the Lord Livingſton, Colonel Blague, Mr. Mar- 
maduke Darcy, and Mr. Hugh May, forſook the road firſt, and 
ſoon after their horſes, and betook themſelves to a by-way, 
and got into Bloore-Park, near Cheſwardine, about five miles 
from Newport, where they received ſome refreſhment at a little 
obſcure houſe of Mr. George Barlow; and afterwards met with 
two honeſt labourers in an adjoining wood, to whom they 
communicated the diſtreſs which the fortune of war had re- 
duced them to; and finding them like to prove faithful, the 
Duke thought fit to imitate his royal maſter, delivered his 
George, which was given him by the Queen of England, to 
Mr. May (who preſerved it through all difficulties, and after 
reſtored it to his Grace in Holland) and changed habit with 
one of the workmen ; and in this diſguiſe, by the aſſiſtance 
of Mr. Barlow and his wife, was after ſome days conveyed 
one Nicholas Matthews, a carpenter, to the houſe of Mr. Haw- 
ley, an hearty cavalier, at Bilſtrop, in Nottinghamſhire, from 
thence to the Lady Villiers's houſe at Brokeſby, in Leiceſter- 
ſhire; and after many hardſhips and encounters, his Grace 
got ſecure to London, and from thence had the good fortune 
to eſcape a ſecond time into Holland, where on his arrival he 
was taken for the King; and it was thought good policy to 
publiſh that his Majeſty was arrived. | | . 

On the King's arrival in France, the Duke of Buckingham 
went to him there, but afterwards coming into England, was 
apprehended and committed to the Tower, on Aug. 24, 1658. 
He continued confined till July 29, 1659, when he was 
diſcharged, on his giving ſecurity to be faithful to the go- 
vernment. Nevertheleſs, ' on Auguſt 13 following, he was 
again taken up (on Sir George Booth's riſing) with the Ear! 
of Oxford, the Lords Delawar, and Falkland, who were all 
ſent to the Tower, except the Duke -of Buckingham. And 
on May 4, 1660, the Commons agreed to an order of the 
Lords, to reſtore him to his eſtate. 

On May 29, the day of the King's triumphant entry into 
London, the Duke of Buckingham and General Monk rode 
together, bare-headed, before his Majeſty. And whilſt he 
was in Holland, having been elected a Knight-companion of 
the moſt noble order of the Garter, he was. inftalled at 

Windſor, 
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Windſor, on April 15, 1661. He was afterwards Maſter h 
of the horſe to the King; and in 1667, on the Earl of 0 
Clarendon's withdrawing himſelf, was reputed his Majeſty, 
Prime Miniſter. He had, as he was often admitted to {. K 
miliarities with the King, endeavoured, with all his wit and b 


humour, to make Lord Clarendon, and all his counſels, ap. - 
pear ridiculous, | th 
In 1670, the Marſhal Bellefond being ſent from the court t 
of France, to condole the death of the Dutcheſs of Orleans, the M 
Duke of Buckingham was ſent to return the compliment ; but al 
really to conclude a treaty with the French, to declare war fu 
againſt the Dutch. The King of France treated him in ſo n 
particular a manner, knowing his vanity, that he went in, {lu 
without reſerve, to what he propoſed, and conſented to the lo 
French fleet's coming into our ſeas and harbours ; which after- = 
wards improved the mariners of that nation, and learnt them th 
the way of fighting at ſea, | ſuc 
On declaring of war againſt Holland, March 17, 1671-2, 0 
Clifford, Aſhley, Buckingham, Arlington, and Lauderdale, hu 
had the chief management of affairs, and from the initial 2 
letters of their names, were called the Cabal. When the ler 
French had almoſt reduced the States, the Duke of Buck- Th 
1 and the Earl of Arlington were ſent to Utrecht, in for, 
July, 1672, to bring the King of France to better terms than Dol 
he had offered; but in vain. The next year, the nation being bis 
in a ferment about the war, and money being wanted, thoſe Gen 
who had the chief concern in the miniſtry, were for faving Th 
themſelves (a parliament being called that year) ſo that the inf 
Duke was the only perſon his Majeſty confided in; but by (ez 
bringing in Sir Thomas Oſborne (afterwards Earl of Danby) we 
he found himſelf neglected, in proportion as that Nobteman «2 
roſe in credit with the King. He 
In Feb. 1676-7, he was committed to the Tower, by order whe 
of the houſe of Lords, for queſtioning the legality of the par- 
liament, after their long prorogation. Being afterwards, on 
his ſubmiſſion, diſcharged, he, with Shaftſbury, Eſſex, and 
Hallifax, were, as Biſhop Burnet writes, the governing men 
among the Lords. [ 
By a ſtrange conduct, and an unſteady temper, he could not | 
Jong fix in any friendſhip, or to any deſign, which gave bis 
enemies great adrantages; ſo that towards the latter end of 1 
the reign of Charles II. he was ſunk very low in the opinions 8 
of moſt people, as well as in his eſtate, which he waſted by al 1 N 
manner of ways, and died in a poor cottage in Yorkſhire, with. ad 1 
out iſſue, April 16, 1687. His wife was Mary, daughter and 3 


heir 
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heir of Thomas Lord Fairfax, of Cameron, the famous parlia- 
ment General, by his wife, daughter and coheir to Horatio 
Lord Vere, of Tilbury. He wrote the Rehearſal, a celebrated 
comedy, and ſeveral poems, which ſhew his wit and gallantry ; 
but he gave himſelf up to a monſtrous courſe of ſtudied immo- 
ralities, as Biſhop Burnet writes in the hiſtory of his own 
times; and that he was for ſubjects ſubmitting in all things to 
the King's motion, and thought all that oppoſed him, or his 
miniſtry in parliament, were rebels in their hearts; and he hated 
all popular things, as below the dignity of a King. He ſays 
further of him, that in the Dutch wars the King having dit 
covered to the Duke the Earl of Offory's deſign on Helvoet- 
fuys, his Grace employed all his wit to make it appear ridicu- 
Jous, as hating both the Duke of Ormond and Lord Offory, 
and would have ſeen the King and all his affairs periſh, ra- 
ther than the perſon he hated ſhould have the honour of 
ſuch merit: and thereupon the King ordered the deſign 
to be laid aſide ; ſo eaſy was he to the man of wit and 
humour. 

I now return to Sir Edward, ſecond fon of Sir George Vil- 
liers, by bis firſt wife, Audrey, daughter to William Sanders. 
This Edward received the honour of Knighthood - at Wind- 
ſor, on Sept. 7, 1616, and in 1620, was ſent Ambaſſador to 
Bohemia; alſo on March 10, 1622, > was, by the intereſt of 
bis brother the Duke of Buckingham, advanced to the Preſi- 
dentſhip of Munſter, in Ireland, in the room of the Earl of 
Thomond, deceaſed. He lived there (faith Sir Henry Wotton) 
in fingular eſtimation for his juſtice and hoſpitality ; and died 
(Sept. 7, 1626) with as much grief of the whole province, as 
erer any Governor did, before his religious Lady, who was 
of a ſweet and noble diſpoſition, adding much to his honour. 
He was buried in the Earl of Cork's chapel at Youghall, 
where theſe lines were put up to his memory :

The ſaid Sir Edward's Lady was Barbara, eldeſt daughter 
« dir John St. John, of Lidiard Tregoſe, in com' Wilts, 
ad niece to Sir Oliver St. John, created Viſcount Grandiſon, 


a Philpot's cat, of Knights, b Cox's hiſt, of Ireland, part. 2 p. 39. 
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in Ireland, Jan. 3, 1620, with limitation of that honour t 
her poſterity ; and by her had iſſue Sir Edward Villiers, and 
three daughters; 1ſt, Barbara, married to Thomas Wenman 
ſon and heir of Philip Lord Viſcount Wenman, and after his 
deceaſe, to James Howard, Earl of Suffolk; 2. Anne; and 
3. Ellen. Sir Edward had alſo four ſons, 

1. William, who ſucceeded his father in eſtate, and in 1630, 
his uncle in the title of Viſcount Grandiſon. On the break. 
ing out of the rebellion, he adhered to Charles I. and ſig- 
nalized himſelf on ſeveral occaſions; but being wounded at 
the ſiege of Briſtol, July 26, 164.3, he was carried to Oxford, 
where he died in Auguſt following, in the 3oth year of his 
age; and has a noble monument erected to his memory in the 
cathedral of Chrift-church (where he was buried) by Barbara, 
Dutcheſs of Cleveland, his only daughter and heir, who was 
married to Roger Palmer, Earl of Caſtlemain, in Ireland, by 
whom ſhe had no iſſue; but to Charles II. wha, on Aug, 3, 


1670, created her Dutcheſs of Cleveland, &c. ſhe bore Charles 


Duke of Cleveland and Southampton, tienry Duke of Graf- 
ton, and George Duke of Northumberland; Anne Palmer 
Fitzroy, 3d wife of Thomas Lennard, Earl of Suffex ; Char- 
lotta Fitzroy, married to Henry Lee, Earl of Litchfield; and 
Barbara, a nun. The Earl of Clarendon, in his hiſtory of 
the rebellion, mentioning this William Lord Viſcount Gran- 
diſon, ſays, He was a young man of ſo virtuous a habit of 
mind, that no temptation or provocation could corrupt him; 
ſo great a lover of juſtice and integrity, that no example, 
neceflity, or even the barbarities of this war, could make 
him ſwerve from the moſt preciſe rules of it; and of that 
rare piety and devotion, that the- court, or camp, could 
not ſhew a more faultleſs perſon, or to whoſe example 
oung men might more reaſonably conform themſelves. 
His perſonal valour and courage of all kinds (for he had 
ſometimes indulged ſo much to the corrupt opinion of ho- 
nour, as to venture himſelf in duels) was very eminent, 
inſomuch as he was accuſed of being too prodigal of his 
perſon ; his affection, zeal, and obedience to the King, 
was ſuch as became a branch cf that family.“ And he was 
wont to ſay, That if he had not underſtanding enough to 
know the. uprightneſs of the cauſe, nor loyalty enough to 
inform him of the duty of a ſubject, yet the very obli- 
© pations of gratitude to the King, on the behalf of his houſe, 
were ſuch, as his life was but a due ſacrifce. And there- 
© fore, he no ſooner ſaw the war unavoidable, than he en- 


* gaged all his brethren, as well as himſelf, in the ſervice 
an 
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© and there were then three more of them in command in 
© the army, where he was ſo unfortunately cut off.? FA

4. Edward, of whom I am principally to treat, being an- 
celtor to the preſent Earl of Jerſey. This Gentleman, on the 
breaking out of the civil wars, engaged himſelf in the royal 
caufe © ; and when it was reſolved to take the command of 
the fleet from the Earl of Northumberland, and to ſend let- 
ters to- all the captains, with orders to obſerve the com- 
mands of Sir John Pennington, the whole diſpatch to the fleet 
was committed to the care of Mr. Edward Villiers, whoſe di- 
ligence and dexterity (as Lord Clarendon fays) his Majeſty 
found fit for any truſt ; but though he delivered his letters to 
the ſeveral captains, and punctually executed his orders, this 
deſign, through the ill management of ſuperior officers, put 
the whole command of the fleet into the parliament's hands. 
He was afterwards a Lieutenant colonel in his Majeſty's army, 
in divers engagements, more particularly in the battle of New- 
bury, Sept. 20, 164.3, where he was wounded : and having b 
theſe and other ſervices recommended himſelf to Charles II. 
he was honoured with knighthood at Whitehall, April 7, r680, 
and made Knight-marſhal 'of his houſhold, on the death of 
vir Edmund Wyndham; alfo Colonel of the Dutcheſs of York's 
regiment, and Governor of Tinmouth-caftle. He had like- 
wie a grant, from Charles II. of the royal houſe and ma- 
nour of Richmond ; and his Lady was governeſs of the Prin- 
ceſſes Mary, and Anne, after Queens of Great-Britain. King 
James continued him in his poſt of Knight-marſha!, and hav- 
ing a mind to nurſe'the Pretender in the old palace of Rich- 
mond, he, on a valuable conſideration, reſigned it to him.

'Edward, eldeſt fon and heir of the laſt Sir Edward, waited 
on the Princeſs Mary into Holland, after her marriage with the 
Prince of Orange, with whom he came into England, in 1688; 
and on their being proclaimed King and Queen of England, 
was on the firſt ſettlement of their houſhold, in Feb. 1688-9, 
made Maſter of the horſe to the Queen. On May 27 follow- 
ing, being then a Knight, he was choſen by ber Majeſty to 
compliment the Dutch Ambaſſadors on their arrival, who were 
ſent by the States-General to congratulate their Majeſties on 
their acceſſion to the throne. And the death of his father hap- 
pening ſoon after, he ſucceeded him in his place of Knight- 
Marſhal ; alſo advancing farther in their Majeſty's favour, ba 
was on March 20, in the 3d year of their reign, created Viſ- 
count Villiers of Dartford, and Baron of Hoo, both in the 
county of Kent. At the funeral of Queen Mary, March 5, 
1694-5, he led a mournjng horſe, attended by two Equerries; 
but his place of Maſter of the Horſe determining by her death, 


he was ſent Envoy-Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the

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congreſs at the Hague, where on September 9, 1695, he had 
his public audience of the States- General; and in April, 1697, 
he was conſtituted one of the Lords Juſtices of Ireland, being 
alſo about the ſame time appointed one of the Plenipotentiaries 
for the treaty of Ryſwick; and ſoon after, Oct. 29, 1697, he 
received the character of his Majeſty's Ambaſſador extraordi- 

to the States-General; and to create the greater luſtre to 
his employments, was created Earl of Jerſey, on October 13 
following. He had, ſhortly after, his audience of leave of the 
States-General ; and returning into England, was ſworn of 
the Privy-council, Nov. 25, 1697. The year following he 
ſucceeded the Earl of Portland, as Ambaſſador extraordinary 
to the Court of France; and making his public entry into 
Paris on January 4, N. S. 1698-9, with great magnificence, 
had two days after his public audience. He continued at that 
court till the beginning of May 1699, about which time he 
embarked for England; and after his arrival, on May 14, was 
conſtituted one of his Majeſty's principal Secretaries of State. 
And his Majeſty declaring in council his intention of going 
over to Holland the 31ſt of the ſame month ®, he was declared 
one of the Lords Juſtices for the adminiſtration of the govern- 
ment. And before the end of the year, being ſent for by his 
Majeſty to attend him at Loo, he arrived there from England, 
Oct, 4, 1699. That year he was appointed one of the Ple- 
nipotentiaries for the ſecond treaty of partition ; and on June 
24, made Lord-chamberlain of his Majeſty's houſhold. 

On the acceſſion of Queen Anne, he was ſworn of her Privy- 
council, and on April 14, 1702, conſtituted Lord-chamberlain 
of her houſhold, and created Doctor of the civil laws in Auguſt, 
that year, when the Queen was at Oxford. His Lordſhip con- 
tinued in his poſt of Lord-chamberlain till April, 1704; and 
ater had no public employment, dying in the 56th year of his 
age, on Auguſt 26, 1711, the day he was to have been named 
Lord Privy-ſeal, being likewiſe deſigned one of the Plenipo- 
tentiaries to the congreſs at Utrecht. | 

His Lordſhip married Barbara, daughter to William Chif- 
fach, Eſq; Cloſet-keeper to Charles II. by whom he left iſſue 
two ſons, William his ſucceſſor, and Henry; alſo a daughter

William, now Earl of Jerſey, ſucceeded his father on July 
13, 1721. His Lordſhip was one of the Gentlemen of the 
bedchamber to Frederick, Prince of Wales (at whoſe funeral, 
April 1 A4 51, he was one of the fix ſupporters of the pal]) 
and on May 12, 1740, was 1 058 Lord Chief Juftice in 
Eyre of all his Majelty's foreſts, chaſes, parks, &c. on this 
ſide Trent. His Lordſhip married, on June 23, 1733, the 
Lady Anne Egerton, daughter to Scroop Duke of Bridgwater, 
and relict of Wriotheſley Puke of Bedford ; and by her, who 
died on June 16, 1762, had iſſue Frederick-William, Lord 
Viſcount Villiers, who was born on March 25, 1734, and died 
in October 1742, and George Buſly, now Lord Viſcount 
Villiers, born on June 9, 1735.

Which Sir Thomas Poulett, married Alice, daughter and 
heir of William Paulett of Beer -Paulett (deſcended from the ſe- 
ond ſon of William Paulett, by the heir of Beere) and in her 
right had the manor of Beere - Paulett, and left iſſue John her ſon 
and heir, who by his wife Adonia Cale of Somerſetſhire, was 
the father of Sit Thomas Paulett or Poulett (for the name has 
been wrote differently) d Who married Margaret, daughter 
and heir of Henry Burton, Eſq; by Alice his wife, daughter 
and heit of John de Boys, and had iſſue two ſons, Sir William 
Paulett, and John Paulett of Gothurſt in com' Somerſ. alſo a 
daughter Elizabeth, married to Robert Burton, and ſecondly 
to WilkaneBigberye, Eſquires. r 2 
His eldeſt fon Sir William Paulett (knighted by Henry VI. 
for his valiant behaviour in the wars of France) married Eliza- 
beth. daughter and heir af John Deniband (or Dewriband ac- 
cording to ſome) of Henton (commonly Hinton) St. George, 
in the eounty of Somerſet, Kſq; by whom he became poſſeſſed 
of that lordſhipj which came by the Giffards, who had it by the 
heir of Poutrals; and the Denibands were of Peſcayth in Mon- 
mouthſhire. He had iſſue four daughters, and one ſon Sir Amias 
Paulett. Of the daughters, Elizabeth married Sir John Paulett, 
the Duke of Bolton's anceſtor ; and Anne was the wife of Sir 
William Carey of Cockingtan, predeceſſor to Lord Hunſdon, &c. 
Which Sir Amias was knighted for his gallant behaviour at 
the battle of Newark on Trent, June 16, 1587, 2 Hen. VII. 
when the Earl of Lincoln and Lambart Simnell were defeated. 
He was likewiſe one of the © commanders of thoſe forces againſt 
Perkin Warbeck: and in 15 Hen. VII. bearing the title of 
one of the Knights of the King's body, was 4 commiſſioned 
with Robert Shirburn, Dean of St. Paul's, in conſideration of 
their loyalty, induſtry, foreſight, and care, to receive all ſuch 
perſons into favour, as were adherents to Perkin Warbeck, by 
tine or otherwiſe, as to them ſhall ſeem moſt proper. This 
commiſſion they managed ſo diſcreetly, that (as Hollinſhed ob- 
kerves*) © Equity therein was very well, and juſtly executed,”

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It is further memorable of him, that in- the reign- of Hen 
VII. when Cardinal Wolſey was _ a ſchool-maſter at Li- 
mington in Somerſetſhire, Sir Amias Paulett, for ſome miſde- 
menour committed by him, clapped him in the ſtocks: which 
the Cardinal, when he grew into favour with Henry VIII. ſo 
far reſented, that he ſought all manner of ways to give him 
trouble, and obliged him (as Godwin in his annals obſerves t) 
to dance attendance at London for ſome years, and by all 
manner of obſequiouſneſs to curry favour with him. Durin 
the time of his attendance, being commanded by the Cardin 
not to depart London without licence, he took up his lodging 
in the great gate of the Temple towards Fleet-ſtreet. And in

aving been ſo great a benefactor to the ſociety of the Middle- 
Temple, heb was choſen Treaſurer thereof in 12 Hen. VIII. 
and departed this life in 1538, 30 Hen. VIII. having about 
ſeven years before ſold the manour of Paulett, the ancient in- 
heritance of his family, to the Earl of Shafteſbury's anceſtor. 
His laſt will bears date, April 1, 1538, and the probate thereof 
June 25 following i. He orders his body to be buried in the 
church of Cherſcomb, in com* Somerſ. and was a benefactor 
to the cathedral church of Wells, and to the churches of 
Henton, Cherſcomb, Chard, Crookhorne, Vlminſter, South- 
Peterton, Dynington, and the abbey and convent of Ford. 
He bequeaths all his lands, goods, &c. to his fon and heir Sir 
Hugh Paulett, Knt. whom he made ſole executor, charging 
him to be loving to his ſons John and Henry, and to help them 
to preferment, 

He married two wives, firſt, Margaret, daughter of John 
Paulett, Eſq; grandfather of William Marquis of Wincheſter; 
and ſecondly, Lora, daughter of William Kellaway of Rock» 
born in com' Southamp. Eſq; but had iſſue only by the laſt, 
viz. the three ſons mentioned in his will; and one daughter

was ! made ſuperviſor of all the manours, meſſuages, lands, 


xc. belonging to Richard Whiting, late Abbot of Glaſton- 
bury, attainted. On May 11, 33 Hen. VIII. he had * a grant 
to him and his heirs of all the King's lands, tenements, woods, 
&c. called Upcrofte, and Combe, in Crukerne in the county 
of Somerſet. He was Sheriff of Dorſet and Somerſetſhire, in 
29 and 34 Henry VIII. and iſt of Edward VI. | 

In 3 Edward VI. he was! Knight-Marſhal of that arm 
commanded by the Lord Ruffel (Lord Privy-Seal) ſent againfl 
the rebels of Devonſhire and Cornwall, who had belege 
the city of Exeter; and being defeated by the King's forces, 
fled into Somerſetſhire, where this Sir Hugh followed them, 
and at King's-Weſton again vanquiſhed them; and took their 
leader priſoner. For theſe ſervices he was, the year follow- 
ing, © made Governor of the iſle of Jerſey, and of Mount- 
Orguil caſtle, * | 

In the 6th year of Q. Elizabeth, he was one of the princi- 
al commanders, who fo valiantly defended Newhaven againſt 
the French v, and when Montmorency, Conſtable of France, 
by a trumpet to the Earl of Warwick, ſummoned him to 
ſurrender; this Sir Hugh Paulett was ſent by the Earl to aſſure 
the Conſtable, that the Engliſh were prepared to ſuffer the 
laſt extremity, before they would yield up the town without 
the Queen's orders, And when the forces were greatly re- 
duced by the plague and peſtilence, ſo that the Queen, in com- 
paſſion to thoſe brave ſoldiers that were living, gave directi- 
ons to the Earl of Warwick to ſurrender the town , Sir 
Hugh Paulett was the principal of the cor +*Mioners that ma- 
naged the conferences with the Conſtable or France, for the 
capitulation. ENS 

Dr. Fall, in his account of the iſland of Jerſey, writes, 
That this Sir Hugh Paulett was Treaſurer to Henry VIIL's army 
at the ſiege of Boulogne; Governor of Havre de Grace, when 
the town was in the hands of the Engliſh ; reputed one of the 
deft and moſt experienced Captains of his time, and a zealous 


promoter of the reformation in the iſland of Jericy, of which 


he was Governor 24 years, and was ſucceeded by his fon Sir 


Amias Paulett, in 13 Eliz. 
He married Philippa, daughter and heir of Sir Lewis Pollard 


of King's Nympton in Devonſhire, Knt. by whom he had iſſue

three ſons, Sir Amias Paulett, Nicholas, and George, father of 
Richard, wedded to Philip Carteret, Earl Granville's anceſtor; 
as alſo a daughter Jane, wife of Chriſtopher Coppleſton, of 
Coppleſton in Devonſhire, Eſq; 

His eldeſt ſon, Sir Amias Paulett, ſucceeded him in the 
vernment of the iſle of Jerſey, as was ſaid before; and was 
knighted in 18 Eliz. In the year 1576, 19 Eliz. he was Am- 
baſlador to the French King; and in 27 Eliz. the keeping of 
Mary Queen of Scots* was chiefly committed to his fidelity, 
who ſo honourably diſcharged his truſt therein, that when Se- 
cretary Walſingham moved him to ſuffer one of his ſervants to 
be bribed by the agents of the Queen of Scots, the better to 
gain intelligence, he would on no terms conſent to it. In 29 
Eliz. being one of the Privy-council, and Governor of the iſle 
of Jerſey, he was in t commiſſion for the trial of the Queen 
of Scots. And in the year after, on the Eve of the feaſt of St, 
George, was v ſworn, at Greenwich, Chancellor of the moſt 
noble order of the Garter : And was alſo Cuſtos Rotulorum of 
the county of Somerſet. 

He died in 1588, and was buried on the north fide of the 
chancel in the church of St. Martin in the Fields, London, 
where a noble monument was erected to his memory, of the 
Ionick order, with his effigies carved at full length, lying in 
armour, fenced with iron rails, and this inſcription :

Somerſ. in right of his wife Elizabeth, daughter and heir of 
Edward Paulett, of the ſame place, Eſq; lineaily deſcended 
from John Paulett of Gothurſt, brother to Sir William Paulert 
before mentioned, who firſt reſided at Henton St. George. 
Alſo three daughters, Joan, married to Robert Heydon, of 
Bowood in com Devon. Eſq; Sarah, firſt wife of Sir Francis 
Vincent, of Stoke-Dabernon in Surry, Knt. and Bart. and 
Elizabeth, who died unmarried. | 

His eldeſt ſurviving ſon and heir, Sir Anthony Poulett, was 
alſo 7 conſtituted Governor of the iſle of Jerſey, on the death 
of his father; was likewiſe Captain of the guard to Queen Eliz. 
who conferred the honour of knighthood on him; and in 1600, 
tae 42d year of that reign, he departed this life; Sir Walter

He“ married, in 1 992.8 
tharine, ſole daughter to Henry Lord Norreys, Baron of Rycot, 
by whom he had iſſue John his ſon and heir, and Henry ſecond 
ſon, from whom the family at Preſton, and thoſe that were of 
Taunton in Somerſetſhire, deſcended; and two daughters, 
Margery, married to John Sidenham, of Combe in the county 
of Somerſet, Eſq; and Suſan, the wife of Sir Peter Prideaux, 
of Netherton in Devonſhire, Bart. 
Which John Poulett, Eſq; being a very accompliſhed gen- 
tleman, of quick and clear parts, and a bountiful houſe-keeper 
(as Fuller in his Worthies of England relates “) K. Charles l. 
conſigned Monſ. Soubize unto him, who gave him and his 
retinue many months liberal entertainment. After which he 
was by letters patent, bearing date June 23, 1627, 3 Car. I. 
advanced © to the dignity of a Baron of this realm, by the title 
of Lord Poulett, of Henton St. George. He was © knighted 
with his eldeſt ſon, Sir John Poulett, by the Earl of Lindley, 
on board his Majeſty's ſhip the Mary-honour, on September 
27, 1635, with four other perſons of quality; being in that 
fleet then ſent out to ſecure our commerce, the Spaniſh bul- 
lion, &c. in Engliſh bottoms, which was expected home, 
and thought to be in danger from the Hollanders, who had 
lately made a league with France againſt Spain. Which ſervice 
our fleet performed. | 
In the year 1640, he was ſummoned to that council ap- 
pointed to meet at Vork, to adviſe his Majeſty what method 
ſhould be taken with the Scots, who had then invaded the 
northern parts of the kingdom. And this meeting producing 
a treaty at Rippon, he was appointed by the King, with ſcven— 
teen other Peers, commiſſioners for that purpoſe, being (as 
Lord Clarendon writes) all popular men, and not one of 
them of much intereſt in the court, except the Earl of Holland. 
But when the parliament, that met ſoon after, engaged in de- 
ſigns (as he thought) prejudicial to his Majeſty's intereſt, he 
manifeſted the greateſt diſlike thereof, and immediately re- 
paired to his Majeſty at Vork; where he, with many other 
Lords and Counſellors, on June 15, 1642 , ſubſcribed a de- 
claration, diſavowing any intention, either in the King, or 
themſelves, of raiſing war againſt the parliament. And an 
unnatural rebellion openly breaking out ſoon after, he moſt 


 loyally engaged both himſelf and his eldeſt ſon in the royal

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and having accepted of a commiſſion to raiſe a regiment 
2 foot, he # accompanied the Marquis of Hertfors into 
the weſt of England, by whoſe great reputation, and the in- 
tereſt of this Lord Poulett, with ſome other gentlemen of prime 
quality there, his Majeſty hoped to form an army in thoſe parts 
able to relieve Portſmouth, then beſieged by the parliament's 
forces; © they being (as Lord Clarendon writes) * like to give 
« as good examples in their perſons, and to be followed by as 
© many men, as any ſuch number of gentlemen in England 
© could be.” However, after having, with leſs than 1000 
men, withſtood an army of 7000, commanded by the Earl of 
Bedford, and finding themſelves unable, by reaſon of his 
coming, to draw more forces together, the Marquis and the 
Lord Poulett i tranſported themſelves into Wales, where they 
x raifed 21000 foot, and one regiment of horſe. 
In the year 1644, he was one of the principal commanders 


that beſieged Lyme in Dorſetſhire ', which, after many gallant 


attacks, being almoſt reduced, was ſupplied with proviſions by 
the Earl of Warwick, and the fiege raiſed ſoon after by the 
Earl of Efſex. Thereupon the parliament voted, that 10001. 
per annum, out of the Lord Poulett's eſtate, ſhould be given to 
the inhabitants, in recompence for their ſervice. The ſame 
year ® he met his Majeſty a mile from Exeter, in order to 
conduct him to that city; and on September 3o, following, 
had the honour to ® entertain him at his ſeat at Henton St. 
George. The year following the King was unſucceſsful in 
all his undertakings, and the kingdom being reduced to the 


' obedience of the parliament, he endeavoured to compound 


for his eſtate, But the houſes of Peers and Commons differ- 
ing in their opinions, the Lords ® thinking fit to pardon him, 
and the Commons diſſenting, he on April 20, 1646?, ob- 
tained Jeave to ſtay at Exeter, until he ſhould compound 
with the parliament, or get a paſs to tranſport himſelf out 
of England. However, on May 2 following, after a ſharp 
debate, he, at the requeſt of the General, was * permitted to 


compound; and the fame day, on a petition from the town _ 


of Lyme, it was ordered they ſhould bave reparation out of 
his eſtate for the loſſes they had ſuffered by him. How far 
this was complied with, appears not ; but his compoſition was 
not ſettled till three years after, when on March 6, 1648-9", 
it was voted to be 4,2001. and at the ſame time Sir John 
Paulett his ſon was likewiſe allowed to compound for 3,760 l.

vil wars. He had the command of a regiment of foot, after the

kingdom. But in the year 1643, it was * tranſported out of 
Munſter for the ſervice of the weſt, where he ſerved. In 
1645, he was beſieged in the caſtle of Wincheſter (where the 
Lord Ogle commanded in chief) by Cromwell, who firſt ſum- 
moned them to ſurrender, but being refuſed, he battered it ſo long 
with his guns, that he made a breach in the walls fit to enter, 
on which the caſtle was delivered up, Oct. 14, and the officers 
and ſoldiers conveyed to Woodſtock. He afterwards com- 

inded for his eſtate; and having lived to ſee the reſtoration 
of Charles II. departed this life at his manour- houſe of Court de 
Weeke, in Somerſetſhire, on September 15, 1665, in the 50th 
year of his age, and was buried at Hinton St. George.

Francis Godolphin, eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded his uncle Sir 
William Godolphin, in the ancient inheritance of the family, 
and was knighted by Queen Elizabeth, at Richmond, on 
Sunday, Nov. 20, 1580. His knowledge in the laws, his 
love for juſtice and equity, and his affection to her Majeſty's 
government, raiſed him to all the poſts of honour, conſiſtent 
with a country life, which he rather choſe, than an attend- 
ance on the court, where his great abilities might have further 
advanced him. He was returned one of the Knights for the 
county of Cornwall *, to the parliament held in 31 Eliz. and 
| ſerved for the * borough of Leſtwithiel in the next parliament, 
which met at Weſtminſter in 35 Eliz. In that reign he was 
the firft in the commiſſion of the peace u, and of the quo- 
rum; as alſo the firſt ® in the lieutenantcy of the county of 
Cornwall, and Colonel of a regiment of 12 companies, armed 
with 470 pikes, 490 muſkets, and 240 calivers. He was alſo 
Governor of Sciliy, which (as Mr. Carew, my * author, faith) - 
by her Majeſty's order, was reduced to a more defenſible 
< plight by him, who with his invention and purſe, bettered 
© his plot and allowance, and therein ſo tempered ſtrength with 
delight, and both with uſe, as it ſerveth for a ſure hold, and 
© a commodious dwelling.” This moſt ingenious Knight, hay- 
ing always the good of his country in his thoughts, enter- 
tained a Dutch mineral man, and taking light Fong his ex- 
perience, built thereon far more profitable concluſions, practi- 
ſing a more ſaving way to make tin of what was, before, te- 
jected for refuſe. He likewiſe undertook the coinage of filver 
out of mines in Wales, and Cornwall; and Charles I. (for he 
was living on his acceſſion to'the throne) for his encourage- 
ment, and ſaving of expence, granted = him the power of 
coinage, at Aberruſky, in Cornwall; and the pence, groats, 
ſhillings, half-crowns, &c. of this ſilver, had the oftrich fea- 
thers (the cognizance of the Prince of Wales) for diſtinction, 
ſtamped on them. He likewife diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the 
defence of his country, in July, 1595, ſhewing the greateſt 
courage, and moſt approved conduct, in reſiſting the Spaniards, 
who landed near Penſance in Cornwall, of which Mr. Carew 
gives a very particular account a; and acknowledged, in his 
ſurvey of Cornwall >, That from bim he gathered fticks to

© travels; and for martial affairs, by his preſent carriage in 
© Ireland, that it is better known how far he outgoeth moſt 
© others in both, than eafily to be diſcerned ; for which he de- 
$ ſerveth principal commendation.” He had ſo far ſignalized 
himſelf by his valour and conduct, that on the Spaniſh inva- 
fon, in the latter end of the year 1600, he was in ſuch eſteem 
with the Lord Montjoy, Lord-deputy of Ireland, that he en- 
truſted him with the command of his own brigade of horſe, in 
the deciſive battle between the F. cog forces, and the Spa- 
niards and rebels s, fought on Dec. 24, within a mile of 
Kinſale; which victory was principally owing to his gallant 
ſervice, having broke through the whole body of Spaniards d, 
entirely routed them, taking their chief commander priſoner, 
whereupon the Iriſh em Barr threw away their arms, and 
fed. In this action he was i ſlightly wounded in the thigh 
with a halbert; but in fix days after was ſo well recovered of 
it, that when Don John d'Aquila, commander of the Spa- 
niards in the town of Kinſale, offered a parley, defiring the 
Lord-deputy, * that ſome gentlemen of ſpecial truſt and ſuffi= 
ciency might be ſent into the town to confer with him, and to 
receive his propoſals, he was ! employed in the negoclation 
(related verbatim by Stow, in his ® annals) which was brought

In the year 1624, he became a ſtudent in Exeter college, Ox- 
ford, and by his incomparable wit, and exact judgment, gained WW igned 
the love and eſteem of all the learned in the Univerſity. The moſt p 
famous Mr. Hobbes * gives this ſhining character of him: 
© There is not any virtue that diſpoſeth a man either to the 
' © ſervice of God, or to the ſervice of his country, to civil ſo- 
© ciety, or to private friendſhip, that did not manifeſtly ap- 
< pear in his converſation ; not as acquired by neceſſity, or 
© affected upon occaſion, but inherent and ſhining in a gene- 
© rous conſtitution of his nature.“ And the ſame author, in 
another place, writes thus of him: I have known clearnel 
of judgment, and largeneſs of fancy, ſtrength of reaſon, and

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« oraceful elocution, a courage for the war, and fear for the 
« laws, and all eminently in one man, and that was my moſt 
© noble and honoured friend Mr. Sidney Godolphin, who 
© hated no man, nor hated of any, was unfortunately ſlain in 
© the beginning of the late civil war, in a public quarrel, by 
© an undiſcerned and undiſcerning hand.” Yet Lord Cla- 
rendon obſerves us, © "That of all men living, there were no 
© two more unlike than Mr. Godolphin and Mr. Hobbes, in 
© the modeſty of nature, or integrity of manners; but Mr. 
« Godolphin deſerved all the elogy he gives of him.“ He was 
one of the moſt eminent poets of his time, and among other 

his compoſitions, he tranſlated, into Engliſh verſe, The Paſſion 
of Dido for AEneas, as it is incomparably expreſſed in the 
fourth book of Virgil, printed at London, 1658, and publiſhed 
by the celebrated Edmund Waller, Eſq; 

Francis Godolphin, Eſq; the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded to a great 
eſtate on the death of his grandfather Sir Francis; he was bap- 
tized in the pariſh of St, Margaret's Weſtminſter, Dec. 27, 1505, 
and returned to parliament for the county of Cornwall in the firſt 
of Charles I. and for the borough of St. Ives, in the third year 
of that King; as alſo to that parliament, which met at 
Weltminſter, Nov. 3, 1640; when diſcerning the artifices of 
ſome of the leading members of that houſe, tending to the 
ruin of the eftabliſhed government, both in church and ſtate, 
he retired to his ſeat in Cornwall, ſecured the iſland of Scilly 
for the King, and raiſed a regiment of foot, the command 
whereof was given to his brother Colonel William Godolphin, 
before - mentioned. He afterwards waited on his Majeſty at 
Oxford, and was among thoſe members *, who met there by 
tis royal appointment in Jan. 1643-4. 

He was one of the 43 Noblemen and Gentlemen, who 
ſgned a declaration, Jan. 27, 1643-4, of ſuch means as might 
noſt probably ſettle the peace of the kingdom, at Oxford. 

The iſland of Scilly was under his command, till after the 
King was a priſoner to his rebellious ſubjects; and then, find- 
Ing all places given up to the predominant party, and that it 
vas impoſhble to maintain himſelf againſt their power, he ſur- 
rendered on honourable conditions, Sept. 16, 1646. The 
Commons voted, on Jan. 4, 1646-7, * That Mr. Godol- 
' Phin, Governor of Scilly *, upon his ſurrender of that iſland, 
* with all forts, &c. ſhould enjoy his eſtate, and be free from 
' arreſts for any acts of war.” His ſequeſtration was taken 
a from the preceding Michaelmas ; but was to ſue out his

. For his known loyalty, he was created one of the Knights 
of the Bath, at the coronation of Charles II. and having 
married Dorothy, ſecond daughter of Sir Ty Berkeley, of 
Yarlington, in com* Somerſ. Knt. had iflue by her ſixteen 
children, whereof William, his eldeſt fon and heir, ſucceeded 
him in his eſtate. | 

Which William Godolphin, of Godolphin, Eſq; was 
created a Baronet, on April 29, 1661, and enjoying a great for- 
tune, choſe retirement from all public buſineſs, and celibacy, 
to the time of his death, which happened at his houſe in Suf- 
folk-ſtreet, on Aug. 17, 1710; and was buried on Sept, 3 
following, in the ſouth iſle of Weſtminſter-abbey, leaving his 
eſtate to his nephew, Francis Earl of Gedolphin. 

Francis, ſecond ſon, alſo died unmarried in the reign of 
Charles II. 
Of Sidney, third ſon, I am principally to treat. | 

Henry Godolphin, fourth fon of Sir Francis, bad his edy- 
cation in All-Souls college, in Oxford, and took his degree of 


Doctor of Divinity, on July 11, 1685. On Oct. 30, 1695, 


he was inſtituted Provoſt of Eaton college; and on July 18, 
1707, was inſtalled: Dean of the cathedral church of St. 
Paul. He died at Eaton, near Windſor, Jan. 29, 1732-4, 
in the 84th year of his age, and enjoyed the ule of his tacul- 
ties to the laſt. He was very exemplary for his piety and cha- 
rity; a great encourager of Jearning and virtue, without di- 
ſtinction of party; and ſo careful in the choice of the perſons 
he preferred, that he was hardly ever deceived in any inſtance, 
He has left many marks of his munificence at Eaton college, 
of which he was Provoſt 37 years; and was a great benefactor 
to the bounty of Queen Anne, for the augmentations of ſmall 
livings, to which he gave at one time 4000 l. The corpora- 
tion of the ſons of the clergy likewiſe partook Jargely of his 
bounty, having given twice, within a very few years, 500l, 
and to their collection, on Thurſday before he died, 1001. be- 
ſides great ſums given in private charity, for the relief of poor 
families, and ſingle perſons in diſtreſs. As he was Dean of St. 
Paul's, in 1726, being deſirous to retire, he refigned that dig- 
nity, in favour of Dr. Hare, afterwards Biſhop of St. Aſaph, 
and Chicheſter ; ſo uncommon an inſtance of generoſity and 
friendſhip, that nothing more need be added to compleat his 
character. He married Mary, daughter of Col. Sidney Godol- 
phin, Governor of Scilly, and Auditor of Wales, before-men- 
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noned: and left iſſue, Henry, who died on June 3, 1722; and 


William Godolphin, Eſq; who, in e 733-4, married 
the Lady Barbara, youngeſt daughter of William Bentinck, 


Earl of Portland, by his ſecond Lady; and ſhe dying without 


iſſue, on April 15, 1736, he married, on May 28, 1748, Lady 
Anne, ſecond daughter of John Earl Fitz-William. He alſo 
left one daughter Mary, married, in 1730, to William Owen, 


of Porkington, a gentleman of very conſiderable eſtate near 


Oſweſtry, in Shropſhire 3 and Francis Godolphin, of Baylis, in 
com Buckingh. heir apparent to the Barony of Helſton. 
Charles Godolphin, fifth ſon, was choſen one of the mem- 
bers for Helſton, in that parliament which aſſembled at Ox- 
ford on March 21, 1680-1, and ſerved in every parliament 
after, both in the reigns of King James and King William. 
He was one of the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms for ſeveral 
years, in the reigns of K. William and Q. Anne, appointed 
thereto by that Queen, Jan. 23, 1711-12 ; and was alſo Re- 
iſter-general of all trading-ſhips belonging to Great-Britain. 
He married Elizabeth, daughter of Francis - Gadolphin, of 
Coulſton, in Wilts, Eſq; before-mentioned ; and died in the 


year 1720. Againſt the wall, on the weſt fide of the cloiſters, 


in Weſtminſter· abbey, is a large neat marble monument erected 
to his memory, and, within the pediment, the arms of Go» 
dolphin, impailing Godolphin, below which is the following 
inſcription :; | 7 |

The endowment whereof is a rent-charge of one hundred 
and eighty pounds a year, iſſuing out of lands in Somerſet- 
ſhire ; and of which one hundred and fixty pounds a year are 
to be for ever applied, from the 24th of June, 1726, to the 


educating eight young gentlewomen, who are fo born, and 


whoſe parents are of the church of England; whoſe fortunes 
do not exceed three hundred pounds, and whoſe parents, or 
friends, will undertake to provide them with decent apparel; 
and after the death of the ſaid Mrs. Gopolrhix, and WII-

father or mother; which ſame young gentlewomen are nct to 
be admitted before they are eight years old, nor to be conti- 
nued after the age of nineteen; and are to be brought up in 
the city of New Sarum, or {ome other town in the county of 
Wilts, under the care of ſome prudent governeis. or ſchool- 
miſtreis, a communicant of the church of Englund; and the 
overplus, after an allowance of five pounds a year, for col- 
lecting the ſaid rent-charge, is to be applied to the binding out 
one or more poor children apprentices, whoſe parents are of 
the church of England. 


In perpetual memory whereof, Mrs. Frances Hari, Execu- 
trix to her Aunt Mrs. GonolrHIN, has, according to her 
Will, and by her Order, caus'd this Inſcription to be en- 
graven on their Monument, 1727. | 


I now return to Sidney Godolphin, third ſon of Sir Francis, 
who by his wiſdom, unblemiſhed integrity, and many rare 
accompliſhments, roſe to high honours, and left a ſhining 
example to poſterity. He was from his youth in the ſervice 

of Charles l. who, when Prince of Wales, coming into 
Cornwall, there took particulat notice of him; and atter his 
reſtoration, made him one of the Grooms of his bedchamber “. 
In the year 1663, being in waiting on the King at Oxford, he 
had the degree of Maſter of Arts conferred on him. He was 
returned for Helſton, in Cornwall, in that called the long 
parliament, which began at Weſtminſter, May 8, 1661, 
and ſerved for that borough, and St. Maws, in all parliaments 
whilſt he continued a Commoner. In February, 1678, the 
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French King having taken Ghent and Ypres, it gave ſuch an 
alarm to Hoiland, as diſpoſed them to a peace on any terms, 
whereof Charles II. having notice by his miniſters, he © diſ- 
patched Mr. Godolphin immediately into Holland, to bring the 
jaſt and ſureſt account he could get of the States reſolution on 
that grand affair, and to return with the greateſt ſpeed he could. 
He performed this commiſſion ſo much to the ſatisfaction of 
his Majeſty, and his miniftry, that the King ſeeming reſolved 
to go into a war againſt France, he 4 was again poſted into Hol- 
land about the middle of April, to know the final reſolutions 
of the States-general, He had been there but a very ſhort 
time, before he wrote to court, that the Dutch abſolutely de- 
fired the peace, even upon the terms propoſed by France; and 
had refolved to ſend Monſieur Van Lewen to England, to diſ- 
pole the King to be contented with them, | 

Soon after Mr. Godolphin's return, Sir William Temple was 
appointed to go into Holland, on the reſolution of the King and 
council, to enter into a war againſt France, in caſe the French 
perſiſted in their refuſal to evacuate the towns they were to de- 
liver to the Spaniards by a time prefixed. And upon this diſ- 
patch, Sir William Temple remarks e, That Mr. Godolphin, 
* who had been ſo lately in Holland, told him, that if he 
© brought the States to the treaty his Majeſty propoſed on this 
i vans g he would move the parliament to have his ſtatue 
© ſetup.” Thus heartily did Mr. Godolphin engage, to ſtop 
the growth of the power of France, which he then thought 
was dangerous to Europe. And Sir William Temple, in a 
letter to him from the Hague (July 29, N. S. 1678) after 
giving an account of his negociation, makes this concluſion : 
In . the King is once more at the head of all the affairs 
© in Chriſtendom: what uſe he will make of it, is in his own 
© hands, and thoſe of his miniſters and ſervants that are about 
© him. Among whom, as I know no man that wiſhes better 
* at heart to his Majeſty and his kingdoms than you do, fo I 
am ſure no man can wiſh better to you in all points than Ido, 
© nor more defire the occaſions of expreſſing the ſincere truth 
© and paſſion, as well as eſteem, wherewith I am, and ſhall 
* be always, &c.“ On the diſmiſſion of the Earl of Danby, 
from being Lord High-treaſurer of England, he was conſtituted 
(March 26, 1679) one of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury ; 
and by his notable dexterity in buſineſs, and aſſiduity, was 
ſoon after, f conſidered as one of the ableſt men belonging to

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the court, and ſworn, Feb. 4, 1679-80, one of his Majeſty's 
Privy- council. 


When the houſe of Commons grew warm in the proſecu- 


tion of the popiſh plot, and were often addreſſing the King, 
to beſtow penſions on one or other of the evidences, without 
raiſing the neceſſary ſupplies for his Majeſty's ſervice, he 
thought it became him to take notice of it, and among other 

rticulars ſaid, * That fince they were ſo forward in their ad- 
« drefſes to his Majeſty, to give ſuch penſions, he thought it 


© would be neceſſary for them to conſider of the means to en- 


© able him todo it.” By his prudent management, he gained a 

reat aſcendant in the council, and Sir William Temple informs 
us -, That the Earl of Sunderland, Mr. Hyde, and Mr. Go- 
dolphin, were efteemed to be alone in the ſecret management 
© of the King's affairs, and looked upon as the miniſtry.” 

In the year 1680, finding the parliament inſiſting on the ex- 
cluſion of the Duke of York, he declared“ ik + for it; as 
at that time the intereſt of England, and affairs of Europe, 
made a league againſt France indiſpenſibly neceſſary, which 
could not be done, without a good underſtanding at home, 
And on the debate in council, concerning the Duke's ſtay, or 
going back into Scotland before the parliament met i, he joined 


abſolutely in the reaſons and advices of his going away; and 


tho' the reſt of the council were of the contrary opinion, yet 
the King fell in with his and Lord Sunderland's reaſons, He a 
excuſed himſelf from carrying his Majeſty's meſſage to the 
houſe (Jan. 4, 1680-1) * That he could never conſent to the 
© excluſion of the Duke, and thereupon Sir William Temple 
delivered it. But ſo far was it from giving ſatisfaction, that 
the houſe reſolved and declared, That until a bill be paſſed, 
for the excluſion of the Duke of York, they cannot give 
any ſupply to his Majeſty, without danger to his Majelly's 
* perſon, extreme hazard of the proteſtant religion, and un- 
© faithfulneſs to thoſe by whom they were entruſted.” 

On the reſignation of Sir Leoline Jenkins, one of his Ma- 
jeſty's principal Secretaries of State, April 14, 1684, he was 
ſworn into that office on the 17th of that month, in the coun- 


cil held at Hampton-court. But not liking his place of Secre- . 


tary of State, and deſiring to be again in the Treaſury, where 
his management had given great ſatisfaction both to the King 
and people, he was, by his Majeſty, declared firſt Commiſſio- 
ner of the Treaſury, on Auguſt 24 following. And in con- 
ſideration of his great merit and ſervices, was, on Sept. 8, 


1684, advanced to the dignity and title of a Baron of this king- 
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dom, by the name and ſtyle of Baron Godolphin, of Rialton 


in the county of Cornwall. | 

On the acceſſion of James II. to the throne, when the Earl 
of Rocheſter was conſtituted Lord High- treaſurer of England, 
he was declared Lord-chamberlain to the Queen, But on 
the removal of the Earl of Rocheſter, his Lordſhip was again 
appointed one of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, Jan. 
1686-7. 22 

On the landing of the Prince of Orange, and King James 
being reſolved to go in perſon to the Wel, his Lordſhip was 
in the number of thoſe, to whom he committed the admini- 
ſtration of affairs in his abſence, - And on the King's return 


from Saliſbury to London, the Marquis of Hallifax, the Earl 


of Nottingham, and the Lord Godolphin, were- ſpecially de- 
puted by King James, to go to the Prince, and to-aſk him 
what it was that he demanded ; whereupon waiting! on his 
Highneſs at Hungerford, after conferting with the Earls of 
Oxford, Shrewſbury, and Clarendon, they received the Prince's 
anſwer, on Sunday, December 8, -1688. On their coming 
to London, they were much ſurpriſed to hear of the ſudden 
departure of his Majefty, who after, his return from Fever- 
ſham to Whitehall, and miſſing of Monſ. de Zuleftein (who 
was ſent to defire his ſtay at Rocheſter) he made choice of the 
Lord Godolphin to wait on his Highneſs, to propoſe his going 
back to Rocheſter. | 

In the debate on the vacancy of the throne, his Lordſhip, 


and many other noble Peers, out of their tender regard to the 


ſucceſſion, voted for a Regency: Nevertheleſs, when their Ma- 
jeſties King William and Queen Mary were on, Aſh-Wedneſday, 
Feb. 13, 1688-9, proclaimed King and Queen of England, 

owing his great abilities and integrity, they conſtituted him 
one of the Lords- commiſſioners of the treaſury ; and the ma- 
nageme ut thereof ſeemed wholly to-depend on his Lordſhip, 
none of the other Commiſſionets (who where Charles Lord 
Mordaunt, afterwards Earl of Peterborough, Henry Lord 
Delamere. afterwards Earl of Warrington, Richard Hambden, 
Eſq; and Sir Henry Capel) having ever been employed in that 
intricate office before. He was alſo ſworn of their Majeſty's 
Privy-council, Feb. 16, 1688-9; and in November, 1690, on 
an alteration in the commiſſion of the treaſury, his Lordſhip 
was conſtituted firſt Lord- commiſſionnr of it, the other four 
being Sir John Lowther, Vice-chamberlain of the Houſhold, 
Richard Hambden, Eſq; Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir 
Stephen Fox, and Thomas Pelham, Eſq; after Lord Pelham. 
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In the year 1695, his Lordſhip was declared one of the ſeven 
Lords Juſtices, for the adminiſtration of the government, dy. 
ring the King's abſence beyond the ſeas; as he was the year 
following, as alſo in the year 1701, when he was again made 
firſt Lord Commiſſioner of the Treaſury, having been removed 
from that board in the year 1697. 

On the acceſſion of Queen Anne to the throne of theſe 
realms, he was conſtituted, on May 6, 1702, Lord High-Trea- 
ſurer of England; and on the 12th went to Weſtminſter-Hall, 
where the uſual oaths were adminiſtered to him, as well in the 
court of Chancery, as the Exchequer. Under his Lordſhip's 
adminiſtration in this high office, public credit revived, which 
before was in a ſinking condition, and the war was carried on 
with ſucceſs, and the nation entirely ſatisfied with his prudent 
management. He omitted nothing that could engage the 
ſubject to bear the burthen of the war with chearfulneſs. He 
was alſo one of thoſe faithful and able counſellors, who adviſed 
her Majeſty to declare in council, + That ſhe judged the ſelling 
of offices and places in her houſhold, and family, to be high- 
© ly diſhonourable to her, prejudicial to her ſervice, and a diſ- 
© couragement to virtue and true merit, which could and 
* ſhould recommend perſons to her royal approbation , and 
© that her Majeſty was reſolved to prevent ſuch ſelling of the 
© ſame, &c.“ And ſo true 2 friend was his Lordſhip to the 


_ eſtabliſhed church, that conſidering how contemptible ſome - 


of its clergy were, by the poor allowance for their ſupport, he 
likewiſe adviſed her Majeſty to ſ-ttle her revenue of the firſt- 
fruits and tenths of the clergy to augment ſmall vicarages. 

His Lordſhip was much concerned at the heats and animo- 
ſities about the bill to prevent occaſional conformity, thinking 
it an ill time for ſuch diſputes, when all parties ought to unite 
againſt the common enemy. At that time it was, that there 
roſe to a great height the diſtinction of High and Low Church; 
and tho' his Lordſhip voted for that bill, yet the party, that 
eſpouſed it, gave out that he made intereſt againſt it. But the 
eſteem, he had gained by his wiſdom and counſels, was ap- 
parent in the addreſſes of congratulation to her Majeſty on the 
glorious victory obtained at Hockſtet, Auguſt. 13, 1704. In 
that from Fowey in Cornwall, preſented by the honourable 
George Granvile, Eſq; after Lord Lanſdown, complimenting 
his Grace the Duke of Marlborough, That he had not only 
« retrieved the reputation of the Engliſh arms, but raiſed it to 
© a degree of glory greater than ever, and has his veins full of 
© the blood of their countrymen ;* It is further added,. Nor 
© do we eſteem it a leſs happineſs, that the ſame Providence 
© furniſhed your Majeſty with a perſon from among us, _ — 
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« entruſted with the management of the revenues, whoſe fru- 
gal and faithful adminiſtration has appeared to be ſuch, both 
© in that high ſtation, and in your councils, that your people 
might almoſt believe themſelves in full peace at home, were 
« it not for the fame of the victories abroad,” 

The Queen had fo great a ſenſe of his ſervices, that at a 
chapter held on July 6, the ſame year, at St. James's, her 
Majeſty and twelve Knights companions being preſent, his 
Lordſhip was elected a Knight of the moſt noble order of the 
Garter, and on December 30 was inſtalled at Windſor, in the 
chapel royal of St. George, at Windſor, by George Duke of 
Northumberland, Conſtable of Windſor caſtle, and the Earl 
of Pembroke, Lord Preſident of the council, commiſſioned by 
the Sovereign; and a grand entertainment was made for the 
company in the guard chamber of the caſtle. On April 16, 
1705, he was conſtituted Lord-lieutenant, and Cuftos Rotu- 
lorum of the county of Cornwall. And tis Lordſhip ſo ma- 
naged affairs before the end of the ſame year, that her Majeſty 
was impowered by the parliaments both of England and Scot- 
land, to appoint commiſſioners to treat about a Union, The 
commiſſion for England bore date April 10, 1706, and his 
Lordſhip was the fourth nominated, 

This grand affair was ſet on foot by James I. but no Prince 
before her Majeity, nor any councils but hers, could effect it: 
for by the aſliduity and dexterity of the Lord Godolphin, ail 
obſtacles were removed, and the long deſired union of the two 
kingdoms happily brought to bear. It is to his Lordlhip's 
honour, that tho' he had a great ſhare in the favours of four 
ſucceeding Princes, he never ſought new titles: But having 
done great ſervices, her Majeſty now thought it highly neceſſary 
to advance ſuch a faithful ſervant to the dignity of an Earl, by 
the ſtyle and title of Earl of Godolphin, and Viſcount Rialton, 
by letters patent bearing date December 29, 1706. 

On the incorporating of the two kingdoms, the treaſury of 
Scotland being entirely determined, ber Majefly was pleaſed to 
conſtitute the Ear] of Godolphin, Lord High- treaſurer of Great- 
Britain, Yet ſoon after, ſome perſons having endeavoured to 
leſſen his Lordſhip in her Majeſty's eſteem, the houſe of Com- 
mons in their addreſs, of March 13, 1708, expreſſed them- 
ſelves to this effect: That there could be nothing ſo dan- 
* gerous and fatal to the ſafety of her Majeſty's perſon and the 
* ſecurity of the preſent happy eſtabliſhment, as thoſe perſons 
* who endeavored to create diviſions and animoſities among her 
faithful ſubjects ; or by any artful methods leſſen her juſt 
* eſteem for thoſe who fo eminently, and in fo diſtinguiſhing 
* a manner, commanded her armies, and managed het treaſure, 


: 
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to the honour and glory of her Majeſty abroad, and entire 
< ſatisfaRion of her people at home; and therefore they begged 
© Jeave to beſeech her Majeſty to diſcountenance all ſuch per- 
© ſons and deſigns, in the moſt remarkable manner.“ To which 
addreſs her Majeſty made anſwer, © That ſhe thought all thoſe, 
© who endeavoured to make diviſions among her faithful ſub- 
£ jets, muſt be her's and the kingdom's enemies; and that 
© ſhe ſhould never countenance any perſons who ſhould go 
© about to leſſen the juſt eſteem which ſhe had for thole, 
© who had done, and continued to do her the moſt eminent 
© ſervices.” And further to ſatisfy the nation, the Queen 
removed, from their offices, ſeveral perſons, who at that time 
were thought to be forming a party in oppoſition to the Lord 
High- treaſurer. 

But ſuch was the inveteracy of many of the clergy, on their 
miſtaken notions of the church being in danger (by his Lord- 
ſhip's bringing ſome, into offices, who were known friends to 
the proteſtant religion and ſucceſhon) that they continuall 
maligned him ; and Dr. Sacheverel's ſermon and trial having 
ſpirited up the change among the people, her Majeſty on Aug. 8, 
1710, was perſuaded to remove his Lordſhip from the office of 
Lord High treaſurer of Great-Britain; to the great regret of 
all her Majeſty's allies. 

His Lordſhip laboured under an indiſpoſition of the ſtone 
and gravel for ſome years, the pains whereof growing more 
violent upon him, he departed this life, aged 67, at his Grace 
the Duke of Marlborough's houſe at Sc. Alban's, Sept. 15, 
1712; and on the Sth of the next month, was buried in Weſt- 
minſter-Abbey, where his daughter-in-law, the late Dutcheſs 
of Marlborough, erected a monument to his memory, againſt 

the ſouth wall of the ſouth ifle, on which is his buſto. 
The character of this great man has been ſo fully deſcribed 
by ſeveral hands, that words can't be more properly adapted, 
to leave a greater reverence to his memory. He was a great 
encourager of literature, and a good judge of poetry. He pro- 
moted Dr. Davenant for his ingenious Eſſays on peace at home 
and war abroad: And having a ſight of Mr. Addiſon's poem 
on the glorious campaign of the Duke of Marlborough, when, 
it was carried on as far as the applauded ſimile of the angel, 
he fo far approved of it, that he beſtowed on the author, 
in a few days after, the place of Commiſſioner of the appeals, 
vacant by the removal of the famous Mr. Locke to the 
council of trade, which was alſo done by his Lord(hip's 
intereſt. | | 

: He married Margaret, at that time maid of honour to 


Catharine Queea of England, fourth daughter and one - 
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the co-heirs of Thomas Blague, Eſq; (Groom of the bed- 
chamber to Charles I. and Charles II. Colonel of a regiment 
of foor, and Governor of Wallingford during the civil war; 
Colonel of a regiment, and Governor of Yarmouth and 
Landguard fort, after the reſtoration) and by her had iſſue 
Francis, 2d Earl of Godolphin, of whom ſhe died in child- 
bed, and was buried at Breage in com” Cornub. September 16, 
1678. And his Lordſhip was ſo much affected with her death, 
that he ever after continued a widower. 2 

Which Francis Earl of Godolphin was born on September 3, 
1678, and in his younger years was bred at Eaton ſchool, and 
afterwards at King's-college in Cambridge, As ſoon as his 
Lordſhip came of age, he was returned to parliament for the 
borough of Helſton, and was choſe one of the Knights of the 
ſhire for the county of Oxford, in the parliament of the 7th 
year of Queen Anne. In the year 1702, he was made one of 
the Tellers of the Exchequer. On January 6, 1704-5, at the 
ſplendid entertainment made by the Lord Mayor and court of 
Aldermen, for the entertainment of John Duke of Marlbo- 
rough, after his glorious ſucceſs againſt the enemy at the battle 
of Hockftet (on Auguſt 13, N. S. preceding) his Grace was 
accompanied in one of her Majeſty's coaches by his Lordſhip, 
the Duke of Somerſet, and the Prince of Heſſe, followed by 
a great train of other coaches ; and in 1705, was made Lord- 
warden of the Stannaries in Cornwall. On his Lordſhip's 
reſignation of his place of one of the Tellers of the Exchequer, 
he was conſtituted Cofferer to Queen Anne, as he was like- 
wiſe (on October 3, 1714) to King George I. who on October 
14, 1715, appointed him Lord-lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotu- 
lorum of Oxfordſhire. On May 25, 1723, his Lordſhip was 
declared Groom of the Stole, and firſt Gentleman of the bed- 
chamber to his Majeſty ; who the next day making known 
his intentions to his Privy-counch, that ſome affairs called him 
abroad for the ſurnmer, his Lordſhip was appointed one of the 
Lords-juftices, and of the privy-council, during his Majeſty's 
abſence: And was .alſo one of the Lords-juſtices, when the 
King went abroad in the years 1725, and 1727, On the ac- 
ceſion of our late Sovereign, he was again, July 24, 1727, 
appointed Groom of the Stole, and firſt gentleman of his 
Majeſty's bed-chamber, and Lord-lieutenant of Oxfordſhire 
waich honour he reſigned in January, 1734-5. On July 7, 
1733, his Lordſhip was appointed Governor of the iſlands of 


Xcilly, and on January 23, 17 34-5, (8 George II.) was created 
Baron of Helſton in the county of Cornwall, and to his heirs 


male, with remainder to the heirs male of Henry Godolphin, 
| | Doctor 
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Doctor in Divinity, late Dean of St. Paul's, and Provoſt of 
Eaton college, beforementioned. Likewiſe on May 16, 1735 
his Lordſhip was ſworn Lord Privy-ſeal, which he afterwargs 
reſigned : However he was again admitted a member by his late 
Majeſty ; and at the acceſſion of the preſent King, was conti- 
nued at that board, and in the government of Scilly. | 

His Lordſhip married the Lady Henrietta, eldeſt daughter 
and coheir of his Grace, John, Duke of Marlborough, who 
for his unparelleled ſervices to the nation, and the con- 
federated powers of Europe, had his honours entailed by 
act of parliament on his daughters, and their heirs male, 
by virtue whereof ſhe was Dutcheſs of Marlborough, on 
her father's deceaſe; and was one of the Ladies of the 
bedchamber to her Majeſty Queen Anne. Her Grace de- 
parted this life on October 24, 1733. His Lordſhip had 
iſſue by her, 

1. William Marquis of Blandford, who had all the ad— 
vantage of education at home, and travelled thro' moſt 
parts of Europe for his greater accompliſhment. In April 
1720, his Lordſhip accompanied by the Lord Spencer, were 
at Geneva, and from thence paſſed into Italy. He was one 
of the repreſentatives for the borough of Woodſtock in the 
parliament ſummoned to meet on November 18, 1727 ; and 
in the year 1730, was complimented by both the univerſities 
of this kingdom, with the degree of Doctor of laws; that 
of Cambridge was conferred on him at their public com- 
mencement. His Lordſhip on April 25, 1729, married 
Maria Catharina daughter of Peter D' Jong, of the province 
of Utrecht, and ſiſter to the Counteſs of Denbigh, by whom 
he had no iſſue; and departed this life at Oxford, of an apo- 
plectic fit, on Auguſt 24, 1731. And his Lady on June 1, 
1734, was married to the late Sir William Wyndham, Bart, 

Henry, ſecond fon, died young; as did a daughter, the 
Lady Margaret. | |

HAT names of men and places have been variouſly 
written, is well known to all who have looked into our 
records, whereof there is an inſtance in this family of Chol- 
mondeley, denominated from the lordſhip of Cholmondeley, 
in the hundred of Broxton, in Cheſhire, the name having 
been written twenty-five ſeveral ways; viz. Chelmundele, 
Chelmundelly, Chelmonſleigh, Chelmundelegh, Cholmone- 
leigh, &c. as is evident from divers old deeds in the cuſtody 
of the preſent Earl of Cholmondeley. In Domeſday-Book 
(which contains an account of the Jands, lordſhips, &c. in 
the ſeveral counties in England, except Weſtmoreland, Cum- 
berland, Northumberland, and Durham, and was begun * in 
the 14th of William the Conqueror, as the Red-book in the 
Exchequer manifeſts, but not finiſhed till the 20th, as the 
book itſelf declares) it was wrote Calmundelei, and at that 
time was part of the poſſeſſions of Robert, fon of Hugh, 
Baron of Malpas. Which Hugh alſo held in Ceſtreſcire, as the 
ſame book teſtifies (beſides the lordſhip of Calmundelei) the 
manours of Bedesfeld, Burwardeſtone, Hurdingebery, Depen- 
beche (now called Malpas) Tilleſtone, Chriſteſtone, Eghe, 
Hantone, Lawechedone, Dochintone, Cetelea, Broſſe, Over- 
tone, Cuntitone, Socheliche, Tuſigeham, Bicheley, Bieretone, 
Burwardeſley, Creuballe, Tidniftane, Briſtone, Bolebery, Tiver- 
tone, Spurrettowe, Fentone, Sudetone, Butelege, and Coeneche. 
But the ſaid Robert dying without iſſue male, the Barony of 
Malpas, with the lordſhip of Calmundelei, &c. devolved on his 
only daughter and heir Lettice, married to Richard de Bel- 
ward Þ, whoſe ſon (or grandſon) William de Belward, was 
married to Beatrix, daughter of Hugh Eiviliock, the fifth 
Earl of Cheſter, and coheir to her brother Randal, Earl of 
Cheſter. He was, in right of his mother, Baron of Malpas, 
though it is ſaid by ſome, that he had only half of the barony ; 
but it is agreed by Sir William Dugdale, © and other of our 
antiquaries, that he left iſſue three ſons, David, Robert, here- 
after mentioned, and Richard. | | 
David, who from being clerk (or ſecretary) to the Earl of 
Cheſter, was ſometimes wrote le Clerk, as alſo de Malpas, ſuc- 
cecded his father at Malpas; and after the Earldom of Cheſter 
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was annexed to the crown, 4 was Sheriff of the county of 
Cheſter, in 36 Hen, III. bearing the name of David de Malpas. 
He left iſſue Sir William de Malpas, who died without lawful 
iſue; * Philip, ſecond ſon, who ſeating himſelf at Egerton, 
left that ſurname to his poſterity, from whom the family of 
Egerton is deſcended, whereof the preſent Duke of Bridgwater 
is derived. , | 18.1 2944 | 
Peter, another of the fons of the ſaid David, took the name 
of Clerk; and his poſterity, ſeated at Thornton, bore that ſur- 
name, as was cuſtomary in thoſe times. Which line termi- 
nated in the reign of Edw. III. in fix — — and coheirs of 
Sir Peter le Clerk; Ellen, the wife of Sir Thomas Dutton, of 
Dutton (who had iſſue by her, amongſt others, Lawrence, Wo 
continued the line at Dutton, which ended in 1614, in a daugh- 
ter Eleanor, wife to Gilbert Lord Gerard, of Gerards-Brom- 
key, and ſecondly, to Robert Lord Viſcount Kilmurry, of the 
kingdom of Ireland ;) Elizabeth, of Hammon-Fitton, of Bollyn- 
Murick ; Maud, of Henry de Beeſton, of Beeſton ; Margaret, 
of Sir William de Goulbourne (deſcended from David de Gol - 
bourne, 8 another of the ſons of the before-mentioned David 
de Malpas) Beatrix, of Thomas de Sanſbury, who died with- 
out iſſue, 20 Rich. II. and Emme, of Hugh de Weverham. 
I now return to Robert, ſecond ſon of William, Baron of 
Malpas, of whom I am principally to treat, being the direct 
anceſtor to this family of Cholmondeley, as all antiquaries 
agret. Which Robert, having, by the gift of his father, the 
_ lordſhip of Cholmondeley, and fixing his reſidence there *, 
aſſumed that ſurname (as was moſt uſual in thoſe times) which 
dis poſterity have ever fince retained. He married Mabel, 
daughter of Robert Fitz-Nigel, Baron of Halton, with whom 
he had the Lordſhip of Chriſtleton, and a releaſe of the hoſpital 
of Cholmondeley. Their ſon and heir was Sir Hugh de 
Chelmundeleigh, as the name was then wrote in a charter E, 
without date, of Robert, fon of Liulph, and Mabilla his wife, 
whereunto the ſaid Sir Hugh de Chelmundeleigh, and Robert 
his ſon, were witneſſes. Hz had a releafe ! from Ranulph, Earl 
of Cheſter, for himſelf and his heirs, of all right of ſuits of 
court, and juſtice, owing to the hundred of Broxſtone, for bis 
lands in Cholmundeley. Which releaſe is without date' (as 
in old times was ufual) but is witneſſed by Philip de Oreblie, 
Juſtice of Cheſter, in the ® beginning of the reign of Hen. III.

Which Robert, in ſeveral old deeds, is written lord of | 


Cholmondeley ; and Simon de Criſtelton, ſtyling him nepoti 
ſuo, ? releaſes to him his claim of two bovates of land, with 
the appurtenances in Chriſtelton, which Sir Hugh de Chel- 
mundeley, brother to him the ſaid Simon de Chriſtelton, gave 
to him. Which land this Robert de Chelmundeley gave by 


charter to the abbey of Cheſter, with his body to be buried in 


the church yard of St. Werburgh; Richard de Chelmundeley, 
bis brother, releaſing his claim thereto, as is evident from 
. Charters entered in the ledger book of the abbey of Cheſter. 
He married Beatrix, daughter to Urian St. Peire, 4 or (as others) 
daughter of David le Clerk, baron of half the barony of 
Malpas, and ſiſter to Idonea, the wife of Urian de St. Peire, 
by whom he had iſſue Richard, his ſon and heir. 

Which Richard is wrote lord of Cholmondeley, in a deed 
without date, * wherein he grants to Hugh, his ſon and heir, 
all his lands in. Cholmondeley, Wythall, &c. He married 
Margery, ſiſter and cohcir cf Richard de Kingſley, * and 
_ daughter of Sir Richard de Kingſley (lord of Kingſley, Nor- 
ley, Newton, Codington, and of the bailwick of Delamere- 
foreſt) who was great-grandion of Randle de Tingſley, who had 
the foreſterſhip of Delamere, of the grant of Randle, the firſt 
Earl of Cheſter of that name. The ſaid Margery is mentioned 
in 29 Hen. III. as one of the coheirs of Richard de Kingſley, 
her brother, and ſurviving her huſband, grants, by deed with- 
out date, * to Hugh de Camera, her kiniman, and his heirs, 
one plow-land in Afton, paying one pair of white gloves 
yearly, at the feaſt. of the Nativity of St. John Baptiſt, and 
one Jance every ſecond year; whereunto are witneſſes, Ro- 
bert de Celmundele, and others; and her ſeal, appendant, is 
a branch of a tree, circumſcribed, in old characters, 8. Mar- 
garia Celmundele, She had iſſue three ſons (of whom Ri- 
chard, the eldeſt, died without iſſue) and ſeveral daughters.

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The eldeſt ſurviving ſon was Hugh de Cholmondeley, men- 
tioned in ſeveral deeds, in the reign of Edw. I. and in the 
bth year of Edw. II. being in the commiſſion of the peace, 
was preſent at the caſtle of Cheſter, when David le Cooper 
was executed for burglary, committed at Cholmondeley and 
Burwardeſley. In 8 Edw. II. he was the firſt witneſs “ with 
Richard de 2 ulhurſt, Sheriff of Cheſhire, and other perſons of 
note, to a deed of Wintiliana le Conſtantin, dated at Tuſhing- 
ham; as alſo to another deed in 9 Edw. II. dated at Malpas. 
He married Catharine, daughter of William de Spurſtow, and 
left iſſue Richard, his ſon and heir; William, hereafter-men- 
tioned; Robert, and Thomas, who writes himſelf ſon of Hugh 
de Cholmondelegh, in a charter, * granting to John de Bur- 
ton, chaplain, all his lands and tenements, with the appurte- 
nances in Burton, near Tervyn, which he had of the gift of 
Hugh, ſon of Richard, ſon of Simon de Burton; dated at 
Burton, the Friday after the ſeaſt of St. Hilary, MCCCXXV. 

Robert is alſo wrote ſon of Hugh de Cholmundelegh, in a 
writ of error, 23 Edw. III. ? concerning lands in Wyncham, 
near Picmer, wherein he and Alice his wife (daughter and 
coheir to John de Waſteneys, of Wyncham, in Cheſhire) were, 
with others, plaintiffs. Alſo in 35 Edw. III. he * gave in 
truſt to Hugh del Halgh, chaplain, his property in all his lands 
in Chorley, Werlefton, Berkesford, and Wich-Malbank, to 
which charter, John de Delves, then. Lieutenant and Juſtice 
of Cheſter, was a witneſs. He left iſſue two ſons, William, 
and John, * wrote ſon of Robert de Cholmundeley, of Chorley, 
in 13 Hen. IV. at which time he had the guardianſhip of John, 
ſon and heir of William Crew de Sond. He ſucceeded his 
brother William, at Chorley, in the 4th year of Hen. IV. d ag 
appears by inquiſition taken after his death; and in the gth 
year of Hen. V. is wrote John de Cholmondeley de Chorley, 
and, © with Robert his ſon, grants to Margaret, wife of Ed- 
mund de Munſale, a moiety of the village of Wyncham. From 
the faid Robert, who married a daughter of Sir Robert Need- 
ham, of Shenton, deſcended John Cholmondeley, of Chorley, 
who, by Joan his wife, daughter and coheir of Thomas Hey- 
ton, *was father to Sir Richard Cholmond8ley, and Roger 
Cholmondeley, lineal anceſtor to the Cholmondeleys, of 
Whitby, in Yorkſhire.

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Which Sir Richard Cholmondeley was famous for his valour 
aud conduct, ſhewed on ſeveral occafions, in the reigns of 
Hen. VII. and Hen. VIII. He was knighted by the Fa ef 
Surrey, in 12 Hen. VII. © for his ſervices againſt the Scots, 
who had received and affiſted Perkin Warbeck ; and for bis 
great merit was, by Hen. VII. conſtituted Lieutenant of the 
caſtle of Berwick, and afterwards Governor of the town of 
Kingſton upon Hull; and on Sept. 9, 1513, 5 Hen. VIII, 
commanded the forces of that garriſon, at the battle of Bramp- 
ton, or Flodden-field, wherein JamesIV. King of Scotland, 
Was Nain, with moſt of his Nobles, and the flower of his 
country. And ſo ſerviceable was his conduct that day, that he 
e letter from the King, dated Nov. 27, at Windſor: 
alſo for his ſervices in this battle, he was made Lieutenant of 
the Tower of London; and in an act (6 Hen. VIII.) : con- 
cerning the King's General-receivers of his revenues, is this 
memorable clauſe : * Provided, That this act extend not to

and Raſcall, with all and fingular the members and appurte- 
nances,. and members in the {hire of York, according to the 
tenor and effect of the ſaid grants; and with the fees and re- 
< wards in the faid letters patent, contained and ſpecified; this 
t preſent act, or any other act, made, or to be made in this pre- 
© ſent parliament, to the contrary notwithſtanding.” 

By his laſt will and teſtzment, “ bearing date Dec. 26, 1521, 
in 13 Hen. VIII. (the probate whereof is on March 24 
following) he orders his body to. be buried in the ſame chapel 
where dir John Riſley, Knt. lieth buried, within the chapel of 
our Bleſſed Lady of Barking, beſides the Tower of London, it 
the maſter and wardens will thereunto agree with his executors.

And except lands and 
tenements in the city of London, of 121. yearly, value, which 
he bequeaths to the maſter and wardens of the chapel of our 
Lady of Barking, or ſuch place where he ſhall be buried, for 
a prieſt to ſing and ſay Maſs, and pray for his ſoul, his wife's 
ſoul, his friends fouls, and all Chriſtian fouls, with a yearly 
obiit and anniverſary, And except all his lands and tenements 
within the county of Effex, and in the city of London, which 
he wills to his ſon Roger Cholmley, of Lincoln's-Inn, and to 
the heirs male of his body lawfully begotten ;-and in default of 
ſuch iſſue, to remain to his ſaid brother Roger, and his heirs 
male; and in default, to Richard Cholmley, of Cholmley, 
and to the heirs males of his body; and in default, to his right 
heirs. He leaves ſmall legacies to his couſins Richard Cholm- 
ley, and William Cholmley ; and to his ſaid brother Roger 
Cholmley, one hundred pounds of his beſt plate, and his beſt 
china: and all other.plate, &c. not mentioned in his will, he 
bequeaths to Elizabeth his wife, whom he conſtitutes his ſole 
executrix, and appoints Sir Henry Wyat, Sir John Daunteſey, 
and Sir Richard Brooks, K nts, and his brother Roger Cholm-

Which Roger Cholmley (brother to Sir Richard) was 
Kut. for the body of Hen. VIII. and died April 28, 1538; 
and by his wife Catharine, daughter of Sir Robert Conſtable, 
of Flamborough, in Yorkſhire, Kant. father to Sir Richard 
Cholmley, of Thornton, who was conſtituted ! Conſtable of 
dcatborough-caſtle, in 2 Edw. VI. and by his firſt wife Mar- 
garet, daughter of William Lord Conyers, had iſſue Roger 
Cholmley, anceſtor to the Cholmleys, of Brandeſby, and 
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Thornton; and by his ſecond wife Catharine, “ daughter to 
Henry Clifford, Earl of Cumberland, relift of John Lord 
Scroope of Bolton, had iſſue Sir Henry Cholmley, anceſtor 
to the Cholmleys, of Whitby, in Vorkſhire. 
| Roger Cholmley, natural fon of Sir Richard, being bred to 
the ſtudy of the laws, in Lincoln's-Inn, was fo famed for his 
knowledge and abilities, that after a gradual riſe, he became 
Lord Chief Juſiice of England. In 15 Hen. VIII. he was 
choſen Lent-reader of the ſociety of Lincoln's-Inn, ! and in 20 
Hen. VIII. Double reader thereof; alſo in 23 Hen. VIII. ® 
conſtituted a Serjeant at Law. In 36 Hen. VIII.“ King's Ser- 
jeant; and the year following was promoted to the office of 
Lord Chief Baron e of the Exchequer ; and finally on March 
2t, 6 Edw. VI. Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench, 
An inſcription over the door of the chapel at Highgate, in the 
county of Middleſex, informs us, That he inſtituted and 
< erected, at his own charges, a public and free grammar 
© {chool in that town, and procured the ſame to be eſtabliſhed 
and confirmed, by the letters patent of Queen Elizabeth, 
© endowing the ſame with a yearly maintenance.“ He left iſſue 
two daughters, his coheirs, Elizabeth, married to Sir Leonard 
Beckwith, of Selbie-abbey, in Yorkſhire ; ſecondly, to Curiſ- 
topher Kenn, Eſq; and Frances, wife to Sir Thomas Ruſſel, 
of Strenſham-court, in Worceſterſhire. 
Iz now return to Richard, eldeſt fon of Hugh de Cholmunde- 
ley, by Catharine, his wife, daughter of William de Spurſtow, 
Which Richard, by his charter ? without date, releaſes to 
Richard, ſon of Pagan, and his heirs (in conſideration of five 
marks) a quit-rent of 10s. per ann. for land held of bim in 


- Chriſtleton-Parva, but reſerves for homage and ſervice a pair ' 


of white gloves yearly, on the feaſt of St. John Baptiſt, ac- 
cording to the charter of Robert de Cholmundeley, granted 
to the ſaid Richard, ſon of Pagan. And being alſo wrote Ri- 
chard, ſon of Hugh de Cholmundeley, * was ſummoned in 13 
Edw. II. to the court of pleas at Cheſter, to anſwer Thomas, 
Abbot of St. Werburgh, why he deſtrained the chattles of the 
ſaid Abbot, in Wardhull demeſnes, in Halghton. To which 
he pleaded, that the ſeizure was juſt, it being not in the town 
of Halghton, but in Rove-Chiiiocn, the lordſhip of which 
town belonged to him the ſaid Richard de Cholmundeley.

e was five times Sheriff of Cheſhire, * as alſo Sheriff of Flint- 
ſhire, for ſome years, and a long time one of the two only 
Deputy-lieutenants of Cheſhire ; and for a good ſpace Vice- 
prefident of the marches of Wales, in the abſence of the fa. 
mous Sir Henry Sidney, Knt. Lord-deputy of Ireland. He 
departed this life in the 83d year of his age, on January 6, 
1596-7, the 39th year of Queen Elizabeth, ſeized (as the in-

In an ancient obiit, or ledger book of the abbey of Perſhore, 


in Worceſterſhire, is a commemoration of a noble warrior of 


this name, © who, commanding an army under Ethelred, King 
of England, in his wars againſt Swane, King of Denmark, gave 
the Danes a great defeat near that town, about the year 101 3, 
and thereby preſerved it from ſpoil. and deſtruction. 

We find alſo, that before * the Norman conqueſt, Sir John 
de Harley was poſſeſſed of Harley- caſtle. and lordſhip, and hav - 
ing married Alice, daughter of Sir Titus de Leighton, by Le- 
titia his wife, daughter of Hugh le Brune, left iſſue, 

Sir William de Harley, Knt.. who is the firſt mentioned in 
the viſitation of Shropſhire, in the college of arms, as lord of 
Harley in that county. He was one f of thoſe eminent perſons 
who attended Godfrey de Bulloigne, Robert Curthoeſe, Duke 
of Normandy, Alan, Lord High-fteward of Scotland, and 
others of note, in the firſt memorable expedition to the Holy- 
Land, anno 1098, where they obtained many victories againſt 
the Saracens, and conquered Jeruſalem. In honour of which, 
this Sir William was with them made Knights of the Sepulchre,

VIII. and it is obſervable, that 
the ſhield on his effigies is plain, without any arms, accordin 
to the” cuſtom of tie moſt ancient times. He married Ca.

| Have not been generally preferved til] the reign of Hen. III.“ 


The youngeſt ſon Malcolm de Harley, ot Harleigh, as it was 


fometimes wrote; was chaplain to Edw. I. #nd much in his fa- 
vour, being employed in the management of the revenues of 
that glorious mbnatch, and was his Eſcheator on this fide 
Trent, an office of great honour and truſt in thoſe days. In 
1: Edw. I. he, and Sir Guiſchard de Charne, or Charran, 
had the cuſtody of the biſhopric of Durham, and accounted 
for the iſſues thereof to the King during the vacancy “, viz.

for divers other parts of the revenue thereof; in all, 26201. 
8. 94d. In 1296, 24 Edw. I. the King grants to this 
alcolm de Harleigh (as it was then wrote) ſtyling him his 
beloved Clerk |, the marriage of Margaret, eldeſt daughter, 
and one of the heirs, of Brian de Brampton, ' deceaſed, for 
his nephew Robert de Harleigh, ſon of Richard, dated at 
Vghtragharder — 1 apy 21. On Aug. 22, 1297, 
25 Edw. I. *“ he was with the King at ſea, in the ſhip called 
Cog. Edward, near Winchelſea, and was one of the wit- 
neſſes to the King's delivery of the Great-ſcal to John de Bene- 
ſeed, in the ſaid ſhip. And attending that monarch abroad, 
who did not return to England till March 14, 1298, died ſoon 
after: for the King, by writ of Privy-ſeal, 26 Edw. I. I reciting 
that he was his Eſcheator on this fide Trent, and that Philip de 
Willloughby, the Treaſuter's Lieutenant, and the Barons of the 
Exchequer, would probably ſeize his goods and chattels, he 
commands them to leave enough. in the hands of his kindred 
for the honourable interment of his body ; and that they ſhould 
ſend ſome fit perſon to all places where he had any goods, ta 
take a true and exact inventory of them, that the King, when 
he ſhould be certified thereof, might ive ſuch orders therein 
as he thought proper.

He 
built a that houſe now called Clifford's-Inn, behind St. Dun- 
fan's church, in Fleet- ſtreet; which being ſeized by the King, 
for certain debts due from the ſaid Malcolm, it was granted, in 
3 Edw. II. to Robert de Clifford, Lord Clifford, who made it 
his habitation, and had thence the name of Clifford's-Inn ; 
Iſabel, the widow of the ſaid Robert, having demiſed it to the 
ſtudents of the law. But though that houſe was ſeized by the 
King, yet his poſſeſſions were more than ſufficient to diſchar 
all his debts; for it is evident, ſome of his lands devolved on his 
brother and his deſcendants. | 
I now return to Richard de Harley, elder brother to the ſaid 
Malcolm, and his executor, as before related.

beat and abuſed the ſaid Richard and his men, contraty to the 
peace, &e. And thereupon Richard de Harleigh pleaded, that 
. the wood was his wood, and, finding ſome trees felled, he 
carried them away, as he lawfully might. However, by con- 


fent, a omen vv was made between the wood of the ſaid 


Richard, fon of Robert de Clifton, and the wood of the ſaid 
Richard de * in Harleigh. And that Odo de Hodenet, 
Stephen de Buterlegh, Peter de Muneton, and William de 
Leighton, four Knights, reviewed the ſame perambulation, 
begun on the ſouth of the land of the priory of Wenlock, be- 
tween the wood and the plain, by an old hedge, to a great elm; 
and awarded, that the ſaid Richard de Harſeich may make a 
hedge from the elm through part of that wood to the green 
oak, and from thence to the withered oak, and ſo to another 
withered oak in the plain. 
In the fame year, he ? was among thoſe of the county of Sa- 
lop, who, holding lands in capite by Knight's ſervice, to the 
value of 151. per ann. and not being Knights, were ſummoned 
to take that degree, or fine for the ſame. 


In 1264, 48 Hen. HI. the Barons, with Simon Montfort, 


Earl of Leiceſter, having taken Prince Edward priſoner, at 
the battle of Lewes, May 14, his Highneſs was held in cuſ- 
tody in Herefotd-caſtle, when Roger Mortimer; Lond of Wig- 
more, contrived his eſcape; and, being aſſiſted by this Sir Ri- 
chard Harley 2, they iſſued out from Wigmore-caitle, and deli- 
vered him. It appears from our hiſtorians , and other authori- 
ties, that Mortimer ſent the Prince a ſwift horſe, with intima- 
tion, that he ſhould obtain leave to ride out for his recreation 
into a place called Widmerſh, and upon ſight of a perſon mounted 
on a white horſe, at the foot of Tillington-hill, and waving 
bis bonnet, he ſhould haſte towards him with all ſpeed. Ac- 
cordingly the Prince, on the ſignal, ſetting ſpurs to that horſe, 
overwent thoſe about him; and Mortimer meeting him with 
five hundred armed men, chaced them back to the gates of 
Hereford, and brought him in fafety to his caſtle of Wigmore. 
Afterwards they were in that great battle of Eveſham, fought 
on Aug. 6, 1265, 49 Hen. III. where the Barons were van- 
euiſhed, and Simon Montfort, their leader, ſlain. Which 
victory was a principal means of putting an end to that bloody 
war, and of advancing this family, when the ſaid gallant Prince 
aſcended the throne. en |

In the ſame year, ? a fine was levied by him and Burga 
his wife, and Adam la Bolde, of the manour of La Bolde, 
granted to them by the ſaid Adam, which they convey to him 
again for life, paying a roſe annually, remainder to the ſaid 
Richard de Harleye, and Burga, and their heirs. She was the 
ſole daughter and heir * of Sir Andrew de Willey, ſon and heir 
of Warrin de Willegh, or Willey, by Petronella his wiſe, 
daughter and heir of Robert, ſon of Odo, Lord of Kinlegh, 
in com' Salop. And by this? match, divers fair lordſhips ac- 
crued to this family, as Willey, Gretenton, Walderhope,

In 27 Edw. I. the King ſent him ® a letter, ſtyling him his

In 28 Edw. I. this © Sir Richard Harley, Robert Corbet, and 
Robert de Roſcale, were the three Knights choſen for Shrop- 
ſhire, whom the * King (to ſatisfy his Earls and Nobles) im- 
powered, as Juſtices in the ſaid county, to puniſh all offences 
againſt the articles of Magna Charta, the Charter of the Foreſt, 
and the Statute of Winton, not puniſhable by the common 
laws of the realm.

ter, and at length coheir to Walter Earl of Hereford, ſon of 
Walter, Earl of Hereford, and of Sibil his wife, daughter and 
ſole heir of Bernard Newmarch, Lord of Brecon (by conqueſt, 
and by gift of William Rufus) and of Neaſt, daughter to Tra- 
ham ap Cradock, King of North-Wales. And the laſt- men- 
tioned Philip de Breos, was grandſon and heir of William de 
Breos, Lord of Breos in Normandy, and of Bramber, in com* 
i who married Agnes, daughter to Waldron, Earl of 
Clare.

III. by 
a ſine levied between him and Margaret his wife, and Philip de 
Harley 9, he ſettled the manours of Bramton, and Buckton, with 
the appurtenances, after the deceaſe of himſelf and Margaret 
his wife, on his fon Brian and his heirs, with remainder to the 
right heirs of the {a'd Robert and Margaret.

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Ralph Lord Stafford being then 32 years of age, Margaret 46, 
and Elizabeth 42. The ſaid Peter Lord Corbet, in 27 Edw. I. 
t was found, by inquiſition, to be one of the next heirs of Roger 
de Valletort, a great Baron in the weſt; and u died, the year 
following, ſeized of the barony of Caus, with its members; 
which barony, by the death of Peter, ſon of the ſaid Peter, as 
before-mentioned, has been ever fince in abeyance between 
the families of the Lord Stafford (whence branched the Dukes 
of Buckingham) this family of Harley, and that of Cornwal. 
And in 21 Edw. III. the coheirs / came tv an agreement; Ralph,

It is alſo probable, that Andrew Harley was one of his ſons, 
and had that name from his mother's father. It is certain , 
that Andrew Harley was one of the Knights of the ſhire for the 
* of Hereford, in 7 Rich. II. as alſo in 9 Rich. II. when 
he is ſtyled Chevalier. 
Robert de Hartley, his eldeſt fon, is ſtyled Fatuus (or the Sim- 
ple) in the genealogy and records. In 23 Edw. III. Hugh de Par- 
rok and Richard More, by deed, dated at Harley, grant to Ro- 
bert Harley and Joan his wife, the manours of Harley, Greting- 
don, Kenle, Cherlecote, Bolde, Y okelton, Stretton, Shelve, Wen- 
tenere, and the 4th part of the foreſt of Caus, which they 
had by the feoffment of the ſaid Robert. In 35 Edw. III. by the 
name of Robert, ſon and heir of Margaret, wife of Robert de 
Harley, he * gave 25 marks to the King for his relief for the 
fourth part of the ® barony of Caus. In 37 Edw. III. by a final 
agreement between Hugh Parok, plaintiff, and Robert de Har-

Alſo 
the ſame year by ® another final agreement, wherein Hugh le 
Yonge, clerk, and Hugh Parrock, vicar of the church of Shawe- 
bary, being plaintiffs, they ſettled the manours of Yokelton, 
Shelve, and Wentenere, and the 4th part of the foreft of Cavs, 
on the ſaid Robert and Joan, for their lives, with remainder to 
Fulk, fon of Robert Corbet, of Morton, and his heirs; remain- 
der to the right heirs' of the ſaid Joan: but, by another final 
agreement the next enſuing year, they © granted the premiſes to 
the ſaid Fulk Corbet, to bold for their lives, in conſideration of 
an annual allowance of 60 l. during both their lives. In 39 Edw. 
III. 4 he granted to John Delves, Chevalier, a Knight's fee, and 
ſeven ſhillings rent, with the appurtenances, in Deryngton, to- 
gether with the homage and ſervice of Richard de Deryngton, 
and his heirs, in the ſaid town. And in 41 Edw. III. e reciting, 
that Fulk, ſon of Robert Corbet, of Morton, K nt. holds the ma- 
nours of Yokelton, Shelve, Wentenore, and the 4th part of the 
foreſt of Caus, for life, by demiſe of the faid Robert and Joan his 
wife, and that the premiſes, after the deceaſe of the ſaid Fulk, 
ought to revert to the ſaid Robert and Joan, and the heirs of 
Joan; they granted the reverfion thereof to Roger, ſon of Ro- 
bert Corbet, of Morton, Ent. and to the heirs male of his body, 
remainder to the ſaid Robert and Joan, and the heirs of Joan. 
In 48 Edw. III. f it is fet forth, that Robert de Harley, couſin and 
heir of Malcolm de Harley, held the moiety of the manour of 
Aſhdon, with the appurtenances, of the heir of Robert de Mor- 
timer, late Earl of March, the King's ward, by the ſervice of a 
moiety of one Knight's fee. But not long after he departed this 
life, as is evident from a final agreement in 50 Edw, III. © be- 
tween Joan, widow of the ſaid Robert de — plaintiff, and 
Peter de Cornewall, deforcient, whereby the faid Peter grants 
the reverſion of the manour of Cherlecote (then held by Brian de 
Cornewall, Chevalier, and others, for the life of the ſaid Brian) 
together with the manours of Yokelton, Shelve, and Wente- 
nore, and the 4th part of the foreſt of Caus (then alſo held by 
Fulk Corbet, for life, with remainder to Roger his brother, if 
he ſurvives him) to the ſaid Joan, and her heirs. She © was 
daughter of Sir Robert Cotbet, of Morton Corbet, Knt. and 
ſurvived her huſband many years.

the manour of Harley, &c. In 24 Hen. VI. ſhe ſecondly was 
married to Sir Richard Lacon, Knt. who had iſſue by her Wil- 
liam Lacon, of Willey e, from whom deſcended thoſe of the 
name at Willey, and Kinlet, Thongland, Holloway, and 
Mounſlow, in Shropſhire. 

Having brought the iſſue of Robert de Harley to a period, I 
now return to Brian Harley, his brother. Which Brian Har- 
ley being in the wars with France, he there received the ho- 
nour of Knighthood; and was a perſon of ſuch eminence, that 
» Edward the Black Prince recommended him to his father 
Edw. III. to be choſen a Knight of the Garter; but he died be- 
fore his election. He 4 married Eleanor, daughter to Sir Roger 
Corbet, of Morton, ſiſter to his eldeſt brother's wife; and, by 
agreement with his brother, divided the inheritance of the fa- 
mily. I have before mentioned, that the paternal eſtate in Shrop- 
ſhire went away with his brother's daughter and heir. And by 
the ſaid agreement, this Sir Brian was heir to his mother's 
eſtate, viz. Brampton, Bucton, Byton, and other lands in 


Wiggeſmoteland. He left iſſue one ſon, * Bryan de Harley, 


and a daughter, Eleanor, married to Sir John Bromwick, of 
Bromwick-caftle, in Herefordſhire, Knt. Eleanor his wife was 
ſecondly ® married to Thomas Cotes, as appears by an award 
made in 7 Rich. II. by Sir John Burley, Kat. and others, be- 
twixt her ſaid huſband Thomas Cotes, and her ſon Bryan Har- 
ley. She was alſo living in 16 Rich. II. „when, ſtyling herſelf 
Eleanor, relict of Sir Brian de Harley, Knt. ſhe gave to Roger 
Swinnerton, Lord of Chebbeſey, all her right in the manour 
of Haymes, in the county of Stafford. 
Bryan de Harley, Eſq; ſucceeding his father, was denomi- 
nated of Brampton-caftle, in Herefordſhire; he was Governor 
* of Montgomery and Dolverin caſtles, in the reign of Hen. IV. 
which -he bravely defended againſt the famous Owen Glen- 
dourdwy, who was forced, by his valour, to return from them;

married Julian, daughter of Sir John Burley, of Burley, Knt.

His only ſon Richard Harley, Eſq; in the 14th year of Hen, 
VII. * was Sheriff of the county of Salop. He married Catharine, 
fiſter of Elizabeth, Lady Monteagle, and daughter of Sir 
Thomas Vaughan, of Tretower-caſtle, in Brecknockſhire, 
who, by order of the Duke of Glouceſter, afterwards Rich, 
Til. was beheaded at Pomfret, with the Earl Rivers, and 
others, anno 1483, for their fidelity to the young King 
Edw. V. This Richard Harley, Efq; by his marriage afore- 
ſaid, was related to moſt of the beſt families in Wales ; * the 
Welch genealogiſts deriving the ſaid Sir Thomas Vaughan 
from the ancient Britiſh Princes of Hereford, Brecknock, and 
Radnor, before the Norman or Saxon conqueſts; and from 
the noble families of the Clares and Mortimers, as alſo from 
all the Princes of Wales. 

By the inquiſition taken at Wigmore, ! June 27, 1529, 21 
Hen. VIII. after the death of the ſaid Richard, it appears, that 
Sir John Harley, Knt. in conſideration of a marriage between 
the ſaid Richard, his ſon and heir apparent, and Catharine, 
daughter of Sir Thomas Vaughan, Ent. made a fett]cment of 
tne manour of Brampton, the town of Bucton, parce! of the 
ſaid manour, the manour of Over-Pedwardyne, and divers mel- 
ſuages, &c. in Over Pedwardyne, Nether-Pedwardyne, Wal- 
forde, and Borysforde, fix burgages, and certain lands and tene- 
ments thereto belonging, in the town or borough of Wigmore, 
together with divers other meſſuages, lands, and tenements, in 
Lengthalle-Erlys, Alfortune, Kyntone, and Leyntwardin, in 
the lordſhip of Wigmore, in truſt for the uſe of him the ſaid 
John Harley, Knt. and Joan his wife, for their lives, remainder 
to the uſe of Richard Harley, bis fon and heir, and the heirs of 
his body, remainder to the right heirs of the ſaid Sir John®; 
and that the ſaid Richard died on March 11, before the taking 
of the inquiſition, leaving John Harley, his ſon and heir, 38 
years old and upwards: and had alſo two other ſons, William, 
2nd Thomas; and a daughter Catharine, married to Roger 
Honwood, Eſq; 
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The ſaid John Harley, Eſq; born in 1491, 7 Hen. VII. was, 
in his father's life-time, * a commander in the wars againſt the 
Scots, and ſignalized himſelf in the battle, when James IV. 
King of Scotland, was killed at Flodden- field, Sept. 9, 1513. 
He married, in the 11th-of Hen. VIII. Anne, daughter of Sir 
Edward Crofts, Knt. by whom he had iſſue John Harley; 
Thomas, Rector of Brampton; William; Edward; Margaret, 
wife of Thomas Adams, of Electon, in Shropſhire; Joyce, and 
Elizabeth. After her deceaſe, he wedded Anne, daughter of 
Sir Edward Rouſe, of Worceſterſhire, Knt. by whom he had 
iſſue Alice, wife of Simon Macklew. In 1541, he covenanted 
for his ſon's marriage, as hereafter particulariſed: and died on 
Auguſt 6, 1542, leaving John his ſon and heir, who was 21 
years of age, on Oct. 29 following, as is evident from the in- 

uiſition. | 
5 But, before I proceed to treat of him, it will be here pro- 
per to give ſome account of John Harley, Biſhop of Hereford. 
He was of a younger branch of this family, born towards 
the beginning of Hen. VIII's reign, and admitted Fellow of 
Magdalen's college, about 1537 ®, being then B.A. and maſ- 
ter of the free- ſchool joining to that college. Afterwards, pro- 
ceeding in the faculty of divinity, he took holy orders, be- 
came preacher to the Earl of Warwick (afterwards Duke of 
Northumberland) and tutor to his children. He was a zea- 
lous preacher, in Oxford, againit the Roman catholicks, upon 
the entrance of Edw. VI. „and at length chaplain to that 
Prince; who, for his effectual promotion of the reformed re- 
ligion, gave him a prebendſhip of Worceſter, anno 1551: 
after which, he was Rector of Upton upon Severn, and Vicar 
of Kederminſter, in Worceſterſhire ; laſtly elected Biſhop of 
Hereford, and conſecrated .on May 26, 1553; but was-de- 
prived by Queen Mary “ a few months aſter, for refuſing to 
hear Maſs, and being married. As to his merits and abilities, 
we have inconteſtible evidences of them, given by the famous 
John Leland *, who knew him perſonally, and has highly ex- 
tolled him in a Latin poem, for his great virtue and learning, 
eſpecially in the claflical authors and poets, and for the delt- 
cacy of his own. poetical compolitions; but what he has par- 
ticularly publiſhed, neither this author, Bayle, nor Pits, relate. 
He removed from place to place, to avoid perſecution, and 
comfort the diſtteſſed remnant of proteſtants ; but died in one of 


theſe journies about England, 1554, in the reign of Q Mary. 
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TI now return to John, eldeſt ſon and heir of John Harley, 
Eq; who died on Avguſt 6, 1542. Which John Harley, 
Eſq; on his father's deceaſe, was in ward to the King ten 
weeks, and being at full age on Oct. 29, 1542, 34 Hen. VIII. 
thereupon ſued * out a ſpecial livery of all the manours and lands 
his father died poſſeſſed of, viz. the manour of BuQon, with 
the appurtenances iii Bucton; the manours of Pedwarden, and 
Borisfo de, held of the King as of the honour of Wigmore, by 
the ſervice of one Knight's fee ; the manour of Byton, with 
the appurtenances, and other lands and tenements in Byton, 
held of Richard Cornwall, Eſq; as of his manour of Stepleton, 
in ſcoccage by the rent of 6d. Alſo lands and tenements, anda 
mill, with the appurtenances, in Walford, Lentwarden, Atfor- 
tone, Wigmore, Bucktone, and Yetone, held of the King in 
icoccage: alſo lands and tenements in Kingtone : the manour 
of Bramton-Brian, with its appurtenances, held of the King 
as of the honour of Wigmore, by the ſervice of one Knight's 
tee; and Bucton-park, with its appurtenances, all in Here- 
fordſhite: the manour of Lyſſe, and its appurtenances, in the 
county of Southampton ; tenements in Bukenhille, half the 
manour of Dowr, tenements in Nether-downe, in Brome, 
and in Wynds, in com' Salop; tenements in the Reves, and 
in Blackbich, in Radnorſhire. | 

His father, on March 30, 1541, 32 Hen. VIII. covenanted 
with Richard Warncomb, of Hereford, Eſq; for a marriage to be 
ſolemnized between his ſaid fon John, and Maud Warncomb, 
before the feaſt of Pentecoſt then next enſuing, and ſettles 
upon them in preſent, the manours of Byton, in com” Hereford, 
and Lytle Stormy, alias Lyſſe Barley, in com' Southampton, 
with the reverſion of Bramton-Brian, Pedwardin, Bores ford, 
Bucton, Walford ; and the lordſhip of Nether-down, in com' 
Montgomery, after the expiration of thirty years; Curing 
which time the profits thereof was to provide portions for 
younger brothers and filters. This Maud Warncemb was at 
jength coheir to her brother * James Warncomb, Eſq: who 
died poſſeſſed of the manour of Lugwardin, in com Heref. 
(purchaſed by his father, Richard Warncomb, Eſq; of Sir 
John Bridges, in 31 Hen. VIII.) and divers other manours 
and lands. And, on the diviſion of the eſtate, ſhe had, for 
her ſhare, the manours of Aylton and Pickſley, with lands in 
Bodenhem, Webton, Gothermet, Leyntall, Starks, and Elton; 
and ſeveral houfestn Heteford, and Leominſter. 
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By the ſaid Maud, he had iſſue John Harley, Eſq; flain in the 
French wars; Thomas, William, and Richard: alſo three 
daughters; 1 Catharine, firſt married to John Creſſet, of Up- 
ton- Creſſet, and afterwards to John Cornwall, Baron of Bur- 
ford in Shropſhire ; 2dly, Elizabeth, wife of Giles Nanfan, of 
Birch- Morton, in Worceſterſhire; and 3 Jane, married to 
Roger Minors, of Triago, in com' Heref. Efqrs. The ſaid 
John Harley, Eſq; was ſheriff of Herefordſhire, in 3 Edw. VI. 
and again in 3 Eliz. He was “ a zealous Romaniſt, and is ſaid 


to have given ſome protection, at Brampton Caſtle, to Parſons 


and Campian the Jeſuits. Yet it appears that he was Conſtable 
of Conway-Caſtle, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth“. Sir 
Henry Sidney, Lord-deputy of Ireland, and preſident of Wales, 
in a letter to Secretary Cecil (dated Auguſt 8, 1568) deſired he 
might have Queen Elizabeth's letter to Harley, Conſtable of 
Conway-Caſtle, to receive ſuch Jriſh priſoners, or pledges, as 
he ſhould ſend him, to be confined in the faid caſtle. - 

His will bears date in December, 1580, and Maud, his 
wife's, anno 1589 ; but if he lived to be 85 years of age, as is 
afſerted *, he did not die till the year 1606, as may be com- 
puted from his age before-mentioned on his father's deceaſe. 
When his body was opened to be emvalmed, a ſtone was taken 
out of it, that weighed above 16 ounces, and was long ke 
in the family. 

His <1deff ſurviving ſon Thomas Harley, Eſq; of Brampton, 
barn about the year 1548, lived, during his fathet's life, at 
Wigmore-Caftle ; was in! the commiſſion. of peace, A. D. 
1585, * high Sheriff of Herefordſhire, in the 36th of Eliza- 
beth, as alſo in the Jaſt year of that Queen, and in the firſt of 
James I. in which year he had a grant, from his Majeſty, of 
the honour and Caſtle of Wigmore. He was likewiſe, ® in 
that reign, of the council to William Lord Compton, Preſi- 
dent of Wales; and very conſiderable in his time for his afflu- 
ence of fortune, and great abilities; but chiefly diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf by the ſagacity of his councils to King James I. againſt 
the meaſures then in purſuit ©, as tending to involve his Majeſty, 
or his fon, in a war with his people; which accordingly came 
to paſs, though above 20 years after, and he lived not himſelf 
to ſee his predictions verified, After this ſincere delivery of 
bis ſentiments, he retired from the court, and ſervice of the 
late, though. not without marks of honour and favour from

Charles I. and employed his plentiful fortune in acts of hof. 


pitality. 
He lived to a great age, dying in March, 1631, and was 
buried on the 19th of the ſame month, at Bramton. 

He married Margaret, daughter of Sir Andrew Corbet, of 
Morton-Corbet, Knt. by whom he had iſſue Sir Robert Har- 
ley, Knight of the Bath. And, ſurviving her, he married, ſe- 
condly, Anne, daughter to Walter Griffith, of Burton-Agnes, 
in Yorkſhire, Eſq; ſiſter to Sir Henry Griffith, Knt. by whom 
he bad iſſue James Harley; and Thomas, who was baptized at 
Brampton, Sept. 6, 1601, and was buried at Leintwarden 
the ſame year. The ſaid James Harley married, on OR. 10, 
1610, Anne, daughter and coheir to John Gardiner, Eſq; of 
Brampton *%, by whom he had iſſue Anne, baptized at Bram- 
ton, on July 16,1615. He buried his wife there, on June 18, 
1618, and dying himſelf at Berrington, ſoon after, was bu- 
ried near her, on July 14 following; and their daughter afore- 
faid, on March 27, 1619 *, 

Sir Robert Harley, only ſurviving ſon of Thomas, was born 
at Wigmore-caſtle, and baptized on March 1, 1579. His | 
mother died when he was very young, and he received bis 
firſt inſtructions in literature from his uncle Richard Harley, a 
man of noted wit and learning, by whom being accompliſhed. 
for the Univeifity, his father ſent him to Orie]-college, in 
Oxford, where he ſtudied under the care of an able tutor, Mr. 
Cadwallader Owen. He continued there four years, and took 
his degree of Bachelor of Arts ö: and thence removed to the 
Middle-Temple, in London, where he. aſſociated with men 
of the firſt rank in that ſociety, and reſided there till the co- 
ronation of James I. at which he was made one of the“ Knights 
of the Bath, on July 15, 1603. He was in the next year, 
on July 16, made Forelier of Boringwood, alias Bringwood- 
foreſt, in com' Hereford i, with the office of the Pokerſbip, 
and cuſtody of the foreſt or chaſe of Preſtwood, for life. In 
an abſtract of the King's revenues &, are theſe entries relating 
thereto :—To Sir Robert Harley, for keeping Boringwood, 
alias Bringwood-foreſt, in com* Hereford, 61. 28. 8 d. per 
ann. for the Pokerſhip 30 8. 5d. by the year; and for kcep- 
ing the foreſt of Preſtwood, 18s. by the year, In the 7th of 
Jac. I. he obtained a grant to himſelf, his heirs, and aſſigns, for 
ever, for a weekly market, and a fair annually, at Wigmore, 
in Hercfordſhire. He was elected Knight for the ſaid county, 
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in the 21ſt year of James I's reign, and was put into the 
commiſſion of the peace, as his father“ had been in the iſt 
of Charles I. On Sept. 12, 1626, the 2d year of that 
King's reign, he » had a grant of the office, and offices, of 
maſter, and worker of monies, to be be coined in-the Tower 
of London, during life; and on Nov. 8 following, an „ in- 
denture was made, between the ſaid King Charles I. and 
Sir Robert Harley, Knight of the Bath, for coining the mo- 
nies of ſilver and gold, à according to his letters patent. To 
this office was annexed a ſalary of four thouſand pounds per 
ann. as Whitlock obſerves; and that after the King's murder, 
the parliament having ordered a new coin to be ſtamped, Sir 
Robert Harley refuſed to coin with any other ſtamp than that 
of the King : whereupon the parliament ordered a trial of the 
Pixe to be made at Sir Robert Harley's expence; and re- 
moved him from his place. While he enjoyed it, to the great 
improvement of our coin, he introduced that famous artiſt, 
Thomas Symonds, to be engraver of the dies for the mint. 

Being, by his Lady, related to that famous General, Horace 
Lord Vere, of Tilbury (one of the grandſons of John, the 
15th Earl of Oxford) there was ſuch an intimacy between 
them, that the ſaid Lord, in his will, dated Nov. 10, 1634, 
tyling him his much reſpected friend, makes him the firſt of 
his truſtees, by indenture, Oct. 20, 1634, which he alſo 
confirmed by his will. He was one of the leading members, 
2s repreſentative for the county aforeſaid *, in the parliaments 
of Charles I. alſo Captain of a troop of horſe in the par- 
liament's ſervice, and had conſiderable influence in the 
public affairs, as may further appear in the printed hiſtories of 
thoſe times, * In April, 1642, he was choſen, by the King, 
one of the Commiſſioners and Council for the adviſing, or- 
dring, and diſpoſing all things concerning the government 
and defence of the kingdom of Ireland. It appears, by books 
dedicated to him, that he was a great patron of religion and 
learning; an enemy to oppreſſion, bigotry, and hypocriſy ; 
and protected the puritan miniſters againſt the violence of the. 

courts of high commiſſion, and ſtar- chamber. 
He was thrice married; firſt, to Anne, daughter of Charles 
Barret, of Belhouſe, in Aveley, in Efſex, Eiq; by whom he 
had a fon named Thomas, who died young; and ſhe was bu- 
ried at Cuxton, near Rocheſter in Kent, where there is 2 hand- 
ſome monument erected for her. Secondly, he married Mary, 
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daughter to Sir Francis Newport, of High Ercal, in com' Sa- 
lop, afterwards Lord Newport, by whom he had iſſue John, 
born at Bramton: caſtle, on Oct. 18, 160%, and afterwards by. 
ricd at Bucknel ; alſo eight children more, who all died young », 
This Lady Mary, their mother, was buried at Brampton-Brian, 
on Aug. 5, 1622. He took to his third wife Brilliana, ſecond 
daughter of Edward Viſcount Conway (one of the greateſt 
men of that age, both in camp and ſtate) by Dorothy his wife, 
daughter to Sit John Tracy, of Todington, in com' Glou- 
ceſter, Knt. ſiſter to Mary, wife of that renowned General, 
Sir Horace Veie, Lord Vere, of Tilbury ; by which his fa- 
mily became related to the Veres, Earls of Oxford, Holleſes, 
Earls of Clare, and ſeveral other noble families. This mar- 
riage was ſolemnized on July 22, 1623: and, by the faid 
Lady Brilliana, he had iſſue, 1. Sir Edward Harley, hereafter 
mentioned ; 2. Sir Robert Harley, Knt. * who married, on 
Feb. 8, 1670, Edith, daughter of Pembrugge, Eſq; 
and widow of Major Hinton, but died iſſueleſs, and was allo 
buried at Bramton, on Nov: 18, 1673; 3. Thomas Harley, 
of Kinſham- court, in com* Hereford, Eſq; who, by Abigail 
his wife, daughter of Sir Richard Saltinſtall, Knt. had four 
ſons, who died iſſueleſs. Sir Robert had alſo four daughters; 
Brilliana, wife of James Stanley, ſecond ſon of Sir Robert 
Stanley, Knt. who was ſecond ſon to William Earl of Derby; 
Dorothy, wife of William Mitchell, in the county of Norfolk, 
Efq; Margaret and Elizabeth, who died unmarried, | 
His Lady Brilliana, ſo chriſtened; becauſe born while her 
father was Governor of the Brill, was highly- celebrated for 
her prudence and valour in the late civil wars; having ? fo he- 
roically defended her huſband'#caſtle of Bramton, againſt the 
powerful army which invaded it ; that they were, after many 
attacks. obliged to raiſe the ſiege, merely through her ſkilful 
man-gement of treaties with the adverſaries, and exemplary. 
courage, which animated the defendants ; well becoming a 
deſcendant from her warlike anceſtors; This fiege of Bram- 
ton was begun on July 26, 1643, and laſted ſeven weeks, 
in which time moſt of the town was burnt; and this gallant 
Lady dying in (ober following, the caſtle was a ſecond time 
beſieged. And then, after a long and brave defence, though 
made by Sir Robert Harley's ſervants only, and the beſiegers 
cannon having laid all the walls and outworks in ruin, it was 
ſurtendered and burnt; as was alſo his caſtle of Wigmore 
| (the ancient ſeat of the Mortimers) together with the church 
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of Brampton; alſo his two parks and warren laid waſte; be- 
hes above 40 dwelling-houſes deſtroyed. And as the family 
has been ever addicted to the love of literature, as well as the 
exerciſe of arms, an extraordinary library of manuſcript and 
printed books, which had been collected from one (deſcent to 
mother, "alſo periſhed in Brampton-caſtle, and the ſaid demo- 
tion and ſack thereof; the whole loſs amounting, as it has 
keen computed, to above 50,0001. Sir Henry Lingen's eſtate 
(who had beſieged the caſtle, and burnt the town of Bramton, 
ke.) was afterwards laid under ſequeſtration, and the profits 
thereof ordered to make ſatisfation for thoſe great damages. 
Yet ſo honourable, fo compaſſionate was Colonel Harley, 
that, after an inventory had been taken of all the perſonal 
eſtate and goods, he waited on the Lady Lingen (Sir Henry 
being dead) and having aſked, whether that was a perfect 
© inventory, and ſhe bad ſigned the ſame,” he preſented it to 
her, with all his right thereto. Sir Robert Harley wanted not 
fortitude, hereditary and acquired, to ſuſtain theſe diſaſters ; 
living ſeveral years after them, and at laſt died of thoſe in- 
irmities,” the ſtone and gout, to which the old age he arrived 
it is moſt commonly incident, on Nov. 6, and was interred 
vith his anceſtors at Bramton-Brian, * on Dec. 10 following, 
anno 1656. His funeral ſermon was preached the day of his 
interment, by the Rev. Mr. James Froyſeld, who, ſoon after 
publiſhing the ſame, dedicated it'to his ſon, Colonel Edward 
Harley, we refer thereto for his further deſerved praiſe. 
Among other hardſhips in his old age, he was impriſoned by the 
amy, on the following occaſion: On Dec. 6, 1648, he and 
his ſon Colonel Edward Harley having voted, © That the 
King's anſwer to the propoſitions from both houſes, was a 
ground for them to proceed upon, to the ſettlement cf the 
kingdom's peace,” the army the next morning ſeized on one 
and forty of the principal members then fitting ; and Sir Ro- 
bert, with his ſon Colonel Harley, being two of them, were 
conveyed into their great victualling-houſe, near Weſtminſter- 
ball, called Hell, where they kept them all night, without 
ay beds, and were after driven as priſoners {through ſnow 
and rain) to ſeveral inns in the Strand, and there confined un- 
der 2 of the ſoldiers, See Dugdale's view of the troubles, 
5. 392. 2 q 
Colonel Edward Harley ſucceeded his father, as his eldeſt 
on and heir, in his eſtate and virtues : and, being a man of 
feat integrity, was deſervedly advanced to great honour, He 
Was baptized at Wigmore, on Oct. 21, 1624, and was edu- 
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cated at Magdalen-hall, in Oxford, tho* he did not abide long 
there. > He was one of the Knights of the ſhire for Hereford, 
with his father, in the laſt parliament called by Charles I, and, 
upon the eruption of the civil war, he was Colonel of a regis 
ment, which he raiſed himſelf. In one of his firſt engagements, 
in the year 1642, he was ſhot with a muſket-ball, which he 
bore in his body 58 years, even to his grave. He diſtinguiſhed 
his valour and expertneſs in arms, in. ſeveral battles ; and, in 
the year 1644, © was made Governor of Monmouth; alſo, the 

ear after, of Cannon-Frome, a garriſon between W orceſter 
and Hereford. In 1647, he was one of the eleven members 
in the houſe of Commons, who, by reafon of their firmneſs in 
promoting a peace with the King, were impeached by the army 
of high treaſon: © For that, by their power in the houſe, 
© the ordinance for diſbanding the army did paſs ;* and threat- 
ened, if they were not expelled, they would march up to 
Weſtminſter : whereby the reſt of the members were ſo inti- 
midated, as to exclude them the houſe. But, being ſome time 
after again admitted, he, with his father, Sir Robert Harley, 
were, by the army, made priſoners, on Dec. 7, 1648, as already 
mentioned in the account of Sir Robert. In 1656, being choſen 
by the county of Hereford one of their repreſentatives in par- 
liament; and Oliver Cromwell having ſecluded him, with ſe- 
veral other members who would not be ſubſervient to him; be 
was one of thoſe who ſigned and publiſhed a remonſtrance, 
© © That they would not be frighted or flattered to betray their 
© country, and give up their religion, lives, and eftates, to be 
© at his will, to ſerve his lawleſs ambition.” And, in very 
pathetic terms, ſet forth the depredations of Cromwell, and 
the power he had aſſumed ; proteſting, that the aſſembly at 
Weſtminſter was not the repreſentative body of England ; and 
© That all ſuch members as ſhall take on them to approve the 
© forcible excluſion of other choſen members, or ſhall fit, vote, 
c or act, by name of the parliament of England, while, to their 
© knowledge, many of the choſen members are ſo by force 
© ſhut out, ought to be reputed betrayers of the liberties of 
England, and adherents to the capital enemy of the com- 
© monwealth.” 

In the parliament, which reſtored Charles II. he was one 
of the members for the county of Hereford, He approved 
himſelf ſuch a faithful aſſertor of the royal cauſe, and was ſo 
inſtrumental to the reſtoration, that meeting the King at Do- 
ver, upon his firſt return to his dominions, his Majeſty made 
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tim Governor of Dunkirk; and he went directly to take poſ- 
efion of it, that the town might not fall into the hands of the 
French, as General Monk told him otherwiſe it would. He 
alſo preferred a petition to the council, which Mr. Annefley 

ted to the houſe of Commons, on June 29, 1660, f and 
was referred to a committee, to take into conſideration the 
efabliſt:ment of a government at Dunkirk, what number 
of men would be neceſſary to be continued, and upon what 
py; and thereupon to prepare an eſtabliſhment, and re- 
pott it to the houſe, with their opinion, how proviſion may, 
with moſt conveniency, be made for the ſettled payment 
15 faid government of Dunkirk was ſoon after confirmed 
by the King; the warrant was made to him for life, which he

During the ſhort ſpace of time he held this government of 
Dunkirk, he s recruited the garriſon to above nine thouſand 
men, and began many fortifications, which were afterwards 
perfected by the French. And, as a fingular pattern of incor- 
ruptible fidelity, be it remembered, to his laſting glory, that 
no honours, no rewards, could make him act contrary to the 
intereſt of his country. He was ſo far from uniting with thoſe 
who conſented to the ſale of Dunkirk to the French, that he 
frenuouſly oppoſed it; and, by his intereſt, got the h houſe of 
Commons to paſs a reſolution to prepare an act that it ſhould 
never be alienated, but be made a part of the King's hereditary 
dominions. Nor could he be prevailed on by threats, or 
promiſes, or even by great bribes, to relinquiſh that reſo- 
lution. And it muſt be more particularly remembered, * that 
he refuſed the dignity of Peerage; alſo an offer made him, by - 
a certain great man, of ten thouſand pounds, to be paſſive in 
the ſurrendery of that place, and forbear his proſecution of a 
laws to annex Dunkirk to the crown of England. However, 
the court being determined to ſell the town, he received the 
following order at Dunkirk, on May 25, by the hands of 
Major Floyd: |

RETORFORT, 


It appears that the King allowed 12001. weekly, for main- 

taining the garriſon of Dunkirk, and Mardyke. * and that Sir 
Edward Harley left in the hands of Thomas de la Vall, Depu- 
ty-treaſurer of Dunkirk, 127,7521. 158. for which the Lord 
Retorfort, his ſucceſſor, afterwards Earl of Tiviot, gave his 
receipt, bearing date May _ 1661, 
O pon the expence of the King's marriage, and that of ſet- 
tling the Queen-mother in a ſplendid court at Somerſet-houle, 
France took the opportunity to compleat their bargain for Dun- 
Kick. * The firſt motion to the King for complying there- 
with, as my author ſays, he was aſſured by a knowing man, 
© was the great expence in keeping it; which Rutherfort the 
© Governor had increaſed to an exorbitant degree, fince the 
© diſmiſlion of Sir Edward Harley.“ It was fold for 500,c001, 
and inglorioufly put into the poſſeſſion of the French, under 
the government of the Count D'Eſtrades, the Engliſh Bo- 
vernor (Rutherfort) with two companies guaiding the gates, 
at their entrance, and delivering the keys. 


lc Sir Edward Harley's account of the expences and treaſure at Dunkirk, MS, 
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Lord Lanſdown, in his vindication of General Monk, gives 
this account of Sir Edward Harley: General Monk forefaw 
« early what might happen to be the fate of Dunkirk, and 
© took his precautions in the very beginning to preſerve it, by 
« placing Sir Edward Harley in the command, a man of pub- 
« lic ſpirit, firm to the intereſt of his country, and not to be 
© biaſſed, tempted, or deluded to be affiftant in any thing 
t coritrary to it. This appeared plainly afterwards ; for the 
« firſt ſtep taken, as ſoon as the treaty was projected, was to 
© remove that gallant man, and place another Governor in 
© his ſtead.” 

When Sir Edward Harley returned into England, and had 
delivered up his accounts, which appeared unexceptionable to 
the council, he took his leave of the King on that occaſion, 
and told him before the Duke of Albemarle, that the guns, 
ſtores, arms, and ammunition he left at Dunkirk, were worth 
more money than the French were to give for the place. He 
alſo told the King, he ſhould leave him one thing more, which 
his Majeſty might not think of, ® and that was 10,0001, he had 
ſaved in an iron cheſt againſt a ſiege, or any other exigence 
which might happen. Upon the whole, he acquitted himſelf 
ſo honourably, that the King was pleaſed to give him the fol- 
lowing gracious releaſe : |

When Charles IT. made a creation of Peers upon his re- 
foration, Sir Edward Harley had the offer of a warrant for 
a Viſcount, which he, with great modeſty and duty to the 


King, declined accepting of, and gave this reaſon for it, left 
' © his zeal and his ſervices, for the reſtoration of the ancient 


government, ſhould be reproached, as proceeding from am- 
dition, and not conſcience :* and ſo nice was he in this point, 
that his being made Knight of the Bath was done without his 
knowledge; he being then at Dunkirk, and the King inſerted 
his name in the liſt with his own hand. 

He was one of the members for the town of Radnor, and 
for the county of Hereford, in all the parliaments of Charles 
Il, was much regarded in the houſe of Commons for his ſound 
reaſoning, and generally cloſed the debate; as may be found ? 
in the printed books, which record the tranſactions of parlia- 
ment in thoſe times. | 

He was alſo elected for the county aforeſaid, in ſeveral par- 
laments called by King William, to the time of his death, 
which happened at Bramton-Brian, on Dec. 8, 1700, “ and 
was buried in that church in the family vault. 

He was twice married : firſt, on June 26, 1654, to Mary, 
daughter of Sir William Button, of Parkgate, in Devonthire 
(by his ſecond wife, the daughter of Arthur Aſcot, of Tetcote, 
in com' Devon, Eſq;) by whom he Lad iflue four daughters, 
viz, Brilliana, wife to Alexander Popham, of Tewkefoury, in 
com' (3louceſter, Eſq; Martha, wife to Samuel Hutchins, of 
London, Merchant; and two Maries, who both died young, 
lis ſecond wife was Abigail, daughter of Nathanael Stephens, 
of Effington, in Glouceſterſhire, Eſq; by whom his children 
vere” allied to Sir Francis Walſingham, the famous Sir Philip 
vidney, and the great Earl of Eſſex. By this wife he had four

3. Nathanael, the youngeſt ſurviving ſon of Sir Edward 
Harley, was baptized on March 6, 1665, and bred a mer- 
chant, He died at Aleppo, in January, 1719-20. Sir Ed- 
ward had alſo a fon named Brian, who died young; and a 
daughter named Abigail, born in 1664, who died unmarried, 
on OR.

His eldeſt ſon, Robert Harley, Eſqz was born in Bow- 
reve in the pariſh of St. Paul, Covent-Ga:den, on Dec. 5, 
1661, 

He was educated under the Reverend Mr, Birch, at Shilton,

Treaſurer, * a Lord High Chancellor, * a Lord Chief Juſtice - 


of the Common Pleas; and ten members of the houſe of Com- 
mons, who were all cotemporaries, as well at ſchool, as in 
parliament. Here he laid that foundation of extenſive know- 


ledge, in human and divine learning, in which he afterwards | 


became ſo eminent. 


At the revolution, Sir Edward Harley, and this his eldeſt 


ſon, raiſed a troop of horſe at their own expence, and marched 
to Worceſter, of which place Sir Edward was made Gover- 


nor, by the gentlemen of the county; and his two ſons were 


ſent, by him, to tender his and their ſervices to the Prince of 
Orange, and to give his Highneſs an account of the poſture of 


affairs in thoſe parts. 
After the acceſſion of William and Mary, the ſaid Robert 


Harley, Eſq; was firſt “ choſen, on a vacancy, member of 


parliament for Tregony,, in Cornwall, and afterwards ſerved 
for the town of Radnor, from 1690, till he was called up to 
the houſe of Lords, On Nov. 13, 1690, * he was ordered 
to bring in a bill, for the better eaſe of Sheriffs in paſſing 
their accounts, and in the execution of their office; and 
on Dec. 26 following, was choſen, 7 by ballot, one of the nine 
members of the houſe of Commons, commiſſioners for ſtating 
the public accounts. On Nov. 3, 1691, on his motion, the 
Commons reſolved, * * That the paying the army any other- 
* wiſe than by the muſters of effective men, is a great waſting 
© of their Majeſty's treaſure, and ordered a bill for paying 
the army according to the muſters of effective men; and tor 
© better payment of quarters, and preventing falſe muſters, 
© and puniſhing mutiny and defertion.” And Mr. Harley“ 
preſented the bill to the houſe, on Nov. 10 following. He 
was alſo choſen one of the arbitrators for uniting the two In- 
dia companies, 

In 1694, the houſe of Commons made it their firſt buſineſs 
to order Mr. Harley, Novem. 19, to prepare and bring in a 
bill, For the frequent meeting and calling of pariiaments ;' 
which they had been fo earneſt for in former ſeſſions *. And 
he drew up and preſented the bill, Nov. 22, which met with 
ſo ready a concurrence in the houſe, that it was ſent up to 
the Loids, Dec. 13, who, on the 18th of the ſame month, 
agrees to it without any amendments. On Feb. 11, 1700-1,

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he was choſen Speaker of the houſe of Commons. That par- 
liament being diſſolved the ſame year by King William, and a 
new one called, he was * choſen Speaker on Dec. 31 fol- 
lowing. Alſo, in the firſt parliament called by Queen Anne, 
he was elected Speaker, whereby he had that dignity in three 
ſucceſſive parliaments. 

On April 17, 1704, he was ſworn of her Majeſty's Privy- 
council ; and, on May 18 following, ſworn in council one 
of the principal Secretaries of State, being alſo Speaker of 
the houſe of Commons at the ſame time. In 1706, he was 
appointed one of the Commiſſioners for the treaty of union 
with Scotland, which took effect; and reſigned his place of 
principal Secretary of State, in February, 1707-8. On Au- 

ſt 10, 1710, he was conſtituted one of the Commiſſioners 
of the Treaſury, alſo Chancellor and Under-Treaſurer of the 
Exchequer. And, having three days after been again ſworn 
in the Privy-council, he was, on March 8 following, in great 
danger of his life ; the Marquis of Guiſcard, a French papiſt 
(then under examination of a committee of the Privy-coun- 
cil at Whitehall) ſtabbing him with a penknife which he 
took up in the clerk's room, where he waited before he was 
examined; Guiſcard was thereupon impriſoned, and died in 
Newgate on the 17th of the ſame month. Whereupon an act 
of parliament paſſed, making it felony, without benefit of 
clergy, to make an attempt on the life of a Privy-coun- 
ſellor, in the execution of his office; and a clauſe was in- 
ſerted, to juſtify and indemnify all perſons, who in aſſiſting 
© in defence of Mr. Harley, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
© when he was ſtabbed by the Sieur de Guiſcard, and in ſecur- 
© ing him, did give any wound or bruiſe to the ſaid Sieur de 
© Guiſcard, whereby he received his death.“ And, both houſes 
of parliament having addreſſed her Majeſty on the occaſion, 
they expreſſed their great concern © at the moſt barbarous and 
© villainous attempt made upon the perſon of Robert Har- 
© ley, Eſq; Chancellor of your ES Exchequer, by the 
g Marquis of Guiſcard, a French papilt. at the time when he 
© was under examination for treaſonable practices, before a 
© committee of your Majeſty's council. We cannot but be 
© moſt deeply affected, to find ſuch an inſtance of inveterate 
* malice againſt one employed in your Majeſty's council, and 
* ſo near your royal perſon. And we have reaſon to be- 
* lieve, that his fidelity to your Majeſty, and zeal for your 
* ſervice, have drawn on him the hatred of all the abettors of 
* popery and faction. We think it our duty on this occaſion,

The wound he had received, confined him for ſome weeks; 
and the houſe of Commons being informed, that it was almoſt 
healed, and that he would in a few days come abroad, they 
came, on April 11, to this unanimous reſolution, * That, when 
© the right honourable Robert Harley, Eſq; Chancellor of 
© her Majeſty's Exchequer, attends the ſervice of the houſe, 


© the Speaker do, in the name of this houſe, congratulate 


© the ſaid Mr. Harley's eſcape and recovery from the barba-

And, attending the ſervice of the houſe on April 26, the 
Speaker (William Bromley, Eſq;) addreſſed himſelf to him in

* And, may the ſame providence, that has wonderfully pre- - 
ſerved you from ſome unparalleled attempts; and that has 
raiſed you up to be an inſtrument of great good in a very 
critical juncture, when it was much wanted; continue ſtill 
to preferve ſo invaluable a life, for the perfecting of what is 
ſo happily begun; that we may owe to your counſels, and 
to your conduct (under her Majeſty) the maintenance and 
firm eſtabliſhment of our conſtitution in church and ftate, 

© Theſe expectations, Sir, have filled this houſe with an in- 
expreſſible ſatisſaction for your eſcape and recovery, which 

they have unanimouſly commanded me to congratulate. I 
do therefore, in the name of this houſe, congratulate your 
eſcape and recovery from the barbarous and villainous at- 
tempt made upon you by the Sieur de Guiſcard.” 
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To which Mr. Harley returned the following anſwer : 


Mr. Speaker, 


© The honour this houſe has done me, which you have ex- 

preſſed in ſo obliging a manner, is a ſufficient reward for the 

greateſt merit. I am ſure it fo far exceeds my deſerts, that 

all I can do or ſuffer for the public, during the whole courſe 

of my life, will ſtill leave me in debt to your goodneſs. 

By the acceptance you bave vouchſafed my poor ſervice, how 

noble an encouragement, worthy of you, bas this houſe 
given all our fellow-ſubjects, to exert themſelves in the glori-' 
ous cauſe of preferving the conſtitution in church and tate, 
and in loyalty to the beſt of ſovereigns? This, without doubt 

was your view; and this may convince all, who are de- 

ſignedly obſtinate, how dear the true intereſt of the nation is 

to this honourable aſſembly. Sir, the undeſerved favour I 
have received this day, is deeply imprinted in my heart ; 
and, whenever I look upon my breaſt, ic will put me in mind

The next day the Commons ordered their Speaker's ſpeech 
to Mr. Harley, and his anſwer, to be printed, 

And having formed a ſcheme to ſatisfy all public and national 
debts and deficiencies, by eſtabliſhing the company, now called 
the South Sea company, her Majeſty Queen Anne, reſolving 


to reward his many eminent ſervices, was pleaſed to advance 


him to the Peerage of Great-Britain, by the ſtyle and titles 
of Baron Harley, of Wigmore, in com' Hereford, Earl of Ox- + 


ford, and Ear] Mortimer, with remainder, for want of iſſue 
male of his own body, to the heirs male of Sir Robert Harley, 
Knight of the Bath, his grandfather, by letters patent, bear- 
ing date May 24, 1711, in the 10th year o“ her reign. The 
preamble of the faid patent is as follows : 

Whatever favour the equity of a Prince can beſtow on a 
© Gentleman, deſcended from an illuſtrious and very ancient 
© family, framed by nature for great things, improved by edu- 
«© cation in all manner of learning for greater, exerciſed by long 
© experience in buſineſs, verſed in very different employments 
© of the commonwealth, with extraordinary reputation, and 
© not without danger: ſuch has our truſty and well-beloved 
« Counſellor, Robert Harley, juſtly deſerved of us: he being 
© the only man, who, by a full houſe of Commons, was choſen 
© Speaker for three ſucceſſive parliaments; and, at the ſame 
time that he held the chair, was one of our principal Secre- 
taries of State: his capacity fitting him for the management 
of thoſe two important offices, which, though they ſeemed 
to diſagree in themſelves, were eaſily reconciled by one who 
knew how, with equal weight and addrefs, to temper and 
turn the minds of men; ſo wiſely to defend the rights of the 
people, without derogating from the prerogative of the crown; 
and who was thoroughly acquainted how well monarchy could 
conſiſt with liberty. Having run through theſe two employ- 
ments at the ſame time, after ſome breathing-while, he took 
care of our Treaſury, as Chancellor of our Exchequer ; put 
a ſtop to the growing embezzlement of the public money, 
which was ſpreading far and wide, like a contagion ; pro- 
vided for the ſettling a new trade to the South Seas; and hav- 
ing, with wonderful ſagacity, very lately, and in a very good 
time, retrieved the languiſhing condition of our Exchequer ; 
and thus reſtored the public credit, merited the applauſe of 
the parliament, filled our citizens with joy, and us (for our 
intereſt is ever the ſame with that of our people) with no 
ſmall ſatisfaction: for theſe reaſons, we determine to _

« fer on a Gentleman, who has deſerved ſo well of us, and all 
our good ſubjects, thoſe honours which were long ſince due 
« to him and his family; being induced thereto by our own in- 
« clination, and the general voice of all Great-Britain. Since 
© therefore the two houſes of parliament have declared, that 
© the fidelity and affection he has expreſſed in our ſervice, have 
« expoſed him to the hatred of wicked men, and the deſperate 
« rage of a villainous parricide; ſince they have congratulated 
« his eſcape from ſuch imminent dangers, and put us in mind, 
that he might not be preſerved in vain, we willingly comply 
« with their deſires, and grant him, who comes fo honourably 


recommended by the hearty votes of our parliament, a place 


among the Peers; to whom, by the noble blood, and long 
© train of his anceſtors, he is ſo nearly allied; and that, with 
all felicity, he take his title from the city, where learning 
+ flouriſhes in ſo high a degree; himſelf the ornament of learn- 
© ing, and patron of learned men. Know, &c.“ 

In regard to the latter part of his Lordſhip's character, it 
may juſtly be obſerved, that he was not only an encourager 


of literature, but the greateſt collector, in his time, of all 


curious books in print and manuſcript, eſpecially thoſe con- 
cerning the hiſtory of his own country; which were pre- 
ſerved, and much augmented, by the late Earl his ſon. But, 
the Harleyan library being ſo much celebrated for its uſeful- 
neſs, by other authors, I need only refer my reader to the 
deſcription of it, in the preface to Biſhop Nicholſon's Engliſh 
Hiſtorical Library, folio; and to what I have cited in my 
ſeveral accounts relating to the noble families, whereof I have 
treated. 


On Tueſday, May 29, 1711, being the anniverſary of 


the nativity and reſtoration of Charles II. the Queen appointed 
the Earl of Oxford, &c. Lord High Treaſurer of Great-Bri- 
tain; her Majeſty having thought fit to pitch on that auſpi- 
cious day, for the inauguration of a Prime Miniſter, to whoſe 
wiſdom, vigilance, and integrity, the reſtoration of public 
credit was principally owing. On June 1, his Lordſhip, at- 
tended by the Dukes of Newcaſtle, Buckingham, Shrewſberry, 
Somerſet, Ormond, Beaufort, Schomberg, Queenſbury, and 
Hamilton; the Earls of Northampton, Rivers, Winchelſea, 
Scarſdale, Clarendon, Cardigan, Rocheſter, Angleſey, Yar- 
mouth, Jerſey, Poulett, Cholmondeley, Marr, and Loudon ; 
the Lords Dartmouth, De.la Warr, Guilford, Butler of Weſ- 


ton, Hallifax, and Guernſey ; with the officers of the Exche- 


quer, took the oath in the court of Chancery ; after which, 
his Lordſhip went to the court of Exchequer, and took alſo 
the uſual gath as Lord High Treaſurer; on which occaſion 

I Sir 
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Sir Simon Harcourt, the Lord-keeper, addreſſed himſelf to his 


Lordſhip in the following ſpeech : |

© The high ſtation of Lord-Treaſurer of Great-Britain, to 


which her Majeſty has called you, is the juſt reward of ycur 
eminent ſervices. You have been the great inſtrument of 
reſtoring - public credit, and relieving this nation from the 
heavy preſſure and ignominy of an immenſe. debt, under 
which it languiſhed; and you are now entruſted with the 
power of ſecuring us from a relapſe into the ſame ill ſtate; 
out of which you have reſcued us. This great office, my 


Lord, is every way worthy of you; particularly on the ac- 


count of thoſe many difficulties, with which the faithful diſ- 
charge of it muſt be unavoidably attended, and which te- 
quite a genius like yours to maſter them. The only diffi- 
culty which even you, my Lord, may find inſuperable, is 


© how to deſerve better of the crown and kingdom, after this 


advancement, than you did before it.“ 


On Auguſt 15, 1711, at a general court of the South Sea 


company, he was choſen their Governor, of which he had 


been the chief founder or regulator. On October 26, 27! — 
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he was elected a Knight-companion of the moſt noble order 
of the Garter, and inſtalled at Windſor, on Auguft 4 fol- 
lowing. He was alſo one of the Governors of the Charter- 
houſe, and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the county of Radnor. On 
July 27, 1714, he reſigned his ſtaff of Lord High Treaſurer 
of Great-Britain, at Kenſington, into the Queen's hands, who 
died on Auguſt 1, that year. 
On June 10, 1715, his Lordſhip was impeached, by the 
' houſe of Commons, of high treaſon, and high crimes and 
miſdemeanors ; and was committed to the Tower by the houſe 
of Lords, on July 16, the ſame year: where he ſuffered a ſe- 
yere and long confinement, till July 1, 1717, when, after a 
public trial, he was unanimouſly acquitted by his Peers. 

Mr. Pope hath celebrated his memory, in the following 
lines: 


A ſoul ſupreme, in each hard inſtance try'd, 
Above all pain, all anger, and all pride; 
The rage of power, the blaſt of public breath, 
The luſt of lucre, and the dread of death. 


After his Lordſhip's deceaſe, the following character was 
alfo juſtly given of him. | 
; Dating the time he was Prime Miniſter, notwithſtanding 
© ſuch a weight of affairs reſted on him, he was eaſy and diſ- 
© engaged in private converſation. He was endowed with 
great learning, and was a great favourer and protector of it. 
ker by nature, as well as by the conſciouſneſs of his 
© own integrity; he would have choſen rather to fall by an 
* impeachment, than to have been ſaved by an act of grace; 
© ſagacious to view into the remoteſt cenſequence of things, 
© by which all difficulties fled before him, He was a courte- 
* ous neighbour, a firm and affeRionate friend, and a kind, 
© generous, and placable enemy, ſacrificing his juſt reſent- 
ments, not only to public good, but to common interceſ- 
© fion and acknowledgment. He was a deſpiſer of money, 
© and, what is yet more rare, an uncorrupted Miniſter of 
© ſtate, which appeared, by not having made the leaſt acceſſion 
q © to his fortune.” . 
His Lordſhip married, firſt, Elizabeth, daughter of Tho- 
mas Foley, of Witley-court, in the county of Worceſter, Eſq; 
and ſiſter to Thomas, the firſt Lord Foley, by whom he had 
iſſue, Edward, his ſon and heir, 2d Earl of Oxford, &c. and 
two daughters ; Lady Elizabeth, married, on Dec. 15, 1712, to 
Peregrine-Hyde Oſborne, Marquis of Carmarthen, afterwards 
Duke of Lecds, by whom ſhe died in childbed of the 3 
1 ä uke 
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Duke of Leeds; and Lady Abigail, youngeſt daughter, mar. 
ried to George, Earl of Kinnoul, in Scotland, and Baron Hay 
of Pedwarden, in England. His Lordſhip took to his ſe. 
cond wife Sarah, daughter to Thomas Middleton, Eſq; a fon 
of Sir Hugh Middleton, Bart. but by her had no iflue : and 
departing this life in the 64th year of his age, on May 21, 1724, 
was ſucceeded in honour and eſtate by Edward, his only fon, 
before-mentioned ; and his ſecond 5 ſurviving him, died 


in June, 1737: | 
W hich Edward, ſecond Earl of Oxford, &c. married, on 


October 31, 1713, the Lady Henrietta Cavendiſh Holles, 
only daughter and heir of his Grace John Holles, Duke of 
Newcaſtle. . 

His Lordſhip was eminently diſtinguiſhed for his diſintereſt- 
edneſs, both in public and private life; and was reſpected as 
one of the principal patrons of the age, ' for his encouragement 
of literature, and learned men. He made a moſt valuable ad- 
dition to the rich magazine of manuſcripts, collected by the 
Lord Treaſurer, his father, „een in the hiſtory and anti- 
quities of England, both eccleſiaſtical and civil. He collected, 
beſides, an invaluable treaſure of original letters and papers of 
ſtate, written by the greateſt Princes, Stateſmen, and Scholars, 
as well of foreign nations, as of Great-Britain, But I ſhall be 
the leſs particular on this head, becauſe Mr. Humphry W anley, 
ſometime his Lordſhip's librarian, has given a ſhort view of his 
manuſcript collections, in the preface of Biſhop Nicholſon's 
Engliſh Hiſtorical Library, His printed books were the moſt 
choice and magnificent that were ever collected in this king- 


dom. There were in his library the firſt printed books of all 


countries, and eſpecially of our own. Many printed upon 
vellum, and otherwiſe, in the grandeſt manner, and enriched 


with the moſt coſtly ſculptures. The printed books alone have 


been reckoned above forty thouſand volumes. As none were 
ever more zealous to collect whatever rarities in literature would 
be molt ſerviceable to the learned, ingenious, and knowing 
part of mankind ; ſo none was more communicative thereof, 
as may ſufficiently appear, in the numbers of authors who have 
made ſuch reſpectful references to the volumes in the Harleyan 
library. The valuable collection of manuſcripts was preſerved 
by his Lady, the right honourable Henrietta-Cavendiſh Holles, 
Counteſs of Oxford, at her houſe in Dover-ſtreet ; till her 
Ladyſhip, for the ſervice of the public, conſented to the par- 
liament's making a purchaſe thereof in 1754. His Lordſhip 
was a true lover of his country, as his conduct in the ſenate 
manifeſted : and departing this life, aged 42, at his houſe in 


Dover- ſtreet, on Tueſday, June 16, 1741, was buried * 
l * 
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Weſtminſter- abbey. He left iſſue, an only daughter and heir, 
Lady Margaret-Cavendiſh Harley, married, in 1734, to his 
Grace William Duke of Portland. Leaving no male iſſue 
by his Lady (who ſurvived him till Dec. 8, 1755, and lies 
buried with him) his honours devolved on Edward Harley, 
Eſq; then Knight of the ſhire for the caunty of Hereford, fon 
8 heir of Edward Harley, of Eywood, in com' Hereford, 
Eſq; before-mentioned, one of the Auditors of the Impreſt, 
who was next brother to Robert, firſt Earl of Oxford and 
Earl Mortimer, Lord High Treaſurer of England, according 
to the limitation of the patent. 

The faid Edward Harley, who thus ſucceeded as 3d Earl of 
Oxford and Earl Mortimer, &c. ſerved as one of the Knights in 
parliament for the county of Hereford, from the firſt parliament, 
called in 1727, by the late King, incluſive, until he became 
intitled to a ſeat in the bouſe of Peers. In 1746, his Lordſhip 
was elected High- ſteward of the city of Hereford, in the room 
of Henry Duke of Beaufort, deceaſed : and on April 12, 1748, 
was, in convocation, preſented, by the Univerſity of Oxford, 
with the degree of Doctor of the Civil Law. His Lordſhip, 
in March, 1725, wedded Martha, eldeſt daughter of John 
Morgan, of Tredegar in Monmouthſhire, Eſq; and ſiſter to 
the — Sir William Morgan, Knight of the Bath: and by 
her Ladyſhip had iſſue five ſons, 1. Edward Lord Harley, the 
preſent and 4th Earl of Oxford, &c, 2, The honourable Ro- 
bert Harley, who was born on Sept. 10, 1727, and died a 
batchelor, at Bath, on Jan. 12, 1760: 3. The hon, and rev. 
John Harley, who was born on Sept. 29, 1728, and conſti- 
tuted Archdeacon of Salop, in February, 1760: 4. The hon. 
Thomas Harley, Eſq; of whom afterwards: and, 5, The 
hon. and rev. William Harley, who was born on May 30, 
1733, and is Vicar of Uffington in Berkſhire, and Rector of 
Lverley in Wiltſhire, This Earl of Oxford had alfo, by the 


ame Lady, two daughters, viz. Lady. Sarah, who died un- 


married, on April 28, 1737, in the 7th year of her age ; and 
Lady Martha, who was born on Nov: 23, 1736, and married, 
J 0: April 20, 1764, to Charles Millborne, of the Priory, near 
Abergavenny, in the county of Monmouth, Eſq; 
The hon. Thomas Harley, Eſq; the 4th ſon, before-men- 
doned, of Edward, 3d Earl of Oxford, was born on Auguſt 
4, 205 and on March 15, 1752, married Anne, daugh- 
ter of Edward Bangham, Eſq; Deputy- auditor of the Impreſts, 


and member for Leominſter, in 1710. By this Lady he had 
two ſons, and five daughters, viz, Thomas, who died on Jan, 
17, 17603; Edward; Henrietta, who died on July 4, 1759; 
_; Tu Sarah; and Elizabech.—At the general elec- 
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tion, in April, 1761, being an eminent merchant, he was choſen 
one of the four citizens of London to the 12th parliament of 
Great-Britain : and on May 5, that year, was elected Alder- 
man of Portſoken-ward, in the city of London, in the room 
of Sir William Calvert, Knt. deceaſed, On June 23, he 
was choſen one of the Sheriffs of London and Middleſex; and 


having been ſworn in at Guildhall, on Sept. 26 following, was 


ſworn at the Exchequer on the 29th, when he entered into bis 
office, which he diſcharged with fpirit and integrity. He is 
alſo one of the Governors of the London Lying-in Hoſpital, 
in Alderſgate-ſtreet, of which he was elected Treaſurer in 
1762, and Preſident in 1764. | 

The Earl of Oxford died at Bath, on April 11, 1755, hav- 
ing, through the whole courſe of his years, behaved with 

reat honour, and integrity, in public as well as private life. 
He was ſucceeded by his eldefF ſoonn ... 

Edward, Lord Harley, the preſent and 4th Earl of Oxford, 
Kc. who was born on Sept. 2, 17263; and on July: 15, 1747, 
was elected, to the 10th parliament of Great-Britain, one cf 
the Knights for the county of Hereford, for which he was alſo 
returned to the next parliament, which firſt met on buſineſs, 
May 31, 1754, and ſat till bis father's death. On April 12, 
1748, he had the degree of Doctor of the Civil Law con- 
ferred on him, in convocation of the Univerſity of Oxford. 
Soon after the acceffion of the preſent King, he was made one 
of the Lords of the bedchamber : and is alſo a Fellow of the 
Royal Society, and one of the Truſtees of the Britiſh Muſeum. 

His Lordſhip married, on July 11, Suſannah, eldeſt daughter 
of William Archer, of Welford in Berkſhire, Eſq; (who repre- 
ſented that county in the 8th parliament of Great-Britain, with 
great honour and fidelity, until he died, on June 30, 1739, 
aged 59) but as yet hath no iſſue by her Ladyſhip.

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T\VHIS family is deſcended from Saſuvalo {whoſe name 
ſhews him to have been of an old Engliſh ſtock) a the 
founder and endower of Nether-Eatendon church, in com'

poſſeſſions in Warwickſhire, Lincolnſhire, Northamptonſhire, 
and Derbyſhire, -in the time of the Conqueror; few being al-

The ſaid Sewall was a Knight, and took the ſurname of 2 
Etendon, or Eatendon, from the place of bis abode. He 
married Maud, daughter of Ridel, of Haloughton, in 
com Leiceſt. and had iſſue Henry, who attended William, 
zd Earl Ferrers, and of Derby, anno 1202, 4 Joh. in that 
King's ſervice, into Poitiers; and in 7 Joh. was reſtored to 
the manour of Edenſoure, in com' Derb. of which he had 
been deprived when he was on that voyage. He founded a 
chantry in the church of Etendon, and was ſucceeded by 
Sewall, his ſon and beir, who was a Knight, and had iſſue 
James, his ſon and heir, who firſt aſſumed, in the reign of 
Hen.

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Which Sir Ralph, his ſon and heir, in 7 Edw. I. held the 
manour of Eatendon aforeſaid, in com Warw. of Edmund 
Earl of Lancaſter, the King's brother, by the ſervice of two 
Knights fees. In 9 Edw. I. he was of full age. In 28 Edw, I. 
he had the cuſtody of the counties of Salop and Stafford, with 
the caſtle of Shrewſbury, committed to his charge; and was 
Sheriff of the counties of Derby and Nottingham, in the 
27th, 28th, and 3oth of Edw. I. In 1301, 29 Edw. I. he 
was ſummoned to attend the King at Berwick upon Tweed, 
on Midſummer-day, well-appointed with horſe and arms, to 
march againſt the Scots. In 3 Edw. II. he was conſtituted 
one of the Juſtices in the county of Warwick for the gaol- 
delivery; and in 5 Edw. II. ſerved in two parliaments, held 
that year, as a repreſentative for that county.

Which Sir Thomas Shirley, Knt. dying in 1362, 36 Edw.

Drayton, Hugh Shirley, who was a Knight in 1 Hen. IV. 
and Maſter of the King's hawks. He was made Chief-war- 
den of Higham-Ferrers park, in com* Northamp. by John 
{of Gaunt) Duke of Lancaſter; and in 22 Rich. II. Con- 
| table of Donnington-caſtle, by Henry Duke of Lancafter 
(afterwards Hen. 1V.) He married Beatrix, fiſter and heir to 
John de Brews, of Weſt-Neſton, in com' Suſſex, and was 
killed on July 21, the eve of St. Mary Magdalen, in 1403, 
4 Hen. IV. in the battle of Shrewſbury, fighting on the King's 
part againſt the gallant Henry Lord Percy, ſurnamed Hotſpur, 
who fell alſo in the ſame engagement.

leaving Ralph his ſon and heir, 26 years old, who, for his 
valour in the battle of Stoke, in com' Nott. June 16, 1487, 
2 Hen, VII. was made a Banneret; to which battle * he 
brought forces to the King's aid, when the Earl of Lincoln 
was ſlain, In 7 Hen.

to every houſe of friars in Leiceſter, 10 ſhillings. He bequeaths 
all his houſhold furniture, plate, &c. to his wife, and his ſon 
Francis, to be divided equally between them; and ordains exe- 
cutors, his couſin Sir Richard Sackvil (to whom he bequeaths 
acroſs of gold, hanging at his chain) his brother Robert Ha- 
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ſylryg (huſband to Elizabeth, his ſiſter) Sir James Smith, his

This Sir Henry Shirley, Bart. (who was Sheriff of Leiceſ- 
ter, the laſt year of James I.) married, in 1615, Dorothy, 
youngeſt of the two daughters of that great but unfortunate 
favourite to Queen Elizabeth, Robert Earl of Eſſex, and ſiſter 
and coheir to her brother, Robert Earl of Eſſex, the famous 
General to the parliament. It is by this alliance, that the 
Earls Ferrers quarter the arms of France and England with 
their own; the Earls of Eſſex being maternally deſcended from 
Richard Plantagenet, Earl of Cambridge, grandſon to King 
Edw. III. and grandfather to King Edw. IV. and alſo from 
Thomas Plantagenet, Duke of Glouceſter, youngeſt ſon of 
Edw. III. Sir Henry Shirley, by the faid Dorothy (who, in 
1634. took for a ſecond huſband, Stafford, Eſqʒ) had 
two ſons, Charles, and Robert; alſo one daughter, Lettice, 
married to William Bourke, Earl of Clanrickard, in Ireland. 
By the inquiſition, taken at Leiceſter, April 18, 16337, it

his brother and heir. Which Sir Robert, for his loyalty to 
Charles I. was impriſoned in the Tower of London by Oliver 
Cromwell, where he died during his confinement, not with- 
out ſuſpicion of poiſen, leaving iſſue, by Catharine his wife, 
daughter to Humphrey Okeover, of Okeover, in the county of 
Stafford, Eſq; two ſons, Seymour his ſucceſſor, and Robert, 
afterwards Earl Ferrers : alſo two daughters, Catharine, mar- 
.ried to Peter Venables, of the county of Cheſter, Eſq; com- 
monly called Baron of Kinderton ; and Dorothy, to George 
Vernon, of Sudbury in Derbyſhire, Eſq; 

Sir Seymour Shirley, Bart. marrying Diana, daughter of 
Robert Bruce, Earl of Ayleſbury, left ie an only ſon, who 
ſurviving his father but a ſhort time, the title of — de- 
volved on Robert, his uncle (youngeſt ſon to Sir Robert Shir- 
ley, before-mentioned) afterwards created Earl Ferrers. | 

Which Sir Robert Shirley, Knt. was born at Eaſt-Sheen, in 
Surry, during his father's aforeſaid confinement in the Tower; 
and on Dec. 14, 1677, 29 Car. II. was ſummoned to parlia- 
ment by the title of Lord Ferrers of Chartley, which honour, 
by the death of Robert Devereux, the 3d and laſt Earl of Eſ- 
ſex of that family, Sept. 13, 1646, was immerged in the 
iſſue of his two ſiſters and coheirs, and fo continued till Cha. 
II. was pleaſed to reſtore that title, with the precedency 
thereto belonging (from 27 Edw.

2, 1693, 
was buried at Stanton-Harold ; whereupon he married to his 
2d wife, in Auguſt, 1692, Selina, daughter of George Finch, 
of the city of London, Eſq; and by her (who died on March 
20, 1762) had five ſons, and as many daughters, viz. the 
hon. Robert Shirley, Eſq; born May 27, 1700, who was 
elected, on the acceſſion of our late eee a member of 
parliament for the borough of Stamford in Lincolnſhire, and 
died unmarried in July, 1738; George, who died an infant; 
another George, born in 1705, of Lower-Eatington in War- 
wickſhire, who married ——— ———, and had a ſon born at 
Lower-Eatington, and baptized Nov. 29, 1750, by the name 
of George; Sewallis, born in 1709, Comptroller of the 
houſhold to Queen Charlotte; and John, born in 1712. The

Lam. Meredith, the preſent Baronet, member for Wigan in 
the parliament ſummoned in 1754, and for Liverpool, in 
that which convened in 1761: but there being/a domeſtic un- 
Aßiertg! etween his Lordſhip and his Lady, her Ladyſhip was 
allowed a ſeparate maintenance by act of parliament. His 
Lardſnip, though he was at times a very intelligent perſon, 
and a Nobleman converſant in the conſtitution of his coun- 
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try, yet; as was endeavoured to be proved on bis trial, vn di- 
vers occaſions, exhibited ſuſpicious ſymptoms of 2-conltiruti« 
onal inſanity of mind. He ſhot Mr. Johnſon, his land-ſftew« 
ard, with a piſtol, at his ſeat at Stanton-Harold, in Leiceſter- 
b in Januaty 1760; for which, being tried in Weſtmin 
-hall, by his Peers, on April 16 and 17, following, he 
received ſentence, on Friday the 18th, to be executed the next 
Monday, and to have his body diſſected and anatomized, the 
evidence of his inſanity not being ſatisfactory to their Lordſhips : 
but the right hon. the Lord Henley, now Earl of Northington, 
who acted as High · ſte ward at that awful ſolemnity, with con- 
ſent of the Peers, reſpited his Lordſhip's execution till Mon- 
day, May 5. At receiving ſentence, this unfortunate Noble 
man begged his Peers to recommend him to mercy.: and after 
he was carried back to the Tower, he applied, by letter, to 
the King, that he might ſuffer there, where the Earl of Eſſex, 
Queen Elizabeth's favourite, and one of his anceſtors, had 
been beheaded. This application, he ſaid, he made with the 
reater conhdence, as he had the honour to be related to his 
Majeſty, and to quarter part of his arms : but all application 
from himſelf and friends proving ineffectual, his Lordſhip was, 
on May 5, conveyed from the Tower, in his wedding-fuit, to 
a ſcaffold erected for that purpoſe, at the uſual place of execu- 
tion, which was covered with black baize, and ſuffered with 
great firmneſs and compoſure. 
His Lordſhip dying without iſſue, the eſtate and titles de- 
volved on his brother, Waſhington, who took his ſeat in the 
houſe of Peers, on May 19, 1760. This Waſhington, 5th 
Earl Ferrers, betaking himſelf to a maritime life, was, on 
April 19, 1746, appointed a Captain in his Majeſty's navy, in 
which ſtation he gave eminent proofs of courage and conduct: 
and the Royal Society, on Dec. 14, 1761, enrolled him 
among their number, on account of the accurate obſervations

the laſt year of Queen Elizabeth; and on June 29, 1611, 
9 Jac. I. was created a Baronet, being the 22d in precedence, 

y Anne, his wife, daughter and heir of Sir Robert Atking, 
of Stowell in Glouceſterſhire, Knt. he had eight ſons, five 
of whom died unmarried. Sir George Wentworth, the $th 
and youngeſt ſon, was, with Sir George Wentworth, of 
Wooley, Ent. returned for Pontefract, to the parliament in 
1640; but, together with him, diſabled from fitting, on ac- 
count of their loyalty to Charles I. by whom he was knighted, 
made General of the forces in Ireland, and a Privy-counſellor 
in that kingdom.

Sir William, Wentworth, their 
father, departed this life in 1614 (his Lady having died in

Sir Thomas Wentworth, Bart. who makes ſuch a conſpi- 
cuous figure in the Engliſh annals, both as Commoner and 
Peer, and in the cabinet as well as the field, He was returned 
one of the Knights for the county of York, to the parliaments 
ſummoned in 12 and 18 Jac. I. and 1 and 3 Car. I. having im- 
mediately ſerved the office of Sheriff for that county before his 
laſt election. He appeared among the anti-courtiers, till be 
ſaw their aim was to overturn the conſtitution in church and 
ſtate : and then heartily concurred with the King's Miniſters 
which ſo exaſperated the popular demagogues, that they never 
left purſuit of him, till they brought him to the block. On 
July 22, 1628, he was created Baron Wentworth, of m_ 
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worth-Woodhouſe ; and on Dec. 10 following, promoted to 
the degree of Viſcount Wentworth. He was, in 1629, made 
z Privy counſellob, Lord-lieutenant of the county of York, 


and Prefident of the North. In Feb. 1632-3, his Lordſhip 


was nominated Lord-deputy of Ireland, where he reſtored the 
fate of the country, and effected a conformity between the 
churches of England and Ireland; the convocation there hav- 
ing paſſed a canon for receiving the articles of religion eſtas 
b iſhed in the Engliſh convocation, in the time of Queen Eli- 
zabeth. He alſo raiſed eight regiments in that kingdom, for 
the fervice of his Sovereign ; but before he could diſpoſe them 
into neceſſary quarters, he was recalled, to command as Lieu- 


tenant-general in the army raiſed againſt the Scots; who, at 


the ſolicitation of the Engliſh puritans, threatened England 
with an invaſion, On Jan. 12, 1639-40, 15 Car. I. he was 
further dignified with the titles of Baron Raby, of Raby- 
caſtle, and Ear} of Strafford; ſoon after appointed Lord- 
lieutenant of Ireland, and elected Knight of the Garter, on 
Sept. 12, 1640. The puritan intereſt prevailing in the Eng- 
liſh parliament, which met on Nov. 3, 1640, and the chiefs 
of that party being conſcious, that his Lordſhip would be a 
great, if not an inſurmountable, obſtacle to their views againſt 
monarchy and epiſcopacy, it was reſolved to get rid of him, 
before they avowed their defigns. Soon after the meeting of 
the parliament, they impeached his Lordſhip of high treaſon 
and in the mean time, they practiſed every method, to deprive 
bim of the evidence of thoſe who could have exculpated him, 
However, when he was brought to trial before his Peers, on 
March 22, 1640-1, his proſecutors were not able to make 


good their charge againſt him, according to the common Jaws 


of the land, notwithſtanding the many artifices and endeavours 


they had uſed, to ſift out evidence againſt him; and therefore 


they proceeded againſt him by attainder, which paſſed through 
both houſes, but not without difficulty, and with an expreſs 
declaration, that it ſhould not ſerve for a precedent in time 
coming. The tumultuous means made uſe of to force the 
bill through the two houſes, and the methods practiſed to ex- 
tort his Majeſty's aſſent, are ſo amply narrated in hiftory, that 
it may be ſufficient to ſay, that, the royal ſanction being given 
by commiſſion, on May 10, 1641, his Lordſhip was, on the 
12th, conducted to the fcaffold on Tower-hill, where he ſuf- 
ſered decapitation with ſuch reſolution, magnanimity, and 
compoſure, as became the great and good man. 

The preamble to his patent ſets forth, that he was Jineally 
deſcended from John of Gaunt, and from the ancient Barons 
of Newmarch and Overſley, &c. His anceſtors, either by fa« 
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ther or mother, had matched with divers houſes of honour, 
as with Maud, Counteſs of Cambridge, daughter to the Lord 
Clifford of Weſtmorland, Margaret, daughter and heir to the 
Lord Philip de Spencer, the Lords Darcy of the North; La- 
timer, Talboys, Ogle, Ferrers Earl of Derby, Quincy Earl 
of Wincheſter, Beaumont Earl of Leiceſter, Grantmeſnil 
Baron of Hincley, and Lord High Steward of England, Pe- 
verel Earl of Nottingham, Leofrick Earl of Mercia, and from 
Margaret, Dutcheſs of Somerſet, grandmother to Hen. VII. 
- He married, Iſt, the Lady Margaret Clifford, daughter to 
Francis Earl of Cumberland, by whom he had no iſiue; but 
by his 2d wife, the Lady Arabella, daughter to John Holles, 
Earl of Clare, he had one fon, William, and two daughters, 
viz. the Lady Anne, married to Edward Watſon, Lord Rock- 
ingham, from whom tbe late Earls of Rockingham, and the 
prefent Marquis of Rockingham, are deſcended ; and alſo Ara- 
bella, married to John Maccarty, Viſcount Mount-caffel, in 
Ireland (a younger fon of Donald, Earl of Clancarty) to 


whom ſhe had no iltue, He had, by his 3d wife, Elizabeth, 


daughter of Sir Godfrey Rhodes, of Great Houghton in 
Yorklhire, a daughter named Margaret, who died unmarriee, 
His fon William was reſtored to his father's honours, &c. by 
patent, cn Dec. 1, 1641, the 17th of Charles I. and ſoon 
aſter the reſtoration, an act paſled, reverſing his father's at- 
tainder; in the preamble whereof, the injuſtice done to that 
Earl and his family is let forth, He was alſo made Knight of 
the Garter. 

This William Earl of Strafford married, 1ſt, the Lady Hen- 
rictta- Maria Stanley, daughter of James Earl of Derby, who 
Was beheaded by the rebels; and 2dly, the Lady Henrietta, 
daughter to Frederick-Chaijes du Roy, Knight of the He- 
phant, and Generaliſſimo of the forces of the King of Den- 
mark; but dying in Ocober, 1695, without iſſue by either, 
he left his eſtate to I homas Watſon, Eiq; 2d ſon of Edwaid 
Lord Rockingham, and the Lady Anne, above-mentioned, 
ordering him to ule and bear the name and arms of Went- 
worth. 

The principal male branch of this illuſtrious family thus 
expiring, all the titles of Peerage became extinct, except the 
dignity of Baron of Kaby, which (having been taken out by 
Thomas, Earl of Strafford, with remainder to his brothers, in 
failure of his own iſiuc- male) devolved, together with the 
baronetage, on Thomas Wentworth, Eſq; grandſon of Sit 
William Wentworth, Knt.

William im Flanders, where his elder brother, who was his 
Captain, died of a fever at Bruſſels, contracted in the field;

as before mentioned, | - 

His Lordſhip was commanded on the detachment that made 
the van-guard at the battle of Steinkirk, which appeared before 
the French by break of day, on Aug. 3, 1692, and reſted in 
their ſight till after ſun- ſet, and then made the rear-guard of 
the army : and of the ſquadron of which he was, there came 
not 50 off alive, out of 250. Whereupon, on the report of 
his behaviour in that action, by Major-general Dumprie, in 
the Dutch ſervice, who commanded that van-guard, King 
William defired the Lieutenant-colonel of that regiment, who 
was then a Groom of his bedchamber, to bring him into his 
preſence; and then promiſed him, in perſon, to advance him in 
the army, and made him his Aid-de-camp. 

At the battle of Landen, on July 29, 1693, he was one of 
the four or five, who, ſtanding by King William to the laſt, 
accompanied him over the river Manhain, after the defeat of 
his army. And at the end of that campaign, on Oct. 4, his 
Majeſty gave him a commiſſion of Guidon and Major in the 
. firſt troop of horſe guards. Alſo ſoon after, on Jan. 20, 
1693-4, made him Cornet and firſt Major in the ſaid troop of 
guards, and Groom of his bedchamber, 

On the deceaſe of William Earl of Strafford, he ſuceeeded 
to the title of Lord Raby, and was © introduced into the houfe 
of Peers, on Nov. 25, 1695, On June 13, 1697, bis Ma- 
jeſty gave him the royal regiment of dragoons. And in 1698, 
when King William went to meet the Duke of Zell at the 
Goor, his Lordſhip was choſen to be one of the few of his 
court to attend him thither, where he was in great danger of 
his life ; for at a hunting of wild beaſts, he (like a young man 
of ſpirit) went alone to attack a wild boar, who at his ſecond 
thruſt threw him down, ripped up his breeches from the knee to 
the binding, cut his ſhirt, and ſome part of his fleſh; and 
would have torn him to pieces, had not King William ſent the 
two huntſmen, that were his only ſeconds, to his relief, 
who with their ſpears killed the wild boar upon him. It was 
then at Zell, his Lordſhip firſt ſaw and became acquainted with 
the Princeſs Sophia, her ſon, the Elector of Hanover, and her 
grandſon, afterwards George II. then a youth.

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In 1701, he was ſent by King William to congratulate Fre. 
derick I. King of Pruſſia, when, by the Emperor's conſent, 
he aſſumed that title; and when King William, on Feb. 26, 
1701-2, had the fall from his horſe (of which he died) his 
Lordſhip was then ſeeing his regiment at Greenwich embark 
for Flanders; but on his return, was every day with his Mz. 
jeſty till he expired, on March 8 following. 

fa 1702, the firſt year of Queen Anne, he ſerved with his 
regiment in Flanders, and was then made Brigadier-general of 
her forces. But the year after, at the earneſt requeſt of the King 
of Pruſfia, he was tent {though againſt his inclination, it being 
ih time of war) Envoy-extraordinary to that King. His Lord. 
ſhip arrived in the Maes, on April 21, N.S. 1703, and after 
went to Arnheim, to review his regiment quartered there, and 
from thence waited on the Duke of Marlborough.

In his return from the army, he waited on the Elector of Ha- 
nover, arriving there on Oct. 3, and after a week's ſtay, pro- 
ceeded on his embaſſy to Berlin: and whilſt there, he was, 
on Jan, 1 (1706-7) conſtituted Lieutevant-general of her Ma- 
jeſty's forces. Alſo, on Jan. 14, N. S. following, the King 
of Pruſſia, with the Prince and Princeſs Roya! (daughter of 
the Elector of Hanover) dined with his Lordſhip at Berlin; 
which was the firſt time of their, Royal Highneſſes dining 
abroad after they were married. And on June q, 1707, the 
King and the Prince Royal did his Lordikip the honour to ſup 
with him, at his houſe of retirement near Berlin. He had, 
the ſame year, credential letters to the Imperial court, to

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And a treaty of peace being then in agitation, his Lordſhip 
was ſent for to England, to concert meatures relating thereto z 
and on his arrival, was ſworn of the Privy-cauncil, on June 
14, 1711. 92 
And her Majeſty, taking into conſideration his great merits 
and ſervices, was pleaſed to advance him to the dignities of 
Earl and Viſcount, by the ſtile and title of Ear] of Strafford, 
Viſcount Wentworth, of Wentworth- Woodhouſe, and of 
Stainborough, in com' Ebor, with remainder to his brother, 
Peter Wentworth, Eſq; and his ifſue male, by letters patent 
bearing date Sept. 4, 1711, 10 Queen Anne; the preamble to 
the patent, reciting his ſervices, as follows:

© could not but give thoſe teſtimonies of our approbation to 
© the merits of our very faithful and beloved Counſellor Tho- 
© mas Lord Raby, which, from the equity of a Prince, who is 
© the favourer of good men, might ſeem agreeable to the bright- 
© neſs of the approved loyalty of his anceſtors, and his own 
& peculiar glory, which he hath acquired both at home and 
abroad; we gratefully call to mind his renowned great uncle 
© the noble Earl of Strafford, who being of a lively genius in 
© council, and courageous in arms, and as it were the ſtrongeſt 
© ſupport-to the royal dignity of our grandfather, of moſt glo- 
© rious memory, was taken off by the falſe and unjuſt accu- 
* fations of wicked men, but afterwards reſtored to the glory 
and immortal nobleneſs of his name, by a very honourable 
* vote of the Engliſh parliament; when by a ſolemn order they 
* acquitted that very deſerving Gentleman.of the crimes ob- 
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jected againſt him, without precedent, in a manner neyer 
heard of before; and juſtly thought, that whatever was ſo in- 
juriouſly proceeded againſt him ought to be eraſed and obli- 
terated out of the public records. Since the male iſſue of that 
excellent man has been extinguiſhed, it was pleaſing to us, 
notwithſtanding, to ſee his virtue revive in one of the ſame 
blood. And therefore we have thought fit to advance the 
Lord Raby, who is not more allied in blood than in like me- 
rit, to the ſame dignity of titles; for if we conſider him as 
one experienced in the arts of peace and war, he will not be 
thought, by no means, undeſerving of fo great an honour 3 
bred up a ſoldier almoſt from his very childhood, he has 
gained the reputation of an extraordinary courage, thro' all 
the ſcenes of the fatigues and dangers in the camp; and be- 
ing now placed in the high ſtation of Lieutenant-general of 
our forces, ſeems to have made an eaſy ſtep to the height of 
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military preſerment; but ſince we have called him thence to 
the management of affairs of ſtate, we have found him, by 
experience, no lefs ready for his high ability in civil employ. 
ment, than for his valour in arms. Firſt, at the deſire of 
the King of Pruſſia, we ſent him to the court of Berlin with 
the character of our Envoy extraordinary; in which ftation 
he behaved himſelf for ſeveral years with ſuch fignal applauſe, 
that we thought fit to honour him with the title of our Am- 
baſſador- extraordinary to the fame King. We had alſo deter- 
mined him to take care of our affairs in the auguſt court of the 
King of the Romans; but the King of Pruſſia a ſecond time 
requeſting his preſence, we were unwilling to call him from 
thence, where he was ſo very uſeful to us, and peculiarly ac- 
ceptable to the ſaid Prince : but fince, for eight years paſt, he 
has happily devoted himſelf to the common intereſt of us, and 
all the confederates, with the utmoſt fidelity and dexterity ; 
the moſt important concerns of the armies, and difficult af- 
fairs of the Chriſtian world, required us to ſend to the Hague 
a Gentleman ſo well qualified for ſo great a province; where- 
fore we ordered him to go to the High and Mighty Lords 
the States-general of the United Provinces, in the quality of 
our Ambaſſador-extraordinary and Plenipotentiary, which 
poſt he has begun to manage with double penetration and 
prudence ; and eſpecially after the death of Joſeph, at that 
time Emperor, he entered upon ſuch meaſures, according 
to his uſual ſagacity, with the ſaid States-general, as were 
very ſuitable to the preſent poſture of affairs, and agreeable 
to our mind. Therefore, that he may enjoy ſome mo- 
numents of our royal favour, as the reward of a life 
employed for the good of his country, and all Europe, and 
which may be an incentive to his future race of glory : 
Know ye, &c.' 

His Lordſhip ſoon after returned to the Hague, and being 
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gain ſent for by her Majeſty, arrived at London on May 


15, 17123 after which, having received inſtructions to go to 
the army (tho Ambaſſador- extraordinary and Plenipotentiary 
for the treaty of Utrecht) he accordingly left London on 
— 23 following, being ordered by the Queen firſt to the 

ague, to invite the ee Frome to join with her Majeſty in 
a ceſſation of arms, on the French giving up Dunkirk to the 
Engliſh. On their refuſing to comply with the Queen's mea- 
ſures, he went, purſuant to his inſtructions, with a very few 
domeſtics (not ſtaying for an eſcort) up to the late Duke of 
Ormond, then encamped at Chateau Cambreſis, and in his way 
thither was in ſome danger, being ſtopped and examined by ſe- 
yeral parties, as well French and Spaniards, as Dutch, * 
: 433g 
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aliſts, &c. Having executed his commiſſion, by ſeeing the 
ceſſation of arms declared between the French and Engliſh, dn 
Dunkirk's being put into the Queen's hands, he returned to 
Utrecht, through Liſle, Tournay, Oſtend, Bruges, Ghent, and 
Bruſſels, and had all the honours paid him as to a crowned 
head, as well by the Dutch as the others, being ſaluted by a 
treble diſcharge of the cannon round the towns as he palled, 
and by part of the ſeveral garriſons under arms to receive him. 
After having ſtaid two days at Bruſſels, to give the neceſſary or- 
ders. (the Catholic Netherlands being then equally under the 
adminiſtration of the Queen and States- general) he paſſed thro? 
Antwerp, where, on his arrival, he was ſaluted by the cannon 
round the town and works, was met by the Governor of the 
town, and carried to his palace, where he lay, and was moſt 
magnificently treated. The Magiſtrates waited on him in 
their formalities, made him a handſome ſpeech, and preſented 
him with ſeveral large flagons of wine, and other things, 
brought in by the ſeveral burghers of the town, and their under 
officers, in great numbers; and the next morning, on his de- 
parture, he was again ſaluted with a treble diſcharge of cannon 
round the town and ramparts, as at his entrance. | 

On his arrival at Utrecht, the negociation for the treaty of 
peace was continued by his Lordſhip, and the Lord Privy-ſeal 

Dr. John Robinſon, then Biſhop of Briſtol, and afterwards of 

ndon) with the ſeveral miniſters of all the foreign powers 
of Europe. And being again ſent for to England, he was, at a 
chapter held at Windſor, on Oct. 26, 1712, elected a Knight- 
companion of the moſt noble order of the Garter ; but being 
again ſent in her Majeſty's ſervice beyond the ſeas, was inſtall - 
ed by proxy at Windtor, on Aug. 4 following. Whilſt he 
was abroad ©, he was highly” eſteemed dy ſeveral foreign 
Princes, eſpecially by the Princeſs Sophia, who often, with 
the Queen of Pruſſia, dined with him at Berlin: and, when 
abſent, kept almoſt a continual correſpondence by letters. 
And the Kings of Denmark, and Poland, having an inter- 
view with the King of Pruſſia, thoſe three Kings, with the 
Queen of Pruſſia, dined together at his Lordſhip's, and made 
him a preſent of their pictures at full length in one piece, in 
memory of his having treated three Kings and a Queen at the 
lame time, 

He was, at the demiſe of Queen Anne, on Aug. 1, 1714, 
Plenipotentiary for the treaty of Utrecht; and by a diſtinct ap- 
pointment, Ambaſſador- extraordinary and Plenipotentiary ta 
the States-general, Lieutenant- general of her Majeſty's forces, 
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Colonel of the iſt regiment of foot- guards, firſt Lord of the 
Admiralty, appointed Aug. 29, 1712, and of her Cabinet 
and Privy- council. The treaties of Utrecht were ſigned at 
his Lordſhip's houſe at Utrecht (though in the Annals of 
Queen Anne, by miſtake, it is printed as ſigned at the Lord 
Privy-ſeal's houſe) between Great- Britain, France, Spain, 
Portugal, Pruſſia, the States-general, Duke of Savoy, and all 
the allies, except the Emperor, on April 11,1713. 

As firſt Lord of the Admiralty, he was, by act of parlia- 
ment, one of the Lords Juſtices for the adminiſtration of the 
kingdom, till the arrival of the King from Hanover, who, 
on his coming to the Hague, to embark for England, ſhewed 
him particular marks of his eſteem, even fo far as to come 
publicly with the Prince of Wales, to the Earl's houſe, where 
he played at ombre with his Lady, amongſt a great many 
foreign Miniſters, and many other perſons of diſtinction. And 
when the King was ſtepping into the boat, to embark for Eng- 
land, it was obſerved, he took leave of the Earl in a moſt kind 
and diſtinguiſhed manner. But after his Majeſty's arrival in 
England, on Sept. 18, 1714, things took another turn, &c, 
and on Oct. 11, his Lordſhip was ſuperſeded at the Admiralty- 
board by the Earl of Orford. However, he continued at the 
Hague in his public character, till Dec. 20 enſuing ; when, in 
a public audience, taking leave of the States-general, he was, 
before his departure, preſented with a gold medal and chain, 
valued at 6000 guilders, and landed in England on Jan. 1 
following. 

His Lordſhip married >, on Sept. 6, 1711, at Bradenham, 
Anne, ſole daughter and heir of Sir Henry Johnſon, of Braden- 
ham, in the county of Bucks, Knt. alſo of Tudington in Bed- 

fordſhire, and of Freeſton- hall in Suffolk (who died on Sept. 
29, 1719) by his firſt wife Anne, daughter to Hugh Smithſan, 
Etq; fon of Sir Hugh Smithſon, of Stanwick, in the county 
of York, Bart. by whom he had iſſue one ſon, William, his 
ſucceſſor, and three daughters; Lady Anne, who had Queen 
Anne for her godmother, and in April 1733, was married to the 
right hon. William Conolly, Eſq; one of his Majeſty's Privy- 
council of the kingdom of Ireland, and a member of parlia- 
ment as well in England as Ireland : Lady Lucy, married, in 
1747, to George Howard, Eſq; couſin to Francis, 5th Lord 
Howard of Efingham ; and Lady Henrietta, married, in De- 
cember, 1743, to James Vernon, Eſq; ſon of James Vernon, 
Efq; Clerk of the Council, and nephew to Admiral Vernon.

He was returned © one of the burgeſſes in 
rliament for that city, in 1349, and 1352. In 1338, he

I now return to William Legge, eldeſt fon to Edward Legge 
and Mary Walſh. He was : brought out of Ireland by 
Henry Danvers, Earl of Danby, Preſident of Munſter, his 
godfather, who had promiſed (his father being infirm) to 
take care of his education, and was ſent by him, to ſerve az 
a volunteer under Guſtavus Adolphus, King of Sweden ; and 
after, ſerved under Prince Maurice, of Orange, in the Low- 
Countries. On his return to England, he was firſt f conſti- 
tuted, on Nov. 30, 2 Car. I. Keeper of the King's Ward- 
robe during life; and ſoon after made Groom of the bed- 
chamber. And when Danvers, Earl of Danby, was fined 
5ooo l. in the court of Star-chamber {for having felled timber 
ia Whichwood-foreſt, without licence) he defired, as a fa- 
vour to him, that 2000 J. thereof might be given to Colonel 


3 William Legge, ſaying, it was what he deſigned to leave him 


as à legacy, and which he ſhould not be able to perform when 
he had paid his fine; and thereupon the King granted it. In 
1639, he had a commiſſion to be Lieutenant-general of the 
Ordnance, in the firſt expedition againſt the Scots; and in 
1640 C, brought up that petition from the army, to which his 
Majeſty ſubſcribed C. R. whereupon he was examined by the 
houſe of Commons, and ordered into cuſtody as a delinquent; 
but was allowed his liberty *, giving 19,0001. bail for himſelf, 


his appearance. The parliament ſoon after publiſhing a de- 
claration, mentioning the King's attempting to incenſe the 
northern army againſt them, &c. his Majeſty, in anſwer thereto, 
faid, * He ſigned Capt. Legge's petition to ſatisfy the army. 
And immediately after, removing northward, the Earls of Pem- 
broke and Holland having waited on him at Royſton, from 
the parliament, March 9, 1642, they reported, on their return, 
that the King, on reading that part of their meſſage concern- 
ing Capt. Legge, ſaid, That's a lie.“ And on going with the 
King to York, and being with him, when his Majeſty de- 
manded entrance into Hull, on April 23, the parliament there- 
upon remanded him. However, in that year, he * was conſti 
tuted Serjeant-major and Captain of a troop of cuiraſſiers in 
| Prince Rupert's regiment, and was taken priſoner at Dun 
| more- heath, by Major Ballard. However, he was ſoon at li- 
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berty ; for, as Ruſhworth writes, he joined Prince Rupert at 
Bridgnorth, with 1120 muſketteers, before the fight between 
the Prince and Sir John Meldrum, at Newark, on March 
21, 1643. And in April following, was wounded and taken 
riſoner at Litchheld (as Echard writes) and ſoon after again 
releaſed. For, in the firſt battle at Newbury, on Sept. 20, 
1643, having valiantly behaved; and the night after attending 
his Majelty in his bedchamber, the King preſented him with a 
hanger he had that day worn, which was in an agate handle 
ſet in gold, and would have knighted him with it, had he cone 
ſented | ; but the hanger was kept in his family, till the houſe 
at Blackheath was robbed, in 1093. 22 

In 1644 , he was Governor of Cheſter; and Dec, 25, that 
year, was made ® Governor of Oxford, in the room of Sir 
Arthur Aſton. Hes had a regiment of foot, and another of 
cuirafliers ; alſo a commiſſion to be Governor in chief of the 
city and county of Oxford, with power for imprefling what 
ſoldiers he pleaſed in the counties of Bucks and Berks. On 
April 16, 1645, » being then one of the Graoms of the King's 
bedchamber, and Governor of Oxford, he was admitted 
Doctor of Laws of that Univerſity ; and on OR. 8 follow= 
ing, ſurrendered it to Sir Thomas Glenham, his Majeſty tak- 
ing him with him when he left Oxford. When King Charles 
made his eſcape from Hampton-court, he, with SirJohn Berke- 
ley, and Mr. Aſhburnham, were the only perſons to whoſe 
fidelity the King committed himfeif. The Earl of Clarendon: . 
relates, that Aſhburnham alone ſeemed to know what they 
were to do, the other two having received only orders to at- 
tend, Whereupon he had no hand in that unfortunate ftep, 
pf carrying the King over to the iſle of Wight, in which 
the other two. were involved; for 1 he ſtaid with the King at 
Titchfield-houſe,, while Aſhburnham and Sir John Berkeley 
went to Col. Hammond. And on that, the Earl of Clarendon 
gives him the following character: Legge had ſo general a- 
| reputation of integrity and fidelity to his maſter, that he never 
fell under the leaſt imputation or reproach with any man; 
he was a very punctual and ſteady obſerver of the orders hg 
f received, but no contriver of them; and tho' he had in truth 
da better judgment and ynderitanding than either of the other 
' two, his madeſty, and diffidence of himſelf, never ſuffered 
him to contrive bold counſels,”

On May 19, 1648, he * was committed priſoner to Windſor- 
caſtle, but was ſoon after releaſed ; and during the treaty of 
the iſle of Wight, he was nominated, among others, to attend 
his Majefty ; but on Aug. 31 following, he was with Mr. 


Doucet, the only two diſapproved of by the parliament. And 


engaging in that deſign of the Earl of Holland's, to reſtore the 
King, he was wounded, and taken priſoner with the Ear}, at 
St. Neots in Huntingdonſhire. King Charles was ſo ſenſible of 
his ſufferings, and had ſo great an eſteem of his fidelity, that 
a little before his death, he charged the Duke of Richmond 
to tell the Prince of Wales from him, that whenever he was 
reſtored to his right, he ſhould be ſure to take care of honeſt 
Will. Legge; for he was the faithfulleſt ſervant that ever any 
Prince had. 22 
Aſter the unfortunate death of that King, he and his family 
ſuffered great hardihips, and being impriſoned in Plymouth, he 
was, by order of parliament, in 1649*, removed to Briſtol, with 
a charge of hiph-treaſon, and from thence was ſent to Arundel- 
caſtle, in Suſſex ; from whence he applied to the Speaker, Lent- 
hall, for leave to go abroad; who obtained it for him; and 
in-return, Colonel Legge, on the reftoration, was very inſtru- 
mental in procuring Lenthall's pardon, who, when he died, left 
him, by his will, 200 l. as a legacy. 

As he had emizently diſtinguiſhed his loyalty to Charles I. 
ſo was he not backward in eſpouſing the intereſts of his ſoa 
and ſucceſſor, Charles II. accompanying him, in 1650, into 
Scotland, where he was ned 
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caſtle, and ſo continued, till the King made his eſcape from 
St. Johnſtown, when, to gratify his Majeſty, he was releaſed. 
At the battle of Worceſter, on Sept. 3, 1651, he was wounded 
and taken priſoner *, and had been certainly executed, if his 
wife had not contrived his eſcape out of Coventry-gaol, by 
hiring an old woman to carry him her cloaths, which he put 
on, and brought a eloſe- ſtool pan, well filled, under his arm, 
the ſtench of which occaſioned the guards to ſtand clear, and 
let him paſs unregarded. 

In the protectorſhip of Oliver Cromwell, he, with the Earl 
of Oxford, and others, were committed to priſon, being be- 
trayed by Manning, who correſponded with Thurloe, . 
well's ſecretary, with a deſign to get money from them, and 
thereupon informed againſt ſuch, whoſe fidelity to the Kin 
was moſt notorious. In 1659, when riſings were Jefiencd 
throughout the kingdom, he had a commiſſion to raiſe a regi- 
ment of foot, with ſeveral blank commiſſions, to diſpoſe of as 
he thought fit. He was alſo commiſſioned, with Arthur An- 
neſley, after Earl of Angiely, John Mordaunt, ſoon after 
created Viſcount Mordaunt, Sir John Greenvile, afterwards 
Earl of Bath, and Sir Thomas Peyton, to promiſe pardon to 
all thoſe who ſhall endeavour his Majeſty's reſtoration, except 
thoſe who ſat as Judges on his father. The ſaid commiſſion 
was dated at Bruxels, March 11, 1659 , wherein they were 
alſo empowered, by writing under their hands, &c. to promiſe, 
in his Majeſty's name, ſuch rewards as they thought proper, 
which he would ratify, confirm, and perform. They were fo 
active in this commiſſion, that moſt of the nobility and gentry 
of England and Wales were engaged by them in the King's 
ſervice, and a day in July * fixed for their riſing ; but that be- 
ing deferred to Auguſt 1, the deſign took air; and only Sir 
orde Booth, with his friends, appeared in Cheſhire, and 
the Earl of Litchfield, with ſome others, in Surry. The 
King was in ſuch expectation of the ſucceſs, that he went 
irom Bruxels to Calais, and had a ſhalop ready for his tranſ- 
portation, on hearing any conſiderable body of men were'in 
ums for him. In 1660, juſt before the meeting of the parlia- 
ment, he ſubſcribed that declaration of the nobility and gen- 
try, whereby they promiſed not to retain any reſentments for 
former il] treatment, | PER ; 

After the reſtoration, the King told him the meſſage he had 
received from his royal father, by the Duke of Richmond, which, 
be ſaid, muſt always intitle him to any marks of favour he 
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could give him, and offered to create him an Earl before hiy 
coronation ; which he modeſtly declined, having a numerous 
family, with a ſmall fortune : but told the King, he hoped his 
ſons might live to deſerve his Majeſty's favour. On which 


he was reſtored to his place in the Bedchamber, and Lieute- 


nancy of the Ordnance, with a commiſſion to be Superinten- 
dant, wich General's pay. Alſo was conſtituted Treaſurer of 
the Ordnance, and Colonel of an independent company of 
foot in the Tower of London. All thefe were granted in 1660 
to him, during his life. 

The next year he was ?7.choſen member of parliament fx 
Southampton : and obtained a grant of the King's houſe in the 
Minories (formerly an abbey) London, the licutenancy of 
Alice Holt, and Woolmer-foreſts in Hampſhire, for forty- 
five years; alſo, of lands in com' Lowth, in Ireland, to a con- 
ſiderable value, with a penſion of 5001. per ann, for his own 
and his wife's life. And when Prince Rupert went to Vienna, 
he conſtituted him his ſufficient and lawful Attorney and Com- 
miſſioner for him and in his name, and to his uſe, to act, ma- 
nage, perform, and do -all and all manner of matters and 
things whatſoever, which doth or may any way concern him, 
either with his Majeſty, the parliament, or any other perſan or 
perſons whatſoever. In 1663, he was made Woodward of 
Chute-foreſt, in com' Wilts. He died of a fever, at the ſaid 
houſe in the Minories, near the Tower, on Oct. 13, 1670, in 
the 63d year of his age, and was buried in the vault in the 
Trinity-chapel in the Minories, with ee Prince 
Rupert, the Dukes of Buckingham, Richmond, Monmouth, 
Newcaſtle, and Ormond, with moſt of the court, being pre. 
ſent at his funeral: and a monument of white matble is ereQed 
there to his memory. Lo 

He married Elizabeth, eldeſt daughter of Sir Willlam Waſh- 
ington, of Packington in Leiceſterſhire, by Anne, daughter of 
Sir George Villiers, of Brookſby in the faid county, and ſiſter 
to the frſt Duke of Buckingham of that family. She died in 
1688, in the 76th year of her age, and was buried in the vault 
in the Trinity-chapel in the Minories, by her huſband, They 
had iſſue three ſons, George, William, and Edward, and two 
daughters, whereof Mary, the eldeſt, was married to Sir Henry 
Gooderick, of Ribſton, in the county of York, Knt. and 
Bart. who was Envoy-extraordinary to Spain, in the reign 
of Charles II. and Lizutenant-general of the Ordnance, and 
Privy-counſellor to William III. by whom ſhe had no iſſue. 
She died aged 70 years, and was buried in the vault wich 
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her father, though it is mentioned (by miſtake) on Sir Henry 
Gooderick's monument, in Ribſton-chapel, that ſhe was bu- 
ried there. Suſannah, 2d daughter, was married, on April 
25, 1678, in Hen. VIPs: chapel in Weſtminſter-abbey, to 
1 homas Bilſon, of Mapledutham, in the county of Southamp- 
ton, Eq; by whom ſhe. had iſſue one daughter, tt at died in 
her infancy, and two ſons, Leonard Bilſon, and Thomas Bil- 
ſon, both which died in her life-time, without iſſue ; Thomas, 
by a fall from his horſe 3 and Leonard, in 1715, who left the 
remainder of his whole eſtate, after Thomas Betteſworth, and 
the heirs male of his body lawfully begotten, to Henry Legge, 
4th fon to William Earl of Dartmouth, provided he take the 
name of Bilſon. 

William, 2d fon to the ſaid William Legge, was 7 page 
of honour to Charles II. Groom of his bedchamber, Cap- 
tain of a troop of horſe, in the regiment of horſe-guards 
commanded by Aubrey de Vere, Earl of Oxford. And in 
i680, was ſent by the King to Heſſe-Caſſel, to ſtand godfa- 
ther, as his proxy, to Prince Charles, the Landgrave's ſon. 
In the reign of James II. he was Lieutenant-colonel in the 
Queen's regiment of horſe, Governor of Kinſale in Ireland, 
and member of parliament for Portſmouth. He married Mary 
Pool, widow of Townſhend, Eſq; but had no iſſue 
by her; and dying in Dublin, in the 48th year of his age, 
was buried there. | 5 

Edward Legge, 3d ſon, died in his infancy, and was buried 
at Stoke, in com' Middleſex, where his mother reſided during 
the abſence of his father beyond the ſeas. 85 | 

George Legge, eldeſt ſon and heir, was ſent to ſea“ at the 
age of ſeventeen, under the care of Sir Edward Spragge. He 
commanded the Pembroke in 1667, the Fairfax in 1671, and 
the Royal Catharine in 1672. In the Dutch wars he was 
wounded, taking and deftroying ſeveral of their ſhips. In 1669, 
he had the command of his father's independent company of 
foot; and in 1672, was made Lieutenant-governor of Portſ- 
mouth, under his Royal Highneſs James Duke of York. In 
1673, Governor of Portſmouth, Maſter of the horſe, and 
Gentleman of the bedchamber to the Duke of York. In 1677, 
he had a grant of 300 l. per ann. as Aſſiſtant to the office of 
Ordnance. And before the end of that year, was conſtituted 
Colonel of a regiment of foot, and Lieutenant-general of the 
Ordnance. Soon after, he was made Maſter of the Ordnance 
and on March 3, 1680-1, was ſworn of the Privy-council to 
Charles II. In 1682, he had a commiſſion for viewing all the 
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forts and garriſons in England, and for commanding in chief, 
And before the end of the ſame year, was, by letters patent 
dated Dec. 2, in the 34th year of his reign, advanced to the 
degree of a Baron of this realm, by the title of Baron of 
Dartmouth, in the county of Devon, to hold and enjoy to 
himſelf and the heirs male of his body; and for default of 
ſuch iſſue, to William Legge, Eſq; one of the Grooms of the 
royal bedchamber (brother to him. the ſaid 2 and to 
the heirs male of his body: which remainder the King parti- 
cularly ordered himſelf, in juſtice (as he was pleaſed to ſay) 
to the memory of old Colonel Legge, whoſe modeſty ought 
not to prejudice his children. T he preamble to the patent im- 


ports: + That his Majeſty remembering the great merits - 


* of William Legge, one of the Grooms of the royal bed- 
© chamber to his late father King Charles the fiſt, eſpecially 


© in that unparalleled rebellion raiſed againſt him; in which, 


© being a perſon of ſingular ſkill and experience in military af- 


© fairs, as alſo a valiant and expert commander, he faithfully 
© ſerved him in moſt of the battles and ſieges of thoſe unhappy 
© times. Alſo performed ſeveral eminent ſervices to the ſaid 


' © King, ſince his moſt happy reſtoration. And further conſi- 


© gering, that George Legge, eldeſt fon of the ſaid William, 
* following his father's ſteps in divers military employments, 
< eſpecially in ſundry ſharp and dangerous naval fights, wherein 
© he did freely hazard his life; for which reſpect, being made 
© General of the Ordnance and Artillery, and one of his moſt 
© honourable Privy-council, his Majeſty thought fit to dignify 
© him with ſome farther honour.” 

The following year he was“ ſent Admiral of the whole 
Engliſh fleet, to demoliſh Tangier, having a commiſſion to be 
Cap:ain-general of all his Majeſty's forces in Africa, and Go- 
vernor of that city. Biſhop | $6698 recites ©, © After the King 
© had kept T angier about 20 years, and had been at a valt 
© charge in making a mole before it, in which ſeveral under- 
© takers had failed, but the work was now brought near per- 
© fefltion, which ſeemed to give us the key of the Mediterra- 
© nean; he, to deliver himſelf from the charge, ſent Lord 
< Dartmouth with a fleet to deſtroy all the works, and bring 
* home all our men.“ On his return, he had, as a reward of 
his many faithful ſervices, a grant from his Majeſty, of 10,0001, 
He alſo obtained, from Charles II. a grant to hold a fair twice 


a year, and a market twice a week, upon Black-heath, in the 


parith of Lewiſham in Kent. 
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During the reign of James II. he was Maſter of the Horſe, 
General of the Ordnance, Conſtable of the Tower of Lon- 
don, one of the Lords of the Privy- council, Colonel of the 
royal regiment of Fuſiliers, and Captain of an independent 
company of foot. He was alſo High- ſteward of Dartmouth, 
and Kingſton upon Thames, and Recorder of Litchfield. In 
the year 1687, attending the King in his progreſs, and the 
city of Coventry preſenting his Majeſty with a Jarge gold cup 
and cover, he immediately delivered it to the Lord Dartmouth, 
telling him, © there was an acknowledgment from the city of 
Coventry, for his father's ſufferings in their town ;* where, 
during the civil wars, he had endured a long impriſonment. 
He © reſigned his poſt of Maſter of the Horſe on Dec. 16, 1687. 
And in the ſucceeding year, he was made Admiral of the fleet 
of England, then ſet out to intercept the Dutch fleet bringing 
over the Prince of Orange : which employment he accepted 
out of gratitude to the King, who, as Biſhop Burnet writes 
(in his hiſtory of his own times) loved him, and in whoſe ſer- 
vice and confidence he had long been. The Biſhop alſo ſays, 
© * that he was indeed one of the worthieſt men of his court, 
© but he was much againſt the conduct of his affairs; yet he 


After the Prince had landed, it is recited in our Gazettes, 
that he paſſed by Portſmouth, on Nov. 18, 1688, and after bad 
weather, returned to Spithead on Nov. 23 following, with 43 
ſhips of war; the reſt of the fleet being put into other ports. 
Afterwards he failed from thence for the Downs, on Dec. 29, 
and leaving there ſeveral men of war, under the command of 
the Lord Berkeley, his Lordſhip, with the reſt of the fleet, 
failed for the Buoy of the Nore. | 

Yet, notwithſtanding he brought the fleet ſafe home, and 
had acted by order of King James when he was in power, he 
was deprived of all his employments at the revolution ; and in 
1691, committed priſoner to the Tower of London, where, 


after three months impriſonment, he departed this life ſuddenly - 


of an apoplexy, on Oct. 25, that year, in the 44th year of 
his age. When he was dead, Lord Lucas, who was Con- 
ſtable of the Tower, made ſome difficulty of permitting his 
body to be removed, without order; on which, application be- 
ing made to King William, he was pleaſed to direct, that the 
lame reſpect ſhould be paid at his funeral, that would have 
been due to him, if he had died poſſeſſed of all his employ- 
ments in that place. And accordingly the Tower guns were

William, late Earl of Dartmouth, only ſon to George 
Lord Dartmouth, was born on Oct. 14, 1672. He was 
Lieutenant of Alice-Holt, and Woolmer foreſts, till Kin 
William granted the reverſion, after the term of Colonel Wil. 
liam Legge's grant for 45 years, to Emanuel How, Eſq; 
Groom of his bedchamber ; on which he ſurrendered the re- 
mainder of his term for a valuable conſideration. Hef took 
his place in the houſe of Peers, on Nov. 22, 1695. On the 
acceſſion of Queen Anne, he was conſtituted one of the Lords 
Commiſſioners for Trade and Plantation, on June 14, 1702; 
and on the 18th following, was ſworn of her Privy-council, 
at St. James's, In 1710, he was ſworn one of her Majeſty's 


Principal Secretaries of State, and conſtituted Keeper of the 


Signet of Scotland, in commiſſion with James Duke of Queenſ- 
berry. Alſo the following year, on Sept. 5, was advanced to 
the dignities of Viſcount Lewiſham, in Kent, and Ear} of 
Dartmouth. In 1712, he was appointed Lord Keeper of the 
Privy-ſeal ; and on the demiſe of Queen Anne, as fuch, was 
one of the Lords Juſtices of Great- Britain, being at the ſame 
time High ſteward of Dartmouth, and one of the Gover- 
nors of the Charter-houſe. 

His Lordſhip married, in July, 1700, the Lady Anne Finch, 
30 daughter to Heneage, Earl of Aylesford, and by her Lady- 

ip, who died on Nov. 30, 1751, had iſſue fix ſons, and two 
daughters; the Lady Barbara, married, on July 27, 1724, to 
Sir Walter Baggot, of Blithfield in Staffordſhire, Bart. and 
the Lady Anne, married, in Oct. 1739, to Sir Liſter Holt, of 
Aſton in Warwickſhire, Bart.

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His Lordſhip's eldeſt ſon, George Lord Viſcount Lewiſham, 
married Elizabeth, fole daughter and heir of Sir Arthur Kaye, 
of Woodſome in Yorkſhire, Bart. by his wife Anne, eldeſt 
daughter and coheir of Sir Samuel Marrow, of Berkeſwell 
in Warwickſhire, Bart. And having been elected a member 
in the parliament that fat firſt on buſineſs on Nov. 28, 1727, 
for Great- Bedwin in Wiltſhire, died of the ſmall-pox at his 
houſe in Holles-ſtreet, Cavendiſh-ſquare, London, on Auguſt 
29, 1732. By his ſaid Lady (who wedded Francis, now Earl

Heneage Legge, 2d ſon, born in 1703-4, was admitted a

Feb. 1739, he was ſworn one of the King's Council; and in 
1749, conſtituted one of the Barons of the Exchequer. In June, 
1740, he was matried to Catharine, daughter and one of the 
cohetrs of Mr. Jonathan Fogg, Merchant of London, and 
niece to Sir John Barnard, Knt. Alderman of London, by 
whom he had iſſue, whereof a daughter, Anne, died on July

Their noble father, William Earl of Dartmouth, who had 
behaved with the ſtricteſt honour and integrity, throughout 
the whole courſe of his life, deceaſed at his houſe on Black- 
beath in Kent, on Dec. 15, 1750, in the 79th year of his age, 
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and was ſucceeded in his honours and eſtate by William, hi 
grandſon and heir, now Earl of Dartmouth. | 
The faid William, the preſent and 2d Earl of Dartmouth, 
ſor his more polite education, travelled through France, Italy, 
and Germany ; and, on his return to England, took the oaths 
and his ſeat in the houſe of Peers, on May 31, 1754. His Lord- 
ſhip, who is Doctor of the Civil Law, Fellog of the Royal 
Society, and Recorder of Litchfield, married, on Jan. 1x, 
1755, Frances-Catharine, only daughter and heir of Sir Charles 
unter-Nicholl, Knight of the Bath: and by her has four 
ſons, and a daughter, viz.

HIS family was anciently ſeated in Staffordſhire, whereof 
T Lewis Paget, Eſq; was!“ one of the Gentlemen of that 
county, who, in 11 Hen. VII. figned a certificate relating to 
the office of Maſter of the Game of Caukewood : but the firſt 
who attained to the dignity of Peerage, was William Paget, a 
non of very great and eminent abilities, whoſe father, Mr, 
ay one of the Serjeants at Mace of the city of London, 
born near Wedneſbury in Staffordſhire, had ide two other 
ſons, John, and Robert; alſo one daughter, Anne, married to 
—— Smith, Eſq; | 
The ſaid William, who was created Lord Paget, was“ born 
at London; and having been © educated under the famous 
Lilly, in St. Paui's ſchool, was ſent to the Univerſity of Cam- 
bridge %, where, in Trinity-hall, he had his academical edu- 
cation: from whence he went into the family of the noted 
Stephen Gardiner, Biſhop of Wincheſter, as appears from 
theſe lines Leland writ to him: 


Tu Gardineri petiifti tecta diſerti, 
Eloquii ſedem, Pieriique chori. 


Which is, that being young, he went into the learned Gar- 
© diner's family, which was the very ſeat of eloquence, and of 
© the muſes.” From his family he went to ſtudy in the Uni- 
verſity of Paris, and after ſome ſtay, returned again into the 
Biſhop's houſe. Soon after, in reſpe& of his learning and 
merits, he was employed by Hen. VIII. in ſeveral important 
affairs; for in 21 Hen. VIII. he was * ſent into France, to ob- 
tain the opinions of the learned in that kingdom, concerning. 
the King his maſter's divorce from Queen Catharine ; and in 
23 Hen. VIII. on f Nov. 8, he obtained a grant of the office 
of Warden and Conſtable of the caſtle, Keeper of the park, 
and Bailiff of the manour of Maxftok, in Warwickſhire, during 
the minority of Peter Compton, Eſqz Alſo the ſame year was 
made 8 one of the Clerks of the Signet; which title he bore in 
2b Hen, VIII. when he had licence * from the King to import 
400 calks of wine from Gaſcony. In the year 1537, 29 Hen.

VIII. the King * ſent him privately (with inſtructions to take 
France in his way) into Germany, with Chriſtopher Mount, 
to prevail on the proteſtant German Princes from agreeing 
with the Emperor, but rather, to refer al! their differences to 
bim and the French King. This employment required an ex- 
traordinary prudence, the voyage being to be performed in a 
diſguiſed habit, and the King's Ambaſſador in France, and 
the French King (Francis I.) were firſt to be acquainted of 
It, with u hoſe directions they had orders to comply. In this 
arduous negociation, he behaved himſelf fo much to the King's 
ſatisfaction, that in 32 Hen. VIII. he was * made Clerk of 
the Privy-council. Alſo the ſame. year was! conſtituted one 
of the Clerks of the Signet for life, and * Clerk of the Privy. 
ſeal, with the fee of 301. per ann. likewiſe ſoon after, * Cleik 
of the parltament for life. | | 

The year following, he was » conſtituted Clerk of the Privy. 
council for life, and ſent Ambaſſador into France. In 1543, 
35 Hen. VIII. on May 19, he and one Thomas Knight, Elg; 
were 4 conſtituted Clerks of the parliament for life, with the 
ſalary of 401. per ann. and ſoon after, he received the honour 
of Knighthood ; for he bears that title on Jan. 19 following, 


when the King granted to him, and his heirs, the lorcſhips 


of Bromley, and Hurſt, in the county of Stafford. Alſo in 
the ſame year he was * made one of the Principal Secretaries 
of State. In 36 Hen. VIII. on June 26, he was commiſ- 
ſioned. with the Lord Chancellor Wriotheſley, and the Duke 
of Suffolk, to treat with Matthew Earl of Lenox, about cer- 
tain affairs relating to the government of Scotland, and to treat 
of a marriage between that Earl and the Lady Margaret, the 
King's niece. The ſame year he * attended King Henry at the 
ſiege of Bulloign ; and on his return into England, after the 
furrender of that town, he had a" grant (with John Maſon, 
Eſfq;) of the office of Maſter of the Poſts, within and without 
the realm, to occupy by themſelves or deputies ; and was*joined 
in commiſſion with the Earl of Hertford, to conclude a general 
peace with the French King, who demanding reſtitution of 
Bulloign, the treaty was immediately broke off. But being 
again ſet on foot the following year, he was then ſent Ambal- 
ſador into France; and while it was in agitation, received the 
following letter from the King, which foraſmuch as it ſhews

1 Truſtie and right wel- beloved, we greet you well: 


© And having receyved your letters of the 22 of this inſtant, 

by the which we do at good length underſtand the'ole diſ- 
« courſe and conference which paſted the day before betweene 
ow and Brewno, with th' ordre which yo intende to ob- 
© ſerve in propo inge th' overture for the Treux; we have 
© thought good, as wel to fignihs unto yow that we take your 
© proceedings in very thankfull parte, and lyke your devyſe for 
© proponinge the overture of the treux very well, as alſo t'ad- 
© yertiſe you for anſwer of ſuch things, as ye defired to know 
our further pleaſure in this forte, enſueing. 
„Firſt, you ſhall underſtand that having perus'd th' articles 
© or capitulations, which you ſent unto us, and having altered 
© and added certain points of importance therein, we do remit 
the ſame unto you to be concluded upon in ſuch forme, as 
© they be now conceyved, yf you may induce the French Am- 
6 baſfadors thereunto, or otherwiſe to be altered —— qualified 
© by your common agreement in ſome words and terms, ſo as 
the ſubitaunce of the matters do remayn. 

And touching the comprehenſion of the Scots, our plea- 
* ſure is that you ſhall travell as earneſtly as ye may, to have 
© this treux concluded without any comprehenſion of them, 
© whom we wold molt gladely, and think it neceſſary to be left 
* out, for without that this treux, ſerving the French King to 
* many purpoſes, ſhould be to us every way over much preju- 
$ dicial ; and therefor lyke as we for our part can be pleaſed to

not been ſeen in any treatie of treux that we have made with

And further you may alſo declare to th' Ambaſſadors, as- 
wel French as of the Proteſtants, how that by ſuch treaties of 
* amitie as be between us and our good brother th' Emperor, 
* we may not in any wiſe comprehende the Scots in this or any 
other treatie of treux, or peace. | | 

© As for the time of commencement of the ſaid treux, al- 
* though we ſee not how we may give aſſured notice thereof 
to all our ſubjects, being, as we have heretofore ſignified un- 
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to you, diſperſed in ſundry places and companies, before the 
« firſt day of Marche, and therefore think the day appointed 
© in youre former inſtruction, to be a very mete tyme for the 
© begynning of the ſame; yet if they ſhall ſhew themſelves 
© much defirous to have the treux begyn, rather we be pleaſed 
© to aſſent thereunto. Mary you mutt tell them withal, that 
© we cannot aſſure them to give perfect nottice to our men 
© before the ſaid day, and therefore 45 for want of knowledge 
« of the treux (which nevertheleſs ſhall be publiſhed with 23 
much ſpeed as may be) any prejudice ſhall enſue to any of 
« the French King's ſubjects, we doubt not they will of their 
* wiſdoms impute the ſame to their own haſty abridging of the 
© tyme, and not-to thoſe which ſhall then be found ignorant 
| © of the ſame; and therefore for the avoiding of all ſuch oc- 
© caſions of ane quarrels, and to th' intent al] things might 
be fully obſerved according to the agreements, we thought 
the firſt day of Marche to be a mete day for begynnyng of 
© the ſaid treux, th' ende whereof you may always foreſee to be 
« agreed upon the laſt of October, according to your former 
© inſtructions, notwithſtanding you ſhall perchance, at their 
' © jinſtaunce, ſomewhat prevent the commencement of the

« Thyrdly, Touching a further meeting of the Proteſtants,

© King than hath yet been ſhewed hitherto, we neither thinke

© thereof, we will you take ane years penſion of ſuch our trea- 
« ſure, as remayneth in our treaſourer of Calacy's hands, or is, 
« or ſhall be brought from our ſervaunt Thomas Chamberlayn, 
© unto our ſaid Treaſourer, withe taking his othe yf yt may be, 
© otherwyſe his promyſe in writing, to do us ſervice. You may 
f he condeſceend thereunto) ſecretely delyver nnto him 
with a ciphre, to advertyſe us of the ſtate of things in Al- 
mayne, from time to time as occaſion ſhall ſerve ; giving him 
© ſuch goode woordes withall on our behalfe, as may bothe 
© encourage him to ſerve us truelye, and diligently, and miniſ- 
© ter hope unto him of more ample benefite at oure hands, if 
© he ſhall ſhew himſelfe no leſs willinge to the advauncement 
© of aur affayres, and diligenſe in our ſervice, then we have 
© conceived good truſte of him. 

« Finallye, yf in the end of this your long conference, the 
French Commiſſioners will neither come on more roundly 
© in the conditions of peax, nor aſſent to any treux in ſuche 
© ſorte as we have preſcribed unto you, but will break off; our 
« pleaſure is, that you ſhall both give immediate nottice thereof 
to our Ambaſſadors with the Emperor, and alſo give know- 
edge of the ſame to our officers at Bulloyn, Guyſnes, and 
« Callys, to the intent every of them may ſee the better to the 
garde of their peeces, and alſo by what meanes, and conſider 
with what nombers the ennemy may be moſt troubled ; ad- 
« vertyſing us of their opinions therein, to the intent we may 
« furthec diſpoſe as to us ſhall be thought convenient.

At length, on June 7 following, this Sir William Paget, 
the Lord Liſle, High Admiral of England, and Doctor Wot- 
ton, Dean of Canterbury *, concluded a peace with the French ; 


by which the King gained the advantage of keeping Bulloign 
for eight years, without moleſtation. Shortly after which,

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the King, lying on his death-bed, bequeathed to him a legacy 
of 3001. b conſtituted him one of his executors, and appointed 
him one of the Council to his ſucceſſor Edw. VI. 

Being now of great authority, and in high repute for his 
wiſdom and learning, the Earl of Hertford (after Duke of So- 
merſet) protector of the King's perſon and dominions, con- 
tracted © with him an intire friendſhip, whereby he had a 
greater opportunity of exerciſing his extraordinary abilities to 
the public advantage. On Feb. 174, 1546-7, 1 Edw. VI. he 
was elected a Knight- companion of the moſt noble order of the 
Garter, at a chapter held in the Tower of London, and was 
inſtalled at. Windſor on May 22 following. On March 4, 
1546-7, being ſtyled Knight of the Garter, and Principal Se. 
cretary, he was © commiſſioned to fix the boundaries in the 
marches of Bulloign; and ſoon after exchanged his place of 
Secretary, for the Comptrollerſhip of the Houſhold. In 2 
Edw. VI. he f obtained a grant of Exeter place, without Tem- 
ple-bar (formerly belonging to the Biſhops of that ſee) as alſo 
a certain parcel of ground lying within the garden of the Mid- 
dle-Temple, adjoining thereto. Which houſe he transformed 
into a new fabric for his own habitation, calling it Paget- 
houſe ; but it retained the name no longer than it continued 
in the poſſeſſion of his family, being by after owners called 
Leiceſter-houſe, and Eflex-houſe. The next year, with the 
Biſhops of London, Rocheſter, and others, he was 5 delegated 
to viſit St. George's chapel in Windfor, Wincheſter college, 
the dioceſe of Oxon, and that univerſity ; and to order mat- 
ters for the improving of good literature, and honour of thoſe 
places. Alſo in that year he was! fent Ambaſſador to the 
Emperor Charles V. to prevail on him to enter into a conſe- 
deracy againſt the French. And arriving at Bruſſels on June 
19, 1549, 3 Edw. VI. i he was received by his Imperial Ma- 
jelly with extraordinary reſpect, but did not ſucceed in his 
negociations, the Emperor being unwilling to contribute any 
aſliſtance. On his return into England, though he ſucceeded 
not in his embaſſy, yet he greatly raiſed his reputation in the 
Emperor's court, as appears by Sir Philip Hoby's letters to 
the Protector, when reſident Ambaſſador theie : in which 
are * theſe expreſſions concerning him; That he was gene- 
« rally grateful to all the Emperor's court, a few of England's 
© back friends only excepted, who miſtruſted much, leſt he 
© had compaſſed ſomewhat to their diſadvantage. And the Ie:

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ther they were driven to conceive this opinion, becauſe his 
entertainment had been ſuch, and ſo reſpectful, as well with 
the Emperor as his council. And he was ſo generally com- 
| mended, and well reported of by all, and the fame of his 
* prudent handling himſelf, ſo ſpread abroad every where, as 
they could not think, but that of ſuch toward likelihood, 
© ſome great effect muſt needs follow.“ He alſo added, That 
* ſhould he not perhaps be ſuſpected of adulation, be might 
© find ſufficient matter to conſume a long time in diſcourſing 
of his gravity and prudence, uſed as well in ſetting forth, 
and well-handling- his charge towards the Emperor, and 
© his Counſellors, as in his behaviour generally towards all 
others. Whereby he had purchaſed to himſelf love and cre» 
dit with all men, and not a little far the King's Majeſty's 
© honour and eſtimation, in thoſe parts, 

The ſame. year having been called by writ to the houſe of 
Peers, by the title of Lord Paget, of Beaudeſert, in com' Staff. 
| he took his place in parliament on Dec. 3; being then 
Comptroller of the Houſhold, and Chancellor of the duchy 


of Lancaſter, And on Jan. 19 following, was ſolemnly ® created 


to that honour ; alſo immediately after, appointed one of the 
Commiſſioners ta conclude a peace with the French King, 
Henry II. 

Buy 1 theſe his extraordinary ſervices, he was 
committed to the Fleet, on Oct, 21, 1551, 5 Edw. VI. and 
on Nov. 8 following, ſent to the Tower, by the procurement 
of the ambitious Duke of Northumberland, who at that time 


aſpired to an abſolute command; and having reſolved to re- 


move thoſe out of his way, whoſe credit cr intereſt might be 
any impediment to his evil purpoſes, he firſt committed the 
Duke of Somerſet, and ſoon after this Lord Paget, between 
whom an inviolable friendſhip had been maintained for ſeve- 
ral years, The unfortunate Nuke ſoon after loſt his head, 
being o principally charged with deſigning to murder the Duke 
of Northumberland, and ſome other Lords. at Paget houſe, 
And it was generally expected, that the Lord Paget would be 
called in queſtion for the ſame ; but whether Northumberland 
was ſufficiently ſatisfied with the ſacrifices already made, or 
that the Lord Paget's innocency would bear the teſt, he con- 
tented himſelf wich only diſgracing this able Miniſter of State, 
Whereupon, on April 22 following, being the eve of St. 
George's feaſt, he was v diveſted of the entigns of the Garter,

on pretence of defect in blood, and arms, for three deſcents : 
but the Liber Cætuleus, in the regiſtry of the Knights kept 
at Windlor, obſerves. it was not fo much theſe cauſes, as the 
prevalence and practice of the Duke cf Northumbetland, 
by which he had been unjuſtly and undeſervedly put out of 
the order. ; 
Neither was this diſgrace thought ſufficient : for money he. 
ing extremely wanting at that time, he ſoon after was charged 
with ſelling the King's lands and timber-wood without com- 
miſſion; and that he had taken great fines for lands belonging 
to the crown, and applied them to his own uſe ; with other 
things accumulated againſt him. Whereupon he ſurrendered 
his office, and ſubmitted himſelf in the Star- chamber, on 
June 16, to be fined at the King's pleaſure : and his mulct 
was ſet at oO l. This he endured (faith Sir John Hayward a) 
with a manly patience, as knowing right well, that he held all 
the reſidue of his eſtate on courteſy of thoſe who hated him at 
the heart. But in December following he obtained a general 
ardon of all offences and tranſgreſſions, and other negligences, 
except debts due to his Majeſty in the court of Exchequer, the 
Augmentation, the Wards, and the Firſt-fruits and Tenths, 
At which time an * indenture was made between the King and 
him, whereby he was to pay to his Majeſty 1001. per annum, 
and 1c001. at Chriſtmas next, and the ſame ſum the Chriſtmas 
following. Yet in February enſuing he * had a diſcharge for 


the payment of 20001. and the next month obtained a grant 


from the King to him, and his poſterity for ever, of the coat of 
arms now borne by the family, which had been taken from 
him, on pretence that it was given him by a King of Arms, who 
had not ſufficient power to grant the ſame. 

On King Edward's dezth, July 6, 1553, he * joined with 
the Earl of Arundel, the chiefeſt champion of Queen Mary ; 
and after ſhe had been proclaimed Queen in the city of Lon- 
don, accompanied with 30 horſe, rode poſt with him that 
night, to certify her of the gladſome tidings of her ſubjects 
loyal intentions. Whereupon he was * ſworn of the Privy- 
council (with the ſaid Earl) on her coming to the Tower; 
and had a * ſpecial pardon; and was, with others, commil- 
fioned to 7 hear and determine all ſuch claims as ſhould be mace 
on the day of her coronation. She alſo reſtored him to the 
noble order of the Garter, the enſigns whereof having not 
with more diſgrace been taken from him, than with honour 
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reſtored to him, and that by as great and abſolute authority as 
did deprive him of them; namely, by decree in a chapter 
holden at St. James's, on Sept. 27, anno 1 Mariz, fo that, 
35 Aſhmole - obſerves, the honour might be ſaid to have been 
rather wrongfully ſuſpended, than juſtiy loit: for in con- 
frmation of his reſtoration, he had the garter buckled on his 
leg again by two of the Knights companions preſent, and the 
collar of the order put about his ſhoulders, with the George 
depending thereat; and a command then alſo given Garter, to 
take care that his atchievements ſhould be again publicly ſet 
up over. his ſtall at Windſor; being the ſame he before poſ- 
ſefſed, viz. the ninth on the Sovereign's fide. Mr. Aſhmole 
further obſerves, * That the records of the order brand this de- 
' eradation of injuſtice ; it being inferable, that when honour 
© is conferred on the feore of virtue and great endowments, 
© the conſideration of theſe ſupplies the defect and obſcurity ur 
6 extraction. Whence it came, that the then Sovereign {whete 
© prerogative it was to declare and interpret the ſtatutes) being 
© at that time preſent in chapter, thought fit to qualify the 
law, and gave him this honourable commendation, “ That 
ehe had highly deſerved of the nation by his prudence and 
« counſe}.” | 
The Queen alſo the ſame year beſtowed on him divers 
grants 2, as the rectory and advowſon of A'ceſtre in com' Leic. 
the marriage of Thomas Willoughby, and the reverſion of the 


manour of Great Marlow in Buckinghamfhire, In March,

They came to Bruſſels on Nov. 114, and returned with the 
Cardinal to Weſtminſter on the 24th.

On Queen Elizabeth's acceſſion to the throne, Nov. 17, 1558, 
at his own requeſt (as Cambden s writes in his life of Queen 
Elizabeth) he quitted the public ſervice, though in her favour, 
* ſhe retaining an affection and value for him, though he was 
© a {tri zealot of the Romiſh church.“ By his ® laſt will and 
teſtament, bearing date Nov. 4, 1560, wherein he ſtyles him- 
ſelf William Lord Paget, Knight of the Garter, Lord Paget 
of Beaudeſſert, he orders his body to be buried at Drayton, in 
com” Middleſex, if he deceaſed within 40 miles; or at Burton 
in Staffordſhire, if he died within 40 miles of that place, with 
ſuch funeral ſolemnities as his executors think convenient, He 
bequeathed to the Lady Anne, his wife, the uſe of the furni- 
ture of his houſes in London, and Weſt- Drayton in Middle- 
ſex, as long as ſhe lived unmarried, and after her deceaſe, to 
his ſon and heir, Sir Henry Paget, Knt, to whom he be- 
queathed the uſe of his great ſtanding cup, with the cover, 
double gilt, weighing 100 ounces and a half, and to remain 
from heir to heir, as an heir-loom. And to his ſons Tho- 
mas, and Charles Paget, and to every one of his children 
living at his deceaſe, a pair of gilt pots of the value of 20]. 
He leaves, beſides other legacies, annuities to his ſons Charles, 
and Thomas, and his daughter Eleanor Palmer. The reſidue 
of his eſtate he bequeaths to his ſon and heir Sir Henry Paget, 
with his manſion-houfe without Temple-bar, called Paget- 
place, and lately Exeter-place ; and appoints him his ſole exe- 
cutor, Which will was proved on July OF &. ( 7 

He departed this life, aged 57, on June q, 1563, and was 
buried at Drayton; but his Lady, and his ſon Thomas, 
erected a very ſtately monument to his memory, above the 
Choir in the cathedral of Litchfield, which, together with that 
beautiful church, was deſtroyed in the time of the rebellion 

ainſt Charles I. but by the care, and at the coſt of the Lord 
Jatton, a draught of it was taken, whereon the following in- 
ſcription was engraven:

This great man, William, Lord Paget, married Anne , 
daughter and fole heir of Henry Preſton, Eſq; ſon and heir 
of Laurence Preſton, 2d ſon to Thomas Preſton, of Preſton, 
in com* Ebor. She ſurvived many years“, and was buried 
7 at Weſt-Drayton, with great funeral ſolemnity, on 
eb. 15, 1586. Their iſſue were four ſons, Henry, Tho- 
mas, Charles, Edward, which laſt died young; alſo ſix 
daughters, Etheldred, married to Sir Chriſtopher Allen, Knut. 
Joan, to Sir Thomas Kitſon, of Hengrave in Suffolk, Knt. 
Anne, to Sir Henry Lee, Knt. Eleanor, to Jerome Palmer, Eſq; 
and ſecondly to Sir Rouland Clerk, Knt. Dorothy, to Thomas 
Willoughby, of Wollaton in com' Nottingh.

His eldeſt ſon, Henry, 2d Lord Paget, was! made one of the 
Knights of the Bath, at the coronation of Queen Mary ; and 
being ſummoned to parliament in 8 Eliz. ® took his place there 
on Sept, 30. By his laſt teſtament , dated on Nov. 27, 1568. 
11 Eliz. he orders his body to be buried in the pariſh churc 
of Weſt-Drayton, in com' Middleſex, near to the place 
where the body of his father lay interred ; appointing that a 
convenient tomb ſhould be erected over the graves of his fa- 
ther, and mother, and his own grave. He bequeaths to the 
Lady, his mother, the ring with a diamond, which he had

He bequeaths 
to his brothers, Thomas and Charles Paget, all bis books, if 
he deceaſes without iſſue male; conſtitutes the Lady Catharine, 
his wife, ſole executrix, and overſeers, his brother Thomas 
Paget, Henry Knevet, John Vaughan, and Richard Cooper, 
Efqrs. And by a codicil, dated Nov. 13, 1568, he bequeathed 
all his right and term of years, he had to come in all thoſe 
woods called great Great-hedge, ſituate in the pariſh of Ick- 
nam, in the county of Middleſex, and in the parſonage of 
Harmondſworth, in the faid county, after the deceaſe of the 
Lady his mother, to ſuch as at the time of her deceaſe ſhall 
inherit the manour of Weſt-Drayton, for the better mainte- 
nance of hoſpitality in the manſion houſe there. He died on 
Dec. 28, enſuing ; and the probate of his will bears date on 
May 4, 1569. He had iſſue, by Catharine his wife, daugh- 
ter of Sir Henry Knevet, of Buckenham, in com' Norf. Knt. 
one daughter, Elizabeth, who was four months old at the 
death of her father, and died on June 29, 1571, 13 Eliz, 
His relict was, 2dly, married to Sir Edward Cary, of Alden- 
ham in Hertfordſhire, Knt. who was, by her, father to Henty, 
the firſt Lord Viſcount Falkland. 

Whereupon Thomas, his brother, ſucceeding him in this 
bonour, had ſummons * to parliament in 13 Eliz. and took 
his place there on April 4.

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© hope at all of any ſafety.” And Cambden acknowledges, that 
at that time ſome ſubtil ways were taken, to try how men

Hollinſhed 2 relates, that Charles Paget, this Lord's brother, 
was a principal agent for the Roman catholics, as it was proved 
on examination of the Earl of Northumberland's caſe, viz. 
that in September, 1583, he came privately from beyond the 
ſea, to the Earl of Northumberland at Petworth, where the 
Lord Paget met him; and that on I hrogmorten's being com- 
mitted to the Tower, the Earl of Northumberland prevailed 
on the Lord Paget to quit the realm, and provided him a ſhip 
on the coaſt of Suſſex, wherein he embarked. | 
Thereupon, in the parliament holden at Weſtminſter in 29 
Eliz. he was * attainted, with his brother Charles, and their 
lands and poſſeſſions confiſcated, whereby the Earl of Leiceſter

And in the parlia- 
ment held in the 1 of James I. was reſtored to his lands and 
honours, He married Lettice, daughter and coheir to Henry 
Knollys, of Kingſbury. in Warwickſhire, Eſq; by Margaret, 
his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir Ambroſe Cave, Knt. of the 
Privy-council to Queen Eliz. and Chancellor of the duchy of 
Lancaſter, 4th fon of Richard Cave, of Stanford in Northamp- 
tonſhire, Eſq; anceſtor to Sir Thomas Cave, Bart. And the faid 
Henry K nollys was a younger ſon to Sir Francis Knollys, Knight 
of the Garter, and Treaſurer of the houſhold to Queen Eliza- 
bethi By this Lady, the Lord Paget had iſſue three ſons, Wil- 
liam, his ſucceſſor ; Henry, and Thomas, who both died unmar- 
ried; alſo four daughters, whereof Margaret was married to Sir 
William Hicks, of Ruckholt, in com' Eſſex, Bart.

William Lord Paget departing this * life on Aug. 29, 1629, 
was buried with his anceſtors at Drayton, and was ſucceeded 
by William, his fon and heit, as the inquiſition ſhews, taken 
after his deceaſe, at Burton upon Trent, in com” Staff. on 
Aug. 13, in 5 Car. I. and that he died poſſeſſed of the manour 
of Berbſwick, Beaudeſert, Longdon, Whittington, Burton 
upon Trent, Branſon, Hermylow, Wightmere, Stretton, and 
Boudend, in Staffordſhire ; alſo of the manours of Weſt- Dray- 
ton, and Harmond{worth, in Middleſex ; Ever, alias Iver, Le- 
ving, and Great-Marlow, in Bucks; and the manours of Nyn- 
ſell, and Stapnell, in the county of Derby. N 
Which William was “ 19 years of age on Sept. 13 preceding 
the death of his father, and was made Knight of the Bath at 
the coronation of Charles I. He was one of the Lords, who, 
after the expedition againſt the Scots *, ſigned a petition to the 
King (dated Aug. 18, 1640, and delivered at Vork) wherein 
they ſet forth their zeal to the King and kingdom, and offered 


to his Majeſty's wiſdom, ſeveral grievances of the ſubject, the 
dangers thereby to the church and ſtate, and to his own per- 


ſon, and the means to prevent them, * For remedy, they 
* humbly beſeech his Majeſty to ſummon a parliament, whereby 
the cauſes of theſe grievances may be taken away, and the 
© authors and counſellors of them puniſhed. "That the preſent 
© war may be compoſed without blood, to the honour and ſafety 
© of the King, the comfort of his people, and the uniting of 
© both realms.” 


In 1642, he was ' appointed, by the parliament, Lord-lieu- |

He was“ one of the 
Lords, who, at Oxford, on Jan. 27, 1643-4, figned a de- 
claration, by the King's command, of the moſt probable 
means to ſettle the peace of the kingdom, He lived ſome 
ears after the reftoration of the ar ap family, departing this 
life on OR. 19, 1678, at his houſe in the Old Palace-yard, 
Weſtminſter, and was buried with his anceſtors at Drayton. 

He married the Lady Frances Rich, eldeſt daughter to Henry 
Farl of Holland, who was beheaded by the rebels, on March 

, 1648-9, and by her had three ſons, and ſeven daughters, 
William, 6th. Lord Paget, Henry, and Thomas, whereof the. 
2d married a daughter of ——— Sandford, of Sandford, in 
com* Salop, Eſq; and ſettling in Ireland, had iſſue Thomas 
Paget, Eſq; (one of the Grooms of the bedchamber to his 
late Majeſty, fo appointed on Dec. 22, 1727, and Brigadier- 
general of his Majeſty's forces, and Colonel of a regiment of 
foot, whoſe Lady died on Feb. 15, 1740-1, whoſe only 
daughter was married in April, 1737, to Sir Nicholas Bayley, of 
Placenywyd, Bart. member for Angleſey, in the parliaments 
ſummoned in 1747, and 1754) and a daughter, Dorothy, 
married to Sir Edward Irby, of Boſton, in the county of Lin- 
coln, Bart. father, by her, to Sir William Irby, Bart. of 
whom in his place as Lord Boſton.

William, 6th Lord Paget, his eldeſt ſon and heir, ſo ſucceeding 
his father, took © his ſeat in the houſe of Peers, on Nov. 25, 
1678. He was one of the Lords, who, in 1681, 4 ſigned that 
petition to the King, wherein they repreſented, * That his 
© Majeſty, on the 21ſt of April, 1679, having called to his 
council many honourable perfons, and declared his being 
© ſenſible of the evil effects of a ſingle miniſtry, &c. he would 
© for the future, refer all things to his council, and the par- 

liament, whereby they hoped to ſee an end of their miſeries; 

but to their unſpeakable grief, found their expectations fruſ- 
trated, the parliament then ſubſiſting being diſſolved, before 
it could perfect what was intended for their relief and ſecu-

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rity. And that hearing his Majeſty, by the private ſuggeſ. 
tions of ſome wicked perſons, &c. (without the advice of 
the Privy-council) had been prevailed on to call a pailia. 
ment to meet at Oxford, where neither Lords nor Commons 
can be in ſafety, &c. they, out of a jutt abhorrence of ſuch 
dangerous and pernicious counſel (which the authors have 
not dared to avow) and the apprehenſion of the calamitics 
that may enſue, make it their moſt humble prayer and ad- 
vice, that the parliament may not fit at Oxford, where it 
cannot be able to act with that freedom which is neceſſary, 
&c.“ The King frowned on the deliverers of this petition, 
and perſiſted in his reſolution of holding the parliament at Ox- 
ford. N 

In the reign of James II. he was one of the Peers, who 
* appeared in Weſtminſter-hall, at the trial of the ſeven Bi- 
ſhops, on June 29, 1688; which had an effect in their favour, 
both on the Judges and the Jury. On the landing of the 
Prince of Orange, he was one of the Peers who f petitioned 
the King, That in the deep ſenſe of the miſeries of a war 
© in the bowels of the kingdom, they thought themſelves 
bound in conſcience, humbly to offer to his Mei, that, 
in their opinions, the only viſible way to preſerve his Majeſty 
and the kingdom, would be the calling of a free parliament, 
« whercin they ſhould be moſt ready to promote ſuch counſels 
= 
* 
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and reſolutions of peace and ſettlement in church and ſtate, 
as might conduce to his Majeſty's honour and ſafety, and to 
the quieting the minds of his people.“ He was afterwards 


one of the Lords, who voted for the vacancy of the throne, 


and ſettling the crown on the Prince and Princeſs of Orange. 


_ Whereupon, on their acceſſion, he was, in March, 1688-9, 


conſtituted Lord-lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the 
county of Stafford, and appointed Envoy-extraordinary to the 
Emperor. He arrived in that character at the Hague, on Oct. 
3, 1689, and remained at the court of Vienna till February, 
1692-3; when, being appointed Ambaſſador- extraordinary to 
the Grand Signior, he travelled through Hungary and the 
Turkiſh territories to Conſtantinople. . 

On Feb. 28, O. S. he had audicnce of the Grand Vizier; 
and of the Grand Signior, on March 8 following, 1692-3, 
who honourably received him. And the Vizier being depoſed, 
he had audience of the new Vizier,, on March 25, 1693, 
when the propoſition he made relating to peace was well re- 


| ceived, and a ſpeedy anſwer promiſed. His Lordſhip was held 


in great eſteem duiing his reſidence at the court of Conſtanti- 


e Hiſt of Eng. vol. 3. p. 513. f Ibid. p. 529, 
nople, 
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nople, and by his prudent negociations, at length concluded a 
peace between the Emperor and the Grand Signior. About 
the middle of Auguſt, 1698, he arrived in the Turkiſh camp 
near Belgrade, and having prevailed for a neutrality to be ob- 
ſerved about the place for treating of peace, he leit the Turk- 
iſh camp on OR. 19, for Carlowitz, which was appointed for 
the treaty. On Jan. 26, 1698-9, the peace between the Im- 
perialiſts, the Poles, and the Tuiks, was ſigned; and ſoon 
after, the peace between Muicovy, the ſtate of Venice, and 
the Hurks; whereby all Europe was in tranquillity. His Lord- 
ſhip's great abilities ſhined through the whole negociation ; 
and he ſpared no colt in the entertainment of the ſeveral medi- 
ators, or omitted any thing that might tend to the honour of 
his King or country. The Grand Signior expreſſed a great 
yeneration and eſteem for his Majeſty of Great-Britain, and 
aſſured his Lordſhip, he ſhould ever retain a grateful memory 
of the good offices of his mediation, preſenting him with a 
very rich veſt, and a fine Turkiſh horſe, with coſtly furniture. 

His Lordſhip left the Grand Signior's court, at Adrianople, 
in May, 1702; and reaching Vienna in July, ſtaid there till 
towards the end of November, to adjuſt matters relating to a 
diſpute between the Emperor and the Grand Signior, about 
the limits of their reſpective territories in the province of 
Boſnia, Having now fully ſettled that affair, his Excellency 
had audience of leave of the Emperor and Empreſs ; and ſet- 
ting out for England, arrived at London in April, 1703. Be- 
fore his return from his embaſſy, he was, on June 24, 1702, 
appointed Lord-lieutenant of the county of Stafford; and dy- 
ing in an advanced age, at his houſe in Bloomſbury-ſquare, 
on Feb. 26, 1712-13, was buried in the church of St. Giles 
in the Fields, Middleſex. He married, in the life-time of 
his father, Frances, daughter of the honourable Francis Pier- 
point, Eſq; a younger fon of Robert Earl of Kingſton, by 
whom he had iſtve, William, who died vita patris, unmarried 


and Henry, Earl of Uxbridge. Her Ladyſhip died on Sept. 2, 


1749, aged near 100. 

Which Henry, Earl of Uxbridge, was eleQed (in his father's 
life-time) one of the Knights of the ſhire for the county of 
Stafford, in the 7th year of King William, as alſo in the 10th, 
12th, and 13th of that King; likewiſe in the ſeveral parlia- 
ments in the reign of Queen Anne, whilſt a commoner. | In 
1702, when George Prince of Denmark was conſtituted Lord 
High-Admiral of England, he was appointed one of his 
Council in the affairs of the Admiralty ; and on June 13, 1711,

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was declared Captain of the Yeomen of the Guard; and the 
next day, ſworn of her Majeſty's Privy-council. In the ſame 
ear, on Dec. 31 (his father then living) he was created a 
eer of Great-Britain, by the ſtyle and title of Lord Burton, 
Baron of Burton, in the _ of Stafford. And on Feb. 
26, 1712-13, ſucceeding his father in honour and eftate, 
was conſtituted Lord-lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the 
county of Stafford. On April 17, 1714, her Majeſty ap- 
inted his Lordſhip to be her Envoy-extraordinary to the 
Flector of Hanover (afterwards King George I.) and to the 
Princeſs Sophia, Electreſs and Dutcheſs dowager of Hanover.

Which Thomas-Cateſby, Lord Paget, was one of the Gen- 
tlemen of the Bedchamber to his late Majefty, when Prince 
of Wales; and on his acceſſion to the throne, was, on July 
4, 1727, continued in the ſame poſt. He was elected to 
rliament for the county of Stafford, in the two parliaments 
called by George I. His Lordſhip married, on May 3, 1718, 
the Lady Elizabeth, ſiſter to Scroop, Duke of Bridgwater, 
by whom he had iſſue two ſons, Henry, ſucceſſor to his grand- 
father, and preſent Earl of Uxbridge ; and George, who died 
at Colcheſter, in the 17th year of his age, in April, 1737, 
and was buried at Drayton.

I. from whom he received *® the honour of Knight- 
hood, before his coronation, on July 23, 1603, at Whitehall: 
and in that reign was i made Chancellor to Queen Anne (con- 
fort of King James) Judge of the prerogative court of Canter- 
bury, and Chancellor to the Archbiſhop of York. In the be-

2d ſon, Doctor of 
the Civil Law, and Maſter in Chancery, married, I firſt, Char- 
Jotte, daughter of William Harriſon, of London, by whom he 
had two daughters, who died unmarried ; but by his 2d wife, 
Thomaſine, daughter and coheir of George Dethick, Elq; 
Counſellor at Law, fon of Sir William Dethick, Garter King 


of Arms, ſon and heir of Sir Gilbert Dethick; he had iſſue 


Thomas Bennet, of Salthorp, in com' Wilts, Eſq; who mar- 
ried Martha, daughter of John Smith, of Tidworth, in com' 
Southamp. Eſq; Matthew, 3d ſon of Sir John Bennet, died 


unmarried. 


The eldeſt fon, Sir John Bennet, of Dawley, u received 
the honour of Knighthood in the life-time of his father, at 
Theobalds, on June 15, 1616. He married Dorothy, daugh- 
ter of Sir John Crofts, of Saxham, in the county of Suffolk, 
Knt. by whom he had iſſue kx ſons ; John, his ſon and heir;

Which John, the eldeſt ſon of Sir John, was made Knight 
of the Bath, at the coronation of Charles Il. and was Ligu- 
tenant, and afterwards Captain, of the Band of Penſioners, 
in that reign. And his Majeſty taking into conſideration ® the 
conſtant and faithful ſervices performed to Charles I. his royal 
father, of bleſſed memory, in the rebellious times; as alſo to 
himſelf, by John Bennet, of Harlington, in the county of 
Middleſex, whom, at his coronation, he created Knight of 
the honourable order of the Bath, in further augmentation of 
his honour, did, by letters patent, bearing date on Nov, 24, 
in the 34th year of his reign, advance him to the degree and 
dignity of a Baron of this realm, by the title of Lord Oſſul- 
fon, Baron of Offulſton, the name of one of the hundreds 
in the county of Middleſex. He died on July 28, 1685, in 
the 70th year of his age, leaving one ſon, and two daughters; 
and was buried in Harlington church, in com' Middleſex, 
whereof he was patron, and where a monument is erected to 
his memory, He married two wives, 1. Elizabeth, Counteſs 
of Mulgcave, daughter of Lionel Cranfield, Earl of Middle- 
ſex; and, 2. Bridget, daughter of John Howe, of Langor, 
in the county of Nottingham, Eſq; and ſiſter to Scroop, Lord

The ſon was Charles, who ſucceeded him in honour and 
eſtate; and the daughters were, Dorothy, who died unmarried ;

Which Charles, Earl of Tankerville, on Feb. 28, 1728-9, 
was appointed one of the Gentlemen of the Bedchamber to his 
Royal Highneſs Frederick Prince of Wales; and on May 16, 
1730, was inveſted with the 2 of the moſt ancient and 
noble order of St. Andrew, or the Thiſtle. In September, 1731, 
he was appointed Captain of the Yeomen of the Guard; and 
reſigning his poſt, in 1733, was made Maſter of the Buck- 
Hounds. After which he was appointed, in June, 1737, one 
of the Lords of the Bedchamber to the King, which he ſoon 
after reſigned. On May 1, 1740, he was ſworn Lord-lieute- 
nant of the county of Northumberland, and of the town and 
county of Newcaſtle upon Tyne. His Lordſhip married Ca- 
milla, daughter to Edward Colvile, of Whitehouſe, in the bi- 
ſhopric of Durham, Eſq; after one of the Ladies of the Bed- 
chamber to her late Majeſty Queen Caroline; and lately to 
the Princeſs Auguſta, now Princeſs of Brunſwick : and by 
her he had iſſue two ſons, and one daughter; Charles, Lord 
Oſſulſton; George, born in 1727, to whom his late Majeſty 
was godfather; and the Lady Camilla, married, on Jan. 11, 
1754, to Gilbert-Fane Fleming, Eſq; ſon of Gilbert Fleming, 
Eſq; His Lordſhip was taken ſuddenly ill, on the road from 
Alborough-hatch in Effex, to London, on March 14, 1753; 
and, notwithſtanding all poſſible aſſiſtance, died the ſame night. 
To him ſucceeded Charles Lord Offulſton, his eldeft fon, now 
3d Earl of Tankerville. 
© Which Charles, 3d Earl of Tankerville, had all advantages 
of education, and fer out on his travels in May, 1734 ; and 
whilſt abroad, was made an Enſign in the third regiment of 
foot-guards, in October, the ſame year, In 1736, he returned 
to England, and on Sept. 1, 1739, a company in General 
Wentworth's regiment of foot was conferred on him. In 
1740, his Lordſhip embarked in the expedition to the Weſt-

ham: which Heneage, Earl of Ailesford , after his educz- 
tion in -Chriſt-church, in Oxford, was entered in the Inner. 
Temple, for the ſtudy of the laws, wherein he was ſuch 2 
proficient, that, on Jan 13, 1678, he > was conſtituted his 
Majeſty's Solicitor-general; from which office he was removed 
by James II. on Apt il 21, 1686. 
He was afterwards the principal of thoſe eminent Council, 
who pleaded in behalf of the ſeven Biſhops, who were tried on 


June 29, in Trinity-term, 1688, for refuſing to authoriſe the | 


reading King James's declaration for abrogating teſt and penal 
laws; and on that account were committed to the Tower. 
On which occaſion © Mr. Finch argued ſtrenuouſly againf 
their commitment, and the power of the King in diſpenſing 
with *the laws mentioned in that declaration: and that the 
Lords the Biſhops could not in prudence, honour, or conſcience, 
fo far make themſelves parties to it, as the ſolemn publication 
thereof in the time of divine ſervice (as they were commanded} 
muſt amount to.

HE ſurname of Hervey, or Harvey, written anciently 

with Fitz (i. e. ſon of Harvey) is derived from Robert 
Fitz-Harvey, a younger ſon of Harvey, Duke of Orleans, 
who is recorded among thoſe valiant commanders a, who ac- 
companied William the Conqueror in his expedition into 
this kingdom, in 1066, and were rewarded by him with 
lands, &c. | 

This Robert Fitz-Harvey had ſeveral ſons; one.of them d, 
Robert, writing himſelf ſon of Hervey, gave lands to the 
Abbot of Abington, which Hen. I. confirmed. Likewiſe, in 
the ſame reign lived Hervey ©, who, being Biſhop of Bangor, 
was tranſlated to the biſhopric of Ely, and made the firſt 
Biſhop of that ſee, in 1109, 10 Hen. I. wherein he fat 22 
years, departing this life on Aug. 30, 1131. | 

Of the ſame lineage was Count Hervey, a Briton, a famous 
© ſoldier, and Governor of the caſtle of the Devizes, in the 
reign of King Stephen, which he held out againft the Earl of 
Glouceſter, and powerfully aſſiſted that King in his wars with 
Maud, the Empreſs ; but was at length forced to retire beyond 
the ſeas with a few attendants. 

After him was Hervey de Yuon, who married a daughter of 
William Goieth, that died in his journey to the Holy Land 5 
Which Hervey delivered certain caſtles in France unto Hen. II. 
deſpairing to keep them againſt Theobald, Earl of Chartres, 
who, by aid of the French King, ſought to diſpoſſeſs him in 
1169. He afterwards accompanied King Henry in his con- 

ueſt of Ireland, as appears by the roll collected by William 
wart in his obſervations of Ireland, 

Our genealogiſts agree, that Henry was ſon of the faid 
Harvey Je Vuon; and I find his name among other perſons 


of note, who were witneſſes to Roger de Clare's grant to 


Rievaulx-abbey f, in com' Ebor. in 1190, being ſtyled Hen. 
fl. Harvei. This Henry 8 embarked for the Holy Land with 
Rich. I. who, in that expedition, ſubdued the iſle of Cyprus, 
reſtored to the Chriſtians the city of Joppa ", and in many 
battles put the Turks to flight. He was held in much eſteem 
by King John, as! appears by his grant to him of the foreſter-

By his 
wife Alice, daughter to Henry, fon of Ivo, he had iſſue Oſbert 
de Hervey *, who held lands in Helnfeſtune, as is evident by the 
regiſter of the monaſtery of St. Edmundſbury, fol. 174. b. and 
being ſtyl-d ſon of Hervey !, is mentioned as one of the King's 
Juſtices at Norwich, with Roger le Bigot, in the 3d year of 
the reign of Rich. I. as alſo ® one of the Juſtices itinerant at 
Huntingdon, on the octaves of the Aſſumption of the Virgin 
Mary, the ſame year; and fines were levied before him u to 
the octaves of St. Martin, in the 7th of King John, when he 
de parted this lite, leaving Adam, his ſon and heir, under age. 

Which Adam de Rervey was in ward to Hen. III. and by his 
appointment (as was uſual in thoſe times) was married to 
o ſuliana, daughter of John de Fitzhugh, by whom he had 
tſue John de Hervey, his ſon and heir, who, by marrying. 
Joan, P daughter and heir of John Harman, or (as others} 
Hammon, of Thurley, in Bedfordſhire, became poſſeſſed of 
that lordſhip, and is the direct anceſtor to thoſe of the name 
now exiſting. 

But there was another branch of this family ſeated at Boxted, 
in Suffolk a, whereof William de Hervey was Sheriff of the 
counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, in the 32d of Hen. II. Alſo 
for the two firſt years of the reign of Rich. II. an office in 
that age of great power and truſt ; inſomuch that Prince Ed- 
ward, eldeſt fon of Hen. III. in the 52d year of his father's 
reign, * was Sheriff of Bedfordſhire, and continued fo for five 
years. The ſaid William Hervey left iſſue a ſon, who“, in a 
charter without date, ſtyling himſelf William Hervey of Box- 
ted, ſon of William, grants to Peter, ſon of Geoffrey, divers 


lands in Boxted, whereto is appendant an oval ſeal of ſix bars,

circumſcribed, * Sigillum Willielmi Hervii;“ and to another 
charter without date, is an oval fea] appendant, with this in- 
ſcription, S. WILLI HERVVY DE BOXTEDE. He 
* married Beatrice, daughter of Thomas de Weyland, about 
8 Edw. I. by whom he had a daughter Amy, married to Robert 
L-yes, whoſe daughter and heir, Betti, was married to I ho- 
mas Badwelle, who thereby attained the manour of Boxtede. 

I now return to John Hervey, who, by his marriage afore- 
ſaid, with Joan, becoming poſſeſſed of Thirley, or Thurley, in 
the hundred of Willy, in Bedfordſhire, made it his principal 
reſidence; and departing this life in 21 Edw. I. * was ſuc- 
cceded by John, his ton and heir,

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Which John Hervey, of Thurley, Eſq; taking to wife Mar- 
garet, daughter and heir of Sir John de Nernuytt, of Burnham, 
in com' Bucks (ſon of Thomas de Nernuytt®, by Alice his wife, 
daughter and heir of Thomas Buckland, of Buckland, in conv 
Devon) did thereby greatly increaſe his inheritance, which de- 
ſcended to John Hervey, his ſon and heir. 
The ſaid John Hervey married Margery, daughter of Sir

William Colthorpe, Knt. And in 1386, the roth of Rich. II. 


was, with Ralph Fitz-Ralph *, elected Knight of the ſhire

John Hervey, and others, to 
found a collegiate-church at Northill, in Bedfordſhire {in the 
room of the pariſh-church there) to celebrate divine ſervice 
for the ſouls of Sir John Traylly, Knt. and Reginald his fon, 
deceaſed, The Lady of this John Hervey ſurvived him, and 


being after wife to Sir John Argentine, died in the 5th year of 


Hen, VI. She had, by * her firſt huſband, Sir Nicholas 
Hervey, ſlain at the battle of Tewkſbury, on May 4, 1471, 
fighting on the part of Prince Edward, fon of Hen. VI. as 
alſo Thomas Hervey, who inherited the eſtate. Cotemporar 
with whom was William Hervey, who ſerved under Hen. V. 
in France, and was in the famous battle of Agincourt, on Oct. 
24, 1415. | 
19 2 Hervey, of Thutley, Eſq; married Joan, daughter 
to William Paſton, one of the Juſtices of the King's Bench (an- 
ceſtor to the late Earl of Yarmouth) by whom he had iſſue © 


John Hervey, of Thurley, Eſq; who in 1461, 1 Edw. IV. had a 


grant * from the King, of the office of Maſter of his Ordnance, 
with the wages of two ſhillings a day for himſelf, and fix-pence 
a day for his clerk; and ſix-pence a day for his other ſervants 
in the ſaid office. He took to wife Chriſtian, daughter of John 
Chichley, Chamberlain of London, nephew and heir of Henry 
Chichley, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, founder of All- Souls-

John Hervey, of Thurley, Eſq; (ſon and heir of John) was! 


wedded to Alice, daughter of Nicholas Morley, of Glind, in 


Suſſex, and left iſſue two ſons, George, and Thomas Hervey, 
anceſtor to the preſent Earl of Briſtol, 

George Hervey, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeding at Thurley, was: 
twice Sheriff of the counties of Bedford and Buckingham, 
viz. in 24 Hen, VII. and 8th of Hen. VIII. He had a brave 
ſpirit, and ſignalized himſelf in ſeveral martial exploits, parti- 
cularly at the ſieges of Teroven and Tournay, and in that 


battle, which our hiſtorians call the Battle of Spurs, from the 


ſwiftneſs of the French in running away“, on Aug. 16, 1513. 
For his valiant behaviour in theſe actions, he was knighted by 
Hen. VIII. on Oct. 13, after his entrance into Tournay. In 
1520, the 12th of the ſame King, he was retained to attend 
his Sovereign * into France, with one chaplain, eleven ſervants, 
and eight horſes, in his retinuez in which year there was a 
meeting *, firſt of the Emperor Charles V. who came over into 
England, and was received by the King at Dover ; and after- 
wards, of the Kings and Queens of England and France, at 
a camp between Guiſnes and Ardes ; and likewiſe with the 
ſame Emperor, and his aunt the Ducheſs of Savoy, at Grave- 
line and Calais. | h 

This Sir George Hervey's laſt will and teſtament bears date 
on April 7, 1520, which was juſt before his intended voyage; 
but he did not depart this life till fix years after, as ſhould ſeem

body to be buried in the pariſh church of Thurley, or in the

ties of Huntingdon, Bedford, Bucks, -Oxon, and Hertford- 
« ſhire. He wills his lands in Fleetmarſton, to Margaret Smart, 
«© for the term of her life, remainder to Gerard her ſon, and 
the heirs males of his body; and in default thereof, to his 
© nephew John Hervey, of Highworth, Eſq; He alſo bequeaths 
his manour of Thurley to the ſaid Gerard, when he arrives at 
© the age of twenty-hve years, provided he marries by the ad- 
vice of his executors, Sir William Parr, Knight, John Hervey, 
© and John Lee, Efquires ; and appoints ſuperviſors of his will, 
Sir Henry Gray, Knight, Sir Edmund Bray, and Sir William 
PFPaſton, Knights, 

From the ſaid Gerard, who took the name of Harvey, and 
was elected for the town of Bedford, to the parliaments in the 
u firſt of Edw. VI. as alſo in the reign of Philip and Mary, 
and was knighted , deſcended the Harveys of Thurley, in the 
county of Bedford. 

But the chief heirs male of the family are the Herveys of 
Highworth, or Ickworth (as it is now written) deſcended 
from Thomas Hervey, only brother of Sir George Hervey, 
defore mentioned. hich Thomas Hervey, Eſq; ferved Hen. 
VIII. in his wars, and was © one of the Council of the city of 
Tournay, under Sir John Ruſſel (after Earl of Bedford) the 
Governor, at the time of the delivery of it to the French King, 
Francis 1, in 1519. He acquired the manour of Ickworth, 
and other poſſeſſions, by marriage with Jane, daughter and 
heir of Henry Drury, of Hawſted and Ickworth, &c. Eſq; 
Which manour of Ickworth anciently belonged to a family of 
the fame name, whereof Thomas Ickworth made his will 
the Thurſday after St. John Baptiſt, in 1373, and was a bene- 
factor to the repair of the church of Ickworth, to the monks 
of Thetford, the brethren of Thetford, and the brethren of 
Bakewell; and left iſſue Agnes de Ickworth, his daughter and 
heir, who was married to Drury, of Hawſted. The 
faid Jane, ſurviving him, was ſecondly married to Sir William 
Carew-; but by her firſt huſband had iſſue John Hervey, Eſq; ?

Which William Hervey, of Ickworth, Eſq; took to wife 
Joan, daughter of John Cocket, of Ampton, in the county of 
Suffolk, and departing this life in 1538, in the zoth of Hen, 
VIII. was buried in the middle iſle of St. Mary's church in St. 
Edmundſbury, as appears by this inſcription :

He had iſſue ſeveral ſons and daughters, viz. Elizabeth, Joan, 
and Margaret; John Hervey, of Ickworth, Eſq; eldeſt fon; 


and Sir Nicholas Hervey, 2d fon, who was of the Privy-cham- 


ber to Hen. VIII. and ſo much in his favour, that in 1520, 
the 12th of his reign, he was one of thoſe Gentlemen d who 
were appointed to furniſh the days of juſts, when the King, 
and ſeven he had appointed, challenged the French King, and 
as many on the part of France; on which occaſion feats of 
arms were performed for thirty days, at a camp between Guiſnes 
and Ardes. Likewiſe, in 18 Hen. VIII. when the King, for 
the entertainment of the French Ambaſſadors, had appointed 
a ſolemn juſt, he* named Sir Nicholas for one of the chal- 
lengers ; and he is ſtyled the Valiant Efquire ; for he received 
the honour of Knighthood after this, and was Hen. VIII'“s“ 
Ambaſſador in the Emperor's court at Gaunt, in the 23d of 
his reign. Having married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Tho- 
mas Fitz- Williams, Knt. and widow of Sir Thomas Male- 
verer, he had iſſue Sir Thomas Hervey, who was Knight- 
marthal to Queen Mary, and lefc only two daughters. But 
Sir Nicholas, by his 2d Lady *, Bridget, daughter and heir of 
Sir John Wiltſhire, of Stone-caſtle in Kent, Knt. relict of 
Sir Richard Wingheld, of Kimbolton-caſtle in Huntingdon- 
ſhire, Knight of the Garter, had iſſue Sir George Hervey, of 
Markſhall in Eſſex, Lieutenant of the Tower, from whom 
the Harveys now of Markſhall deſcend. But Henry Hervey, 
Eſq was eldeſt fon of Sir Nicholas by his laſt Lady, and 
taking to wife Jane, daughter of James Thomas, of the 
county of Glamorgan, Eſq; had iſſue William, his ſon and 


heir, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf on ſeveral occaſions, and for 


kis eminent ſervices, was at length advanced to the dignity

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of a Peer of this Kingdom, by the title of Lord Hervey, of 
Kidbrook. | | 

He firſt ſignalized himſelf in 1588 u, in the memorable en- 
gagement of the Spaniſh armada, wherein he was principally 
concerned in boarding one of the Spaniſh galleons, killing the 
captain, Hugh Moncada, with his own hands. He was ” after- 
wards knighted, on June 27, 1596, with many other perſons of 
note, who had valiantly behaved in taking the town and iſland 
of Cales (or Cadiz); and the year following, embarking * again 
with the Earl of Effex, and Sir Walter Raleigh, was preſent at 
the taking the town of Fyal. In 1600 % he commanded one 
of the Queen's ſhips, and brought ſuccours to the Lord- preſi- 
dent of Munſter, then reducing the rebels in Ireland, who 
. were in expectation of aſſiſtance from the Spaniards. He ſtaid 
ſome time in that kingdom, and behaved himſelf in ſeveral 
actions with great bravery and conduct *: particularly with 70 
foot and 24 horfe, he defeated 160 foot and 18 horſe of the re- 
bels, killing and taking 60 of them, without the loſs of one 
man. He was alſo very ſerviceable at the ſiege of Kinſale 
(poſſeſſed by the Spaniards in 1601) and on the ſurrender 
thereof, on Jan. 9, 1601-2, he was ſent to take poſſeſſion of 
the caſtles of Dunboy, Caſtlehaven, and Flower, purſuant 
to the capitulation, Being afterwards made Governor of 
Carbry, from Roſs to Bantry, he took in Capeclear-caſtle, 
and performed many ſucceſsful acts, till the rebels were en- 
tirely reduced. | 

For which ſervices, King James advanced him * to the dig- 
nity of a Baronet, on May 31, 1619, the 17th of his reign, 
and d the year following created him a Peer of the kingdom 
of Ireland, viz. Baron of Roſs, in com' Wexford, by letters 
patent dated Aug. 5, 1620. Laſtly, * By reaſon of his emi- 
nent ſervices at home and abroad, both in the times of King 
© James and King Charles I. as well in council as in the wars, 
© and other foreign expeditions” {as the patent © expreſſes) was 
created a Baron of this realm. by the title of Lord Hervey, of 
Kidbrook, in the county of Kent, on Feb. 7, 1627-8, 3 Car, 
I. He firſt took to wife Mary, relict of Henry Wriotheſley, 
Earl of Southampton, and daughter of Anthony Brown, Vif- 
count Montacute, by whom he had no ifſue : they were mar- 
ried in 1597, as appears * from a letter to Sir Robert Sidney, 
dated from court, on Friday, May 20, that year. He 2dly

Cordelia, daughter and coheir of Brian Anneſley, of Lee in 
Kent, Eſq; by whom he had three ſons, William, lain in the 
German wars; John, who died in Ireland; and Henry, who 
died young : alſo three daughters, Dorothy and Helen, who 
died unmarried ; and Elizabeth, who became his ſole daugh- 

ter and heir, and was wedded to John Hervey, of Ickworth, 
Eſq; hereafter mentioned. This Lord Hervey, departing this 
life in June, 1642 , was buried with great ſolemnity on July 


8 following, in St. Edward's chapel in Weſtminſter-abbey, 


and his titles became extinct. 

I now return to John Hervey, of Ickworth, Eſq; eldeſt ſon of 
William, father of Sir Nicholas, grandfather to the ſaid Lord 
Hervey. Which John took to wife, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Henry Pope, of Milden-hall, in com” Suff. Eſq; and 8 depart- 
ing this life on July 11, 1556, 3 and 4 Phil. and Mar. was 
ſucceeded at Ickworth, by William his eldeſt ſon : but he had, 
beſides the ſaid William, a numerous iſſue, viz. > John Her- 
vey, 2d fon; Nicholas, 3d ſon; Clement and Thomas, 4th 
and 5th ſons; Robert, 6th ſon; Francis, 7th ſon ; Chiifo- 
pher, 8th ſon ; and John, gth fon : alſo ſix daughters, Jane;

Robert Sidney, ſecond Earl of Leiceſter, who was 
Ambaſiador in Denmark, and France, and Lord-lieutenant of 
Ireland, and one of the moſt learned Noblemen of the age, 
formed ſuch a judgment of Mr. Hervey's accompliſhments, 
that while he was Ambaſlador in France, he entertained him 
in his houſe as a companion, as appears from a letter of his 
Lordſhip's dated at Paris, on Dec. 22, 1636, to Sir John Coke, 
Secretary of State, of what had paſſed at his audience, telling 
him, © he will receive it by Mr. Hervey, a Gentleman who

John Hervey, eldeſt ſurviving ſon, created Earl of Briſtol, 
was born on Aug. 27, 1665, and married, in the life-time of 
his ſather, on Nov. 1, 1686, Iſabella, daughter and ſole heir 
of Sir Robert Carr, of Sleeford, in com' Linc. Bart. Chan- 
cellor of the duchy of Lancaſter, and of the Privy-council to 
Charles II. On the death of Henry Goldwell, Eſq; he was 
elected in his place for St. Edmundſbury, in that parliament 
which firſt met in the 2d of William and Mary, and was 


choſen for the ſame place in a new parliament, which met at 


Weftminſter on Nov. 22, 1695, and in all other parliaments 
called by King William; as alſo in that of the firſt year of 
Queen Anne. Having diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the houſe of 


Commons, he was, for the nobleneſs of his extraction, the 


antiquity of his family, and his many eminent virtues, ad- 
vanced to the dignity of a Baron of this realm, by the ſtyle and. 
title of Lord Hervey, of Ickworth, in the county of Suffolk, 
by letters patent bearing date March 23, in the 2d year of 
the reign of Queen Anne. And having ſtrenuouſly afferted 
the ſucceſſion of King George I. to the crown of thefe realms, 
was, in conſideration thereof, and his many eminent qualities, 
created Earl of Briſtol, on Oct. 19, 1714, the firſt year of his 
reign. - 


His Lordſhip had two wives, Iſabella, before-mentioned, by 


whom he had iſſue two — and one ſon, Carr Lord 
Hervey,. born on Sept. 17, 1691, who was educated at Clare- 


hall, in Cambridge; and as ſoon as he came of age, he was 


elected to parliament for the borough of St. Edmundſbury, as 
alſo in the firſt parliament called by George I. and was of the 
Bedchamber to his late Majeſty, when Prince of Wales.

Carteres, Cartred, Katereck, Caterek, Kerteret, Quarteret, 


and Carteret ; and yet the ſeveral perſons, ſo named, appear to 
be of the ſame race; it being cuſtomary, in thoſe illiterate 
times, for names to vary, according to the apprehenſions of 
the writers, as is well known to all our antiquaries. 

In the annals of Normandy, as alſo in an old hiſtory, writ- 
ten by Lewis de Couis, entitled, Hiſtoire des Croiſſades; and 
in the charters of the cathedral of Coutance, and of the ab- 
beys of Fontenelle and Bec, great and honourable mention is 
made of the Lords of the houſe of Carteret, of whom the 
chief, A. D. 1002, took on him ſovereign authority in the ba- 
rony of Carteret, This is evident, from a charter found 
among the archives of the ſaid church of Coutance, wherein 
Sir William de Carteret is mentioned, as Co-Lord with the 
King of France, of the barony of Carteret, in Normandy, 

It is alſo evident that Guy, Lord of Carteret, was living 
A. D. 1coo, and had the name of L'Oiſelaer, from being an 
extraordinary markſman, He was father of Godfrey, wha, 
on his return from a pilgrimage, founded the abbey of Fonte- 
n-lles, where, at that time, was but a meadow. 

This Godfrey had four ſons, of whom * Aufrey, and Mauger 
de Carterays (as the game was then wrote) accompanied Wil- 
am Duke of Normandy, in his victorious expedition into 
England, A. D. 1066, 

in the rol] of Battle-abbey, * that contains a lift of thoſe of 
the greatelt eminency, who came in with the Conqueror, the 
name is wrote Cateray; and the ſaid Aufrey had iſſue Reginald, 
his ſon and heir, 

Du Moulin © has tranſmitted to us the names, and arms, of 
thoſe Lords of Normandy, and other provinces in France, who 
were at the conqueſt of Jeruſalem, under Robert Courtheuſe, 
Juke of Normandy, and Godfrey de Bouillon, Duke of Lor- 
rain; and among them Monſieur Reginald de Charteres is faid 
to bear on his banner, Gules, un Fefle Fuſilee, Argent, and 
a Label, Azure, Which label ſhews he was eldeſt ſon, and

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probably his father living at the time of that expedition 4, 
which was. concluded on in 1096, the gth year of King Wil- 
lian Rufus. Duke Robert, with his followers, behaved with 
ſuch conduct and courage againſt the infidels, that when the 
Chriſtians had taken Jeruſalem, * it was, by general conſent, 
offered him to be King of it. But having juſt before heard of 
his brother William's death, he refuſed it, haſtening home to 
aſſume his kingdom of England; and arriving in Normandy, 
was received with general applauſe by his ſobjects there, 
after being from them three years. How unfortunate he 
was in all his actions afterwards, is fully related by our 
hiſtorians ; and it may be preſumed, that this Sir Reginald de 
Charteres (or Carteret) had ſome ſhare%in his adventures. 
Philip, f ſon and heir of the ſaid Sir Reginald, was Lord of 
Carteret in Normandy, and of St. Owen in the iſle of Jerſey. 
He had alſo poſſeſſions in Guernſey, and founded the church of 
Tourteval in that iſland. The time, and occaſion, of that foun- 
dation, is preſerved in the 2 of the faid church, whercof 
the right honourable Sir George Carteret, great-grandfather 
of John, late Lord Carteret, and Earl Granville, obtained 
the following certificate 5 : 


© Wee underſigned, the Bailly and Deane of the iſland of 
© Garnezey, Doe certify unto all whom it may concerne, 
© that according to the regiſters which wee have ſeene and 
examined, relating to the building of the churches in the 
© ſaid iſland. The honorable Philip de Carteret (as he is there 
* ſtyled) of the antient and noble family of the Carterets of the 
© iſland of Jerſey. In the yeare of our Lord one thouſand one 
© hundred twenty and nine, did build the parochial church of 
the pariſh of Tortevall in the faid iſland of Garnezey, at his 
* own coſt and charges. Becing the accompliſhment of a vow 
dhe had made, when in danger of ſhipwracke. That in 
* caſe it was Gods pleaſure to deliver him out of the danger 
© he was then in, he would buiid a church, where he ſhould 
* with ſafety land. 

In witneſie whereof wee have ſet our hands and ſeales to 
© this preſent writeing, this ſixteenth day of Aprill, in the yeare 
* one thouſand ſix hundred ſixtye and nine.

To the ſaid dir Philip ſucceeded > Reginald, his ſon and heir, 


ſtyled Baron Carteret in Normandy, in 1156, the 3d of Hen, II. 


He had iſſue * two ſons, Reginald, and Richard. | | 
Which Reginald de Cartray (as the name is wrote in the 
reign of King John) was intruſted with the defence of the 
Mand of Gereſeye. And King John, at Montfort, on July 24, 
1213, the 5th of his reign, ſent, by Peter de Praers, * his 
commands io him, to take care that the Lords of the Fees, 
and others, in the iſlands of Gerſeye and Gerneſey, ſhould de- 


mand no more of their men, than what was reaſonable for the 


defence of the iſlands from foreign invaders. - 
The faid King, in the gth of his reign, from Clarendon, on 
Dec. 27, ſignifics! to Richard de Chartray, that he ſends unto 


him his nephew Philip de Chartray, as an hoſtage for his bro- 


ther Reginald de Chartray; but on what account, the record 
don't ſpecify. 

The ſaid Philip de Chartray ® ſucceeded his father Reginald, 
who loſt his barony and lands in Normandy, for his adherence 


to the crown of England, when that duchy was delivered up 
to the French, in 1204, the 6th of King John. | 


Which Philip, » being with Hen. III. in his expedition into 
Britany, in the 15th year of his reign, merited fo greatly, that 


the next year, he, with Amery de St. Amand, ? were conſti- 


tuted Governors of the iſlands of Jerſey, Guernſey, Alderney, 
and Sarque, by patent dated at Reading, on Oct. 25, 1232, 16 
Hen. III. wherein his name is wrote Philippo de Cartred. In 
19 Hen. III. he had two licences to go to the French King, to 


try if he could regain his lands in Normandy, à the one dated 


on May 3o, and the other on June 6, which being remarka- 


ble, I thall inſert them as copied literatim from the originals in 


the Tower; as it alſo verifies the aſſertion, that names vary 
according to the apprehenſion of the writers of the records, be- 
ing fo differently wrote in ſeven days.

The particulars of his negociation are not on record, but 

our hiſtorians agree, that he rather choſe to quit his patrimony 
in Normandy, than renounce his allegiance to the King of 
England, or become a ſubject to the French Monarch. 
In 1252, 36 Hen. III. this Philip de Carteret, * and Jordan 
de la Hodge, had the King's command to repair perſonally to 
ſurvey the caſtles in the iſlands of Gereſeye and Guernſeye, and 
to take an account of what condition the arms: were in, when 
Drew de Barentyn, bailiff of the ſaid iſlands, was diſcharged 
from that office ; and in what condition Richard de Grey re- 
ceived them, and to certify the ſame under their hands and ſeals. 
Dated at Weſtminſter, on June . 

When he died, I don't find ; but in 2 Edw. I. our records 
mention Philip de Karteret, and John de Karteret. And it is 
evident, from ſeveral authorities, that Philip de Karteret was 
the eldeſt ſon and heir of the Jaſt Philip; and it may be pre- 
ſumed, that John de Karteret was his brother. | 

On an extent of all belonging to the King in the iſland of 
Jerſey, in November, 2 Edw. I. Fhilip de Karteret, and John 
de Karteret, were of the * great jury of the ſaid iſland, who ſaid, 
that Wynceley's fee owes a full relief to St. Owen's fee ; and 
that the King ovght to have the cuſtody of the Lord, and the 
heirs, and the rents of ſuch perſons, as ſhall be under age at 
the death of their fathers. | 

The ſaid Philip had to wife t Margaret, niece to Philip Dau- 
beney, Bailiff of the iſlands of Jerſey, Guernſey, &c. an officer 
of great dignity there, being the head of juſtice in civi affairs, 
holding immediately by patert from the King (whom he repre- 
ſents in court) and his ſeat is raiſed above that of the Governor. 
By which Margaret he had iſſue Reginald de Carteret, his fon and 
heir; but before 1 proceed to treat of the ſaid Reginzld, I ſhall 
make ſome mention of John de Carteret, brother of Philip.

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Which John, in 32 Edw. [. * was one of the three ſpecially 
aſſigned by the King, to enquire into a certain controverſy, 
about the manour of St. Clement, in the iſle of Jerſey ; which 
being very remarkable, and brought before the King and par- 
liament, I ſhall give an extract of the record, as it ſhews the 
cuſtom of thoſe times. 

Pleas before Henry de Gildeford, and his affociates, Juſtices 
itinerant in the iſland of Jerſey, Monday after the feaſt of &. 
Peter ad Vincula, in the 32d year of King Edward the firſt v. 

The King by his writ, directed to Henry de Gildeford, com- 
mands him to certify immediately under his ſeal, how it came 
to paſs, that he, together with the other Juſtices his aſſociates, 
appointed to hold Common-pleas in the iſland of Jerſey, took 
into the King's hands the manour of St. Clement in that iſland, 
belonging to the Abbot of Mount St. Michael. In purſuance 
whereof, the ſaid Henry de Gildeford, tranſmitted the record 
and proceedings, as follows : 

The King, by his Attorney Geffrey de Memgrant, ſued the 
Abbot of Mount St. Michael, and his convent, tor the manour 
of St. Clement, with the lands and tenements to the ſame be- 
longing, of which the King's grandfather was ſeized in fee, 
who gave it to Peter de Peverell for his life. After whoſe de- 
ceaſe, the ſame Abbot's predeceflors took poſſeſſion thereof, 
and held the ſame. The ſaid Abbot and convent, by their ſub- 
ſtitute, ſay, that they and their predeceſſors, time out of mind, 


' viz. from the days of Richard Duke of Normandy, anceſtor to 


Wiiliam the Conqueror, held the ſaid manour, without diſ- 
turbance. But they give not this as an anſwer to the Juſtices, 


who are not impowered by their commiſſion, to aſk, ſue, or call, 


for what belongs to other perſons ; neither in their commiſſions, 
are any ſuch clauſes or powers contained. The aforeſaid Geffrey, 
who ſues for the King, ſays, that the Juſtices, by their commiſ- 
ſion in the ſeat of juſtice, repreſent the King's perſon, and have 
power to aſk, ſue for, and call, for what belongs to the King or 
his anceſtors, in what manner ſoever poſſeſſed, or injuriouſly 
with-held. Furthermore he ſays, that King John, grandfather 
of our Lord the King, being in poſſeſſion thereof, gave it to 
Peter de Peverill for his life, as before is ſaid. Wherefore he 
demands, that the aforeſaid Abbot and convent reply to the 
action of the King, either by aſſenting or diſſenting; which, if 
they deny, he is ready to prove true, as before is ſaid, and to 
abide by what the King's Jury, and the court, ſhall adviſe, &c. 
And the aforeſaid Abbot and convent ſaid peremptorily, that 
they will not anſwer to the King's Judges here, as to the ma-

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nour, becauſe they have no power, by their commiſſion, to de- 
mand the aforeſaid manour of them, in the manner they do, 
nor to oblige them to reply on that account; but were ready, 
with ſubmitfion to the King, extrajudicially, evidently to pur- 
| ſue their right. Whereupon the aforeſaid Geffery, who ſued 
for the King, demanded judgment againſt the aforeſaid Abbot 
and convent, without further defending. Wherefore, upon 
conference before the King's Jury of Eni hts, and others, 
free tenants, they were of opinion, that the * had power, 
according to the cuſtom of the nation, to demand and ſue for 
things in poſſeſſion, and them to hold: that the K ing ought to 
recover the ſaid manour from the Abbot and convent afore- 
ſaid, becauſe they contradicted not the ſeiſin of King John, 
grandfather of our Lord the King, as of fee and right ; or did 
they anſwer ought to the King's action, or ſhewed why the 
ſaid manour ſhould belong to them, Therefore the Sheriff was 
commanded to take the ſaid manour into the King's hands, the 
ſame ſafely to keep, and to account for the iſſues thereof, &c. 
Afterwards the aforeſaid manour was valued at eighty-four 
pounds two ſhillings, Turon money, and delivered to Philiple - 
Eveſque, Laurence de Sevenock, and William Longiner; to 
anſwer to the King the value thereof. And now, before the 
. the ſaid Abbot and convent ſued for remedy, &c. 
To which was aniwered by the King, that if the ſaid Abbot 
and convent had right therein, or can ſhew any deeds or writ- 
ings of the aforeſaid church of St. Michael, to declare the right 
of the church, they might ſue for the King's favour therein, 
as they ſhall ſee-opportunity. Afterwards, at the King's parlia- 
ment at Weſtminſter, in the huitains of the bleſſed Mary, the 
year aforeſaid, the ſaid Abbot came and demanded Oier, to ſhew 
the right of his church aforeſaid. Upon which the ſaid Abbot 
alledged, that the ſaid manour anciently was called the land of 
Peter the Monk, and the which land, with the appurtenances, 
Richard, Duke and Prince of Normandy, grandfather to the 
late Conqueror, William King of England, &c. gave to the 
place (ſituate in St. Michael's Mount) called the Tomb, and 
to the brethren there dwelling, in the iſle of Jerſey, and pro- 

duced an old deed without a Fl, under the name of the afore- 
ſaid Duke, which witneſſeth it: alſo produced a certain deed 
of our Lord the King of England, Hen. II. by which the 
ſame King granted and confirmed, to the Abbot and Monks of 
Mount St. Michael, all the grants made to them by his an- 
ceſtors, ſcilicet Earl Richard the 2d, and the Counteſs Gunnora 
bis mother, Earl Robert ſon of the ſaid Richard, and William 
King of England, brother of the ſaid Robert, and King Henry 
his ſon, in lands and churches, tenths and rents, &c. but more 


eſpecially - 
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eſpecially in all of which they were ſeized at that time, as the 
deeds of grant teſtify; and by a certain writing under the 
name of one Philip de Albeyne, late Bailiff of our Lord the 
King in the iſlands, for the atfifes there held in full aſſiſe, wit- 
neſſeth, that he rendered to the aforeſaid abbey and convent, 
furely and quiecly, all their eſtate in Jerſey, both by ſea and 
land: and he ſays, that he and all his predeceſſors, late Abbors of 
the aforeſaid place, were always feized of the manour aforeſaid, 
with the appurtenances, from the days of the grant. So that the 
ſaid manour was never after in the hands of King John, nor did 
that King g:ve the manour aforeſaid to any one. And this he 
zs ready to prove by his country, or otherwiſe, as the court of 
our Lord ſhall allow, &c. And afterwards, upon rehearſing 
the Abbot's reaſons aforeſaid, before Walter Biſhop of Litch- 
field and Coventry, Henry Earl of Lincoln, Roger le Braba- 
zon, with other juſticiaries, and others the King's faithful 
ſubjects in council, &c. it ſeemed to the council, &c. That 
uiry ſhould be made on the aforeſaid articles, which the 
aforeſaid Abbot pretends to prove, viz. If the aforefaid manour 
be that ſame land contained in the aforeſaid deed, as afore 
declared: and if the aforeſaid manour was in the ſeiſin of King 
John aforeſaid: and how and which way the faid manour 
came to the ſaid King: and if the ſaid King gave to Peter le 
Peverill aforeſaid the fame manour, and the manner of that 
gift, &c. and if the aforeſaid Abbot, and his predeceſſors, 
were continually ſeized of the fame, from the time of the 
grant of the aforeſaid Duke of Normandy, &c. as the Abbot 
affirms. And the Abbot in like manner demands, that enquiry 
de made, &c. as aforeſaid. 

Therefore King Edward I. commands the Governor of the 
iſland, or his Lieutenant, to cauſe to come before John de 
Caterek (as the name was then wrote) Nicholas de Chayne, and 
John Dutton, aſſigned to enquire of the aforeſaid articles, at 
ſuch time and place, which they ſhall make known, as well ſuch, 
and ſo many Knights, and good and Jawful men of the leet 
aforeſaid, as cuſtomary, and who have no affinity to the Abbot: 
by which the truth of the matter, touching the premiſes, may 
be known and enquired into: and that the aforeſaid John, 
Nicholas, and John, on the inquiſition there to be made, 
ſhall make known to our Lord the King, under their ſeals, &c. 
ſuch inquiſition. | 

I now return to Reginald de Carteret, ſon and heir of Philip. 
Which Reginald in 2 Edw. I. was poſſeſſed of lands in right of 
his mother Margaret, niece to Philip Daubeney, and his beit 
(as it ſhould ſeem by the inquiſition then taken) but the ori- 
ginal record being torn, and not legible in one part, it —_—

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ſo evidently be made to appear, that ſhe was heir to the ſaid 
Philip. The inquiſition ſets forth, - that all the juries in the 
12 pariſhes in the iſland of Jerſey, viz. of Gronvil, Holy Fri- 
nity, St. John, St. Ellery, St. Laurence, St. Mary, St. Cle- 
ment, St. Martin, St. Saviour, St. Broelard, St Owen, and St. 
Peter, certify, That Reginald de Carteret holds lands worth 

arly twenty pounds, in the pariſhes of St. Owen, and St. 
peter, late [Here the record is torn, and not legibje] Philip 
Daubeney then Bailiff of the iſlands, gave to Philip de Car- 
teret, father of the ſaid Reginald, and Margery his niece, mo- 


ther of the ſame Reginald. And being called upon to give an 


account of his right to the ſaid lands, the ſaid Reginald an- 
ſwered, That he and his father held the ſaid lands quietly for 
forty years, and upwards, by grant from the King of England. 
But the ſame lands being taken into the King's hands, a day 
was aſſigned in the quindenes of the Purification of the bleſſed 
Virgin, to produce the deed of grant; and further, to ſhew an 
account of the ſaid lands whilſt in their poſſeſſion, and by what 
power he put up an Eſperkeria in Port-Stoke, and why he 
took, as his right, a chaſe, and warren for coneys, in the pariſh 
of St. Owen, &c. and why he forced his tenants in his manour 
of Aftal, held of the King, to do him homage : and why he cauſed 
Hamelin de Huga, to be cited before the Biſhop of CHE ran 

Alſo the jury of the pariſh of St. Owen * certify, on their 
oaths, that Reginald de Carteret holds certain lands of our Lord 
the King, at the will of the Bailiff, paying yearly ſeven ſhil- 
lings. They alſo ſay, that the King receives yearly of Wyn- 
cele's fee ten ſhillings, by the hands of John de Carteret. 
Ihe before-mentioned Reginald de Carteret was very ſer- 

viceable to Edw. I. in his wars, both by ſea and land. 

In 1296, 25 Edw. I. the King ſent his commands b to Henry 
de Cobham, Governor of the iſles of Jerſey and Guernſey, 
That in conſideration of the good ſervices, which his beloved 
and faithful Reginald de Carteret had performed in the iſle of 
Jerſey, he had granted him ſeven caſks of wine which he took 
from the enemy: therefore, that he ſhould not demand the ſum 
of thirty-five pounds ſterling, due from the ſaid Reginald for 
thoſe wines, but ſhould pay, without delay, the arrears of 
wages due to him, whilſt he was in the King's ſervice, in the 
mh of the ſaid iſle of Jerſey. Dated at St. Edmundſbury,

Our hiſtorians have made no particular mention of his ſer. 
vices, tho, without doubt, they were remarkable. For King 
Edward, in 1306, the 35th year of his reign 4, grants, to bis 
beloved and faithful Reginald de Carteret, thoſe lands and tene- 


ments forfeited in the iſland of Jerſey, by Thomas Paignell, 


and which he held by the death of Robert de Melaces, and the 
which Otes de Grandiſon holds by grant of the King for life; 
to have and to hold to the ſaid Reginald, for his life freely, and 
to his heirs for ever, after his deceaſe, paying yearly ſixty 
pounds {mall Turnois, and a pound of cummin-ſeed. Witneſs 
the King at Lavertoſt, 4 December. Per petitionem retorna- 
tam d& conſilio. 

This Sir Reginald de Carteret died before the 2d year of 
Ediv. II. and left iſſue three ſons, John, Philip, and Jeffery, 
as the records and inquiſitions ſhew ; though, in ſeveral pedi- 
grees, Philip is made to be the eldeſt fon, which is not likely, 
as the other is named firſt in the records. 

In 2 Edw. II. the King recites ©, That, upon complaint againft 
the ſubſtitutes of Otes de Grandiſon, that the inhabitants of 
the iſlands of Jerſey and Guernſey had ſuffered great injuries 
and damages by them, as by their petition appears: and in- 


clining to redreſs their grievances, he had aſſigned Juſtices to 


enquire into them, &c. Whereupon John de Carteret, Philip 
de Carteret, and Robert de Carteret, complained againſt the 
Juſtices levying great fines of themſelves, without a jury, which 
was not cuſtomary ; and that ſeveral other matters ought to be 
redrefled ; and particularly f, John de Carteret and Philip de 
Carteret complain, That they and their anceſtors, time out of 
mind, had their eſperqueries for fiſn, of which they were de- 
prived ; therefore they defire, that a jury of twelve men, of 
every pariſh, may be appointed to enquire into their night, that 
they may have juſtice done them, and have liberty of buying 
of other perſons, beſides thoſe that belonged to the King. To 
which anſwer was made, That if they proved their aſflertion, 
they ſhould have the King's allowance thereof, And Philip de 
Carteret came before the King's Juſtices at Weſtminſter, with

therein by virtue of the King's commiiiion, till the fame was 
ſuperſeded, to the great detriment of the ſaid iſles, &c, it was 
anſwered, Let a writ be iſſued out to repeal the ſuperſedeas, 
and that the Juſtices proceed according to their commiſſion. 
This Sir John de Carteret died | without iſſue, and Philip de 
Carteret,” his brother, was his heir. | | 
Which Philip died in or before 1328, the 2d of Edw. [II. 


for in that year the King fignified to the Governor of the 


iſands- of Jerſey and Guernſey *, That whereas Reginald, 


ſon and heir of Philip de Carteret, deceaſed, cannot leave the - 


land of Jerſey to go into England, periſonaily to do homage 
tothe King, for the lands and tenements there belonging to 
his late father, by reaſon of his being Governor of the King's 
cattle there, and for certain-other cauſes ; therefore the King, 
of his ſpecial favour, reſpites his homage for a year, provided he 
performs the accuſtomed ſervices. Dated at Woodſtock, the 
Ich day of June. 

The year after, it appears that he was at Amiens in France l, 


and did homage to the King there; who thereupon, from

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nor of the iſlands of Jernſey and Gereſey, that he had taken 
the homage of Reginald de Carteret, ſon and heir of Philip de 
Carteret, deceaſed, of all the lands and tenements which the 
ſaid Philip, bis father, held of the King in chief, the day that 
he died: therefore he commands him to accept ſecurity from 
the ſaid Reginald, for his relief for the ſaid lands of his father, 
which being in the King's hands by his death, he further re- 
quires him to give him full ſeiſin of them. 

In 4 Edw. III. on an inquiſition concerning the rents of the 
Ki.:g, in the iſle of Jerſey *, the jury found, that Reginald de 
Carteret held, in the pariſh of St. Owen, the manour of St. 
Owen, with the appurtenances, by homage, ſuit of court and 
relief, But in lieu thereof, when the King's ſervice required, 
in time of war, or for defence of the caſtle of Gourney, he 
| ſhould ſerve, at his own expence, forty days, with horſe and 
arms, &c. 

In 5 Edw. III. he was ® ſummoned to anſwer to a plea of Quo 
Warranto, on Wedneſday after the feaſt of St. James the 
apoſtle, why he claimed to have free warren in his lordſhip and 
lands in the pariſh of St. Owen, and his dwelling there, and 
wreck of ſea upon all his lands in that pariſh, & eſperkeriam 
de piſcibus per homines ſuos captis in aquis Domini Regis, &c. 
And the ſaid Reginald came and ſaid, That he is Lord of the 
manour of St. Owen, and that he and all his anceſtors, time 
out of mind, were ſcized of the ſaid manour, and of the de- 
meſne lands there, and had free warren, &c. therein, without 
interruption. 

In 12 Edw. III. the French, under their Admiral Bahuchet, 
having taken the iſland and caſtle of Guernſey, and continuing 
in the poſſeſſion thereof three years o, they ſeveral times invaded 
the iſland of Jerſey, burning and deſtroying the houſes, corn, 
Kc. and often attacked the caſtle of Mont-Orgueil, called 

Gowry, which was valiantly defended by Dru de Barentin, 
the Governor, and Sir Reginald de Carteret, till, in one of the 
attacks, the Governor being ſlain, Sir Reginald was choſen to 
ſucceed him by the inhabitants of the iſland, and performed 
many great exploits againſt the enemy. | 

In 14 Edw. III. the French, renewing their attacks, made 
ſtronger efforts in order to take Mont-Orgueil-caſtle, which 
being valiantly defended ?, John Barentin, the Lieutenant- 
| governor, and others of the garriſon: and commonalty of the

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faid iſland, were flain. Whereupon, by the council and con- 


ſent of the jurors, and others of the commonalty, Sir Reginald 


Carteret had again the chief command; and on that occaſion he 
was allowed twelve pence per day for himſelf; and for twelve 
men at arms each fix-pence per day; twelve other armed men 


each four-pence per day; fifteen archers each at three-pence per 


day; and for eighty-ſeven archers and ſervants each at two- 
pence per day. 

Theſe attack and inſults of the French alarmed the parlia- 
ment in England, and drew a repreſentation from it to the 
King a, To keep the ſea, and to purvey for the navy, and to 
defend the iſles of Jerſey and Guernſey ; which the King pro- 
miſed. And the ſame year (14 Edw. III.) by advice of his 
council :, ſent a letter to his beloved and faithful the Bailiff and 
Jurats, and all others of the iſland of Jerſey, commending their 
ſteady loyalty, and endeavours for their preſervation, fo emi- 
nently proved ; acknowledging, that he had always found, the 
greater they were preſſed upon, the more warm were their af- 
feftions, in oppoſition to his adverſaries, and in defence of his 
rights. It was therefore conſonant to his honour, to reſpeR 


every particular perſon for ſuch ſtedfaftneſs, and to reward 


their ſervices, &c. | 


The French being ſtill maſters of the iſland of Guernſey, 


the deliverance of the inhabitants from their ſervitude was too 
great an enterprize, for thoſe of Jerſey to undertake on their 
own ſtrength alone. But hearing * of a fleet ready to fail from 
England, with reinforcements the King had ſent, and of orders 

iven to the commanders, Reynold de Cobham and Jeffery de 

court, to attempt, in their way, the recovery of the ſaid 
iſland; the inhabitants of Jerſey, under their leaders (whereof 
it is not to be doubted Sir Reginald de Carteret was the chief) 
went out and joined the fleet, and chiefly, by their valour, both 
the iſland and the caſtle were retaken ; but many of their leaders 
honourably loſt their lives on that occaſion, of whom my au- 
thor mentions (from an old manuſcript hiftory of the iſland} 


the Sieurs de Winchelais, de Matravers, de Huyſes, de Garis, 
de la Hougne, Lempriere, and others. It is certain, that this 


Sir Reginald de Carteret was the Sieur de Winchelais, as Lord 
of that fee; and I find no further mention of him after. He 
left iſſue three ſons, as is evident from our records; of which 
I take Philip to be the eldeſt, and that he died without iſſue :; 


for Reginald de Carteret, his ſecond ſon, was at length heir to

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the whole eſtate. Philip and William de Carteret are men- 


tioned in our records, in 23 Edw. III. and were probably bro. 
thexs to the ſaid Reginald. The ſaid William de Carteret died 


in March that year; and by inquilition taken in Jerſey, on 
July 20, 1349, before John Mautravers, Governor of the iſles, 


the jury found, That he held of the priory of St. Martin, in 
the iſland of Guernſey, a manour or fee of the Abbeſs of Caln; 


and alſo held lands and tenements in fee of the King, paying 
the uſual fee-farm rent to the King's Provoſt there; and that 
the ſame was worth, at his death, yearly thirty pounds; that 
he allo held lands and tenements in the parith of St. Mary, in 
the ſaid iſle, paying, as an acknowledgment, to the Kine 
Provoſt yearly, five ſhillings and ſix-pence, Turnois money; 
and that he died the firſt week in March laſt ; and that Philip 
de Carteret was his brother and heir, who was of the age of 
35 years, or thereabouts; whereby it is probable he was the 
eldeſt, and died without iſſue; for from Reginald de Carteret, 
his brother, the preſent Earl Granville is deſcended. The 
fiſtmention of him, that find, is in 1353, 27 Edw. III. on 
a complaint of Julian de Winchelais, the Tueſday after St. 
Simon and Jude *: for that the ſaid Reginald de Carteret had 
ſeized, in the pariſh of St. Saviour, the court and cuſtom of the 
faid Julian, which he held in, the fee of Meleſches x. To 
which Reginald replied, That he had good cauſe for the ſame; 
William de Winchelais, his uncle, and the ſaid Julian, hav- 


ing held two courts at Longville, in the ſaid fee of Meleſches; 


but that anciently there was but one court; and that the hold- 
ing the ſaid courts, was to the prejudice of him the ſaid Regi- 
nald. WW hereunto. Julian anſwered, That ſhe and others had, 
for 40, years, laft paſt, and more, held three or four aflizes 
without diſturbance, On which, after ſeveral arguments in 
court, judgment was given, T hat the ſaid Reginald ſhould 
allow the ſaid Julian the court and cuitom aforeſaid. |

Our hiſtories, about this time, are full of the triumphs and 
ſucceſſes of Edw. III. fo that the French were in no condition 
to give any diſturbance to the iſland of Jerſey, &c. But to- 
wards the latter end of that King's reign, the French again 
greatly retrieved their affairs: Bertrand de Gueſclin, Conſtable 
of France, famous for his many victories over the Engliſh,

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paſſed ſuddenly from Bretagne into Jerſey, with an army of 
10,000 men, and therein the Duke of Bourbon, and the flower 
of the French chivalry. He had obſerved, ſays the author of 
his life :, that the ſituation of Jerſey and Guernſey very much 
favoured the deſeents of the Engliſh into Bretagne, where the 
war had ſpread, and raged as hot as in France, and where he 
himſelf then was warring againſt the "Engliſh ; for that by lay- 
ing up their ſtores and proviſions in thoſe iflands ſo near at 
hand, they were eaſily and readily ſupplied from thence when 
they wanted. D' Argentrè, in like manner, tells us, That Du 
Guelſclin *eyed the iflands, as la retraite ſeure des Anglois; i. e. 
the ſure retreat of the Engliſh. 8 02 

It does not appear, that the inhabitants offered to diſpute his 
entrance into the iſland. They put all their hopes in the ſtrength 
of the caſtle, and their reſolution to defend it. 2035 21 

This Reginald de Carteret had the chief command, and with 
him ſeven of his ſons, who, by their prudence and valour, en- 
couraged the reſt to hold out to the laſt extremity, Nothing 
was omitted on the part of the affailants, in carrying on the 
ſiege; ſome of the out-walls were thrown down by ſap, which 
however did not affect the main body of the place. At laſt it 
came to this compoſition, That if not ſuccoured before Mi- 
chaelmas day next enſuing, they would ſurrender, and the 
Conſtable ſhould break up his camp and depart. Such compo- 
ſitions were then frequent: and the Conſtable being returned: 
into Bretagne, ſoon after heard, that the Engliſh fleet had ap- 
peared at ſea, coming to relieve the caſtle, which accordingly 
was performed. | 

For this great ſervice, in preſerving the ifland of Jerſey from 
falling into the hands of the French, which was ſolely attri- 
buted to the conduct and courage of the ſaid d Reginald de 
Carteret, and his fons, he and they were all knighted in one 
day; as is obſerved in an ancient manuſcript of this family, 
wrote in the reign of Queen Elizabeth; as alſo by Aſhmole, 
and other authorities. | 

His eldeſt fon Sir Reginald de Carteret, Lord of St. Owen, 
and Longville, was conſtituted © Bailiff of the iſland of Jerſey, 
an officer of great dignity, before deſcribed, He was famed 
for his wiſdom, and all manly virtues ; and died in 1381, the 
5th of Rich. II. leaving Philip de Carteret, his fon and heir, 
under age, in ward to the King,'* who in that year granted 
the cuſtody of him to Roger de Walden, parſon of the church

of Drayton, in com' Leiceſter, together with all the lands 
and tenements of his late father, Sir Reginald de Carteret, 
K nt. deceaſed, held in capite in the iſland of Jerſey ; paying 
101. per annum into the Exchequer, at the uſual feaſts of 
Eafter and Michaelmas; for which the ſaid Roger gave ſecu- 
rity to the King. 

Which Philip de Carteret, in 8 Rich. II. was of full age, 
and the King ſent his precept to the Bailiff and jurats of the 
iſland of Jerſey, that Philip, ſon and heir of Sir Reginald de 


_ Carteret, Knt. deceaſed, who held in capite of the King, be- 


ing of full age, they were commanded, on proof of his age, 
to deliver to the ſaid Philip, without delay, full ſeĩſin of all the 
lands and tenements of his ſaid father. | 

This Philip ſignalized himſelf in many brave * actions; and 
by his conduct and valour, the iſland of Jerſey was again pre- 
ſerved from falling into the hands of the French, during the 
contentions between Hen. VI. and Edw. IV. Queen Marga- 
ret had made over the iſlands of Jerſey, Guernſey, &c. to 
Peter de Maleurier, a French nobleman, for aſſiſting her againſt 


King Edward; and thereupon the French ſurprized the caſtle 


of Mont-Orgueil. Nevertheleſs Sir Philip de Carteret, by his 
intereſt with the inbabitants, kept the caſtle of Groſnez, and 
half of the iſland, in obedience to the crown of England, and 
maintained frequent ſkirmiſhes with the French for fix years, 
till King Edward had quiet poſſeſſion of the throne; and then 
Sir Richard Harlefton, Ent. Vice-admiral of England, being 
ſent with a ſquadron of the King's ſhips to Guernſey, Sir Philip 
ſent to him for ſuccour, and the fleet blocking up Mont-Orgueil 
ſea, Sir Philip, with the iſlanders under his command, be- 
ſieged it by land ſo effeQually, that the French were at length 
forced to ſurrender the ſaid caſtle, | 
The reverend * author, in his account cf Jerſey, gives us this. 
memorable relation of the taking of the caſtle, and diſpoſleſſing 
of the French. The Admiral, leaving his ſhips in Guernſey road, 
haitened privately to Philip de Carteret, at his manour of St. 
Owen, and there they two entered into a conſultation about the 
propereſt means to recover the caſtle. The reſult was, to go 
about it inſtantly, before the French knew of an Engliſh fleet 
ſo near them. They then lay confident and fecure ; but if 
alarmed with the apprehenſion of a ſiege, they would provide 
againſt it, compel the country to ſtore and victual them, and 
give notice to their friends in Normandy, of the danger threat- 
ening them. To think of carrying the caſtle by force, would

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be raſhneſs and folly. What only could be done with any pro- 
bability of ſucceſs, was, by a cloſe blockade, to reduce thoſe 
within to ſuch ſtraits and neceſſities, as would make them even 
lad to be ſuffered to depart with their lives ; and for effecting 
ths, the utmoſt ſpeed and ſecrecy were requiſite. Accordingly, 
never was a deſign of this nature more prudently and happily 
conducted. The word, being given by Philip de Carteret, 
went in a moment through the iſland, paſſing from hand to 
hand; and in the beginning of the appointed night, the people 
took to their arms, and marched in great ſilence to inveſt the 
caltle. At the ſame time, the fleet weighed anchor and failed 
from Guernſey : ſo that in the morning, the French, to their 
great ſurprize and amazement, ſaw themſelves ſurrounded, and 
ut in both by ſea and land. Although it was judged not 
proper to make any forcible attack upon the caſtle, yet there 
was a great deal of action, and it coſt the lives of divers of the. 
inhabitants in defending their lines, and repelling the ſallies of 
the beſieged ; and the Seigneur de Roſel is, particularly, num- 
bered among the ſlain on one of thoſe occaſions. | 
In the mean time, the French were contriving how to get 


ad from Normandy, which they knew would not fail them, ſo 


they could but make their condition known there. * At length 
they imagined, that poſſibly a boat might paſs undiſcovered 


through the fleet, under favour of the night; and it being the 


* laſt and only ſhift left them, they reſolved to put it to the 
© trial. Though they needed but one boat, they cauſed two 
to be built; one openly upon the rampart in view of the be- 
* fiegers, the other near the former, but hid, and out of ſight. 
© The workmen were ordered fo to time their blows, and 
* ſtrike evenly together upon the two boats, that from the 
camp without, no ſound might be heard, but what would 
be ſuppoſed to come from the boat on the rampart. By this 
* device, that, which lay out of fight, was finiſhed, while 
the workmen were ſeen ſtill buſy about the other. Our 
* people were not ignorant, what uſe the boat was intended 
tor; but having no ſuſpicion of any other, beſides that which 
* they had in view, the wile might have ſucceeded, if an 
* ſlander (whom the French had conſtrained againit his will 
* to take pay with them) had not ſhot an arrow, with a letter 
tied to it, into the leaguer, which laid open the ſtratagem; 
* adviſing withal, that the next night the finiſhed boat would 
* be let down the walls, and ſent to ſea. Of this, informa- 


© tion was immediately given to the fleet, which kept a ſtrict 


watch, and the boat was intercepted. And fo the French, 


* ſeeing all hopes of relief cut off from them, and themſelves - 


in the extremeſt diſtreſs and want of all things, beat a parley 
. B b 4 | and 
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and ſurrendered Which good news, when ſignified to the 
© country, by ſetting up again the ſtandard of England upon 
© the caſtle, it diffuſed fuch an univerſal joy among the people, 
© as is not to be exprefled. 

© The iſlanders gained much honour by this ſiege, and had 
'© thereupon a new charter granted them, with ſpecial acknow- 
© ledement of their good ſervice. And the ſame (ſays Mr, 
© Fall) has ever ſince been inſerted and repeated in all our 
© charters to this day, in perpetuam rei memoriam. Sir Richard 
© Harleſton was recompenſed with the government of the iſland, 
© But what reward was conferred on Philip de Carteret, who 
© had been the very life and ſoul of the undertaking, I cannot 
find. However, he could not miſs that, which always at. 
© tends the doing of ' brave and worthy actions. I mean the 
public eſteem, and the inward ſatisfaction of having faithfully 
and honourably acquitted himſelf, to his King and to his 
country. following therein the example of his anceftors.” 

Thus far my author, who relates the ſaid circumſtantial 
deliverance” of the iſland from the French, out of an old ma- 
nuſcript chronicle of the iſle of Jerſey. | 

T he before-mentioned Philip de Carteret * had to wife 2 
daughter of Sir Newton, Ent. of Glouceſterſhire, by 
whom he had iſſue a ſon, after his own name Philip, who died 
before him, leaving by his wife Penna, daughter of 
Perrine, of Caux, in the county of Tauf, in Normandy, a 
ſon named alfo Philip, heir to his grandfather, at whoſe death 
he was under age. 

It is ſaid, out of an ancient manuſcript, ! that this laſt Philip 
de Carteret was in ward to the King, for the ſpace of eighteen 
years; ſo that when he had performed his homage, elder-trees 
did grow in the hall, and other places of his manour-houſe, by 
the covetouſneſs of thoſe that had the cuſtody thereof, during 
his nonage. He married ® Margaret, daughter and ſole heir of 
the before-mentioned Sir Richard Harleſton, of the county of 
Lincoln, Knt. Governor of Jerſey; by whom he had ifſve * 
nineteen ſons, and two daughters. The eldeſt ſon Philip died 
unmarried, Edward ſucceeded his father as Lord of St. Owen, 
&c. and Helier de Carteret, as Lord of Handois. | 

The names of the other ſons are not mentioned in the pedi- 
gree, fo that it is likely moſt of them died infants, or unmarried, 

Helier, who was Lord of Handois, rendered himſelf remark- 
able, by his integrity, honour, and juſtice ; whereof it is ob- 
ſerved, that when Sir Hugh Vaughan, Governor of Jerſey,

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by his haughty and arbitrary conduct, had rendered | himfelf 
obnoxious to the iſland, and was ſcreened by the noted Cardi- 
nal Wolſey, Prime Miniſter of England, © So great a pa- 
« tronage did not deter this Helier de Carteret, Seigneur de 
Handois, from carrying the complaints of the country, with 
his own, up to court, and there, in the very face of the 
Cardinal, called fo loud for juſtice, that at laft he obtained 
© it, and the inſolent Governor was removed.” The ſame au- 
thor gives us this further account: This Helier de Carteret, 
for love to his country, fortitude, and other laudable accoms 
i pliſhments, ſhines very bright in our annals. He was bro- 
© ther to the Seigneur de St. Owen, and fo of a houſe fruitful - 
© of patriots.” ' „ 

He leſt iſſue only a daughter, Margaret, married to Helier 
Carteret, Eſq; ſon to his brother Edward. Which Edward 
Carteret, Eſq; ? was Carver to Prince Arthur, eldeſt fon of 
Hen. VII. and departed this life in the 22d of Hen. VIII. leav- 
ing Helier, his only ſon, heir to his eſtate. 

Which Helier Carteret, Eſq; was alſo Bailiff of the iſle of 
Jerſey, and very early conformed to the Proteſtant religion. 
In 4 Edw. VI. he was 4 commiſſioned to adminiſter the uſual 
oath to Sir Hugh Poulet, Knt. Governor of Jerſey, &c. as alſo 
to take an inventory of all the ordnance, artillery, munition, 
and other. habiliments of war, left there under-the charge of 
Henry Corniſh, Deputy to Edward Duke of Somerſet, Go- 
vernor of the ſaid iſle. 2. | | 

He was alſo in commiſſion, with? the ſaid Sir Hugh Poulet, 
the Governor, to ſell and diſpoſe of all the lands, tenements, &c. 
appertaining to free chantries, chapels, fraternities, maſſes, obits, 
&c. which belonged to the King in the ſaid iſland, as appears 
by indenture of ſale to Edward Crawford, his heirs and aſſigns, 
dated on July 12, 1550. | | 

The French, flattering themſelves with hopes of ſucceſs by 
King Edward's minority, had * ſeized the iſland of Sark, hav- 
ing formed a ſcheme, by making a ſettlement there, to ſubdue 
the iſlands of Jerſey and Guernſey : whereupon they firſt made 
an attempt on Guernſey, and being repulſed, they after landed 
in Boulay-bay in Jerſey, but were ſo well received by this 
Helier de Carteret, and the inhabitants, that they returned to 
their ſhips, and their loſs was computed at 1000 men. On 
their going to St, Malo to refit, no fewer than 60 dead bodies 
of gentlemen were brought on ſhore to be buried. And

In 1552 (6 Edw. VI.) he is the firſt named in a“ commiſ. 
Hon with eleven others of the principal perſons of the iſle of 
Jerſey, authorizing them, or any fix of them (whereof this 

elier, and John Clark, Eſq; or one of them at the leaſt, to be 
of the number) to call before them the inhabitants of Jerſey, 
to aſſeſs every of them, according to their goods and lands, 
towards the building of two fortreſſes, one in the llet of St. 


Helier, and the other in the Ilet of St. Aubyn ; as alſo to ſettle 


a yearly penſion, to be gathered out of their lands, for the 
charges of the ſafe keeping them, and to appoint officers, to 
make all manner of proviſions for the edification of the (aid 
fortreſſes. Which order and ceſſment, ſo made, was directed 
to be put in writing, to remain for ever. 

For his good ſervices, Queen Elizabeth, in the 7th year of 
her reign, in conſideration of 5ol. (to be paid to Nicholas 
Carey, Gent. Receiver-general of Jerſey) grants to this * He- 
lier Carteret, Eſq; and his heirs for ever, the iſle of Sark, with 
all members and liberties thereto belonging, and all caſtles, edi- 
fices, buildings, &c. meadows, paſtures, woods, waters, &c. 
with all tythes, advowſons, preſentations, rectories, vicarages 
and chapels; with all goods or chattels of felons, &c. to be 
held of the crown in capite, paying an annual rent of 50s, 
Cambden, in his Britannia, mentions dir Philip de Carteret to 
have been the firſt who had this iſland ; but it is evident this 
Helier, the father of Philip, had the grant of it. | 

He married Margaret, daughter and heir of his uncle Helier 
Carteret, Eſq; by whom he had iſſue a ſon Philip, hereafter 
mentioned, who ſucceeded him in his eſtate of St. Owen; and 
Amicias, 2d ſon, who had the lordſhip of Handois, and in 
right of his wife Catharine (the heir of the families of Lam- 
priere, and St. Martin) was poſſeſſed of the lordſhip and eſtate 
of la Trinite, wherein he was ſucceeded by Joſhua Cart-:ret 
his eldeſt ſon, who, by Jane Herau, his wife (of an ancient 
family in the iſland) left iſſue Sir Edward Carteret, Knt, and 
Amicias, 2d ſon, who left an only daughter Mary, Lady of 
la T rinite, and was married to Sir Charles Carteret, Bart. 
hereafter mentioned. 15 | 

Sir Edward Carteret (elder brother of Amicias) knighted on 
the reſtoration, was Gentleman-uſher of the Black-rod, in 
the reignof Charles II. and took to wife Elizabeth, daughter 
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of Robert Johnſon, Eſq; Alderman of London, by whom he 
had iſſue * Edward Carteret, born on March 18, 1664; Charles, 
baptized on July 24, 1667 ; and Elizabeth. 

Philip Carteret (eldeſt ſon of Helier Carteret) was knighted 
by Queen Elizabeth; and being a Gentleman of worthy prin- 
ciples and public ſpirit, he undertook to plant ſuch a colony in 
the iſland of Sark, as ſhould keep out the French; and accord- 
ingly he enlarged the ſettlement thereon, whereby it was in a 
condition to oppoſe any attempt that might be made on it. 

This Sir Philip Carteret lived to a great age, and was highly 
honoured by the inhabitants of Jerſey, who had ſo good an 
opinion of his wifdom and judgment in affairs, that they 

nerally followed his advice; particularly, in petitioning 
Janes I. to grant them the Liturgy, as uſed in the church of 

ngland, which had not been introduced in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth. This being aſſented to, the States of the iſland 
ſpecially deputed Sir Philip Carteret, Knt, Joſhua Carteret, and 
Philip Carteret, Eſqrs. Jurats and Juſtices of the iſle, to conſider 
of ſuch canons and conſtitutions in ecclefiaſtical affairs, as might 
be fitly accommodated to their circumftances: and accordingly 
they v, together with the Dean and minifters of the iſle, drew 
up a body of canens ; which, after ſeveral corrections and 
amendments made therein, by Archbiſhop Abbot, the Lord- 
keeper Williams, and the learned Dr. Lancelot Andrews, Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter (commiſſioned thereunto by the King) 
received the royal affent on June 30, 1623, 21 Jac. I. and 
were theteupon tranſmitted to Jerſey, to have the force of laws 
in matters eccleſiaftica}, as they have to this day. og 

The ſaid Sir Philip Carteret took to wife * Rachael, only 
daughter and heir of George Paulet, Eſq; eldeſt ſon of Lord 
Thomas Paulet, 2d fon of William, firſt Marquis of Win- 
cheſter, anceſtor to the preſent Duke of Bolton ; and by her 
had iſſue four ſons, and two daughters; Sir Philip; Helier, 
from whom the preſent Lord Carteret is deſcended ; Amias, 
who was a Captain in the wars of the Low Countries, in the 
reign of James I. and died without iſſue; as did alſo Gideon 
ce Carteret, the 4th ſon. Rachael, the eldeſt daughter, was 
firſt married to Beaver, of the ifle of Jerſey, and 2dly, 
to —— de Vic; and Judith, the youngeſt daughter, was wife 
of Sir Brian Johnſon, of Olney, in Buckinghamſhire, Knt. 

Sir Philip de Carteret, the eldeſt, was Lord of St. Owen, 
de. as alſo Deputy-governor of the iſle of Jerſey, in the 
rign of Charles I. He took to wife Anne, daughter of Sir 
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Francis Dowſe, of Broughton, in com' Southampton, Knt, 


and by her had iſſue five ſons, and four daughters; Philip; 


Peyton, who was Captain of Prince Maurice's guards in Hol- 
land, and was drowned, with that Prince, leaving no iſſue; 
Francis, who died unmarried ; Thomas, a Captain in Ire- 
land, who married » daughter of Rockofin, Lord of 
Nazaret in Flanders, and left no iſſue; and Edward, Who 
was knighted by Charles II. and was of the houſhold to James 
Duke of Vork, but likewiſe left no iſſue. | 
The daughters were, Douſe, who died unmarried ; Eliza- 
beth, wedded to the right hon. Sir George Carteret; Mar- 
garet, to Sir Henry de Vic, Knt. and Bart. and Chancellor of 
the moſt noble order of the Garter; and Anne, wife of Dr. 
Daniel Brevint, Prebendary of Durham, and Dean of Lin- 


coln, whoſe only daughter and heir was firſt wife of Sir Ed. 


ward Huſley, of Welborne in Lincolnſhire, Bart. 

Philip Carteret, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded to the ſeigniory of 
St. Owen, and was High-bailiff of the. iſland of Jerſey. He 
took to wiſe —— , daughter of Dumareſque, and 
by her had iſſue Philip Carteret, Eſq; his only fon and heir, 19 
years old in 1669, who ſucceeded his father, anno 1662, and 
was created a Baronet on June 4, 1670, 22 Car. II. He died 
about the year 1693, leaving his eſtate and dignity to Sir 
Charles Carteret, Bart. who married Mary, daughter and ſole 
heir of Amias de Carteret, Eſq; ſon and heir of Joſhua de 
Carteret, Eſq; Lord of la Trinite, whereby that eſtate accrued 
to the ſaid Sir Charles. He was one of the Gentlemen of the 
Privy-chamber to Queen Anne; as alſo High-bailiff of tie 
iſland of Jerſey ; in which office he was continued at the ac- 
ceſſion of King George I. on Aug. 1, 1714, and departing 
this life ſoon after, was buried in the north iſle of Weſtmin- 


| Ker-abbey, on June 8, 1715, leaving no iſſue; ſo that the 


title of Baronet, conferred on his father, became extinct. He 
left his eſtates of St. Owen, la Trinite, Sark, &c, to John, 
the late Lord Carteret, and Earl Granville, the heir-male 
of his family. | 

I now return to Helier Carteret, Eſq; 2d ſon to Sir Philip 
Carteret, by Rachael his wife, daughter and heir of George 
Paulet, Eſq; before- mentioned; which Helier Carteret, Eſq; / 
was Deputy-governor of the iſland of Jerſey, in the reigns of 
Queen Elizabeth, and King James J. 

King Charles I. on May 2, 1638, the 14th of his reign, 


conſtituted him the King's Proctor in the iſlas of Jerſey; 


and on June 18 following *, he obtained a grant to himſelf, 
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and e Carteret, Eſq; his ſon and heir, of the office and 
ce of Bailiff of the iſland of Jerſey, during the lives of 
either of them, or the longer liver of tem. 
By his wife Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of —— Duma- 
teſque, he had ifſue three ſons, and two daughters; George; 
Philip, from whom no iflue is remaining; and Reginald, who 
died unmarried. . | ngen 
His eldeſt ſon was the right hon. Sir George Carteret, Bart. 
whoſe eminent ſervices to the crown, and to his country, were 
rewarded, by the advancement of his grandſon to the dignity 
of a Peer of this realm, immediately after his deceaſe; Charles 
II. having deſigned that honour for the ſaid Sir George, as is 
declared in the preamble to the patent. | 
This Sir George Carteret o was born in the iſland of Jerſey, 


in 1599, 41 Eliz. his father, Helier Carteret, Eſq; being then 


Deputy-governor. He went early into the ſea- ſervice, and, 
by his conduct and courage, had acquired the character of an 
experienced officer, when Charles I. aſcended the throne, on 
March 27, 1625; which recommended him to the favour and 
eſteem of George Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, by whoſe in- 
tereſt he was made joint Governor of Jerſey, with Henry, after- 
wards Lord Jermyn, in 'the 2d year of that reign. He after- 
wards © obtained a grant, dated on Dec. 12, 1639, 15 Car. I, of 
the office and place of Comptroller of all his Majeſty's ſhips. 

On the commencement of the civil war, he was in thoſe poſts, 
and of great eminency and reputation in naval command a, ſays 
the Earl of Clarendon ; and was in ſuch eſteem of men of all 
perſuaſions, for true honour, courage, and abilities, that when 
(as the noble author recites) the reſolution of the houſe of 
Commons, and the concurrence of the Lords, was peremptory, 
© for ſending the Earl of Warwick Admiral of the fleet, it was 
© reſolved. by them, that Captain Carteret, Comptroller of his 
© Majeſty's navy, ſhould be Vice-admiral ; who, thinking it 
© became his near relation to his Majeſty's ſervice, to receive 
* his royal pleaſure, before he engaged himſelf in that employ- 
© ment, addreſſed himſelf for his directions. But the King 
© looking upon the fleet in a manner taken from him, when 
© another, whoſe diſaffection to his ſervice was very notorious, 
was, contrary to his expreſs pleaſure, put into the command 
© of jt, would not countenance that fleet, and that Admiral, 
© with ſuffering an officer of his own to command in it, un- 
der the other; and therefore ordered Captain Carteret to de- 


© cline the employment, which he prudemly, and without 
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© noiſe, did; and thereupon another officer of the navy, the 
Sutveyor- general, Captain Batten f, an obſcure fellow, of 
© very different inclinations to his maſter, and his ſervice, way 
© ſubſtituted in his place. Whereas{to uſe the noble hiſto- 
© rian's own words) if Captain Carteret had been ſuffered to 
© have taken that charge, his intereſt and reputation in the na 

© was ſo great, and his diligence and dexterity in command 
© eminent; that it was ny believed he would, againſt 
© whatſoever the Earl of Warwick could have done, have pre- 
< ſerved the major part of the fleet in their duty to the King; 
and laments this as a moſt fatal error; © and © which the King 
© had ſhortly after cauſe to repent, for that Captain Carteret 
© hath ſince ſufficiently teſtified, how advantageouſly to his 
© Majeſty, he would have managed that charge.” 

As he gave up that command in the fleet, he likewiſe quitted 
his place of Comptroller of the Navy; and withdrew himſelf 
and his family to the iſland of Jerſey, being well aſſured of 
the hearty concurrence of the inhabitants to receive him b, 
whom he eſtabliſhed and confirmed in their loyalty to the King, 
After which, his fidelity to his Royal Maſter, and the ardent 
courage he had always ſhewn, induced him to venture himſelf 
in the dangers of the field; and to that end he tranſported 
himſelf into Cornwall. 

How opportunely he came there, is well expreſſed by dur 
hiſtorian i, who, after relating the great ſtraits of the Corniſh 
forces, for want of ammunition, againſt which they had no pro- 
bable hope, proceeds to ſay, In this inftant, as if ſent by Pro- 
© vidence, they met with an opportunity they had ſcarce co1- 
© rage to hope for. Captain Carteret, the Comptroller of the 
King's navy, having, in the beginning of the troubles, after 
© he had refuſed to have commands in their fleets, without 
© noiſe withdrawn himſelf and his family out of England to 
c Jerley 3 and being there impatient of lying quiet, whilft his 
© Maſter was in the field, tranſported himſelf into Cornwall, 
© with a purpoſe to raiſe a troop of horſe, and to engage in that 
6 ſervice, When he came thither, he was unanimouſly im- 
© portuned by the commanders, after they had acquainted him 
with their hopeleſs and deſperate want of powder, to aſſiſt 
© them in that manner; that the many good ports in their 
power might be made of ſome uſe to them in the ſupply of 


« powder. Whereupon he ſhortly returned into France; and 


© firſt upon his own credit, and then upon return of thoſe com- 
* modities out of Cornwall, as they could well ſpare, he ſupplied 
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« them with ſuch great proportions of all kinds of ammunitions, 
that they never found want after.“ 

This ſeaſonable ſervice, the King graciouſly acknowledged 
in the following warrant * :

© which good ſervices, as we have thought juſt to teſtify unto 
you our gracious acceptance of, and return you our thanks for 
« the ſame; ſo do we yet further rely upon your affection to 
© us, in the further providing for, and procuring all fit means

@ alſo our ſaid caſtle of Cornett, from the further attempts of 
© the rebels, and endeavouring to recover, and thoroughly to 
reduce our iſlands of Guernſey, Serke, and Alderney, ſtill 
© detained from us by the ſaid rebels; _— 9 that what · 
© ſoever charges you, or your partners, ſhal at, in ſo do- 
ing, the ſame ſhall be made good unto you, either upon 
© thoſe places, or in ſuch other ways, as may not only be to 
© your content; but likewiſe remain as a teſtimony of our fa- 
© your and bounty towards you. And fo we bid you heartily 
© farewel. Given at our court at Oxon, this 21ſt of January, 


1644.

Immediately after this, the King conferred on him the ho- 
nour of Knighthood at Oxford ; and before his departure from 
thence, advanced him to the dignity of a Baronet *, by letters 
patent, bearing date on May 9, 1645, 21 Car. J. 
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On his arrival at Jerſey, the ſame year, he found, that the 
arliament, by their agents, had, in his abſence, ſeduced ſome 
the inhabitants to eſpouſe their intereſts; on which he con. 

fined ſome of them; and the members of Weſtminſter were 

ſo alarmed at it!, that on Sept. 11, 1645, they ordered 2 de. 
claration to be drawn, That if for the future he put to death 

+ any of the ifle, whom he ſhould take priſoners, for every one 

6. {o. lan, the parliament will hang up three of the King's men, 

© their priſoners.” And ſo great was their indignation againſt 

him, for his loyalty to his Sovereign, that afterwards, in their 

propoſitions to the King, for a peace n, he was among thoſe 

perſons of eminence, who were excepted from pardon ; which 

they alſo renewed in their treaty with the King, in the Iſle of 
ight. | | 

, He continued watching all opportunities of doing the King 

ſervice, or in ſuccouring or aſſiſting bis friends; 9 whereof, 


when they were driven out of England, retired to Jerſey, and 


ere received by Sir George Carteret, with all the courteſy 
and kindneſs, that could poſhbly be demonſtrated, He kept 
an open table; and his generoſity and public ſpirit to thoſe 
diſtreſſed loyaliſts, who ſtood in need of his aſſiſtance, is hardly 
to be paralleled ; and plainly ſhewed, his integrity and honour 
were ſuperior to any private views. 

On March 17, 1645-6, the members at Weſtminſter, being 
informed that the Prince of Wales was in Scilly, and in ſome 
ſtraits for want of proviſions, they agrecd to ſend a letter to 
him, in a loviag and tender way (as Whitlock writes) to in- 
vite him to come to. both houſes of parliament, and reſide in 
ſuch place, and have ſuch attendants, &c. as ſhould be approved 
by both houſes: and accordingly the letter e, from both houſes, 
was ſent to him the next day, which,” as Lord Clarendon re- 
lates, was delivered to him by a trumpeter from Sir Thomas 
Faitfax, and might be called a ſummons, rather than an invi- 


tation. His Highnels, therefore, with the advice of his whole 


council, embarked for Jerſey on Thurſday, April 16, 1646, 
and having a proſperous wind, landed there the next day. 
There came with him Thomas Howard, Earl of Berkſhite, 


the Lord Capel, the Lord Hopton, the Chancellor of the Ex- 


chequer {afterwards Earl of Clarendon) and others; and ? ſoon 
aſter the Lord Colpeper, the Lord Digby, the Lord Jermyn, 
the Lord Wentworih, the Lord Wilmot, and others.“

took the firſt opportunity of tranſporting himſelf from Falmouth, 
with ſome officers and ſoldiers, to St. Maloe's, in Britanny 
from whence he wrote to,the Chancellor in Jerſey, to procure 
a bark to fetch him thicher; which 4, © by the kindnefs of Sir 
« George Carteret, was preſently ſent, with a longing defire to 
receive him into the iſland, having an extraordinary affection 
© for him, as well as the Lords Capel, and Hopton, and the 
Chancellor. Within two days after, on view of the veſſel 
© at ſea (which they well knew) they all made haſte to the har- 
© bour to receive their friend ; but to their infinite regret, they 
found his body there in a coffin, he having died at St. Ma- 
© loe's, the day after he wrote his letter, and defired that his 
dead body might be ſent to Jerſey, where he was decently 
© buried,” 

The acceſſion of the Prince of Wales, with ſo many perſons 
of diſtinction, into the iſland, who brought little with them 
for their ſubſiſtence, was of courſe very expenſive to Sir George 
Carteret; yet he chearfully entertained them; and well know- 
ing it behoved him to take care for ſupplies *, he equipped about 
half a ſcore {mall frigates and privateers, which ſoon ſtruck a 
terror all over the channel, and brought in many captures, 
whereof ſeveral are recited in Whitlock's memorials. 

The Prince was fo well pleaſed with his entertainment, that, 
having taken an account of the iſland *, © both himſelf, and 
© all the Lords with him, were of opinion, that it was a place 
© of the greateſt ſecurity, benefit, and conveniency, to repoſe 
ein, that could have been defired and wiſhed for; till, upon 
© a clear information and obſervation of the King's condition, 
© and the ſtate of England, he (the Prince) ſhould find a fir 
opportunity to act; and the Prince himſelf ſeemed to have 
© the greateſt averſion and reſolution againſt going into France, 
that could be imagined.” | | 

However, the Queen, his mother, very ſtrongly ſolicited his 
repair to her; but his council had no inclination to truſt the 
heir of the kingdom of England with thoſe who had ſhewed ſo 
little kindneſs to the father, and had originally fomented the 
rebellion; it being an incontrovertible fact, that the troubles 
in Scotland were, in their riſe and progteſs, fomented by the 
intrigues of Cardinal Richlieu, as appears by letters from Robert 
Sidney, Earl of Leiceſter (then ambaſſador in France) which 
I have publiſhed in two volumes folio, from the originals at 
Penſ{burſt-place in Kent, and from his Majeſty's office of papers 
and records of ſtate.

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Te Lords Capel, and Culpeper, were therefore ſent to the 
Queen his mother at Paris, to diſſwade her from deſiring the 
Prince's repair into France, and were inſtructed (among other 
particulars) to tell her in his name*t, © | hat he had great rea- 
< ſon to believe the iſland of Jerſey to be defenſible againſt a 
© oreater force than he ſuppoſed probable to be brought againſt 
it. That the inhabitants expreſled as much chearfulneſs, 
unanimity, and reſolution, for the defence of his perſon, by 
their whole carriage, and particularly by a proteſtation volun- 
tarily undertaken by them, as could be deſired. And that 
if, contrary to expectation, the rebels ſhould take the iſland, 
he could, from the caſtle (a place in itſelf of very great 
ſtrength). with the leaſt hazard, remove himſelf to France; 
which, in caſe of imminent danger, he reſolved to do; and 
whether his remove out of the dominions of his royal father, 
{except on ſuch a neceſſity, or apparent viſible conveniency) 
may not have an influence on the affections of the three 
kingdoms, to the diſadvantage of his royal father.” 
The Queen was deluded by the arts of Cardinal Mazarin, 
who wanted the Prince in France, to drive the better bargain 
with England, as conjunctures ſhould fall out; and no promiſes 
were ſpared to decoy him over to them. The Lords Capel, 
and Culpeper, ſtayed * at Paris with her Majeſty full three 
weeks; during which time they only prevailed with her to ſuſ- 
pend the Prince's removal from Jerſey ; and at laſt ſhe ſent 
her peremptory commands for his repair to her. It was debated 
in the Prince's council“; but his poſitive declaration to com- 
ply induced all of them {except the Lord Culpeper) to deſire 
his Highneſs's pardon, if they did not further wait upon him. 
And it is obſerved by the Earl of Clarendon *, © That if the 
* King's fortune had been further to be conducted by any fixed 
© rules of policy and diſcretion, this ſo ſudden remove of the 
Prince from ſerſey, might have been looked upon, and cen- 
© ſured with feverity ; as an action that (werved from that pru- 
£ dence, which, by the fundamental rules of policy, had been 
long eſtabliſhed.” PET 

When the Prince came into France, he was fo {lighted and 
diſregarded, that it has often been admired, after he was re- 
ſtored to his kingdoms, that he would ever put any confidence 
in ſo faithleſs a court. This may ſeem a digreſſion from my 
account of Sir George Carteret ; but as he had the principal 
ſhare in providing for the Prince and his company, 1 thought 
it neceſſary to recite how he came to leave the ifland. 
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It is likewiſe remarkable, that feveral of the council ſtaid 
with Sir George, when the Prince was in France; and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer (after Earl of Clarendon) reſided 
with him no leſs than ive and-twenty months. And this reſ- 
pite from attendance he employed in writing that incomparable 
hiſtory he has left us, begun before, but often interrupted, 
The noble author has himſelf taken notice of the aſſiſtance he 
had from the King in his work, whilſt he was in the iſland v. 
© The Lord Capel hearing of the difference between the par- 
6 liament and the army, left his friends there, and waited on 
© the King at Hampton-court, and gave him a particular ac- 
© count of all that paſſed at jerſey, before the Prince's remove 
© from thence, and of the reaſons which induced thoſe of the 
council to remain ſtill there, &. And from thence the King 
© writ with his own hand a very gracious and kind letter to 
the Chancellor at Jerſey, &c, tie thanked him for under- 
© tzking the work he was upon, and told him he ſhould expect 
© ſpeedily to receive fome contribution from him towards it. 
And ſhortly after he ſent to him his own memorials of all that 
© had paſied from the time he leſt his Majeſty at Oxford, to the 
© very day the King left Oxford to go to the Scots, &e.” 

His reſidence was in Elizabeth-caſtle, with his friend Sir 
George Carteret; and there, faith my author “, I have ſeen ſtill 
ſtanding (and looked on with a ſort of veneration) the humble 
houſe where that great and good man ſpent fhive-aud-twemy 
months on that work; the houſe, in memory of him, retaining 
a long while after the name of la Maiſon du Chancelier. 

When Charles I. made his eſcape from Hampton-court, he 
ſeems to have had Jerſey in his view; ſor at his coming to the 
lea-ſide, i. e. Southampton river, where embarkations for that 
iland are uſually made, he aſked Aſhburnbam (whom he prin- 
cipally truſted) where the (hip lay: which made Berkeley and 
Legge conclude, that the King refouived to tranip. rihimleit, 
And after they had made fume itay in chat part next the ſea, 
© and Aſhburaham bad been ſometime abſent, he returned with- 
© out any news cf the thip, wich which the King ſeemed 
© troubled.” It is certain, that Aſhburnham was in the ſecret 
of his eſcape; but how the defign of the King's tranſporting 
himſelf miſcarried, has never yet been brought to light. His 
Majeſty had great reaſon to repoſe the moſt entire conhdence 
in dir George Carteret, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, being 
alſo wich him; ſo that it is very probable his dehgn was to go 


to them.

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When the terrible blow was given, which laid the head of 
the good King, and with it the Crown and Monarchy, in the 
duſt, on Jan 30, 1648 9, the Prince was at the Hague in a 
very deſtitute condition. Yet Sir George Carteret b, readily 
and ſolemnly, proclaimed him at Jerſey, with all his titles, 
And afterwards when his Mzjetly was in the greateſt per- 
plexiiy, Whither to bend his courſe (not a court in Europe 
ſhewing any regaid to his rec fities and diftreſs, or willing to 
receive him) he remembered the loyalty and integrity of Sir 
George Carierut, who by his intereſt with the inhabitants of the 
| Hland had two years before ſignally relieved him, when he 
could ſet his foot no where on Engliſh ground with ſafety, 
Therefore reſolving to viſit him again, he made his journey 
through Normandy, and embarked himſelf for Jerſey, where 
he arrived the latter end of Sept. 1649. 

En OR. 3, 1649, as Whitlock writes ©, came letters from 
France, that Prince Charles went frum the court towards Caen 
in Normandy, and from thence intended to go for Jerſey ; that 
his train was but ſixty horſes, and fix coaches with fix horſes 
apiece, and that many of his ſervants, and ſome gentlemen, 
went cn fout; and chat he had but 300 piſtoles left him to de- 
fray the charges ot his juurncy : that afterwaids he 4 arrived 
at Jerſey, with 3co pe ſons in his retinue. 
| He was accompanied by his brother the Duke of Vork, with 
ſeveral of the nobility ; and as the noble hiſtorian has obſerved, 
they were ſupplied by Sir George, with all neceſſaries without 
any benefit to himſelf ©; when the Lord Jermin, who lived in 

cat plenty at Paris, was fo wonderfully jealous of the profit 
ne challenged from thence as governor, that he made a de- 
mand of fome of the money raiſed on the ſale of the King's 
demeines in the iſland; becauſe, as he alledged, his receipt, 
for the time to come, would not remain ſo great as it had been 
formerly. * 


His Majeſty, when Ptince, had procured his father's leave, 


for making Sir George Carteret his Vice Chamberlain ; and 
he now conſtituted him Treafurer of his navy, which at that 
time conſiſted chiefly of the privatcers which Sir George had 
ptov:ded, and the men of war with Prince Rupert. Ey vir 
George's intereſt in the navy. one of the frigates, belonging 
to the Parliament, went to him at Guernſey, as Whitlock ® 
relates, and that after he had got poſſeſſion of her, he turned 
oft all the mariners. This was in March, 1649-50. T he 

ſame author recites d, that in May 1650, Captain Green bad

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brought into the Iſle of Wight, a ſhip of five guns belonging 
to Sir George Carteret, governor of Jerſcy, bound for Vir- 
ginia, with many paſſengers, ail forts of goods, and tools for 
huſbandry, in order for planting an iſland, wh.ch the Prince (as 
he calls him) had given to Sir George. 

It was ſaid before, that the King came into the iſland the 
latter end of September; and he ſtaid there till the latter end of 
March following, when on the invitation of the Scots, he em- 
barked for Holland to be nearer to treat wich them. During 
his abode he found the ſame dutiful people, as they were be- 
fore to him whilft he was prince i. None were denied acceſs 
to him, neither did he diſdain invitations and entertainments 
from the gentry, at their habitations, as he rode about the 
iſland. With all paris of which he grew fo well acquainted, 
that he drew a map of it with his own hand, intending no 
doubt to keep the ſame in remembrance of a place, where he 
had enjoyed more peace and quiet than hitherto any where elſe, 
within or without his dominions. Which map is in the Heer 
Van Aldethelm's cabinet of curioſities at Leipſic in Saxony &, 
where it is ſhewn to travellers, 

It is enough to ſay, that whilſt his Majeſty was in Scotland, 
the uſurping powers in England were making great prepara- 
tions for reducing Jerfey, enraged at harbouring the King in 
dehance of them, and alarmed at the taking ſo many of their 
traders by the privateers, who continued cruiſing in the Channel, 
and even took ſhips out of the very hat bouts; whereof W hit- 
lock gives ſeveral inſtances. In October 1651 the armament, 
fitted out againſt the iſland, put to ſea under the command of 
Admiral Blake, and Major General Haines, who had the charge 
of the forces for the deſcent, 

On October 20, fourſcore ſail (which were but part of the 
fleet) came to an anchor in St. Owen's bay i, which lies open 
to a weſterly wind, that blows at leaſt one half of the year, 
and when raiſcd to a ſtorm, rolls in ſuch a fea as no ſliips can 
ſtand againſt, without danger of periſhing every moment. But 
the ſame unaccountable ſucceſs, which uſed to attend the rebels, 
did alſo then attend them; for whillt they lay in that bay, they 
had ſuch ſmooth water, as the like had not been known in ſo 
advanced a ſeafon. This ſomevrhat ſtartled the people, but not 
ſv much as the ciſmal report, which on a ſudden flew about the 
land, of the King being priſoner, and at the mercy of his ene- 
mies. They had heard of the battle at Worceſter, &c. and 
ſorro and deſpair might be ſeen in every face. The moſt diſ-

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pirited cried out, that it was in vain to contend any longer 
with powers who like a torrent bore down all before them, and 
what good would the ſacrificing themſelves do the King, when 
perhaps he was no more. For what could be expected from 
thoſe bloody miſcreants into whoſe hands he was fallen. Here 
it was, ſaith my author a, That Sir George Carteret had need 
© of all his authority, and of the great reſpect which every 
© body paid him, to keep many from laying down their arms, 
© Nor peradventure would that have done, had he not pru- 


© dently concealed his own fears, and put on an air of uncon- 


© cernedneſs, as diſcredited that report among the troops, who 
© watched his looks, and ſeeing no alteration there, concluded 
© that he muſt know more than they, and believed nothing at 
© all of the ſtory. By that means he raiſed their ſpirits again, 
and brought them on to face the enemy.” 

On October 21, early in the morning, their cannon began 


to play, which was anſwered by that on ſeveral little forts and 


redoubts in the bay, and by twenty-four field pieces, always 
following the militia on a march. Some of the leſſer frigates 
advanced ſo near the ſhore, as brought both parties within diſ- 
tance to ply their inal arms, and the iſlanders boldly waded 
into the water to meet their enemies, returning their fire, and 
calling them aloud, * Rebels, T raitors, and Murtherers of their 
King.“ This laſted four hours, after which the whole fleet 
drew off, and went to St. B:elade's bay (about a leegue from 
that of St. Owen) where being anchored, they ſent back a 
ſqualron to St. Owen, and others towards St. Aubin's bay, 
St. Clement, and Grouville. meaning to tire and diſtract them, 
by making ſhew as if they intended to land in all thoſe places 
at once. Accordingly ſeveral companies were detached to wait 
on their motion; the main body of the fleet lying till at St, 
Brelade's bay, and the beſt part of the camp there likewiſe to 
obſerve it. | 

On October 22, a little after midnight, the enemy, at St. 
Brelade, were perceived to ſhip off in ſeveral flat bottom'd boats 
about four thouſand foot (as was conjectured) in order to make 


a deſcent, which they attempted by break of day, under covert. 


of their ſhips, which ſpared neicher powder nor ſhot on that 
occaſion. But ſeeing themſelves repulted from two {mall forts 
that had been raiſed in the bay, and the iſlanders drawn up on 


the ſands to receive them, they retired to their ſhips, and te- 


turned to St. Owen, leaving only nineteen men of war in St. 
Brelade's bay.

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This obliged Sir George Carteret to follow them again to St. 
Owen, after he had poſted ſome companies of the militia, his 
own company of fuſileers, and all the dragoons, to oppoſe thoſe 
remaining at St. Brelade, The enemy being come to St. Owen, 
directed their courſe to the fartheſt point of that bay, as if they 
meant to land there, whither they were accordingly followed by 
the iſlanders, © But it ſoon appeared their deſign was only to 
harraſs them; for they ſuddenly tack'd about, and ſteered to 
the oppofite point; which motion was likewiſe attended by the 
forces on ſhore; the enemy firing furiouſly with their cannon 
all the while. | | 

Night coming on, it was thought neceſſary to ſend the troops, 
which had been three days and two nights under arms, exceed- 
ingly fatigued with fo many-marches and countermarches, and 
much incommoded by a ſmall rain that had not ceaſed ever ſince 
they were in action, to refreſh in the neighbouring villages ; the 
indefatigable Covernor, Sir George Carteret, with a ſmall body 
of horſe. not departing all the while from the ſhore; the enemy 
were the ſame day reinforced by a ſquadron of freſh ſhips; and 
that night proving extraordinary dark, under the favour of it, 
they landed a battalion; which as ſoon as diſcovered, was with 
great bravery and reſolution charged by Sir George Carteret the 
Governor, and the horſe he had with him. The enemy“ con- 
ſeſſed, They were deſperately charged with 2 body of horſe 
© for about half an hour; and many were killed and wounded.” 
But the infantry being diſperſed all along the coaſt for refreſh- 
ment, had not time to come in to ſuſtain the horſe; and the 
enemy pouring in freſh men, they were forced to retire. On 
which all further oppoſition ceaſing, there followed a general 
landing of the rebels; and the next day, October 23, ſo furious 
a tempeſt aroſe from the weſt, that if they had not by their 
landing and lucky reduction of the iſland gained a retreat for 
their fleet into the ports, the greateſt part of it had periſhed ; 
for one of their ſtouteſt ſhips was daſhed againſt the rocks, and 
not a man ſaved of three hundred that were in it. Though 
they were yet only maſters of the open country, and not of the 
eaſtles, the news of that ſueceſs was received o with great joy, 


by thoſe called the Parliament, who ordered a public thankſ-

giving thereupon. 


The fort of St. Aubin, which commands the harbour of rhat' 
name, might have proved 2 hindrance to the fleet's taking ſhel- 
ter there. And though Sir George ?, who knew how im- 
portant the preſervation of it was at that critical hour, had

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given a moſt ſtrict charge to the officer and ſoldiers in it, to 
hold out to the Jaſt extremity, he was ill obeyed, and with 
grief ſaw the place yielded up as ſoon as fummoned. The 
manuſcript relation the author quotes, imputes the utter loſs of 
the iſland to that too precepitate and haſty ſurrender ; reaſon- 
ably ſuppoſing that the enemy's ſhips, quitting St. Owen's bay 
to come into St. Aubin's for ſecurity againſt the ſtorm, could 
never have kept upon their anchors, betwixt the two hres of 
Elizabeth caſtle and the fort. Nor did Mount-Orgueil hold 
qut long, being not in that condition it anciently was; very 
little having been done to ſupport it, fince Elizabeth caſtle was 
made the refidence of the Governor, And no news coming 
et of the King, all hearts, but Sir George Carteret's, were fo 
intimidated, that 'tis rather to be wondered at, that any re- 
ſiſtance at all was made, when they could not tell for whom 
they expoſed their lives. | 

It is further related from the ſaid manuſcript, © That Sir 
© George, having ſhut himſelf up in it, was reſolved upon a de- 
© ferce worthy his courage, and of the goodneſs of the cauſe 
in which he was engaged. With him went in ſundry prime 
perſons of the iſland, magiſtrates, clergymen, and others, 
The garriſon conſiſted of three hundred and forty men 
muſtered for ſervice, with proviſions for eight months in pro- 
portion to that complement, After ſummons from the com- 
mander of the rebels, and ſuch an anſwer from the Gover- 
nor as became him to give, the cannon was pointed againſt 


quarters of a mile; all betwixt St. Helier's hill and the caſtle, 
being ſea er ſand, without firm ground whereon to raiſe bat- 
teries. Firing at ſuch a diſtance could not much damage the 
walls; all the harm done, for many days, from the continual 
fi e of twelve thirty-ſix pounders, amounted to no more than 
beating down ſome parapets, which were ſoon made up with 
* turf.” It w2s now far in November, when the joyful news 
came of King Charles II's arriva! in France; on which Sir 
George diſpatched Mr. Poindextre, to congratulate his Majeſty 
on his miraculous deliverance, and inform him of the ſtate 
of the garriſon, 

A poor fellow, brought in by a party ſent out for intelligence, 
gave information, that the enemies, with great labour, were 
drawing up St. Helier's hill two monſtrous guns, the like 
whereof had never been ſeen in the country. It was eaſily 
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underſtood what they were, viz. two very large mortars, which 


being axed, threw ſhells into the caſtle, of near thirty inches 
diameter; one of which, happening to fall on the church, 
did moſt dieadful execution. This was the old church of the 

abbey 


the caſtle, which could be brought no nearer than about three 
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abbey of St. Helier, under which was a magazine of ſtores 
and proviſions, and twelve barrels of powder for the ſervice of 
the artillery in the lower ward. The bomb broke through 
two ſtrong vaults, and. ſetting the powder on fire, ſcattered 
ruin and deſolation all round, deſtroyed the proviſions, and 
killed forty of the beſt ſoldiers in the garriſon, beſides armour- 
ers, Carpenters, and other workmen uſeful in a ſiege. , 

So unexpected a blow cauſed a great conſternation in the 
place, and gave occaſion to ſome more faint-hearted than the 
reſt, to talk of ſurrendering, But though Sir George by his 
prudence quieted all, yet he found it neceſſary to acquaint the 
King, with this new incident, and to crave his aſſiſtance, if 
ſo be his Majeſty could prevail with the court of France to 

rant it. With this meſſage he ſent his chaplain the Rev. Mr. 
Durell (afterwards Dean of Windſor) Mr.. Poindextre not 
being yet returned. The King's anſwer was to this effect, 
© That all his ſolicitations had been in vain, and would ſtill 
© be ſo though repeated never ſo often; ſuch a conjunction 
© there was of counſels and intereſts betwixt Cromwell and the 
Prime Miniſter Cardinal Mazarine : that he relied on his 
© known experience and ability, to do what to him ſhould ſeem 
proper; yet adviſed him rather to accept of a reaſonable com- 
* poſition, than by too obſtinate a defence, bring himſelf, and 
* ſo many loyal gentlemen into danger of being made priſoners 
© of war.“ 1 

Sir George ſeems to have had a noble ambition, that this 
mould be the laſt of the King's garriſons to bend under the 
power of the rebels; and in fact it was the laſt. Therefore 
ſeeing the caſtle ſtill tenable, no breach made, no diſpoſition of 
the enemies for an attack, he reſolved to keep them out ſome 
time longer, and concealed the King's permiſhon to treat, that 
the knowledge of it ſhould not renew the cry for a ſurrender, 
But at length proviſions growing ſhort, the number of defend- 
ants leſſening daily by death and deſertion, and no poſſibility of 
ſupplies or recruits, he concluded to yield to neceſſity, which 
the braveſt men are forced to do without loſs of reputation. 

I ſhall now recite the account which the enemy gave of the 
ſiege and ſurrender, Letters à of December 5, 1651, That 
© the third ſhot at Elizabeth caſtle in Jerſey, fell upon the old 
church there, killed and wounded thirty perſons, and en- 
* dangered the Governor Sir George Carteret; and his Lady, 
and the chief of the iſland. That this made ſo great an im- 
preſſion on the Lady Carteret, and the other Ladies, and 
« ſome few men, who were afraid to be taken, that 
the next night they embarked for France. That this ſhot 
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© ſpoiled great ſtore of cyder and proviſions. That ſeveral of 
© their men made an eſcape, and ſome being taken, were forth. 
* with tried and executed.“ | 
Letters 18 December, © That the hard duty of the ſoldiers 
© in Jerſey, had cauſed much fickneſs among them, fo that 
© they brought themſelves to a fourth night's duty; and that 
£ Elizabeth caſtle held out obſtinately.? | 

Letters * 27 December, That Enzabeth caſtle was furren- 
« dered to the Parliament on articles; and in it 17 braſs pieces, 
236 iron pieces, 450 muſkets, &c.' | | 

ir George ſtaid in the iſland to fettle his affairs, till about 
the middle of January, and then embarked for St. Maloes, 
where, as Whitlock writes *, he had but coarfe entertainment; 
only himſelf, and nine more, being ſuffered to come into that 
town, where he ſftaid a ſhort time, and then went to Paris to 
the King. In this the Earl of Clarendon agrees, who relates u, 
That Sir George Carteret having well defended Jerſey, his 
& Majeſty ſent him orders to make the beſt conditions he could, 
© which he ſhortly after did, and came himſelf to Paris, to give 
* the King a larger information in that affair; and afterwards 
© remained in France under many mortifications, by the power 
© and proſecution of Cromwell. 

The next mention that I find of him, is in 1652, when 
being difpoſed to travel, he obtained this very honourable and 
remarkable certificate v. 5 

Charles the fecond, by the Grace of God King of Great- 
Britain, &c. To the moſt Serene, Famous, Potent, High 
© and Illuftrious Emperors, Kings, Princes, Dukes, Mar- 
© quiſes : of the orders of Earls, Barons, Rulers, and their Vice- 


c gerents, of caſtles, fleets, rivers, ports, &c. and to all others, 


© either of civil or military power, &c, to whoſe loving hands 
© theſe ſhall come, greeting. Whereas our faithful and truely 
© well- beloved ſubje and ſervant Sir George de Carteret, our 
© Vice-Chamberlain,and Treaſurer of our Navy, Knt. and Bart. 
© hath given ſo many marks of his ſteady loyalty, to our moſt 
« ſerene Lord and Father of bleſſed memory, as well as to us; 
« deſerving highly for his ſingular behaviour both by ſea and 
tand, not only in many expeditions, when he had the com- 
mand of our navy, particularly in that of the ſiege of Salley, 
which he reduced to our obedience : but alfo in the civil 
wars, when he took the iſland of Jerſey out of the hands of 
our enemies, and defended the fame for eight years, till by 
our leave (we not being able to fend him any ſupplies) he ſur- 


” 
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© rendered the ſame upon good conditions; which was the 
c laſt of our dominions that fell into the hands of the rebels. 
We, therefore, thinking it neceſſary to make known the me- 
© rits of ſo famous and gallant a man, do recommend him with 
© theſe our letters, by which we molt friendly require all and 
« ſingular perſons of ſuch kingdoms, dominions, territories, 
© juriſdictions, towns or caſtles, the aforeſaid Sir George Car- 
© teret ſhall have occaſion to travel through, with his family, 
© company, ſervants, horſes and arms, &c. to permit them free 
© paſſage both by ſea and land, in going, tranſporting, or re- 
« turning, or whereſoever his occafiens ſhali call him. And 
« graciouſly to receive him, with the higheſt regard, friendſhip 
© and protection, worthy of ſuch unſhaken loyalty and valour, 
both in council and in war. Which good offices we ſhall in 
© our turn gratefully acknowledge. Given at Paris, Feb. 8, 
© 1652, in the 4th year of our reign.” 2500 

After this, by the power and proſecution of Cromwell, he 
very narrowly eſcaped with life, being committed priſoner to the 
Baſtile, and all means uſed with Cardinal Mazarine, to have 
him ſent in cuſtody to England. 

Lockhart, Ambaſſador in France, to Secretary Thurloe, Aug. 
5, 1657, gives him * account, That orders go to-morrow for 
© arreſting vir George Carteret at Paris, and that Col, Fitz- 
© Maurice, and another Iriſhman (whom he had cauſe to ſuſ- 
© pe& as the chief perſons employed for debauching the Eng- 
© liſh forces) were made priſoners, and were to be ſent to the 
© Baſtile, where they may have occaſion to ſee their old friend 
© Carteret.” Likewiſe in another letter to the ſaid Secretary 7, 
bearing date Sept. 5, Sti. No. 1657, he thus expreſſes himſelf: 
© I have ſeveral times writ about a charge againſt Sir George 
Cartwright. He hath been in priſon near this three weeks; 
© and the little Queen hath cried, and made the greateft noiſe- 
© about it imaginable, and ſayeth, there is no other quarrel 
© zgainſt him, ſave that he was a faithful fervant to her huſ- 
* band.” | | 

In anſwer to which, Thurloe to Lockhart 22 Nov. 1657 * 
writes, T have herewith ſent the information againſt Sir 
George Cartwrite, which will be made good upon oath ; and 
* is of ſo high a nature, that I hope the Cardinal will cauſe 
him to be delivered to be proceeded againſt. If ſuch things 
be ſuffered, it will be unſafe for any of our ſhips to come 
into the ports of France.“ Alſo in another letter to Lock- 
hart of 34 Dec. 1657, he tells him: As for Cartwrite, I

However his friends were ſo induſtrious in their interceſſion 
for him, that he had obtained his liberty, before this laſt letter 
from | hurloe was received by Lockhart, who writes to hin 
from Paris, Dec. 43 1657. * Sir George Cartwright is ba- 
* niſhed France: he gave out firſt, he would go into Flanders 
and ſeek his revenge; but hath ſince fallen upon caimer 
© thoughts, and goes to Savoy, and from thence to Venice, if 
he can meet with any imployment there.” 


In 1659, he was ® at the city of Rheims, from whence he 


repaired to the King.at Bruflels, about the end of Dec. that 
year; and followed him to Breda, where thoſe letters were pre- 
pared for the Parliament and General Monk, which brought 
about the Reſtoration of the Royal Family, and put an end to 
the ſufferings and baniſhment he and his faithful ſubjects had 
. undergone. | 

His Majeſty being reſtored to his kingdoms, Sir George Car- 
teret rode with him in his triumphant entry through the city 
of London, on May 29, 16605 and the day after he was 
pleaſed to remember his loyal and faithful ſervices, by declaring 
him Vice-Chamberlain of his Hauſhold, and of his Privy- 
Council, being at the ſame time ſworn thereof, with the Mar- 
quiſes of Hertford, Dorcheſter, Ormond, and other Nobles. 
He was allo conitituted "Treaſurer of the Navy; and at the 
Coronation of the King, on April 23, 1661 *, had the honour 
to be ſpecially appointed, by his Majeſty, Almoner for the day, 
and attended accordingly. | 

He was elected © by the Corporation of Portſmouth to the 


firſt Parliament called by Charles II. which met at Weſtminſter 


on May 8, 1661, and was a leading Member in the Houſe, 
being the firſt named in ſeveral Committees. 

In 1663, 15 Car. II. f he had the honour of. being Proxy to 
Chriſtian Prince of Denmark, who had been elected Knight of 
the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter ; and was inſtalled and 
took poſſeſſion of the ſtall aſſigned to him. | 

On the Duke of York's reſignation of Lord High Admiral of 
England, in 1673, he was conſtituted s one of the Commil-

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ſioners of the Admiralty : and in 1676 was one of the Lords 
of the Committee of Trade. His eldeſt fon, Sir Philip Car- 
teret, being unfortunately ſlain in the great ſea fight with the 
Dutch, on May 28, 1672, he thought it prudent to provide 
in his life time to keep up the honour of his name, and family ; 
and there being the greateit friendſhip between him and the 
Right Hon. john Granville Earl of Bath 2 7 had been ſo in- 
ſtrumental in the Reſtoration of Charles II.) a marriage was 
agreed on between them, of his eldeſt grandſon the Ho- 
nourable George Carteret, with the Lady Grace Granville, 
youngeſt daughter of the ſaid Earl; which was ſolemnized d 
on March 9, 1674-5, when they were both very young: it 
appearing by the entry of the marriage and deſcent in the col- 
lege of arms, ſigned by Sir George Carteret, April 27, 1675, 
that his grandſon was then but, eight years of age. 

At length this Right Hon. brave, and accompliſhed man, de- 
parted this life in a good old age, in favour with his Sovereign, 
who deſigned him i the honour of Peerage ; and in the higheſt 
credit with the moſt conſiderable perſons of the nation. His 
actions fully demonſtrate his eminent abilities, fortitude and 
virtues ; and the following account of his death was publiſhed 
in the London Gazette, Ne 1477 : Whitehall, 14 Jan. 1679, 
- © this afternoon died the Right Hon. Sir George Carteret, Vice- 
Chamberlain of his Majeſty's Houſhold, being near 80 years 
* old, of which he had ſpent 55 in the ſervice of his Majeſty 
© and his Royal Father.“ And the King had ſo juſt a ſenſe of 
his great ſervices, that by his warrant, dated Feb. 11, 1679 
(the day before his burial) it is recited *, * That whereas he 
died before his Patent for his Barony was ſued out, his Ma- 
jeſty authoriſes Elizabeth, his widow, and her youngeſt chil- 
© dren James Carteret, Caroline, wife of Sir Thomas Scot, 
* Ent. and Louiſa, wife of Sir Robert Atkins, Knt. to enjoy 
their precedency and pre-eminency, as if the ſaid Sir George 
© Carteret had aQtuaily been created a Baron.” 

He was buried at Hawnes ! in the county of Bedford, on Feb. 
12, 1679, Elizabeth his Lady ſurviving him, who allo lived to 
a great age, being ® interred by him, on March 19, 1696. She 
was his firſt couſin, and daughter of Sir Philip Carteret af St. 
Owen, Knt. which eſtate now centers in the preſent Earl Gran- 
ville, as heir male to the ſaid Sir Philip. 

Sir George had iſſue by her three ſons n, 1. Sir Philip; 2. 
James Carteret, who was Captain and Commander ot an Eaſt-

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India ſhip. and aftewards of a man of war in the reign of 
Charles II. but he, as likewiſe George the third ſon, died un. 
married. He had alſo five daughters, 1. Anne, married to 
Sir Nich. Stanning of Marriſton, in com. Devon, Knt. of the 
Bath, and Bart. who died in 1668; Caroline, to Sir Thomas 
Scot, of Scots hall in Kent, Knt. Louiſa Margareta, to Sir 
Robert Atkins, of Saperton in com. Glouceſter, Knt. fon of 
Sir Robert Atkins, K nt. of the Bath; Rachel, and Elizabeth, 
who died unmarried. 

Philip Carteret, his eldeſt ſon, eminently diſtinguiſhed him. 
ſelf in the civil wars, and was knighted by Charles II. at his 
arrival in Jerſey. He was Governor of Mount- Orgueil caſlle, 
when it was beſieged by the Parliament forces in the year 1651; 
® which having been neglected after the fortifying of Elizabeth 
caſtle, he could not make any long defence, and it was thought 
moſt prudent to capitulate for their lives and fortunes. It is 
recited by Whitlock, that on Dec. 31, 1651, a petition was 
preſented to the Parliament from Colonel Philip Carteret, and 
the reſt of the late officers of Mount- Orgueil caſtle, in the iſle 
of Jerſey : ? That according to the articles upon ſurrender 
thereof, an act of oblivion may be paſſed for the petitioners, 
which the Parliament ordered accordingly, and approved of the 
ſaid articles: and on Janvaty 3 following, they ordered Sir 
Philip Carteret's lands to be reſtored to him. After the reſto- 
ration of the King he married Jemima, daughter of Edward 
Montagu, the firſt Earl of Sandwich, Vice-Admiral of Eng- 
land; and was with him “ in the great ſea fight with the Dutch 
in Solebay, May 28, 1672, wherein his Lordſhip, in the Royal 
ry having maintained a fight of five hours, with two 

utch men of war (one of them commanded by Rear-Admiral 
de Ruyter) and bravely repulſed them with three of their fire- 
ſhips, was at length fired by the fourth, and periſhed in the 
flames; and with him Sir Philip Carteret, who would not for- 
ſake him, though many had left the ſhip. 

His ſaid lady Jemima died before him, and was buried at 
Hawnes, on ae 21, 1671. By her he had iſſue three 
ſons, Sir George Carteret, Bart. created Lord Carteret ; Philip, 
ſecond ſon, baptized at Hawnes *, on May 20, 1669, who was 
Captain of the marmes, and Lieutenant to Sir Francis Wheeler, 
Admiral of a ſquadron of men of war deſigned for the Medi- 
terranean-ſea*, who was foundered in a ſtorm, as he was failing 
from Gibraltar towards the Straights, Feb. 17, 1693, his own 
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ſhip the Suſſex being loſt, and the Admiral, Captain Carteret, 


and the whole crew, except two Moors, drowned. 

Edward Carteret, Eſq; third fon a, baptized at Hawnes, 
Nov. 28, 1671, was elected * to parijgment for the borough 
of Huntingdon, in 10 Will. III. and afterwards ferved * fur the 
town of Bedford. in the firſt year of Queen Anne, - 

On the acceſſion of George I. he was choſen for the bo- 
rough of Beerealſton, in the county of Devon; and on April 4, 
1721, he, with Galfridus Walpole, Efq; were conſtituted Poſt- 
maſter-general ; in which place of joint Polt-maſter-general he 
continued till his death, which was on April 15, 1739. 1 
1699, he married Bridget, daughter of Sir Thomas Exton, 


Dean of the arches court of Canterbury, and Judge of the 


high court of Admiralty, by whom he had iſſue three ſons and 
three daughters; George, who died at Weſtminſter ſchool in 
1718; Edward, who, being appointed in 1731, one of the 
Council to the Eaſt-India factory of Bengal, died there the 
fame year; and Philip, who died in April, 1727. His three 


daughters were Bridget, who was one of the Maids of Honour 


to Queen Caroline, and died unmarried; Anna-Iſabella, wedded 
to Philip Cavendiſh, of Weſtbury in the county of Southamp- 


ton, Elq; Treaſurer of Greenwich-hoſpital, and one of the 


Admirals of his Majeſty's fleet; and Charlotte, who died un- 
married in 1731. | | 

I now return to George Lord Carteret, who, in conſidera- 
tion of his own merits, and the ſervices of his anceſtors, wWas 
raiſed to that honour when he was but fifteen years of age. 

The preamble to the patent 7 ſets forth, That his Majeſty 
© King Charles the ſecond, deſigning to advance Sir George 
© Carteret, late of Hawnes in the county of Bedford, Knight 
* and Baronet (he being deſcended of an ancient and worthy 
© family of that name, which, for many ages paſt, had flou- 
* riſhed, with much reputation, in the iſland of Jerfey) whom, 
© by reaſon of his eminent ſervices to the late King (of bleſſed 
© memory) as allo to himſelf as Vice-chamberlain of his houſe- 
© hold, f reaſurer of the royal navy, and one of his moſt ho- 
© nourable Privy-council, he had conſtituted Vice-treaſurer of 
© Ireland, and Treaſurer of his military forces there; all which 
© employments having managed with ſingular prudence, inte- 
* grity, and diligence, his Majeſty intended to have made him 
2 Peer of this realm, had not his death prevented it. 

* Whereas alſo, Sir Philip Carteret, Knight, eldeſt fon to 
© the {aid Sir George, imitating his father's moſt loyal example, 
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< ſoft his life in his ſervice, in that notable ſea-fight with the 
© Dutch, which happened on LY the 28th of May, 1672 


© (his father then alive) leaving iſſue Sir George Carteret, now 


alſo of Hawnes, Baronet, grandſon and heir to the above. 
ſpecified Sir George. His Majeſty therefore taking into con- 
ſideration, the ſingular merits of the grandfather, and father, 
in teſtimony of his real ſenſe thereof (by letters-patent, bear- 
ing date the 19th day of October 1681, in the 23d year of 
his reign) advanced him to the degree and dignity of a Baron 
of this realm, by the title of Lord Carteret, of Hawnes, be- 
fore ſpecified, to hold and enjoy to himſelf, and the heirs- 
male of his body; and for lack of ſuch iſſue, to Philip Car- 
teret his brother, and the heirs-male of his body; and for 
default of ſuch iſſue, to Edward Carteret, his other brother, 
and to the heirs-male of his body.” 5 
His Lordſnip did not take his place in the houſe of Peers till 
after the revolution *, being introduced on January 30, 1688-9, 
on which day the queſtion was put, * Whether or no there was 
an original contract between King and people.“ In this diſ- 
pute, Whether King James had broke that original contract, 
it was carried in the affirmative ; and therein the Lord Carteret 
concurred,

His Lordſhip departed this life on September 22, 1695, in 


the 26th year of his age, and was buried * near his grandfather 
at Hawnes, on the 3oth of the ſaid month. He had iſſue, by 
the Lady Grace, daughter of John Granville Earl of Bath, 
before-mentioned, three ſons and a daughter, 

1. George, who was baptized at Hawnes on Feb. 11, 1688, 
and buried there on June 8, 1689: ; 

2. John Lord Carteret, late Earl Granville: 

3. Philip, born at Hawnes on November 6, 1692, diſtin- 
guiſhed for his great proficiency in learning, who died in the 
19th year of his age, on March 19, 1710, and was buried in 
Weſtminſter-Abbey, where a neat monument is erected to his 
memory, by the late Earl Granville, with an inſcription, wrote 
by Dr. William Freind, maſter of Weſtminſter ſchool : 

4. Jemima, who died unmarried, and was buried at Havrnes, 
on May 30, 8 : 

The Lady Grace, their mother, had ſo true a love for her 
Lord, and honoured his memory ſo far, that though ſhe was, 
on his deceaſe, in the bloom of life, ſhe continued a widow to 
her death, greatly honoured and reſpected by all her acquaint- 
ance. King George l. in confideration of the great fervices of 


her father, the Earl of Bath (the only perſon intruſted by 
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Charles II. and General Monk, in the arduous affair of the 
reſtoration” of monarchy and epiſcopacy) created her Lady ſhip 
Viſcounteſs Carteret, and Counteſs Granville, by letters- 
patent, bearing date, January 1, 1714-15, in the firſt year of 
his reign, with limitation of thoſe honours to her ſon John 
Lord Carteret, late Earl Granyille, with remainder of the 
title of Viſcount Carteret to Edward Carteret, his uncle, and 
the heirs-male of his body. By the death of her nephew 
Willian-Henry, Earl of Bath, in 1711, her Ladyſhip became 
one of the two coheirs to her father John, Earl of Bath's great 
eſta e in Cornwal and Devonſhire, &c. in which counties her 
paternal anceſtors were poſſeſſed of Bydeford, Kilkhampton, 
and other manors, from the time of the conqueſt. And, 

the noble alliances of her family, ſhe derived an illuſtrious de- 
ſcent from the Courtenays, Earls of Devonſhire ;. from the Bo- 
huns, Earls of Hereford ; and fo from King Edward J. Alfo- 
from the Beaumonts, the Lords Bonville, the Gorges, the St. 
Legers, Butlers, Earls of Ormond, with many other antient 
and honourable families, And her deſcendants have a right to 
the arms, creſts, and quarterings, of her noble father, the 
Right Honourable John Earl of Bath. The creit his Lordſhip 
bore was, on a chapeau gules, turned up ermine, a griffin 
paſtant or. But his anceſtors ſometimes bore three other ereſts, 
as is evident from their ſeals, and from the pedigrees and quar- 
terings of the family, in the viſitation of Devonſhire, A. D. 
1620, tae original whereof is in the Harleian library, and a 
copy in the College of Arms, marked C. 1. 

Her Ladyſhip, departing this life on October 18, 1744, was 
buried in Weftminiter Abbey; and her only ſurviving ſon, 
John Lord Carteret, then became Viſcount Carteret and Earl 
Granville, | 

Which John Lord Carteret, Viſcount Carteret, and Earl 
Granville, born on April 22, 1690, was only four years and 
five months old at his father's deceaſe. His Lordſhip was care- 
fully educated at Weſtminſter ſchool, and afterwards at Chriſt- 
church College in Oxford. | 

On May 25, 1711, his Lordſhip was introduced into the 
Houſe of . where he diſtinguiſhed himſelf, by his ardent 
zeal to the ſucceſhon of King George I. who appointed him“ 
one of the Lords of his bedchamber, on his acceſſion to the 
throne : And being appointed, by his Majeſty, Bailiff of the 
Iſland of Jerſey, his Lordſhip, July 20, 1715, took the oaths 
to qualify himſelf for that office, in his Majeſty's preſence, at 
dt. James's, Alſo when diſcontented people had fomented a 
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rebellion, he was conſtituted, July 6, 1716, Lord-lieutenant 
and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the county of Devon. Which truſt 
he held till Auguſt 11, 1721, when, on his Lordſhip's reſig- 
nation, Hugh Lord Clinton took the oaths in council, being 
appointed thereto. 

On January 25, 1718-19, he was appointed Ambaſſador Ex. 
traordinary, and , Miniſter Plenipotentiary, to the Queen of 
Sweden; but did not ſet out on his einibath; till June 1 follow- 
ing. His Lordſhip embarked in the river for Gottenburgh, in 
his way to Stockholm, where he arrived June 30, 1719, after 
eight days paſſage from Gottenburgh. On July 6 he preſented 
his memorial to that Queen, and had her Majeſty's anſwer the 
ſame day. His firſt buſineſs was, to remove the difficulties in 
the commerce of the Britiſh ſubjects in the Baltick, and to pro- 
cure ſatis faction for the loſſes they had ſuſtained ; wherein he 
ſucceeded ſo well, that the Queen ordered an equitable com- 
penſation to the rightful claimants, and that the ſhips belong- 
ing to Great Britain ſhou}d have freedom of commerce and 
navigation in the Baltick, and not be moleſted, though they 
were bound to ports taken by the Czar of Muſcovy from her 
Majeſty. And his Lordſhip, in a private audience, on No- 
vember 6, 1719 (when he firſt took on him the character of 
Ambaſlador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary) offered the 
King his maſter's mediation to the Queen, to make peace be- 
tween Sweden and Denmark; alſo his Majeſty's mediation 
between Sweden and the Czar ; and the Queen accepted both 
mediations. | 2568 

The peace between Sweden, Pruſſia, and Hanover, con- 
cluded by his Lordſhip, was proclaimed at Stockholm, on 
March q, 1719-20. Having allo ſettled a preliminary treaty 
between Sweden and Denmark; and having been appointed 
Ambaſſador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary, with the Lord 
Polwarth, to the congreſs at Brunſwick, for finally adjuſting 
all differences in the North, his Lordſhip had audience of leave 
of the King and Queen of Sweden, on June 9, 1720, at Catl- 
berg, and had the honour to dine the ſame day with their Ma- 
jeſties, who expreſſed their eſteem for him in the moſt gracious 
terms. On June 13 he ſet out for Denmark, and on the :qth, 
at Fredticſburgh, he had his firſt audience of the King of Den- 
mark, by whom. he was very favourably received. His Lotd- 
ſhip brought with him the treaty of peace between Denmark 
and Sweden, agreed to and figned on the part of Sweden; 
which, after a conference on July 1, and another on the next 
day, between his Lordſhip and the-Daniſh miniſters, was agreed 
to likewiſe by the King of Denmark, and ſigned by his Mi- 
niſter Plenipotentiary on July 3. 5 


— 
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The King being then at Hanover, this mention is made o 
his Lordſhip in the London Gazette : | 
Hanover, Avguſt 19. The King has been pleaſed to ap- 
© point the Earl Stanhope, the Lord Carteret, and Sir Robert 
© Sutton, to be. his Majeſty's Ambaſſadors Extraordinary and 
© Plenipotentiaries at the congreſs at Cambray' 

The ratifications of the treaty of peace, between Detmark 
and Sweden, were exchanged on October 22, 1720, at Copen- 
hagen; which put an end to the war that had ſo long raged 
between Sweden, Ruſſia, Denmark, and the King of Pruſſia. 
Whereupon his Lordſhip, taking his leave of his Daniſh Ma- 
jeſty, proceeded to Hamburgh, which place he left on Novem- 
ber 15, 1720, and coming through Hanover in his way to 
England, arrived at St. James's on December 5, O. S. fol- 
lowing. | 

His Lordſhip was graciouſly received by his Majeſty, who 
was fo well ſatisfied with his ſucceſsful negotiations, that he 
ſoon after appointed him his Ambaſſador Extraordinary to the 
court of France; but when he had received his inſtructions, 
and was preparing to ſet out for that kingdom, James Craggs, 
Eſq; Principal Secretary of State, departing this life, on Fe- 
bruary 17, 1720-1, the King was pleaſed to appoint his Lord- 
ſhip to ſucceed him in that offce on March 4, enfuing; and 
the next day his Majeſty being preſent in council, at St. 
James's, he was, by his command, ſworn one of the Lofds 
of his moſt honourable Privy Council; as likewiſe one of his 
Majeſty's Principal Secretaries of State, and took his place at the 
board accordingly. | 

On May 26, 1723, the King declaring to his Privy Coun- 
eil, that ſome extraordinary affairs called him abroad for the 
ſummer, his Lordſhip thereupon was appointed one of the 
Lords Juſtices for the adminiſtration of the government. And 
by his Majeſty's command, his Lordſhip, and the Viſcount 
Townſhend, his two Principal Secretaries of State, were ap- 
pointed to wait on him at Hanover. 

The King ſet out from Hanover, on his return for England, 
on December 18; but the Lords Carteret and Townſhend ar- 
nved at the Hague on the 19th, and had ſcveral conferences 
with the chief perſons of the government there on affairs of 
importance. His Majeſty was detained at Relvoctluys, by 
contrary winds, from the 24th to the 27th of December, O. S. 
when the wind coming to the S. E. his Majeſty embarked, 
and after a very fine paſſage landed at Margate, about two on 


Saturday the 28th, with the Lord Carteret, and the Lord 
Townſhend. 
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On April 3, 1724, there being ſeveral removes at court, the 
Duke of Newcaſtle ſucceeded the Lord Carteret in his office 
of Principal Secretary of State ; and his Lordſhip the ſame day 


was conſtituted Lord-lieutenant of Ireland. His Lordſhip's 


affairs requiring his continuing in England for ſome time, it 
was October 22, 1724, when he embarked-on board the Dub. 
lin yacht, at Holyhead, about one in the morning, and had ſo 
quick a paſſige, that he landed at Dublin the ſame day about 
noon. He immediately procecded to the Caſtle with the uſual 
ſolemnity, and in the council-chamber took the oaths ap- 
pointed to be taken by his Majeſty's Lieutenant and Chief 
Governor of Ireland. His Lordſhip was well acquainted with 
the ſtate of the nation before he went over, and procured Mr, 
Wood's patent for coining halfpence and farthings, which had 
been complained of as a great grievance, to be revoked. Whilf 
his Lordſhip was in Ireland, his Majeſty in council, June 1, 


1725, declaring his intention of going out of the kingdom for 
a ſhort time, was pleaſed to appoint him one of the Lords 


Juſtices during his abſence. 

On Sept. 21, 1725, his Excellency went with the uſual ſtate 
to the Houſe of Peers; and being attended there by the Com- 
mons, delivered his ſpeerh to them from the throne: And 


having given the royal aſſent to ſeveral acts, concluded the 


ſeſſion with another ſpeech, on March 3, 1725-6. 


His Lordſhip having conſtituted Hugh, Archbiſhop of Ar- 


magh, R. Weſt, Lord Chancellor, and William Conolly, Efq; 
Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, Lords Juſtices during his 
abſence, embarked for England, and arriving at,St. James's in 
May, 1726, was graciouſly received by his Majeſty. 

On May 31, 1727, his Lordſhip was again declared one of 
the Lords ſultices for the adminiſtration of the government 


during the King's abſence, who ſet cut from St. James's on 


June 3, following, and died on the 11th, at Oſnabrug, in his 


way to Hanover, : 
Upon advice thereof, the Lords of the Privy Council, aſ- 


ſembling at Leiceſler-Houſe, his Succeſſor George II. cauſed 


them to be ſworn of his Privy Council, the Lord Carteret 


being preſent, who was alſo at the proclaiming of his Majeſty 
at Leiceſter-Houſe, and ſigned the Proclamation on June 14, 
1727. And his Majeſty in Council at Kenſington, July 29, 


that year, was graciouſly pleaſed to declare his Lordſhip Lord 


Lieutenant, and Chief Governor of his Majeſty's Kingdom of 
Ireland. A 

His Lordſhip went over in November following, on a new 
Parliament being called; and on "Tueſday, the 28th of the 


fame month, went wich the uſual ſtate to the Houſe of Peers, 
: | 1 and 
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and being ſeated on the throne, ſent for the Commons, and 
directed them to chuſe a Speaker: And they having unani- 
moully elected the Right Honourable William Conolly, Eſq; 
into that office, he was by them preſented to his Lordſhip, and 
approved of. The ſame day he opened the ſeſſion with a 
ſpeech to both Houſes, who unanimouſly reſolved upon humble 
and dutiful addreſſes to his Majeſty, which were preſented to 
his Excellency on November 3o, 1727. | 

The Parliament continued fitting till May 6, 1728, when 
his Excellency gave the royal aſſent to twenty public acts; and 
then making a ſpeech, expreſſing his regard for the welfare of 
that kingdom, the Lord Chancellor, by his command, pro- 
rogued the Parliament to Tueſday, June 4. And his Lord- 
ſhip appointing the Archbiſhop of Armagh, Thomas Wind- 
ham, Eſq; Lord Chancellor, and William Conolly, Efq; 
Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, Lords Juſtices, during his 
abſence, embarked for England, and arrived at St. James's 
about the middle of May, 1728. 

In 1729, his Lordſhip returning to Ireland, and on Septem- 
ber 23, the Houſes of Parliament meeting, according to proro- 

ation, opened the ſeſſions with a ſpeech; and the Lords and 
—— attended him with their reſpective addreſſes, both to 
the King and his Excellency, on the 25th. Several bills hav- 
ing paſſed, after being approved of by the Council in England, 
as uſual, his Lordſhip on April 15, 1730, addrefling both 
Houſes from the throne, ordered the Parliament to be pro- 
rogued to May 14, following: after which, viz. on the 20th 
of the ſame month, he embarked for England, and arrived on 
the 3oth at London, 

As his Lordſhip had continued Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
the uſual time, his Majeſty in council at Windſor, on June 19, 
1730, was pleaſed to declare his Grace, Lionel Duke of Dorſet, 
Lieutenant-General and General Governor of his kingdom of 
Ireland; and the Earl of Cheſterfield Lord Steward of his 
houſhold, in the room of the Duke of Dorſet. Whereby his 
Lordſhip had no public employment from 1730, till February 
12, 1741-2, when his Majeſty, at St. James's, was pleaſed to 
declare him one of his Principal Secretaries of State, and the 
next day he was ſworn in council, and took bis place at the 
board accordingly. | 2 

In September, 1742, his Lordſhip was ſent to the States 
General, to cbncert meaſures with them, in that very critical 
junQure, for the ſupport of their liberties, and the good of 
the common cauſe. 25 \ 

In 1743 he waited on his Majeſty to Hanover, who, before 
his leaving St. James's, appointed him one of the Lords Juſ- 
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tices, and his Lordſhip attended all the campaign that year in 
Germany. : 


His Lordſhip by deſcent from his grandfather, . Sir George 


Carteret, Vice-chamberlain of the Houſhold to King Charles 


II. and of his Privy-council, being one of the eight Lords 
proprietors of South and North Carolina © : and the other ſe- 
ven Lords proprietors having fold and ſurrendered their re- 
ſpective rights and titles therein to his Majeſty, confirm- 
ed by act of parliament, in the ſecond year of his reign, 
intitled, An act for eſtabliſhing an agreement with ſeven of 
© the Lords proprietors of Carolina, for the ſurrender of their 
title and intereſt in that province to his Majeſty.” And all 
his Lordſhip's rights. and titles whatſoever, in the Caro- 
lina's, being ſaved and reſerved unto him by the ſaid act, he, 
by his humble petition to his Majeſty in council, in 1742, re- 
citing the ſeveral letters patent, made by King Charles II. to 
Edward, then Earl of Clarendon, George, then Duke of Al- 


bemarle, William, then Lord Craven, John, then Lord Berke- 


ley, Anthony, then Lord Aſhley, Sir George Carteret, Knt. 


and Bart. Sir William Berkeley, and Sir Ihn Colleton, Kut. 


and Bait. all fince deceaſed ; as alſo the Act of parliament be- 
fore recited : And that he is ſtill entitled to one undivided 
eighth part of the faid provinces, and of all the premiſes 
granted by the ſaid ſeveral letters patent, as alſo-of the arrears 
of quit rents, duties, &c. humbly prayed his Majeſty, that 
his ſaid eighth part of his ſoil of the ſaid provinces, and terti- 


tories, might be ſet out, and allotted to tim, as ſhould be 


agreed on between perſons, to be appointed by his Majeſty, 
and the ſaid Lord Carteret. To hold and enjoy the ſame for 
ever hereafter in ſeveralty, to the ſaid John Lord Carteret, his 
heirs and aſſigns; together with all and every the ſame royal- 
ties, powers, &c. (the government thereof only excepted) as 
far as concerns ſuch eighth part to be fo allotted to the ſaid 
John Lord Carteret. And thereupon humbly: offered and pro- 
poſed to his Majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, his ſhare and 
intereſt of and in the government of the ſaid provinces and 
territories z and to convey, releaſe and confirm, to his Ma- 
jeſty, his hetrs, &c. the other ſeven parts of the ſaid provinces. 

Whereupon his Majeſty referred the ſaid petition to the 
Lords of the Committee of his moſt honourable Privy council; 
which was referred by them to the Lords Commiſſioners of 


trade and plantations, who having examined the ſaid petition, 


reported to the ſaid Lords of the Committee of Privy-council, 
F That it would be for his Majeſty's ſervice, that the ſaid Lord 


c Grant and releaſe of one eighth part of Carolina from his Majeſty to Lord 
Carteret, 17 Sept. 19 Geo. II. and ſurrender of ſeven eighth parts of Caroliut 
from Lord Carteret to his Majeſty. | 
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© Carteret's property ſhould be ſeparated from that of his Ma- 
+ jeſty, wherein the ſaid Lord Carteret ſhould enjoy, whatever 
he was entitled to by the charters of Carolina, and the aforeſaid 
« act of Parliament, and conceived the method, &c. propoſed 
« by the ſaid Lord Carteret, would be moſt effectual.“ Which 


report, the Lords of his Majeſty's Privy-council taking into 


conſideration; did agree in opinion with the ſaid Lords Com- 

miſſioners of trade and plantations : And on Auguſt 24, 1742, 
made their report to his Majeſty, that the ſaid Lord Carteret's 
property ſhould be ſeparated from that of his Majeſty's. 

They moreover propoſed, that the reſpective Governors of 
South and North Carolina, or either of them, be ordered to 
nominate and appoint proper perſons, as Commiſſioners on his 
Majeſty's behali, not exceeding five, who, in conjunction with 
a like number, appointed by the ſaid Lord Carteret, as Com- 
miſſioners on his behalf, ſhould be impowered to ſet out, and 
allot to the faid Lord Carteret, one full eighth part of the pro- 
vinces of Carolina, in ſuch part or parts thereof, as ſhould be 
agreed on by the ſaid Commiſſioners, and that they ſhould be 
required to make a return of the ſaid proceedings to his Majeſty 
in council, within eighteen months after the date of his Ma- 
Jeſty's order; and alſo to lay before his Majeſty a plan, con- 
taining a full and exact deſcription of the ſaid lands, together 
with the reſpective boundaries thereof, in order (in caſe his 

Majeſty ſhould approve thereof) for conveying the fame to the 
ſaid Lord Carteret, in ſuch manner, as ſfaould be adviſed by 
his Majeſty's Council learned in the law: Provided the ſaid 
Lord Carteret made a ſurrender of all his pretenſions to the go- 
vernment of the faid provinces of Carolina, &c. 

Thereupon his Majeſty in council, on Sept. 15, 1742, ap- 
proving thereof, and by his order Commithoners being ap- 
pointed, to allot to the ſaid Lord Carteret one full eighth part 
of the provinces of Carolina; they, by their report to his Ma- 
jeſty in council, dated December 6, 1743, certified that in pur- 
ſuance of his Majeſty's ſaid order, they did fet out and allot to 
the ſaid John Lord Carteret, one full eighth part of the pro- 
vinces of Carolina, in one entire ſeparate diſtrict in the province 
of North Carolina, next adjoining, and contiguous to the pro- 
vince of Virginia; which eighth part is bounded on the north 
by the line which divides Carolina from Virginia; to the'ealt - 
by the great Weſtern-ocean, commonly ſo called, and as far 
ſoutherly, as Cedar- ſtake, ſet upon the ſea fide, in the latitude 
of 35 degrees and 34 minutes, at north Jetidude, being fix 
miles and a Half to the ſouthward of Chickinacomack inlet ; 
from that ſtake by a weſt line, which paſſed twenty-hve feet, 
to the ſouthward of the houſe wherein Themas Wallis liveth 
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and ſo weſt, as far as the bounds of the charter, granted to 
the Lords proprietors of Carolina by King Charles II. which 
weft line went 1660 poles to the north of the ſouth end of 
Bath-town : And the ſaid Commiitoners did, purſuant to or- 
der, tranſmit to his Majeſty a plan, containing a full and ex- 
act deſcripiion of the ſaid one eighth part of the ſaid provinces 


and territories, ſo ſet out and allotted to the ſaid Jobn Lord | 


Carteret, 
And purſuant thereunto, on May 9, 1744, his Majeſty was 


pleaſed, with the advice of his Privy-council, to approve of the 
allotment of land thereby made to the ſaid Lord Carteret, and 


to order Mr. Attorney, and Mr. Sollicitor-general, to prepare 
ſuch inſtruments or deeds, as are propoſed by the ſaid report, 


orders, &c; Accordingly, on Sept. 17, 1744, 18 Geo. II. 


his Majeſty by indenture of the one part, and the right ho- 
nourable John Lord Carteret on the other part, in confidera- 
tion of the ſaid Lord Carteret's ſurrendering, releaſing, and 
confirming to his Majeſty, all his.eftate, right, title, and in-

provinces ſo ſeparated, and allotted to the ſaid ſohn Lord Car- 
teret, by the ſaid commithoners, with all the yearly rents, 
iſſues and profits thereof, &c. together with all rights, privi- 


leges, royalties, liberties, immunities, &c. of what kind ſo- 


ever, within the ſaid one eighth part of the provinces or terri- 
tories, in as ample manner and form, as the ſaid John Lord 
Carteret, &c. held, uſcd or enjoyed, by virtue of letters patent, 
granted by King Charles II.

this grant, the powers of making laws, calling or holding 
of aſſemblies, erecting courts of juſtice, appointing judges or 
juſtices, pardoning criminals, granting titles of honour, mak- 
ing ports or havens, taking cuſtoms and duties on goods, &c. 
executing martial law, exerciſing any of the royal rights of 
a County Palatine, &c. or exerciſing any other prerogatives, 
&c, relating to the adminiſtration of the government of the ſaid 
one eighth part of the ſaid provinces: To hold the ſaid one 


Eighth part, &c. to him, as aſoreſaid, his heirs, and aſſigns 


for 


xcepting nevertheleſs out of 
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for ever; yielding and payirtz to his Majeſty, his heirs and ſuc- 
ceſſors, the annual rent of one pound thirteen ſhillings and 
four pence on the feaſt of All- Saints, for ever: alſo one fourth 
part of all gold and ſilver ore found within the ſaid eighth part 
of the premiſes. | | 

On November 24 following, his Lordſhip having reſigned 

the ſeals into his Majeſty's hands at St. James's, William Earl 
of Harrington was appointed one of the principal Secretarics | 
of State in his place. 
On February 10, 1745-6, his Grace the Duke of Newcaſtle, 
and the Earl of Harrington, reſigning, at St. James's the ſeals 
of their reſpective offices of principal Secretary of State, his 
Majeſty was pleaſed the ſame day to appoint his Lordſhip to 
be principal Secretary of State; but on the 14th of the ſame 
month, his Lordſhip reſigned the ſeals again into his Majeſty's 
hands. - 

On June 22, 1749, at Kenſington, his Lordſhip was elected 
one of the Knights Companions of the moſt noble order of the 
Garter, together with the preſent King, the Margrave of An- 
ſpach, Duke of Leeds, Duke of Bedford, and Earl of Albe- 
marle; and was inſtalled with them at Windſor, on July 12, 
1750. In 1751, his Majeſty having been pleaſed to appoint 
his Lordſhip Preſident of his moſt honourable Privy-council, 
he was ſworn at Kenſington on June 17, and kept that office 
till his death. And his Majeſty at St. James's declaring in 
Council, on March 30, 1752, his intention of going out of 
England for a ſhort time, was pleaſed to nominate him one of 
the Lords Juſtices during his abſence. And his Lordſhip was 
with the Duke of Cumberland, and other great officers of ſtate, 
commiſſioners for opening the ſeſſion of parliament at Weſt- 
minſter, on May 31, 1754; alſo in another commiſſion for 
putting an end to the ſeſſion on June 5 following, when they 
prorogued it to Thurſday the 8th of Auguſt. | 3 

His Lordſhip firſt took to wife, at Longleat, on Octo- 
ber 17, 1710, Frances, born on March 6, 1694, only daugh- 
ter of Sir Robert Worſley, Bart. by his Lady Frances, only 
daughter of Thomas firſt Viſcount Weymouth, by Frances, 
his Lady, eldeſt daughter of Heneage ſecond Earl of Winchel- 
ſea, by the Lady Mary his wife, daughter of William Duke 
of Somerſet, and the Lady Frances his Dutcheſs, eldeſt daugh- 
ter of the famous Robert Devereux, Earl of Eſſex, the favou- 
rite of Queen Elizabeth. | 

Which Lady, after accompanying his Lordſhip thrice to Ire- 
land, when he was Lord Lieutenant, alſo accompanied him to 
Hanover, where ſhe died on June 9, 1743. Her Ladyſhip was

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brought over, in November following, and buried in Weſt.

His Lordſhip died on January 2, 1763, aged near 73, having
